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fl^p"|HE  Ninth  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Woman's 
jkT  Home  Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  convened  in 
Delaware  Avenue  Church,  Buffalo,  N.  Y.,  Thursday  morning,  October  30th,  at 
10  o'clock,  and  continued  in  session  until  5  o'clock  Wednesday  afternoon, 
November  5th. 

The  auditorium  of  the  Church  was  appropriately  decorated.  Beautiful 
chrysanthemums  and  green  palms  encircled  the  pulpit  platform,  while  overhead 
was  suspended  between  two  large  American  flags  a  banner  inscribed  "Wel- 
come, W.  H.  M.  S.  For  the  Love  of  Christ  and  in  His  Name."  Beneath  this 
was  placed  the  handsome  banner  of  the  Home  Missionary  Reading  Circle  of 
the  Society. 

The  opening  religious  services  were  in  charge  of  the  President,  Mrs.  John 
Davis,  who  announced  the  hymn,  "Come,  thou  Fount  of  every  blessing."  Mrs. 
Bishop  Walden  read  the  Scripture  lesson,  and  Mrs.  R.  W.  P.  Goff  offered  a 
fervent  prayer.  Mrs.  Davis,  in  tender,  earnest  words,  voiced  the  desire  of  the 
meeting  to  "see  Jesus  and  Jesus  only"  during  this  convention.  The  hymn, 
"Vain  delusive  world  adieu,"  was  sung,  and  prayers  were  offered  by  Mrs.  M. 
E.  Griffith  and  Mrs.  H.  C.  McCabe.  After  singing  "Praise  God  from  whom 
all  blessings  flow  "  the  business  was  immediately  entered  upon. 

Mrs.  F.  A.  Aiken,  the  Recording  Secretary,  called  the  roll  of  the  Confer- 
ences, and  the  delegates  took  the  places  assigned  them. 

On  motion,  the  following  ladies  were  empowered  to  act  as  delegates:  Miss 
J.  M.  Bancroft  for  Virginia,  Mrs.  M.  E.  Griffith  for  North-west  Kansas,  Mrs.  E. 
L.  Albright  for  Central  Ohio,  Mrs.  J.  L.  Willard  for  Central  New  York,  and 
Mrs.  Cora  Provine  for  East  Tennessee  Conferences. 

Mrs.  Aiken  nominated  as  her  assistant  Secretaries,  ladies  from  the  Eastern, 
Western,  Central  and  Northern  sections   of  the  country  represented  in  the  con- 
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vention,  and  these  nominations  were  confirmed  as  follows:  Miss  Martha  Van 
Marter,  of  New  York  City;  Mrs.  B.  S.  Potter,  of  Bloomington,  111.;  Mrs.  W. 
C.  Herron,  of  Avondale,  O.,  and  Mrs.  E.  B.  Green,  of  Rochester,  N.  Y. 

Mr.  F.  H.  Root,  an  honored  layman  of  Delaware  Avenue  Church,  after 
expressing  regret  that  the  illness  of  his  pastor,  Rev.  Dr.  Odell,  caused  the  duty 
to  devolve  upon  him,  welcomed  the  ladies  in  behalf  of  this  Church  and  the 
ministers  of  the  Conference  in  a  most  cordial  and  happy  manner. 

Mrs.  E.  E.  Chambers,  President  of  the  Genesee  Conference  Society,  wel- 
comed the  convention  in  behalf  of  the  Genesee  Conference,  in  a  womanly  ad- 
dress, warm  with  deep  Christian  feeling,  and  earnest  with  suggestive  thought. 

The  response  in  behalf  of  the  delagates  was  made  by  Mrs.  C.  L.  Roach, 
of  Washington,  D.  C,  who  said  :  "  Our  hearts  respond  to  the  kind  words  that 
have  been  spoken.  We  are  glad  to  be  in  this  beautiful  city  of  whose  history 
and  growth  we  know  somewhat;  we  are  glad  to  be  in  this  Church,  beautiful 
with  flowers ;  most  of  all  we  are  glad  to  look  into  the  kind  faces  of  these  happy 
toilers — these  successful  gleaners  in  the  harvest  field.  We  feel  that  it  is 
blessed  to  receive,  and  already  our  hearts  have  been  filled  with  your  love,  and 
with  the  love  of  Christ."  In  glowing  terms  she  contrasted  our  comfortable 
homes  with  those  in  many  neglected  sections  of  our  land,  and  spoke  of  the  vast 
work  opening  up  in  those  sections.  She  glanced  at  the  history  and  work  of  the 
Woman's  Missionary  Societies  in  the  past  twenty  years  ;  traced,  in  brief,  the 
rise  and  progress  of  American  Methodism,  beginning  with  Barbara  Heck,  and 
emphasized  the  need  of  the  hour  for  thoughtful,  consecrated  women  in  our  own 
families  as  well  as  in  our  mission  and  Deaconess  work. 

Mrs.  R.  S.  Rust  read  telegrams  and  letters  of  greeting  from  Bishops  Vin 
cent  and  Mallalieu,  Mrs.  Bishops  Peck,  Warren,  Foss,  Mallalieu,  Ninde,  Fitz 
gerald,  Mrs.  President  Harrison,  Mrs.  General  Logan,  Mrs.  Clem  Studebaker 
Mrs.  P.  L.  Bennett,  Mrs.  C.  B.  Fisk,  Mrs. Senator  Springer,  Mrs.  Senator  Teller 
Mrs.  Dr.  Pearne,  Mrs.  Dr.  Foster,  Mrs.  Dr.  Strong,  Mrs.  E.  E.  Royer,  Mrs.  J 
B.  Prentiss,  Mrs.  Silas  Pierce,  Mrs.  J.  M.  King,  Mrs.  J.  H.  Mansfield,  and  Mrs 
Pamelia  Felt,  all  expressing  interest  in  the  work  of  our  Society,  and  regret  at 
inability  to  be  present. 

Two  stanzas  of  the  hymn  "  How  firm  a  foundation  "  were  sung,  after 
which  Mrs.  Davis,  President  of  the  Society,  read  her  annual  address,  as  follows  : 

Dear  Friends  :  It  goes  without  saying  that  we  are  glad  to  see  each  other. 
Few  things  make  such  warm  friendships  as  sacrificing  and  working  together  to 
attain  some  common  purpose.  We  learn  what  it  means  to  be  members  one  of 
another,  and  to  have  our  hearts  enriched  by  that  greatest  thing  in  the  world, 
love.  We  come  up  annually  to  this  our  Zion,  filling  her  courts  with  thanksgiv- 
ing and  her  gates  with  praise.  Each  succeeding  year  has  been  more  encourag- 
ing than  the  preceding.  This  year  we  have  rounded  out  an  epoch  or  period  of 
time  which  ought  to  be  marked  by  a  monument.  While  this  is  our  Ninth  An- 
niversary, it  is  the  tenth  year  of  our  history. 

Standing  on  the  threshold  of  our  Society,  with  our  faces  toward  the  beginning 
of  the  decade,  our  eye  catches  here  and  there,  standing  out  in  relief,  some  of 
the  difficulties  we  met  on  the  way,  particularly  in  the  outset.  We  who  are 
charter  members  ought  perhaps  to  take  you  later  comers  on  a  backward  excur- 
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sion  that  you  may  better  know  where  you  are  now.  We  can  only  do  this  in  a 
paragraph  or  two,  and  close  with  statistics  of  the  present.  The  historian  of  the 
next  decade,  if  she  chooses,  may  thus  link  herself  to  this  time  in  a  similar  gen- 
eral summary,  referring  her  audience,  as  I  do  mine,  to  the  Annual  Reports  for 
the  detailed  work  of  the  years. 

.  It  is  only  in  an  accommodated  sense  we  can  say  of  the  Society  it  originated 
in  the  volition  of  the  few — such  and  such  a  one  suggested  it.  Really,  it  sprang 
out  of  a  necessity,  as  those  things  usually  do,  a  necessity  somewhat  obscure  and 
shadowy  at  first,  but  which  interpreted  itself  in  due  time.  It  came  into  being 
and  fell  into  line  in  its  work  with  the  other  Church  agencies,  without  any 
special  flourish  of  trumpets,  but  almost  as  quietly  and  unheralded  as  a  movement 
of  the  conscience.  We  were  reluctant  to  undertake  the  work  of  establishing  a 
new  Society,  even  when  our  skepticism  as  to  its  need  was  overcome  by  the  urg- 
ent presentation  of  the  few  earnest  souls  familiar  with  the  wants  of  the  home 
mission  field.  It  is  a  grave  thing  ever  to  do  this,  unless  the  demand  is  great. 
We  knew  that  to  start  an  enterprise  of  this  kind  and  make  it  worth  while, 
meant  that  somebody's  shoulders  should  have  to  bend  under  heavy  burdens. 
We  should  meet  opposition  perhaps,  possibly  not  succeed  at  the  last,  besides 
our  lives  were  already  crowded  with  duties.  We  now,  as  we  look  back,  often 
wonder  that  we  attempted  it. 

At  last,  by  a  mysterious  pressure  of  moral  force,  at  which  we  have  already 
hinted,  and  which  we  reverently  call  Divine  Providence,  the  Society  was  organ- 
ized, officered,  incorporated,  a  Constitution  adopted,  and  a  presentation  of  its 
claims  made  upon  the  sympathies  and  contributions  of  the  Church. 

Perhaps  we  encountered  no  more  than  the  usual  difficulties  that  are  always 
present  in  one  form  or  another  to  discourage  new  enterprises  such  as  this.  But 
in  our  unaccustomed  eyes  they  sometimes  seemed  insurmountable.  One  such, 
and  it  was  not  a  minor  one,  was  in  getting  the  women  of  the  Church  to  be  inter- 
ested. We  had  no  history  to  point  to,  no  literature,  no  precedents  to  guide  us, 
perhaps  it  is  too  much  to  say,  no  influence,  but  as  yet  we  had  not  measured  it,  and 
did  not  know  how  far  it  would  stand  us  in  stead.  The  Woman's  Foreign  Mis- 
sionary Society,  organized  ten  years  before,  monopolized  a  large  part  of  the 
working  force  of  the  Church.  It  was  not  easy  to  secure  their  co-operation,  not 
only  because  their  hands  were  so  full  of  their  own  work,  but  also  because  of  a 
most  reasonable  concern  lest  this  new  Society  might  disturb  their  wisely  laid 
plans.  We  also  were  members  of  that  Society,  and  were  equally  unwilling  to 
do  anything  to  disturb  its  usefulness.  Happily,  as  it  has  since  proved,  there 
was  no  ground  for  these  fears.  Now  in  most  localities  the  Societies  heartily 
support  each  other  in  carrying  out  their  different  lines  of  work.  Another  diffi- 
culty caused  us  some  surprise,  coming,  as  it  did,  from  a  source  from  which  we 
expected  encouragement.  It  was  a  respectful  indifference,  a  patronizing  for- 
bearance, a  polite  incredulity,  as  much  as  to  say,  be  patient,  it  will  soon  be 
over,  the  Society  will  fall  to  pieces  of  its  own  weight.  This  last  was  sometimes 
the  echo  of  our  own  fears,  and  we  had  no  right  to  complain.  Besides,  it  repre- 
sented only  a  minority  of  sentiment ;  usually  we  had  only  words  of  commenda- 
tion. Our  Recording  and  Corresponding  Secretaries  and  Treasurer  could  add 
more  than  one  chapter  about  the  dark  days  and  rough  weather  our  little  bark 
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encountered  when  we  were  first  launched,  but  gradually  and  slowly  we  gained 
the  open  sea  and  plain  sailing.  Gradually  chaotic  conditions  took  shape,  our 
work  invited  inspection,  and  the  best  minds  of  the  Church  gave  unqualified 
approval.  In  1884,  the  General  Conference  adopted  it  formally,  and  it  took  its 
place  with  the  authorized  agencies  of  the  Church. 

The  reason  or  motive  of  our  organization,  as  formulated  in  Art.  2  of  our 
Constitution,  has  been  faithfully  adhered  to.  The  methods  have  diverged  from 
a  uniform  plan  only  so  far  as  differing  localities  and  new  openings  required 
modifications.  We  may  group  the  whole  of  our  work  in  mission  fields  (with 
perhaps  the  exception  of  the  interesting  department  of  supplies)  under  the  head 
of  Industrial  and  Evangelistic.  In  some  places  we  include  school  book  instruc- 
tion to  get  a  hold  upon  young  children.  Under  this  general  head  we  include 
our  Industrial  Homes  in  the  South,  our  Missionary  Schools  in  Utah,  which  are 
mainly  in  the  villages  of  the  Scandinavian  Mormons,  schools  among  the  Indians 
and  New  Mexicans,  also  in  Washington  and  Alaska,  Local  Work  in  Cities, 
in  which  we  include  that  among  immigrants  on  the  seaboard,  our  Orphanage, 
just  opened  in  Nebraska,  and  the  rapidly  developing  Deaconess  Work,  which 
in  a  number  of  places  has  formed  relations  with  our  Society. 

I  invite  your  close  attention  to  the  reports  of  our  Corresponding  Secretary, 
Secretaries  of  Bureaus,  Chairmen  of  Committees,  etc.,  as  they  will  be  prejented 
from  time  to  time,  for  full  details.     I  shall  content  myself  with  presenting  a  few 
statistics  which  give  in  brief,  a  summary,  since  its  inauguration  : 
We  now  have  74  Conference  Societies,  55,000  members,  adult  and  juvenile. 

Since  the  Society  was  organized  in  1881,  we  have  Cash  receipts $387,178   12

Local  Work 10,000  00 

Whole  amount  Cash,  Supplies  and  Local  Work $554,895  91 

You  can  read  faintly  between  the  lines  all  that  they  mean  of  the  almost 
ceaseless  work  of  ten  years.  If  we  could  add  to  these  statistics  some  which 
would  show  the  good  which  has  been  done,  in  educating  the  mental  and  moral 
and  spiritual  part  of  great  numbers  of  people,  and  in  upbuilding  character,  we 
would  doubtless  stand  amazed;  but  this  cannot  be  estimated  until  the  final 
reckoning  up  of  affairs. 

There  are  some  things  to  which  we  should  now  give  special  attention. 

1.  In  our  willingness  to  accept  openings  urgently  presented  to  us,  we  may 
have  hurried  along  too  rapidly  without  due  regard  to  the  perfecting  of  details. 
We  should  now  call  a  halt  until  we  have  crystalized  and  methodized  our  work 
more  carefully.  This  should  be  the  duty  of  the  next  year  and  the  year  after, 
until  it  is  done.  That  "  the  king's  business  requireth  haste  "  need  not  conflict 
with  that  other  word^  "  He  that  believeth  shall  not  make  haste." 

2.  It  is  essential  that  we  have  a  training  school  for  missionaries.  This 
want  is  so  strongly  felt  by  your  Executive  Board,  and  others  of  you  who  under- 
stand the  situation,  that  we  need  not  enlarge  upon  it.  Without  it  we  have 
been  obliged  to  send  our  matrons  into  our  Homes  and  missionaries  into  the  field 
with  a  most  imperfect  knowledge  on  our  part  of  their  fitness  for  the  position. 
We  cheerfully  testify  to  the  success  most  of  them  have  had.     We  should  like  to 
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name  and  locate  many  of  these  Christian  women  who  have  been  the  chief  instru- 
ments in  making  our  work  of  value.  It  lias  been  my  fortune  to  visit  most  of 
them  in  their  distant  fields.  They  often  live  lonely  lives  in  communities  where 
their  existence  is  ignored.  It  is  hard  to  think  of  any  situation  more  cut  off  from 
what  we  call  "  the  pleasant,  refining  influences  of  life."  Let  us  draw  closer  to 
them  than  we  ever  have  in  our  sympathy  and  in  our  prayers,  and  honor  them 
more  and  more  for  their  work's  sake.  Nevertheless,  I  doubt  not,  even  these 
good  women  would  tell  us  they  could  have  done  better  work  with  less  waste 
and  embarrassment,  if  they  had  been  pupils  in  some  good  training  school  for  a 
year  or  two. 

Mrs.  Willing,  comprehending  this  want,  most  kindly  undertook  to  supply 
it  temporarily,  she  and  her  husband.  We  are  grateful  for  their  proffered  help, 
but  we  should  decide  at  this  meeting,  if  possible,  where  and  how  to  locate  our- 
selves permanently,  and  make  a  beginning  as  soon  as  possible,  that  we  may 
have  the  advantage  of  trained  and  skilled  women. 

3.  We  need  more  thorough  organization.  If  possible,  each  Conference 
should  have  one  or  more  women  who  would  not  only  organize  auxiliaries,  but 
keep  them  in  hand,  and  keep  alive  the  interest  in  the  work.  We  have  felt  the 
want  of  this  very  much  within  the  last  year,  and  our  Treasury  has  suffered  for  it. 

4.  I  would  recommend,  also,  that  we  devise  a  plan  by  which  our  Indus- 
trial Homes  and  Mission  schools  be  made  more  nearly  self-sustaining.  This  is 
approximated  in  some  localities,  let  us  work  toward  it  in  all  our  schools,  if 
possible. 

And  now  I  wonder,  dear  friends,  if  in  view  of  all  the  work  we  have  on 
hand,  and  of  that  which  is  crowding  upon  us  in  the  near  future,  any  one  of  you 
needs  the  word  I  say  over  to  myself,  daily,  and  try  to  be  governed  by,  however 
unsuccessfully,  "Make  haste  slowly;  the  world  was  not  made  in  a  day ;  one 
swallow  does  not  make  a  summer;  with  Faber,  think  on  'the  eternal  years'. 
Preserve  to  yourself  a  little  leisure  for  the  social  amenities  and  friendships." 
The  one  excuse  for  this  Society,  the  illuminated  central  word,  the  eloquent 
thought,  is  Home.  Do  not  let  any  demands  so  crowd  you  that  your  own  home 
will  not  be  its  best  interpreter.  A  few  days  since,  a  postal  card  was  handed  me 
containing  this  single  biting  sentence  :  "Organization  has  at  last  absorbed  the 
individual."  It  came  from  a  bright  friend  of  mine  whose  long-tried  patience, 
because  of  her  many  unanswered  letters  to  me,  had  at  last  ended  in  the  sending 
of  this  pungent,  if  humorous  bit  of  sarcasm.  My  reply,  I  hope,  convinced  her 
that  there  was  enough  of  the  individual  left  for  self  defense.  But  there  was 
food  for  thought  in  that  postal  card,  after  all.  We  must  guard  against  the  mere 
mechanism  of  organization. 

My  close  association  with  this  body,  for  ten  years,  both  in  the  Executive 
Board  and  in  these  Annual  sessions,  justifies  me  in  saying  another  personal 
word.  You  have  been  to  me  most  inexpressibly  kind  and  patient ;  I  cannot 
recall  a  single  instance  where  you  have  failed  in  Christian  or  official  courtesy.  I 
heartily  thank  you.  I  sincerely  congratulate  my  successor,  whoever  she  may 
be,  on  holding  official  relations  with  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  of 
our  Church.  I  believe  in  words  of  unexaggerated  appreciation,  and  I  would  be 
unjust  to  myself  if  on  this  occasion  I  did  not  utter  them. 
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Death  has  been  both  cruel  and  kind  to  us  in  these  years.  While  some  have 
been  taken,  rich  in  our  love,  making  us  poor  in  their  loss,  yet  most  of  us  are 
here.  We  think  of  those  who  are  gone  and  have  become  wonted  to  the  glory 
that  is  unspeakable  in  the  Heavens  which  have  received  them,  with  a  chas- 
tened grief,  a.  sorrow  that  is  almost  joy,  a  sadness  akin  to  happiness.  But  there 
is  one  recent  loss  to  which  our  wills  have  not  yet  been  softened  by  time  and 
grace  into  acquiescence.  We  needed  this  gallant  defender  so  much.  He 
believed  in  us  so  entirely.  He  was  ever  ready  to  break  a  lance  for  us  in  his 
own  inimitable  way  when  occasion  demanded.  His  enthusiasm  was  so  con- 
tagious that  he  had  but  to  speak  to  win  friends  for  us.  He  had  a  crystal  clear- 
ness of  soul,  a  long,  intent  gaze  of  faith  that  made  him  half  a  prophet.  He 
seemed  to  see  what  this  Society,  if  properly  managed,  was  to  be  to  our  country. 
His  chivalric  heart  felt  pride  in  us  as  women  working  for  sister  women.  To  us, 
with  his  splendid  physique  and  courageous  bearing,  he  seemed  a  little  as  Great- 
heart  must  have  seemed  to  Christiana,  as  St.  Christopher  to  the  Pilgrims.  We 
little  thought  when  we  took  the  hand  of  this  dear  friend,  this  Christian  statesman, 
soldier  and  philanthropist,  at  our  meeting  in  Indianapolis,  that  we  were  saying 
to  him  both  "  Hail  and  farewell."  Do  you  remember  the  story  of  Latour 
D'Auvergne,  to  whom  Napoleon  gave  the  title  of  the  First  Grenadier  of  France 
as  a  memorial  of  his  splendid  courage  and  martyrdom?  The  Emperor,  with 
that  rare  power  of  touching  the  deepest  heart  of  his  soldiers,  ordered  that  as 
the  name  of  this  gallant  man  was  called  each  day  with  the  roll-call  of  his  sur- 
viving comrades,  the  front  rank  man  on  the  right  of  his  old  company  should 
step  forward,  salute,  and  amid  the  solemn  stillness  of  the  moment  say,  "Dead 
on  the  field  of  honor."  It  is  said  the  custom  still  exists.  No  nobler  monument, 
no  more  eloquent  epitaph  could  commemorate  heroism  than  this  daily  roll-call. 
In  some  such  way  we  should  like  to  perpetuate  the  memory  of  General  Clinton 
B.  Fisk,  now  called  from  the  church  militant  to  the  church  triumphant.  He 
died  in  his  armor,  on  the  field  of  battle,  the  loyal  defender  of  the  faith.  It  is 
easy  to  think  of  this  courageous  soul,  as  he  was  about  to  leave  his  beloved  ones, 
phrasing  himself  in  the  exquisite  lines  of  the  world's  poet  laureate  : 

"Twilight  and  evening  bell, 

And  after  that  the  dark, 
And  may  there  be  no  moanings  of  farewell, 

When  I  embark. 

"  For  though  from  out  the  bound    of  time  and  space 

The  floods  may  bear  me  far, 
I  hope  to  see  my  pilot  face  to  face, 

When  I  have  crossed  the  bar." 

We  have  not  been  without  our  equivalents  during  all  these  years.  The 
One  whom  we  serve  is  a  faithful  pay-master.  He  has  taught  us,  at  least  in 
some  degree,  what  it  is  to  walk  by  faith  and  not  by  sight — that  the  steps  of  a 
good  man  are  ordered  of  the  Lord,  step  by  step — that  manna  was  only  to  be 
given  to  his  people  for  the  day,  not  for  the  next  day.  That  often  a  hidden  and 
apparently  impassable  way  will  open  just  when  one  must  take  another  step,  and 
not  before.      He  has  brought  to  mind  half  forgotten  promises  and  wholly  for- 
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gotten  experiences  just  when  we  must  have  fainted  by  the  way  without  them. 
May  I  relate  a  single  one  of  these  experiences.  Many  years  ago,  in  company 
with  a  friend,  I  took  a  drive  through  Marblehead,  Mass.  You  who  have  been 
there  will  recall  that  in  a  certain  part  of  the  town  the  houses  seem  to  be 
jumbled  together  midway  in  the  streets,  in  a  most  confusing  fashion,  seemingly 
cutting  off  all  ingress  and  egress  by  a  solid  wall  or  fence.  You  could  but  think 
that  some  of  the  hurricanes  of  the  ocean  had  been  amusing  themselves  with  a 
game  of  foot-ball  with  the  cottages,  and  after  tossing  them  about  in  grim  humor, 
had  left  them  to  lie  around  in  this  grotesque  fashion.  We  were  dismayed  as 
our  coachman  would  head  his  horses  toward  these  apparently  impassable  ways, 
and  were  ready  to  exclaim  at  him  for  his  folly.  But  he,  knowing  his  business, 
would  turn  a  sharp  corner  and  thread  his  way  in  and  out  and  out  and  in,  till, 
presently,  for  a  moment  or  two,  we  would  be  rewarded  with  a  view  of  an  open 
court  and  the  boundless  sea  at  our  side.  Again  we  would  repeat  the  experi- 
ence, until  at  last,  gaining  confidence  in  our  guide,  we  leaned  back  in  restful 
composure,  and  waited  until  we  were  out  on  the  leafy  New  England  highway 
and  our  unobstructed  vision  could  almost  take  in  our  destination.  But 
remember,  we  did  not  see  the  path  till  we  came  right  up  to  the  place  where  we 
could  see  no  further,  and  then  the  hidden  way  opened,  just  wide  enough  to  let 
us  pass,  and  seemed  to  close  again  behind  us.  I  do  not  begin  to  know  how 
many  times  I  have  taken  comfort  from  this  experience,  which  had  lain  dormant 
in  my  memory  until  the  fullness  of  time  had  come  when  it  was  needed.  Often 
when  it  seemed  as  though  we  had  come  to  our  Waterloo,  lo,  we  had  repeated 
the  experience  of  the  quaint  old  town  of  Marblehead.  Sidney  Smith  says  that 
the  secret  of  happiness  is  to  trust  in  God  and  take  short  views.  We  can  testify 
that  this  epigram  is  helpful  theology. 

What  is  to  be  the  work  of  the  next  decade?  No  one  can  fully  answer. 
The  outlook  is  bright  for  great  usefulness.  Our  modest  little  school  houses 
throughout  the  valleys  of  Utah  have  done  their  share  in  common  with  those  of 
the  parent  Society  and  that  of  other  denominations  earlier  in  the  field,  in  mak- 
ing sentiment  which  we  hope  has  at  last  dug  the  grave  of  polygamy.  We  join 
the  Laus  Deo  with  which  the  Independent  announces  the  fact,  and  with  it  call 
for  the  ringing  of  bells  and  the  firing  of  cannon.  But  there  is  much  yet  to  be 
done,  ere  this  people  are  good,  enlightened  Christian  citizens. 

We  have  also  had  our  little  part  in  turning  attention  to  the  needs  of  the 
Indian  ;  though  we  believe  in  his  speedy  uplifting  into  enlightened  citizenship, 
yet  Christian  philanthropy  must  not  relax  her  efforts  in  his  behalf. 

Thus  far,  we  have  only  skirted  along  the  edge  of  our  duty  to  the  great 
multitude  of  our  colored  sisters  in  the  South,  as  well  as  to  that  class  which  Dr. 
Mayo  calls  the  third  estate,  the  illiterate  whites.  Many  years  of  patient  effort, 
together  with  generous  gifts  on  the  part  of  the  whole  Christian'Church,  will  be 
required  ere  its  duty  to  them  is  done.  When  that  day  comes,  our  Society  will 
have  had  no  small  share  in  bringing  this  about. 

Our  attention  in  the  future  must  be  more  largely  devoted  to  that  which  we 
have  had  in  mind  from  the  beginning,  the  evangelization  of  cities.  We  have 
already  done  something,  not  inconsiderable,  through  our  Bureau  of  Local 
Work.     In  the  meantime,  our  organization  has  grown  greatly  in  strength,  in 
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confidence  in  itself,  and  in  the  confidence  of  the  Church.  We  believe  the  time 
has  come  now  to  take  a  long  step  forward  in  this  direction.  A  statement  will 
be  made    by  our  mding   Secretary,  which  will  suggest  the   methods  we 

may  adopt  with  this  in  view.  We  look  upon  this  work  as  the  great  demand  of 
the  time. 

Some  one  has  wittily  given  as  a  cure  for  pessimism,  a  dose  of  the  last  cen- 
tury. What  would  a  pessimist  do  with  the  outlook  of  to-day?  It  is  hard  to 
keep  from  making  inflated  prophecies — hard  to  confine  our  language  to  that 
good,  sensible  sentence,  the  strength  of  moderation,  as  we  stand  in  the  closing 
years  of  this  age,  and  look  over  into  the  century  whose  dawn  now  flushes  the 
hills.  We  catch  the  music  of  the  marching  hosts  of  Christendom,  as  they  move 
forward  to  recover  the  world  to  its  lost  allegiance.  Christian  agencies  were 
never  so  well  organized  or  aggressive  as  now,  never  so  successful  in  results. 
Every  edge  cuts,  every  seed  dropped  brings  a  harvest.  There  is  a  sense  in 
which  we  may  say  that  moral  forces  are  self-perpetuating  when  once  liberated 
and  set  in  motion  ;  they  multiply  indefinitely,  become  atmospheric,  as  it  were  ; 
they  sail  over  seas  and  vitalize  continents  in  their  silent  potency.  Old  preju- 
dices, ripe  with  years,  die.  New  conditions  are  born,  lusty  with  life  and  full  of 
hope  for  the  world.  This  is  the  splendid  day  in  which  we  live.  The  great 
uplifting  forces  of  the  ages  seem  to  have  come  together,  united  and  polarized 
themselves  on  our  time.  What  may  we  not  expect  ?  With  that  unfaith  which 
limits  the  outlook  of  the  life  beyond,  we  say  we  do  not  want  to  die  until  such 
and  such  things  happen.  You  remember  the  recent  speech  of  Bishop  Warren 
before  the  British  Conference,  when  he  carried  to  them  the  love  and  good-will 
of  two  millions  and  a  quarter  of  American  Methodists.  A  speech  so  eloquent 
we  hardly  know  whether  to  call  it  prose  or  poetry,  theology,  history,  science, 
philosophy,  anecdote,  personal  reminiscence,  or  all  combined.  As  we  read 
how  he  grasped  the  whole  in  his  master  hand  and  focused  it  on  that  distin- 
guished body,  we,  in  this  distant  land,  are  caught  by  the  swirl  of  enthusiasm 
and  join  in  the  English  outburst  with  something  more  than  pride  that  this  man 
belongs  to  us.  We  long  for  some  such  forceful  and  felicitous  use  of  language 
to  thrill  you  with  faith  in  the  opportunities  of  this  Society.  But  we  must  con- 
tent ourselves  with  reminding  you,  in  everyday  phrase,  that  you  are  a  part  of 
the  network  of  influences  which  are  to  make  wonderful  the  next  decade,  and 
the  next.  Let  us  follow  our  Captain  humbly  and  closely,  and  we  shall  make  no 
mistakes.  The  Prince  of  Wales  said:  "Try  to  find  the  special  niche  or  place 
you  were  meant  to  fill  in  God's  kingdom,  and  then  hold  on." 

We,  of  the  Home  Missionary  Society,  have  found  our  niche  or  place  in  the 
world.      Let  us  hold  on. 

The  noon  hour  having  arrived,  heads  were  bowed  for  a  short  season  of 
silent  prayer.        * 

The  Committee  on  Enrollment  was  then  constituted,  consisting  of  Mrs.  C. 
A.  Sweet,  Mrs.  M.  C.  Underhill,  Mrs.  R.  Keating,  Mrs.  S.  V.  Parsons,  and 
Mrs.  M.  T.  Lodge. 

On  motion,  it  was  decided  to  postpone  the  appointment  of  other  commit- 
tees until  the  afternoon. 

Mrs.  R.    S.   Rust,  Corresponding  Secretary   of  the    Society,  presented  her 
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ninth  annual  report,  a   paper  of  great  interest   and   ability."      Mrs.  F.  S 
moved  the  acceptance  of  the  report,  and  that  the  suggestions  ai  nida- 

tions lie  passed  to  the  appropriate  committees-.     Carried. 
The  convention  adjourned  to  meet  at  2  P.  M.

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report  of  the  financial  condition  of  the  Society.  Mrs.  Griffith  moved  the  adop- 
tion of  the  report,  with  thanks  to  God  and  his  stewards  that  the  Society  has 
been  enabled  to  accomplish  so  much  during  the  year.  The  motion  was  unani- 
mously carried. 

Mrs.  E.  W.  Simpson,  of  Troy  Conference,  moved  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  we  tender  a  vote  of  thanks  to  Mrs.  Clark,  for  her  arduous 
and  faithful  services  as  Treasurer  of  our  Society. 

In  support  of  this  resolution,  Mrs.  Hoyt,  Auditor,  spoke  of  the  great 
amount  of  work  devolved  upon  the  Treasurer,  and  of  the  painstaking  labor  and 
patience  required  in  performing  it.      The  motion  was  heartily  adopted. 

It  was  moved  and  carried  that,  with  the  consent  of  the  Treasurer,  those 
Conference  treasurers  who  have  been  unable  to  send  their  fourth  quarterly 
reports  in  time  for  this  meeting  be  permitted  to  have  their  reports  incorporated 
in  the  annual  financial  report. 

Recommendations  from  the  General  Executive  Board  were  then  presented

The  Editor  of  the  paper,  Mrs.  McCabe,  followed  with  a  very  encouraging 
report,  full  of  practical  suggestions.     The  report  was  adopted. 

As  the  hour  for  adjournment  had  arrived,  on  motion,  the  time  was  extended 
to  hear  the  report  of  the  Publisher,  Miss  M.  B.  Evans,  who  stated  that  the 
Publisher's  Department  was  full  of  encouragement,  as  the  entire  expenses  had 
been  met,  and  there  remains  in  the  treasury  $535.07.  This  report  was  adopted 
with  applause. 

The  meeting  adjourned  to  reassemble  at  7:30  in  the  evening. 

Immediately  following  adjournment  a  delightful  devotional  meeting  was 
conducted  by  Mrs.  Willing,  who  read,  as  the  topic  for  the  hour,  the  13th  chap- 
ter of  II.  Corinthians. 


Mrs.  F.  S.  Hoyt,  First  Vice-President,  presided  at  the  evening  session, 
which  was  opened  by  singing  "There's  a  wideness  in  God's  mercy."  Mrs.  M. 
C.  Hickman  read,  for  the  Scripture  lesson,  part  of  the  103d  Psalm.  Prayer 
was  offered  by  Mrs.  M.  D.  Campbell. 

The  report  of  the  Bureau  for  Alaska  was  presented  by  the  Secretary,  Mrs. 
L.  H.  Daggett.  This  report  indicated  that  most  encouraging  progress  had 
been  made  in  this  far-off  home  field,  and  that  increased  interest  was  evidenced 
by  the  donations  received  in  aid  of  the  projected  work  at  Unga  and  Unalaska. 
The  report  was  accepted,  and  referred  to  Committee  on  Finance. 

The  report  of  the  Bureau  for  Mormons  was  submitted  by  its  Secre- 
tary, Mrs.  R.  W.  P.  Goff,  and  encouraged  the  hope  that  Utah  will  be  redeemed 
from  Mormonism.  On  motion,  the  report  was  accepted,  and  its  estimates  for 
appropriation  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance  and   Mission  Fields. 
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Rev.  M.  Nelson,  the  Presiding  Elder  of  the  Scandinavian  District  of  the 
M.  E.  Mission  at  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah,  supplemented  this  report  with 
earnest  remarks  concerning  the  influence  of  Christian  schools  in  Utah,  and 
showed  beyond  question  that  the  development  of  American  sentiment  has  led 
to  legislative  enactments  favoring  the  free  school  system. 

The  report  of  the  Bureau  for  Texas,  given  in  an  effective  manner  by  its 
Secretary,  Mrs.  E.  L.  Albright,  stated  that  Texas  has  a  population  of  900,000 
colored  people,  and  that  the  only  educational  provision  made  for  them  by  our 
Church  is  at  Wiley  University,  Marshall,  Texas.  Within  a  radius  of  one  hun- 
dred miles  from  Marshall  250,000  of  these  people  are  found.  On  the  campus 
of  the  University  is  located  the  King  Industrial  Home,  which  is  unfinished  for 
want  of  funds.  Mrs.  Albright  made  an  earnest  plea  for  means  to  complete  this 
Home,  and  secured  the  following  pledges  :  From  East  Ohio  Conference,  by 
Mrs.  Hickman,  $100;  Erie,  by  Miss  Cummings,  $100;  Upper  Iowa,  by  Miss 
Cook,  $100;  Illinois,  by  Mrs.  Potter,  $25  ;  South-east  Indiana,  by  Mrs.  Adams, 
$50;  Cincinnati,  by  Mrs.  Dale,  $25;  North  Ohio,  by  Mrs.  Keller,  $25.  Mrs. 
Albright  announced  that  she  had  received  letters  pledging  $175,  making  the 
total  pledges  $600.  On  motion,  the  report  was  accepted,  and  referred  to  Com- 
mittee on  Finance. 

Mrs.  H.  C.  McCabe,  Secretary  of  the  Bureau  for  Indians,  presented  a 
report  full  of  interest,  and  gave  a  lively  description  of  Indian  life  and  customs, 
as  seen  in  her  recent  visit  to  Ponca,  Pawhuska  and  Pawnee  Missions.  She 
referred  to  the  sad  news  received  yesterday  of  the  death  of  our  missionary, 
Mrs.  Bundy,  who,  while  crossing  a  branch  of  the  Arkansas  river,  was  sub- 
merged in  the  swollen  waters,  and,  though  rescued,  was  unable  to  rally.  On 
motion,  the  report  was  accepted,  and  referred. 

Mrs.  Griffith  offered  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  a  Committee  be  appointed  to  send  a  telegram  of  sympathy 
to  Rev.  Mr.  Bundy,  the  bereaved  husband  of  our  missionary  at  Ponca,  Indian 
Ter.,  whose  useful  life  on  earth  has  just  been  closed  by  a  sad  and  fatal  accident. 

Adopted,  and  Mrs.  Griffith  was  appointed  said  Committee. 

On  motion,  adjourned,  to  meet  Friday  morning  at  10  o'clock,  and  Rev.  M. 
Nelson  pronounced  the  benediction.  • 
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The  meeting  was  opened  at  9 :  30  Friday  morning,  with  the  President,  Mrs. 
Davis,  in  the  Chair.    Devotional  exercises  were  conducted  by  Mrs.  Bishop  Morris. 

The  minutes  of  Thursday  afternoon  session  were  read  by  Mrs.  Potter,  cor- 
rected and  adopted.  The  minutes  of  Thursday  evening  session  were  presented 
by  Miss  Van  Marter,  and  adopted. 

Mrs.  Davis  introduced  Mrs.  Bishop  Simpson,  who  gave  some  pleasant  words 
of  greeting. 

The  request  of  Mrs.  Springer  to  add  the  name  of  Mrs.  Arthur  E.  Johnson, 
of  Malta,  O.,  to  the  Committee  on  Finance  and  Mission  Fields,  was  granted. 
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The  following  names  were  also,  on  motion,  added  to  this  Committee:  Mrs. 
E.  S.  Hyde,  of  Nebraska,  Mrs.  J.  G.  Plowman,  of  Michigan,  Mrs.  T.  B.  Shep- 
herd, of  Northern  New  York,  Mrs.  M.  T.  Lodge,  of  Detroit,  Mich. 

Invitations  for  the  next  Annual  Meeting  were  presented  by  Mrs.  Springer 
in  behalf  of  Sedalia,  Mo.,  and  by  Mrs.  Roach  in  behalf  of  Washington,  D.  C, 
and  were,  on  motion,  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Place  of  Meeting. 

On  motion,  the  report  of  the  Bureau  for  East  Southern  States  was  deferred 
to  a  later  hour. 

Mrs.  M.  B.  Hagans,  Secretary  of  the  Bureau  for  West  Southern  States,  sub- 
mitted her  report,  which  gave  a  graphic  description  of  the  work  under  her 
special  supervision.  She  stated  that  an  organ  was  needed  for  Peck  Home,  New 
Orleans,  La.,  and  expressed  the  greatest  confidence  that  it  would  be  secured  at 
this  meeting.  The  report  was  adopted,  and  Mrs.  Negus,  of  the  North-west 
Iowa  Conference,  said  that  she  had  provided  for  the  purchase  of  the  organ 
needed.  Mrs.  Tomkinson  reported  that  the  Young  Ladies'  Circle  of  Mul- 
berry St.  Church,  Williamsport,  Pa.,  had  promised  $30  to  build  a  cistern  at 
Peck  Home. 

A  number  of  ministerial  brethren  being  present,  Mrs.  Williams  moved  that 
the  order  of  business  be  suspended  that  they  might  be  introduced.     Carried. 

Ministers  were  introduced  and  presented  greetings  as  follows:  Rev.  Dr. 
Odell,  Pastor  of  Delaware  Avenue  Church,  Rev.  Dr.  Wheeler,  President  of  the 
Board  of  Managers  of  the  Deaconess  Home,  Philadelphia,  Rev.  Dr.  McGerald, 
Editor  of  the  Buffalo  Christian  Advocate,  Rev.  Dr.  Rust,  of  Cincinnati,  Rev.  Mr. 
McLaughlin,  of  New  Orleans,  La.,  Rev.  Dr.  Wentworth,  Presiding  Elder  of 
Buffalo  District,  and  Rev.  Dr.  Chambers,  of  Buffalo.  At  the  request  of  Mrs. 
Davis,  Mrs.  Willing  responded  briefly,  expressing  our  appreciation  of  the  sym- 
pathy and  co-operation  of  the  ministers  in  the  work  of  our  Society. 

The  order  of  business  was  then  resumed,  and  the  report  of  the  Bureau  for 
New  Mexico  and  Arizona  was  submitted  by  the  Secretary,  Mrs.  J.  F.  Willing, 
who  gave  many  interesting  facts  connected  writh  the  work.  The  report  was 
accepted,  and  its  estimates  for  appropriation  were  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Finance  and  Mission  Fields.  Mrs.  Willing  explained  that  she  was  obliged  to 
resign  her  position  as  Secretary  of  the  Bureau,  and  that  two  ladies  had  been 
nominated  by  the  General  Executive  Board  as  her  successors. 

On  motion,  the  rules  were  suspended  to  introduce  Mr.  I.  D.  Sankey,  who 
spoke  touchingly  on  God's  love  to  his  children,  and  sung,  with  inspiring  effect, 
"Throw  out  the  life  lines,"  after  which  he  led  in  fervent  prayer. 

The  regular  order  was  resumed,  and  the  report  of  the  Bureau  for  Middle 
Southern  States  was  called  for.  This  report  was  presented  by  the  Chairmen  of 
the  Committees  for  the  different  Homes  located  within  its  boundaries.  Mrs. 
Anna  Kent  reported  that  the  Committee  specially  interested  in  the  projected 
Home  at  Morristown,  Tenn.,  are  impatient  of  delay  and  are  becoming  somewhat 
discouraged,  and  she  therefore  asked  for  pledges  in  aid  of  this  enterprise.  Re- 
sponses were  made  as  follows :  Mrs.  Davis,  $10,  to  be  credited  to  Cincinnati 
Conference;  Mrs.  Bishop  Morris,  $15,  additional  for  Cincinnati  Conference; 
Round  Lake  Auxiliary,  credited  to  Troy  Conference,  $30;  Mrs.  Hickman,  for 
East  Ohio  Conference,  $25 ;  Oil  City,  Trinity  Church,  $5 ;  Mrs.  McCabe,  $10, 
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to  name  a  window  "Alice";  Mrs.  A.  R.  Clark,  $5;  Mrs.  Griffith,  $10,  to 
name  a  window  for  a  daughter;  Mrs.  Keller,  for  North  Ohio  Conference,  $50; 
Mrs.  Tomkinson,  for  Central  Pennsylvania  Conference,  $20;  Vermont  Confer- 
ence, $5,  for  a  door;  Mrs.  Adams,  for  Indiana  Conference,  $5;  Mrs.  Jan  i  . 
Crossman,  Jamestown,  Erie  Conference,  $10,  to  name  a  window ;  a  friend,  $5; 
Mrs.  Marshall,  of  Buffalo,  $5;  Mrs.  Coif,  $10;  Mrs.  Drake,  $5 ;  Mrs.  Wright, 
for  Wyoming  Conference,  $10 :  Mrs.  Gilbert,  for  Meridian  Street  Auxiliary, 
Indianapolis,  $10;  Mishawaka  Auxiliary,  North  Indiana  Conference,  $5;  Cen- 
esee  Conference,  $25;  Centra)  New  York,  $20;  Illinois  Conference,  $5;  Mrs.

Mrs.  Kent's  report  was  accepted,  the  doxology  was  sung,  and  prayer  was 
offered. 

Mrs.  Rust  presented  the  report  of  the  work  at  Orangeburg  and  Camden,  S. 
C,  and  at  Asheville,  N.  C,  which  showed  that  a  good  degree  of  success  has 
crowned  the  labors  of  our  missionaries  at  these  places.  An  interesting  feature 
connected  with  this  report  was  the  exhibition,  by  Mrs.  Tomkinson,  of  samples 
of  sewing  done  by  the  girls  in  the  Simpson  Home,  at  Orangeburg.  The  report 
was  accepted. 

Mrs.  Williams  submitted  the  following : 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  consisting  of  Mrs.  Green,  and  Mrs.  Killicott,  be 
appointed  to  have  in  charge  the  sale  of  the  Memorial  volume  of  Mrs.  Hayes, 
during  this  meeting,  and  to  seek  for  pledges  of  ladies  present  to  act  as  agents 
in  the  sale  of  the  book  in  their  respective  Conferences.     Carried. 

At  Mrs.  Williams'  request,  Miss  Bancroft  spoke  of  the  beautiful  Memorial 
book  of  Mrs.  Hayes,  which  has  been  published,  and  which  must  exert  a  leaven- 
ing influence,  spreading  over  all  the  land.  The  profits  of  this  book,  she  stated, 
are  to  go  into  the  Memorial  Fund. 

Mrs.   Rust  moved  that  Mrs.  Benson,  Mrs.   Woodcock,  and  Mrs.   Dale  be 
appointed  to  take  charge  of  the  sale  of  photographs  of  Mrs.  Hayes,  and  also  of 
Miss  Bancroft's  book,   "Deaconesses  in  Europe  and  their  Lessons  for  America. 
Carried. 

Mrs.  Clark  stated  that  a  table  had  been  prepared  for  the  literature  pertain- 
ing to  the  Mothers'  Jewels  Home.      Mrs.  Marcy  added  that  she  had  the  standing 
literature  of  the  Society,  and  a  sample  copy  of  all  the  leaflets  would  be  sold  for  j 
a  nickel. 

Mrs.  Minard  gave  notice  of  the  excursion  to  Niagara  Falls  which  was 
arranged  for  Saturday  morning. 

Mrs.  Potter  asked  that  Mrs.  M.  E.  Lane  be  recognized  as  delegate  from 
Illinois   Conference.      Granted. 

Mrs.  Shingler  sung  sweetly  "When  the  mists  are  rolled  away,"  and  the 
meeting  adjourned  until  2  o'clock  P.  M.,  with  the  benediction  by  Dr.  Wheeler.

The'opening  devotional  exercises  F'riday  afternoon  were  conducted  by  Mrs. 
Brownell,  of  Syracuse,  with  the  President,  Mrs.  Davis,  in  the  Chair. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  session  were  read  by  Mrs.  Aiken,  and  adopted. 

Mrs.  E.  W.  Simpson  made  a  report  of  the  work  at  Kent  Industrial  Home, 
Greensboro,  N.  C,  one  special  feature  of  which  was  a  simple  system  of  merits 
and  demerits,  which  had  accomplished  wonders  in  governing  colored  girls  in  this 
Home.     Accepted. 

Mrs.  D.  L.  Williams  made  the  report  for  the  projected  Elizabeth  Ritter 
Industrial  Home  and  School  at  Athens,  Tenn.  She  said  a  lot  for  the  location 
of  this  Home  had  been  deeded  by  the  Trustees  of  the  U.  S.  Grant  University 
to  the  Society,  that  plans  were  being  drawn  for  a  Home  to  accommodate  forty 
pupils,  and  that  the  money  necessary  for  this  structure  was  now  nearly  raised. 
Mrs.  Williams  stated  that  she  had  just  received  a  note  from  Gen.  R.  B.  Hayes 
authorizing  her  to  pledge  the  sum  of  $25  in  the  name  of  his  late  lamented  wife, 
Mrs.  Lucy  Webb  Hayes,  for  this  Home.  She  said  we  would  use  this  money  as 
the  nucleus  for  the  required  amount  to  name  the  industrial  room  in  this  Home 
for  white  girls,  after  our  late  beloved  President,  Mrs.  Hayes.  The  report  was, 
on  motion,  accepted,  and  with  the  others  of  the  same  Bureau,  was  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Finance. 

The  regular  order  was  then  suspended  to  welcome  Mr.  D.  L.  Moody,  who 
spoke  of  the  need  of  more  Christian  men  and  women  to  go  through  the  tene- 
ment houses  of  our  cities  to  reach  the  poor,  and  of  the  great  good  that  would 
result  from  such  visitation.  At  the  close  of  his  remarks,  Miss  Bancroft  said  to 
Mr.  Moody  that  it  was  the  idea  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  that  the 
Deaconesses  should  do  just  this  work. 

The  only  woman  lawyer  in  Japan,  Miss  Tel  Sono,  a  reformer  and  Christian 
worker,  was  introduced  to  the  convention,  and  said,  "  I  am  glad  to  see  you  this 
afternoon.  You  have  given  me  a  noble  experience.  In  my  country  there  are 
very  sad  customs  among  the  men  and  women."  She  spoke  briefly  of  her  com- 
ing to  this  country,  her  conversion  to  Christianity  and  her  subsequent  work  for 
Christ. 

On  motion,  a  Committee  was  appointed  to  convey  the  greetings  of  this 
body  to  our  sisters  of  the  Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  now  in  ex- 
ecutive session  at  Wilkesbarre,  Pa. 

Miss  J.  M.  Bancroft,  Ph.  D.,  presented  the  report  of  the  Bureau  for  Dea- 
coness Work,  which  was  adopted.  This  report  showed  that  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  Bureau  has  been  greatly  enlarged,  and  that  there  are  now  six  Homes  defi- 
nitely allied  to  the  Society. 

Rev.  Mr.  McLaughlin  addressed  the  convention  in  regard  to  the  work  at 
New  Orleans,  and  proffered  his  services  in  raising  money  for  the  opening  of  a 
Deaconess  Home  in  that  city. 

The  report  of  the  Bureau  for  East  Southern  States,  prepared  by  its  Secre- 
tary, Mrs.  J.  L.  Whetstone,  was  read  by  Mrs.  Aiken,  who  stated  in  advance 
that  she  had  been  commissioned  by  Mrs.  Whetstone,  who  was  physically  unable 
to  be  present,  to  bear  her  regrets  and  loving  greetings  to  the  ladies,  with  the 
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assurance  that  she  was  with  them  in  spirit  and  labors  of  love.  The  report 
indicated  growth  and  prosperity  in  Thayer,  Haven  and  Boylan  Homes,  and 
stated  that  Belleview,  a  town  in  middle  Florida,  has  made  generous  offers  of 
land,  labor,  and  some  money  for  the  erection  of  a  much  needed  Industrial  Home. 
Mrs.  DeGroot,  of  New  Jersey,  has  promised  $1,000  to  name  such  a  building  the 
Emerson  Memorial  Home,  in  memory  of  Mrs.  Cecilia  Emerson,  the  late  faithful 
matron  of  Boylan  Home,  and  a  devoted  Christian  worker  in  Florida. 

Pledges  were  then  made  for  this  Home,  as  follows:  New  Hampshire  Con- 
ference, $100;  Vermont  Conference,  $100;  Cincinnati  Conference,  $25;  South- 
east Indiana  Conference,  $10;  Mrs.  M.  E.  Lane,  Jacksonville,  111.,  $5;  Mrs.  J. 
L.  Whetstone,  $100. 

On  motion,  the  report  was  accepted,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Finance. 

A  resolution  extending  sympathy  and  Christian  greeting  to  Mrs.  J.  L. 
Whetstone  was  unanimously  adopted. 

Adjourned  to  meet  at  7  130  in  the  evening. 

Following  adjournment  a  deeply  interesting  devotional  meeting  was  con- 
ducted by  Mrs.  M.  E.  Griffith.

Mrs.  D.  L.  Williams  presided  at  the  evening  session,  which  was  opened  by 
singing  "  Praise  God  from  whom  all  blessings  flow."  Prayer  was  offered  by 
Mrs.  W.  I.  Fee,  after  which  hymn  679  was  sung. 

Mrs.  E.  B.  Green  read  the  minutes  of  the  afternoon  meeting,  which  were 
adopted. 

In  the  absence  of  Mrs.  K.  Chandler,  Secretary  of  the  Bureau  for  Immi- 
grants, the  report  was  read  by  Mrs.  Rust.  Work  under  this  Bureau  is  being 
successfully  carried  on  at  three  points,  Boston,  Philadelphia  and  New  York. 
In  the  three  Homes  at  these  ports  four  thousand  and  twelve  girls  and  women 
have  been  sheltered  and  cared  for  during  the  past  year,  twelve  thousand  and 
seventy-three  meals  have  been  furnished,  and  eight  hundred  and  thirty-three 
persons  have  been  helped  to  situations. 

A  supplemental  report  of  the  work  in  Boston  was  read  by  Mrs.  George 
Mansfield,  giving  a  detailed  and  graphic  account  of -the  purchase  of  the  Home 
at  that  point,  and  presenting  the  pressing  needs  and  opportunities  of  the  work. 
These  reports  were  accepted  and  referred  to  the  appropriate  committees. 

"  I  love  to  tell  the  story  "  was  sung,  after  which  Mrs.  Helen  A.  Matthews, 
Missionary  to  Immigrants  at  Castle  Garden,  was  introduced,  and  gave  an  inside 
view  of  immigrant  work,  its  promise  and  possibilities,  together  with  a  large 
amount  of  information  concerning  the  work  in  New  York.  While  this  is  a 
mission  to  the  body,  the  soul's  highest  good  is  also  faithfully  sought,  as  is 
attested  by  the  fact  that  more  than  one  hundred  have  professed  conversion,  a 
good  record  for  a  fully  equipped  church.  At  the  conclusion  of  Mrs.  Matthews' 
very  interesting  address,  the  following  resolution,  offered  by  Mrs.  Griffith,  was 
adopted : 
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Resolved,  That  we  extend  a  rising  vote  of  thanks  to  Rev.  Mr.  Matthews, 
Port  Chaplain,  ami  Commissioner  Weber,  and  all  other  government  officials, 
who  have  so  kindly  assisted  our  missionaries  at  Castle  Garden  in  their  Christlike 
work  for  needy  immigrants. 

On  motion,  a  Committee  consisting  of  Mrs.  Roach,  Mrs.  Iloyt  and  Mrs. 
Griffith,  was  constituted  to  extend  the  greetings  and  thanks  of  this  convention 
to  the  above-named  gentlemen,  and  also  to  consider  the  propriety  of  memorial- 
izing Congress  in  behalf  of  Mormon  girls  brought  into  our  ports  as  converts  to 
the  Mormon  faith. 

By  request  of  the  Chairman,  Rev.  Mr.  Matthews,  of  New  York,  spoke  a  few 
hearty,  cheering  words  in  behalf  of  the  work  for  immigrants,  a  work  in  which 
he  is  himself  engaged. 

The  convention  adjourned  to  meet  at  2  o'clock  Saturday  afternoon,  an 
excursion  to  Niagara  Falls  having  been  decided  upon  for  the  forenoon,  and  the 
benediction  was  pronounced  by  Rev.  M.  Nelson. 


Saturfca^  afternoon. 


Saturday  afternoon  the  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  2  o'clock,  by  the 
Fourth  Vice  President,  Mrs.  Willing.  After  singing  "  Praise  God  from  whom 
all  blessings  flow,"  Mrs.  Bishop  Morris  read  the  12th  chapter  of  Isaiah,  and 
Rev.  Dr.  Rust  offered  a  fervent  prayer. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  session  were  read  by  Miss  Van  Marter,  and 
approved. 

On  motion,  the  regular  order  of  business  was  suspended,  to  hear  the  fol- 
lowing resolution,  offered  by  Mrs.  M.  C.  Hickman: 

Resolved,  That  this  convention  appoint  seven  delegates,  of  whom  the 
President  and  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  be  two,  to  the  Tenth  National 
Temperance  Convention,  to  be  held  at  Saratoga  Springs,  N.  Y.,  in  June,  1891. 

Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Resolutions. 

The  first  order  of  business  being  reports  from  Conferences,  on  motion,  the 
Corresponding  Secretaries  were  each  granted  five  minutes  for  their  reports. 

The  following  Conferences  were  reported  :  Baltimore,  by  Mrs.  Clara  L. 
Roach;  Central  Illinois,  by  Miss  L.  A.  Smith;  Central  New  York,  by  Mrs. 
M.  B.  Spencer ;  Central  Ohio,  by  Mrs.  D.  L.  Williams  ;  and  Central  Pennsyl- 
vania, by  Mrs.  T.  L.  Tomkinson.     On  motion,  these  reports  were  adopted. 

Mrs.  D.  L.  Williams,  Secretary  of  the  Bureau  for  Local  Work,  was  called. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  from  this  time  the  Secretaries  of  Bureaus 
have  only  fifteen  minutes  for  their  reports.  But  the  sentiment  prevailed  that  as 
several  Secretaries  had  already  reported  at  great  length,  the  adoption  of  this 
rule  would  seem  unjust  to  those  who  had  not  yet  reported,  and  the  motion  was 
lost,  whereupon  the  Chair  announced  that  the  time  of  the  Secretaries  was  not 
limited,  and  Mrs.  Williams  read  her  report. 

It  was  moved  by  Mrs.  Griffith  that  not  more  than  fifteen  minutes  be  occu- 
pied in  the  discussion  of  reports,  and  that  no  one  be  allowed  to  speak  more 
than  once,  or  longer  than  three  minutes,  upon  any  question.     Carried. 
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Mrs.  Tomkinson,  of  Central  Pennsylvania,  suggested,  as  bearing  upon 
local  work,  the  following  addition  to  By-law  13,  page  191,  Eighth  Annual 
Report:  "  But  twenty  per  cent,  of  all  membership  dues  and  moneys  paid  into  the 
General  Treasury  may,  at  the  request  of  the  Conference  paying  in  such  funds, 
be  appropriated  to  such  local  work  within  its  borders  as  has  been  approved  by 
the  Conference  Executive  Board  and  the  Bureau  for  Local  Work." 

Mrs.  Prettyman  and  Mrs.  Schoyer  spoke  of  some  difficulties  which  had 
arisen  in  their  local  work,  and  Mrs.  Williams  suggested  methods  by  which  these 
could  be  obviated. 

Mrs.  Clark's  suggestion,  that  this  department  of  work  be  considered  later 
on,  was  accepted,  and  the  report  was  adopted. 

Mrs.  Williams  moved  that  the  Chair  appoint  a  committee  of  three  to  pre- 
pare a  form  for  blanks,  upon  which  local  work  may  be  more  fully  reported. 
Carried.  Mrs.  Williams,  Miss  Van  Marter  and  Mrs.  Prettyman  were  appointed 
said  Committee. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Bureau  for  Young  People's  Work,  Mrs.  W.  A. 
Ingham,  gave  an  interesting  report  of  this  department,  during  its  four  years  of 
existence.  She  earnestly  urged  greater  care  for  the  boys,  recommended  new 
literature,  a  child's  paper,  and  more  schemes  for  entertainment. 

Mrs.  Aiken  moved  that  the  recommendations  of  the  Bureau  be  considered 
item  by  item.      Carried. 

The    first  item,  that  a  superintendent  of   this  work    be  appointed  in  each 
Conference,  was  found  to  be  provided  for  by  By-law   11,  page  191,  Eighth  An-    / 
nual  Report. 

The  second  item  was  adopted. 

The  third  item  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Publication. 

The  fourth  item  was  adopted. 

The  fifth  item,  that  proposed  a  change  in  the  limits  of  age  for  Jewels  and 
Bands,  awakened  a  discussion,  participated  in  by  Mesdames  Griffith,  Shepherd, 
Campbell  and  Hickman,  when  Mrs.  Aiken  called  attention  to  Section  3,  under 
"Young  People's  Work,"  page  189,  Eighth  Annual  Report,  and  showed  that  it 
would  be  necessary  to  change  the  By-law  if  other  limits  were  placed  on  the  age 
of  Mothers'  Jewels.  On  motion,  the  item  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  j 
By-laws.* 

The  hour  for  adjournment  having  arrived,  the  time  was  extended  to  hear 
the  report  of  Mrs.  Clark,  Committee  on  Location  of  Mothers'  Jewels  Home. 
This  showed  that  great  care  had  been  taken  in  selecting  a  location,  fourteen 
farms  in  Nebraska  having  been  visited  by  the  Committee  before  the  decision  was 
reached  to  establish  the  Home  in  York. 

Mrs.   Woodcock,   of  Nebraska,   followed,  and  gave  a  vivid  description 
the  Home,  inside  and  out,  making  all  feel  that  their   love  and   labor  had 
been  misplaced. 

Mrs.  Griffith,  who  had  visited  the  Home,  stated  that  the  picture  had  not 
been  overdrawn,  that,  indeed,  "  the  half  had  not  been  told."  On  motion,  the 
report  was  adopted. 

Mrs.    Rust  moved  the  suspension  of  By-law  8,  page  189,  Eighth  Annual

Report,  whi.ch  requires  that  notice  of  proposed  changes  of  By-laws  be  given 
during  the  first  three  days  of  the  Annual  Meeting.  After  some  discussion, 
the  By-law  was  suspended. 

Mrs.  Rust  then  moved  that  the  time  for  presentation  of  proposed  changes 
in  By-laws  be  extended  through  Monday. 

Mrs.  Roach  moved  to  amend  by  fixing  the  time  at  5  o'clock  Monday,  which 
was  adopted. 

On  motion  of  Mrs.  Rust,  Rev.  Mr.  Nelson,  of  Utah,  who  came  commissioned 
to  invite  the  Society  to  hold  its  next  Annual  Meeting  in  Salt  Lake  City,  was 
invited  to  the  stand,  and  said  that  not  only  the  people  of  Salt  Lake  City,  but 
all  the  Protestant  ministers  and  loyal  people  of  Utah,  extended  this  invitation 
again  this  year,  as  they  had  last.  He  read  most  cordial  letters  of  invitation 
from  the  Governor  of  Utah,  Arthur  L.  Thomas;  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Salt 
Lake  City  Chamber  of  Commerce,  F.  K.  Gillespie,  representing  two  hundred 
and  fifty  business  men;  from  P.  A.  H.  Franklin,  President  and  General  Man- 
ager of  the  Niagara  Mining  and  Smelting  Company,  Bingham,  Utah  ;  from  E. 
L.  Lomax,  General  Passenger  Agent  Union  Pacific  Railroad  system,  promising 
one  fare  rate  over  his  own  line,  and  expressing  confidence  that  the  same  could 
be  secured  over  other  roads  not  so  much  interested.  Mr.  Nelson  was  very  con- 
fident that  Salt  Lake  City  was  the  place  for  the  next  meeting. 

Mrs.  Roach,  of  Baltimore  Conference,  withdrew  her  own  invitation  for 
Washington  City,  and  moved  that  we  hold  our  next  Annual  Meeting  in  Salt 
Lake  City;  but,  as  there  were  some  dissenting  voices,  the  invitation  was  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Place  of  Meeting. 

Mrs.  Goff  exhibited  for  sale  a  watch,  which  had  been  given  by  Mrs. 
Shessler,  widow  of  a  Methodist  minister,  and  Treasurer  of  the  North-west

A  telegram  from  the  General  Executive  Committee  of  the  Woman's 
Foreign  Missionary  Society,  now  in  session  at  Wilkesbarre,  Pa.,  was  received 
and  read  by  Mrs.  Aiken:  I  Corinthians,  15:58;  also  16:24. 

Mrs.  Griffith  moved  that  a  committee  of  five  be  appointed,  in  accordance 
with  Mrs.  Clark's  wish,  to  confer  with  the  Bureau  for  Young  People's  Work. 
Carried, 

Mrs.  Clark  nominated  Mrs.  Hoyt,  Mrs.  Willing,  Mrs.  Roach,  Miss  Ban- 
croft and  Mrs.  Griffith,  and  the  nominations  were  confirmed. 

Mrs.  Roach  moved  that  the  reports  of  the  general  Corresponding  Secretary, 
and  the  Secretaries  of  Bureaus,  be  printed  at  once  for  immediate  use  in  our 
auxiliaries.     Referred  to  Committee  on  Publication. 
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Mrs.  Carhart  offered   the  following  : 

Resolved,  That  the  report  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary,  reports  of  the 
Secretaries  of  Bureaus,  and  the  reports  of  Conference  Secretaries  be  sent,  ready 
for  printing,  fifteen  days  before  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers, 
to  the  Committee  on  Publication,  and  that  five  hundred  copies  be  circulated 
gratuitously  among  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Publication. 

Mrs.  Springer  offered  the  following  resolutions,  which  were  adopted  by  a 
rising  vote: 

Resolved,  I.  That  we  deeply  sympathize  with  our  sisters,  Mrs.  W.  J. 
Aldrich  and  Mrs.  L.  II.  Daggett,  in  the  great  loss  they  have  sustained  by  the 
death  of  their  husbands. 

2.  That  in  the  death  of  Clinton  B.  Fisk,  our  Society  has  lost  one  of  her 
strongest  allies,  one  whose  help  in  multiplied  ways  is  beyond  expression,  and 
whose  warm  heart  and  hand  were  always  at  our  call  with  his  rarest  gifts  and 
graces. 

3.  That,  while  in  great  sorrow  at  our  irreparable  loss,  we  tender  our 
warmest  sympathy  to  Mrs  Fisk  and  family  in  their  inexpressible  anguish  at  the 
departure  of  this  noblest  type  of  manhood  from  the  earthly  home.  We  com- 
mend our  dear  sister  to  the  God  of  all  consolation,  knowing  that  he  will 
strengthen  her  heart  till  the  family  reunion  in  heaven. 

4.  That  we  will  ever  cherish  the  memory  of  our  beloved  Honorary  Vice- 
President,  Mrs.  Bishop  Baker,  whose  lonely  years  are  now  ended,  and  the  fra- 
grance of  whose  life  from  youth  to  the  last  hour  is  an  abiding  benediction,  not 
only  to  our  Home  Missionary  Society,  but  to  all  womankind. 

Mrs.  Ingham  presented  greetings  from  Mrs.  N.  C.  Alger,  of  the  New 
England  Conference,  whose  illness  prevented  her  presence  at  the  meeting,  and 
called  attention  to  literature  Mrs.  Alger  had  prepared  for  sale. 

Mrs.  Williams  moved  that  a  committee  of  two  ladies  be  sent  from  this 
body  to  the  Methodist  Preachers'  Meeting,  to  invite  the  ministers  to  attend 
the  Sacramental  Service,  to  be  held  in  this  Church  on  next  Monday  afternoon. 
Carried.     Mrs.  Williams  and  Mrs.  Willing  were  appointed  said  Committee. 

Mrs.  E.  H.  Mcintosh  submitted  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  this  body  take  into  consideration,  and  authorize  some  one 
to  prepare  and  put  into  book  form,  a  brief  history  of  the  first  decade  of  the 
Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society,  to  be  kept  as  literature  of  said  Society. 

On  motion,  referred  to  Committee  on  Publication. 

After  some  announcements  from  Chairmen  of  Committees,  the  meeting 
adjourned  until  2  o'clock  Monday  afternoon.  The  doxology  was  sung,  and 
Rev.  Mr.  Nelson  pronounced  the  benediction.

Children's  Hour,  at  3  :  30  o'clock,  was  a  golden  one.  The  attendance, 
despite  the  rain,  was  estimated  to  be  over  1,500,  representing  ten  Methodist 
Sunday  Schools,  which  had  adjourned  their  sessions  to  be  present,  under  the 
admirable  management  of  Mr.  John  L.  Romer,  Superintendent  of  Delaware 
Avenue  Sunday  School.  "  Onward,  Christian  soldiers  "  was  sung  with  inspiring 
effect  as  a  grand  processional  hymn,  while  this  large  company  marched  through 
the  aisles,  filling  the  seats  in  the  auditorium  and  the  large  gallery  extending 
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around  three  sides  of  the  church.  The  scene  was  one  of  unusual  beauty  and 
significance.     Airs.  F.  A.  Aiken  presided. 

The,  devotional  exercises  were  conducted  by  Mrs.  R.  W.  P.  Goff  and  Miss 
Van  Mailer.  Brief  addresses  were  made  as  follows:  Mrs.  Aiken  gave  the  chil- 
dren a  word-picture  illustrative  of  the  potency  of  children's  co-operation  in 
Chi  istian  work  ;  Miss  Bancroft  presented  a  vivid  description  of  the  great  pro- 
cession at  Washington  nt  the  time  of  the  Pan-American  Congress,  and  thought 
that  the  procession  of  young  Christian  soldiers  was  an  army  in  the  interests  of 
peace,  and  yet  there  was  a  battle  to  fight — a  battle  against  sin,  in  which  she 
urged  them  on  to  victory;  Mrs.  W.  A.  Ingham  spoke  of  the  practical  ways  in 
which  boys  and  girls  may  help  the  Society  ;  Mrs.  J.  L.  Woodcock  told  the  chil- 
dren in  a  happy  manner  of  the  Mothers'  Jewels  Home,  and  related  some  touch- 
ing incidents  of  the  girls  and  boys  in  that  Home,  which  appealed  to  all  to  labor 
for  the  good  of  others  ;  and  Mrs.  M.  E.  Griffith  also  gave  much  of  interest 
about  the  Home,  and  secured  the  following  pledges  in  its  behalf:  from  the 
Young  Men's  Association  of  Delaware  Avenue  M.  E.  Church  $100,  to  name  a 
room,  and  from  Richmond  Avenue  Sunday  School  $100,  for  a  like  purpose. 
Eighty-two  booklets  for  subscriptions  of  money  were  taken  by  the  Delaware 
Avenue  Sunday  School. 

Mrs.  A.  R.  Clark  and  Mrs.  Bancroft  spoke  fitting  closing  words.  Recita- 
tions by  some  little  people  added  to  the  pleasure  of  the  hour,  which  was  enliv- 
ened by  soul-stirring  songs,  under  the  skillful  leadership  of  Dr.  C.  W.  Stainton.

The  anniversary  exercises  of  the  Society  were  held  Sunday  evening,  Mrs. 
Bishop  Simpson  presiding.  After  a  voluntary,  beautifully  rendered  by  a  quar- 
tette choir,  Mrs.  Simpson  announced  that  the  pastor,  Rev.  Dr.  Odell,  was  ill 
and  could  not  be  present  as  had  been  expected,  and  at  her  request  the  devo- 
tional exercises  were  conducted  by  Rev.  Dr.   Brodbeck  and  Dr.  O.  J.  Squires. 

Mrs.  R.  S.  Rust,  the  Corresponding  Secretary,  presented  an  abstract  of  her 
annual  report,  setting  forth  the  work  of  the  Society. 

Mrs.  A.  R.  Clark,  the  Treasurer,  submitted  a  summary  of  her  report,  show- 
ing the  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  year. 

Rev.  Dr.  W.  N.  Brodbeck,  of  Boston,  Mass.,  gave  an  able  discourse  from 
Luke  xxiv  :  47,  48,  on  the  work  and  the  need  of  the  Society.  He  showed  how  in- 
ter-dependent the  Woman's  Home  and  Foreign  Missionary  Societies  are,  and  how 
one  is  as  needful  as  the  other.  He  spoke  of  the  impetus  that  had  been  given  to 
the  work  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  since  the  women  had  taken  an  active 
part  in  its  missionary  operations,  and  with  much  enthusiasm  he  enlarged  upon 
woman's  capacities  for  such  work,  and  her  eminent  fitness  for  positions  of  useful- 
ness in  the  work  of  the  Church,  dwelling  especially  on  the  Deaconess  work.  He 
portrayed  vividly  the  mental  and  moral  condition  of  the  classes  of  people  which 
the  Society  is  making  great  efforts  to  reach — the  women  and  children  of  the 
Mormons,  of  the  Indians,  of  the  illiterate  whites  in  the  South,   of  the  colored 
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people,  of  the  immigrants  and  of  the  degraded  and  ign<  rant  classes  in  the  great 
cities.  He  made  an  eloquent  appeal  for  the  Society  on  the  ground  of  the  great 
and  crying  need  for  help  among  all  these  classes,  and  of  the  great  work  the 
Society  is  now  doing  among  them.  The  address  made  a  profound  impression 
upon  all  who  heard  it.  , 

In  conclusion,  "  Look  from  thy  sphere  of  endle  is  day  "  was  sung,  and  Rev. 
M.  Nelson  pronounced  the  benediction.

Monday  morning  was  devoted  to  meetings  of  the  Committees  on  By-laws, 
Finance  and  Mission  Fields,   Place  of  Meeting,   Resolutions,  and  Nominations.

Monday  afternoon  session  opened  at  2  o'clock,  with  the  President,  Mrs. 
Davis,  in  the  Chair.  After  singing  hymn  665,  the  Scripture  lesson  was  read  by 
Mrs.  Marcy,  and  prayer  was  offered  by  Mrs.  Spencer. 

The  minutes  of  Saturday  afternoon  session  were  read  by  Mrs.  Potter,  cor- 
rected and  adopted. 

Pending  the  adoption  of  the  minutes,  a  question  arose  as  to  the  length  of 
time  the  By-law  was  suspended,  and  by  motion  it  was  decided  that  the  By-law 
be  suspended  through  the  sessions  of  Tuesday,  to  receive  such  recommendations 
for  proposed  changes  of   By-laws  as  may  be  submitted. 

Mrs.  Willing,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  appointed  to  visit  the  Methodist 
Ministers  at  their  meeting  Monday  morning,  reported  that  the  brethern  received 
the  Committee  with  the  utmost  cordiality  and  kindness,  and  sent  greetings  to 
this  body,  accepting  the  invitation  to  be  present  at  the  Communion  Service. 
On  motion,  the  report  was  accepted. 

Mrs.  A.  R.  Clark  offered  the  following  resolution  : 

That  the  President  appoint  a  Committee  of  nine,  which  shall  consider  and 
report  upon  the  limitations  and  relations  of  the  Bureaus  for  Local,  Immigrant, 
and  Deaconess  Work. 

Mrs.  Rust  said  that  she  would  like  to  offer  as  an  amendment,  that  this  reso- 
lution include  also  the  consideration  of  establishing  a  Bureau  for  Chinese,  for 
the  reason  that  she  had  just  received  a  letter  from  the  ladies  on  the  Pacific  coast, 
which  made  it  seem  desirable  to  consider  this  matter.  This  resolution,  with  the 
amendment  of  Mrs.  Rust,  was,  on  motion,  adopted,  and  the  President  appointed 
the  Committee  as  follows:  Mrs.  A.  R.  Clark,  Mrs.  Rust,  Mrs.  Willing,  Mrs. 
Williams,  Miss  Bancroft,  Mrs.  Minard,  Mrs.  Mansfield,  Mrs.  Hickman,  Miss 
Van  Marter.     On  motion,  Mrs.  Carhart  was  added  to  this  Committee. 

Miss  Van  Marter  stated  that  she  had  requested  the  Committee  on  By-laws 
to  frame  a  new  By-law  to  include  immigrant  and  foreign  work  in  New  York 
City. 
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Mrs.  Hickman  offered  the  following,  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Resolutions : 

Resolved,  That  the  names  of  no  members  be  stricken  from  our  roll  for  non- 
payment of  dues,  unless  they  have  refused  to  pay  at  least  two  successive 
years. 

Mrs.  Day  stated  that  the  New  England  Southern  Conference  Society,  at  its 
annual  meeting,  held  at  Providence,  R.  I.,  Sept.  30th,  1S90,  voted  the  follow- 
ing for  the  consideration  of  the  Board  of  Managers: 

Resolved,  1.  The  adoption  of  a  poem  in  memory  of  Mrs.  R.  B.  Hayes, 
written  by  Mrs.  M.  S.  Case,  of  Highland  Park,  Ct. ,  prepared  in  the  form  of  a 
booklet,  with  tea  roses  on  its  cover,  the  revenue  derived  from  the  sale  of  same 
to  be  appropriated  to  the  Lucy  Webb  Hayes  Memorial  Fund. 

2.  The  adoption  of  the  tea  rose,  a  flower  intimately  associated  with  the 
memory  of  our  beloved  Mrs.  Hayes,  as  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society 
national  flower. 

On  motion,  these  resolutions  were  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Resolutions. 

Rev.  Dr.  Brodbeck,  Pastor  of  Tremont  Street  M.  E.  Church,  Boston,  Mass., 
was  then  introduced  by  the  President.  He  said,  "  I  believe  heartily  that  no 
movement  in  our  Church  in  many  years  has  more  significance  to  the  welfare 
and  prosperity  of  our  Church,  and  our  large  cities,  than  the  Deaconess  move- 
ment. I  believe  this  Society  ought  to  take  the  advance  step  in  the  organization 
of  these  Homes.  If  the  next  General  Conference  make  it  possible  to  pass  the 
control  of  these  Homes  to  your  Society,  I  say,  Amen  !  "  He  bade  the  Society 
God  speed  in  its  work,  and  said  to  the  pastors  present,  that  if  they  had  not 
investigated  this  work,  they  ought  to  do  so,  and  further,  that  no  pastor  in 
Methodism  can  justify  himself  in  the  next  ten  years,  if  in  any  wise  he  shall  have 
passed  by  this  mighty  auxiliary  in  helping  him  in  his  work. 

Rev.  Mr.  Wheeler,  President  of  the  Conference  Board  of  Managers  of  the 
Philadelphia  Deaconess  Home,  was  introduced,  and  after  congratulating  him- 
self upon  the  honor  of  appearing  before  the  convention,  he  spoke  favorably  of 
the  work  accomplished  in  Philadelphia.  He  was  followed  by  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Smythe,  of  Philadelphia,  who  happily  illustrated  the  power  of  individual  influ- 
ence, and  stated  that  not  one-sixteenth  part  of  the  women  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church  was  enrolled  in  this  Society,  and  urged  that  the  ladies  return 
to  their  homes  and  by  their  influence  secure  sixty  thousand  members. 

The  audience  then  listened  with  charmed  attention  to  a  solo  full  of  trills 
and  runs,  given  by  the  whistler  and  bird  warbler,  Mr.  Charles  D.  Kellogg,  of 
California. 

Mrs.  Wilson,  Superintendent  of  the  Buffalo  Deaconess  Home,  was  invited 
to  address  the  ladies,  and  said  that  she  felt  it  was  a  privilege  and  an  inspiration' 
to  meet  and  touch  these  good  women.  She  expressed  her  deep  interest  in  the 
work,  and  said  the  Deaconess  work  needed  intelligent,  strong,  brave  women, 
who  would  consecrate  self  on  the  altar  for  love  of  Christ. 

The  President  expressed  the  thanks  of  the  convention  to  Mrs.  Wilson,  and 
to  the  gentlemen  who  had  contributed  to  the  pleasure  and  profit  of  the  hour. 

The  Report  of  the  Bureau  for  Supplies  was  submitted  by  its  Secretary,  Mrs. 
Lodge.  This  report,  replete  with  interest,  and  full  of  helpful  suggestions  to 
the  workers,  was  heartily  adopted. 
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On  motion  of  Mrs.  Aiken,  Mrs.  Lodge  was  added  to  the  Committee  on 
Enrollment. 

The  Report  of  the  Bureau  for  Home-Mission  Reading  Circle  and  Lectures 
was  read  by  its  Secretary,  Mrs.  Doud,  and  on  motion,  its  recommendations  were 
adopted. 

To  the  Wellington,  (O.)  Auxiliary  was  awarded  the  prize,  $25,  for  the  great- 
est number  of  members  in  the  Reading  Circle,  on  a  basis  of  57.  Mrs.  Doud 
pledged  $25  for  the  first  prize  to  be  awarded  next  year,  to  the  auxiliary  report- 
ing the  highest  number  of  readers  in  the  course,  and  Mrs.  Rust  pledged  $20  for 
the  second  prize.  Five  dollars  in  cash  were  given  by  the  Butler  Street  Aux- 
iliary, Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  for  a  third  prize. 

Mrs.  Doud  stated  that  a  number  of  copies  of  the  books  prescribed  for  the 
Reading  Circle  were  on  the  desk,  and  asked  that  eight  dollars  be  subscribed  for 
placing  these  books  in  the  Deaconess  Home  at  Buffalo  ;  pledges  were  made  as 
follows:  Mrs.  Davis,  $1  ;  Mrs.  Doud,  $2;  Mrs.  Mendenhall,  $1  ;  Mrs.  Weeks, 
$1 ;  Mrs.  Clark,  Mrs.  Gosling,  Mrs.  Dymond,  Miss  Bancroft,  Mrs.  T.  S. 
Shepherd,   Mrs.  W.  F.  Keller,  each  50  cents. 

Mrs.  Bishop  Morris  spoke  in  fitting  terms  of  the  influence  the  banner  had 
exerted  in  the  interest  of  the  Reading  Circle,  during  the  year,  in  the  Cincinnati 
Conference  Society,  and  in  returning  it  expressed  the  hope  that  it  would  con- 
tinue its  mission  of  encouragement  and  inspiration. 

The  banner  was  then  awarded  to  the  Xorth-west  Iowa  Society,  through  its 
Corresponding  Secretary,  Mrs.  Negus,  who  received  it  and  said,  "It  is  appreci- 
ated all  the  more  because  it  is  unexpected,"  and  that  she  would  carry  it  to  her 
friends  and  try  to  use  it  in  increasing  their  enthusiasm  in  this  most  interesting 
home  reading  course. 

Mrs.  Baker  offered  the  following,  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
By-Laws  : 

Resolved,  That  By-law  15,  page  191,  Eighth  Annual  Report,  be  so  amended 
as  to  make  the  amount  for  contingent  fund  ten  cents  instead  of  "  at  least  5." 

Mrs.  Mendenhall  requested  that  Mrs.  Wright  be  added  to  Committee  on 
sale  of  Memorial  of  Mrs.  Hayes.     Granted. 

On  motion  adjourned  till  7:30  in  the  evening.  The  remaining  hour  was  de- 
voted to  a  missionary  love  feast  in  charge  of  Mrs.  Williams,  which  was  opened 
with  a  most  earnest  prayer  offered  by  Mrs.  C.  L.  Roach,  followed  by  precious 
testimonials  from  a  large  number  of  the  ladies,  and  closed  with  the  administra- 
tion of  the  Lord's  Supper,  by  Rev.  J.  E.  Williams  and  other  ministerial  brethren.

Mondays  evening,  at  7  :  30,  the  meeting  was  opened  by  singing  "Oh,  for  a 
thousand  tongues  to  sing."  Mrs.  H.  C.  McCabe,  Second  Vice  President, 
occupied  the  Chair.  Mrs.  Griffith  read  the  146th  Psalm  and  lead  in  prayer, 
after  which  one  verse  of  "All  hail  the  power  of  Jesus'  name  "  was  sung. 

The  minutes  of  the  afternoon  meeting  were  read  by  Mrs.  Aiken,  and 
approved. 
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The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Missionary  Candidates  was  presented  by 
Mrs.  W.  C  Herron,  Chairman,  which  recommended  the  revision  of  blanks  for 
candidates,  the  preparation  of  blanks  for  medical  examination,  and  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  training  school  for  missionaries;  and,  on  motion,  was  referred  to 
the  proper  committees. 

Mrs.  Aiken  read  a  telegram  of  Christian  greeting  from  the  Cleveland  Meth- 
odist Preachers'  Meeting,  as  found  in  Philippians  i  :  2-6. 

As  Mrs.  Fisk,  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Memorial  Fund,  wasabsent, 
the  report  was  submitted  by  Mrs.  Rust.  It  stated  that  the  resolution  providing 
for  a  special  memorial  was  passed  by  the  General  Executive  Board,  soon 
after  the  death  of  Mrs.  Hayes.  This  was  sent  out  to  all  the  auxiliaries  and 
friends  of  the  Society,  accompanied  by  a  circular  letter  explaining  the  move- 
ment, which  contemplates  the  establishment  of  a  Deaconess  Home  and  Train- 
ing School  for  missionaries,  and  an  Industrial  School,  to  bear  the  honored  name 
of  Lucy  Webb  Hayes. 

At  the  Memorial  Service  held  in  Indianapolis  last  year,  nearly  $|,ooo  in 
money  and  pledges  were  received.  Feeling  the  need  of  longer  time  to  more 
fully  present  the  matter,  a  committee  representing  the  different  sections  of  the 
country  was  appointed  to  secure  pledges  and  money  from  societies  and  friends 
during  the  year ;  also  to  receive  suggestions  for  the  location  of  the  Memorial 
Institution,  and  report  at  this  meeting.  Deep  interest  has  been  awakened  ; 
friends  in  Washington  felt  that  their  city  had  peculiar  claims;  Columbus,  O., 
felt  that  this  central  city  of  Mrs.  Hayes'  native  State  was  the  proper  site  for  the 
institution.  The  friends  in  California  desired  it,  and  felt  that  this  would  make 
a  closer  bond  with  their  sisters  east  of  the  mountains.  New  York,  on  the  other 
hand,  claims  the  location  because  it  contains  such  a  large  field  within  itself,  and 
could  rally  so  many  helpful  influences. 

Miss  Bancroft  supplemented  this  report  by  giving  some  reasons  why  it 
should  be  located  in  Washington  :  1.  It  would  be  very  appropriate  for  a  memo- 
rial to  Mrs.  Hayes  as  the  scene  of  the  most  important  part  of  her  life.  2.  It 
has  a  large  population  of  the  poor  and  indigent,  especially  the  colored  race, 
greatly  needing  Christian  teaching  and  charitable  help,  and  so  offers  plenty  of 
opportunity  for  work.  3.  A  great  lesson  will  be  given  to  the  country  at  large. 
4.  Opportunity  for  manual  training  and  service  will  be  found  in  connection  with 
the  public  and  private  schools. 

Miss  Bancroft  presented  letters  from  the  managers  of  Washington  Deacon- 
ess Home,  from  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  of  that  city,  from  the 
Preachers'  Meeting,  and  from  Bishop  Hurst,  the  resident  Bishop.  In  addition, 
Miss  Bancrolt  gave  a  very  interesting  account  of  a  gentleman  in  Washington 
who  is  especially  interested  in  the  colored  race,  and  who  has  offered  a  prop- 
erty worth  $10,000,  providing  the  Memorial  Home  shall  be  located  there. 

Time  was  given  for  discussion,  and  Mrs.  Clara  L.  Roach  made  an  earnest 
plea  that  the  Home  might  be  located  in  Washington.  She  believed  that  Wash- 
ington will  be  and  ought  to  be  the  great  center  of  Deaconess  work  in  the 
nation. 

Mrs.  Rust  moved  that  the  report  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Memorial 
Fund. 
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Mrs.  Aiken  moved  as  a  substitute  that  it  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Memorial  Fund  and  Training  School  jointly.     Carried. 

The  request  was  granted  that  the  Committee  on  Place  of  Meeting  be  allowed 
to  report  at  this  time,  as  Mr.  Nelson  was  obliged  to  leave,  and  Mrs.  Col. 
Springer  reported  for  Mrs.  Mendenhall,  Chairman,  that  the  Committee  favored 
holding  the  Tenth  Annual  Meeting  in  Salt  Lake  City,  provided  that  the  round 
trip  ticket  from  the  most  remote  point  should  not  exceed  $50;  otherwise,  that 
Sedalia,  Mo.,  was  the  next  choice. 

After  an  animated  discussion,  in  which  Rev.  Mr.  Nelson  participated,  and 
set  forth  the  great  attractions  of  the  West,  a  strong  sentiment  prevailed  in  favor 
of  Salt  Lake  City.  The  discussion,  however,  made  so  prominent  the  great 
expense  attending  a  journey  to  Utah,  that  the  matter  was  referred  back  to  the 
Committee  on  Place. 

Mrs.  Hoyt  presented  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Publication,  which 
was  accepted,  and,  at  her  suggestion,  it  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Finance  and  Mission  Fields. 

After  singing  the  doxology,  the  benediction  was  pronounced  by  Dr.  Rust, 
and  the  meeting  adjourned  till  Tuesday,  at  9  :  30  A.  M. 


£uesfca\)  flDorning. 

Tuesday  morning  at  9  :  30  o'clock  the  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the 
President,  Mrs.  Davis,  and  the  exercises  were  opened  by  singing  "  There's  a 
wideness  in  God's  mercy."  Mrs.  E.  B.  Green  read  the  Scripture  lesson,  and 
Mrs.  C.  W.  Bickley  led  in  prayer.  "I  need  thee  every  hour"  was  sung,  and 
the  minutes  of  the  evening  session,  read  by  Mrs.  Herron,  were  adopted. 

The  reports  of  Conferences  were  called  for. 

Miss  Mary  Potter  read  the  report  of  the  Detroit  Conference,  Miss  A.  M.  Cum- 
mings  of  Erie,  and  Mrs.  M.  C.  Hickman  of  East  Ohio.  These  reports  were 
adopted. 

Mrs.  Tomkinson  moved  that  the  remaining  Conferences  be  called  in 
reversed  alphabetical  order,  beginning  with  Wyoming,  because  otherwise  some 
of  those  last  on  the  list,  which  all  desire  to  hear  from,  may  have  no  oppor- 
tunity to  be  reported.     Carried. 

Mrs.  Marcy  submitted  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Leaflets,  and 
moved  the  following  recommendation  : 

That  this  meeting  authorize  the  publication  of  a  small  compilation  of 
hymns,  suitable  for  our  monthly  meetings,  and  other  occasions,  and  that  we 
have  in  each  auxiliary  a  custodian,  who  shall  pledge  herself  to  see  that  these 
books  are  at  every  monthly  meeting. 

Mrs.  Potter  offered  a  substitute,  which  was  lost : 

That  we  have  hymns  for  our  public  anniversaries  printed  upon  slips,  for 
general  distribution  throughout  our  audiences. 

The  original  motion  was  then  considered,  and,  with  the  suggestion  from 
Mrs.  Griffith  that  more  juvenile  literature  be  published,  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Publication.     The  report  on  Leaflets  was  then  adopted. 
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The  regular  order  of  business  was  suspended  to  hear  the  following  recom- 
mendation from  the  Board  of  Control  of  Deaconess  Work  in  Philadelphia  Con- 
ference, read  by  Rev.  Mr.  Wheeler: 

We  would  respectfully  recommend  that  this  convention  appoint  a  Com- 
mittee of  five,  who  shall  correspond  with  all  existing  Deaconess  Homes  in  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church  in  regard  to  measures  adapted  to  the  permanency 
and  development  of  the  Deaconess  work  ;  considering  the  subject  of  dress  or 
badge  to  be  worn  which  shall  distinguish  all  deaconesses  of  our  Church;  also 
as  to  the  amount  that  shall  be  given  to  each  deaconess  for  personal  expenses, 
and  all  other  matters  that  shall  be  deemed  essential  to  permanency  and  uni- 
formity. It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  to  formulate  such  recommen- 
dations to  the  next  General  Conference  as  they  may  deem  proper,  looking  to 
the  uniform  administration  of  all  Deaconess  Homes  which  shall  be  under  the 
control  of  this  Society,  and  report  to  the  next  Annual  convention  of  this 
Society,  to  be  changed  or  adopted  as  that  body  shall  determine. 

On  motion,  this  recommendation  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Reso- 
lutions. 

Mrs.  Garrison,  of  New  Jersey,  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was 
adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  each  Bureau  be  requested  to  prepare  a 
leaflet  lor  publication,  explaining  the  condition  and  needs  of  the  people  repre- 
sented by  the  Bureau,  in  case  such  leaflets  are  not  already  published. 

Mrs.  Drake  offered  the  following  : 

Whereas,  Letters  have  been  received  saying  that  Mrs.  A.  DeGroot,  of 
Newark  Conference,  is  ill,  therefoie, 

Resolved,  That  we  extend  to  her  our  loving  sympathy.  We  commend  her 
-'■■  him  who  "  giveth  songs  in  the  night,"  and  pray  that  he  may  make  all  her 
bed  in  her  sickness. 

The  resolution  was  adopted,  and  Mrs.  Drake  was  appointed  to- send  it  to 
Mrs-.   De(  root. 

Mr?.  To  111  kin  son  moved  that  the  Committee  on  Publication  be  instructed 
to  insert  in  the  Annual  Report  a  digest  of  the  rules  of  order  governing  the 
Annual  Meeting,  for  the  benefit  of  the  auxiliaries  and  Conference  Societies. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Society  has  adopted  Roberts'  rules  of  order,  and 
that  brief  digests  of  said  rules  can  be  procured  at  small  cost,  the  motion  was 
not  adopted. 

Mrs.  Campbell  requested  that  time  be  set  apart  in  which  questions  may  be 
asked  of  the  General  Officers,  for  the  purpose  of  getting  some  desired  informa- 
tion. Mrs.  Griffith  suggested  that  those  wishing  to  ask  questions  write  them 
out  to  save  time.  After  some  discussion,  it  was  decided  to  have  a  question 
drawer,  in  charge  of  Mrs.  D.  L.  Williams  and  Mrs  W.  A.  Ingham. 

Mrs.  Hickman  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was  referred  to  Com- 
mittee on  By-laws  : 

Resolved,  That  the  By-laws  be  so  changed  that  the  Corresponding  Secre- 
taries of  Auxiliaries,  Districts  and  Conferences  be  required  to  report  only  twice 
a  year. 

The  regular  order  of  business  was  then  resumed,  and  Mrs.  Hagans  sub- 
mitted the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Bequest  and  Devise. 

Some  additional  items  of  information  in  regard  to  bequests  were  furnished 
by  Conference  Secretaries  that  Mrs.  Hagans  was  allowed  to  include  in  the 
report,  abd  it  was  then  adopted. 
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Mrs.  Lodge  read  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Enrollment,  which  was 
corrected  and  referred  back  to  the  Committee  for  completion. 

Mrs.  Ampt  read  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Mite  Boxes.  After  some 
discussion  in  regard  to  the  uses  to  which  the  contents  of  the  mite  boxes  may 
be  applied,  and  explanations  on  the  part  of  Mrs.  Ampt,  the  report  was  adopted. 

The  regular  order  was  again  suspended  to  introduce  Rev.  Dr.  and  Mrs. 
Hatfield,  of  Chicago.  Dr.  Hatfield  said  :  "  There  was  a  time  when  I  feared 
there  would  be  a  lack  of  harmony  between  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary 
Society  and  the  Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  but  I  think  that  time  is 
past.  The  work  is  fast  becoming  one,  and  the  two  Societies  now  have  many 
things  in  common."  He  expressed  great  pleasure  in  having  the  opportunity  to 
greet  so  many  old  friends. 

Rev.  Mr.  Randolph,  of  Asbury  Church,  was  introduced,  who  spoke  briefly, 
and,  in  turn,  introduced  Rev.  Mr.  Clark,  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  who  rep- 
resented the  Ministers'  Association  of  the  city  which  includes  ten  different 
denominations,  and  brought  Christian  greetings  and  a  cordial  welcome  to  the 
convention  from  a  large  body  of  ministers  in  Buffalo.  He  spoke  with  favor  of 
the  privileges  enjoyed  by  Methodist  women  in  being  allowed  to  take  part  and 
have  a  voice  in  all  the  affairs  of  the  Church,  and  of  the  movement  in  regard  to 
giving  women  seats  in  the  General  Conference,  and,  in  a  vein  of  pleasantry, 
asked  sympathy  for  the  Presbyterian  sisters  who  have  so  long  been  subject  to 
the  rule  "keep  silence,"  but  who  are  now  discovering  and  accepting  the  new 
meaning  of  that  rule  which  in  the  broader  light  of  to-day  the  brethren  trans- 
late :  "  Let  the  women  keep  silence,  that  is,  preserve  good  order  in  the 
Churches — keep  the  men  silent."  In  closing  his  felicitous  address,  he  expressed 
the  hope  that  this  meeting  may  be  the  means  of  enlarging  woman's  work  among 
all  Protestant  denominations. 

Mrs.  McCabe  responded  in  some  bright,  happy  remarks,  and  said  that  the 
Presbyterian  women's  literature  and  plans  of  work  had  been  a  source  of  personal 
inspiration  and  help  to  her. 

A  beautiful  solo,  "  Look  unto  the  fields,"  was  effectively  given  by  Mrs. 
W.  T.  Shingler. 

The  noon  hour  of  prayer  was  observed,  after  Mrs.  A.  E.  Johnson  had 
requested  that  prayer  be  made  for  the  success  of  the  Prohibitory  amendment 
voted  on  to-day  in  Nebraska. 

A  telegram,  read  by  Mrs.  Woodcock,  from  Mrs.  Angie  F.  Newman,  con- 
veyed greetings  in  Psalm  91:1,  2. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Nomination  was  submitted  by  its  Secre- 
tary, Mrs.  Carhart,  and,  on  motion,  it  was  voted  to  accept  the  report,  and  con- 
sider its  items  separately. 

Mrs.  Goff,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Nomination,  was  called  to  the 
Chair  and  said  that  Mrs.  Davis  bad  requested  the  Committee  not  to  present  her 
name  for  re-election  as  President,  but  that  she  expressed  the  unanimous  wish  of 
the  Committee  in  nominating  Mrs.  Davis  for  re-election.  On  motion  of  Mrs. 
Williams,  the  convention  expressed  its  desire  to  retain  her  by  a  unanimous 
rising  vote.  The  Secretary  was  then  directed  to  cast  the  vote  of  the  conven- 
tion for  Mrs.  Davis,  and  she  was  declared  elected.     Mrs.  Davis  was  then  escorted 
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to  the  Chair  amidst  applause,  and  with  deep  emotion  said  she  had  fulfilled 
her  promise  to  herself  and  dear  Mrs.  Hayes  to  continue  in  the  Society  ten  years. 
Mrs.  Hayes  is  gone,  and  the  term  is  completed,  and  it  would  now  be  a  source 
of  comfort  and  relief  to  her  if  she  could  go  to  her  home  and  feel  not  that  she 
had  burdened  some  one  else,  but  that  some  one  else  could  take  up  this  work, 
and  not  feel  the  burden  as  she  does.  Mrs.  Davis  expressed  the  gratification 
experienced  because  of  the  confidence  reposed  in  her,  and  concluded  with  a 
request  for  the  prayers  of  the  ladies. 

Mrs.  Griffith  voiced  the  sentiments  of  the  convention  by  saying  that  we 
have  ever  cherished  in  our  hearts  warm  love  and  sympathy  for  our  President, 
and  have  felt  the  utmost  confidence  in  her,  and  we  now  receive  her  with  joy 
and  rejoicing  for  another  year. 

Mrs.  Willing  occupied  the  Chair  during  the  election  of  the  other  officers, 
and  the  Recording  Secretary  cast  the  votes  as  directed  by  the  convention.  By 
request  of  the  convention,  Mrs.  Willing  cast  the  ballot  for  the  Recording 
Secretary. 

On  motion,  the  report  was  adopted  and  the  Committee  discharged. 

Mrs.  Springer  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  we  tender  our  sincere  thanks  to  Mrs.  F.  S.  Hoyt  for  her 
painstaking  services  m  the  publication  of  our  Annual  Report,  year  after  year, 
and  we  hold  her  in  loving  remembrance  for  her  "labors  abundant." 

Mrs.  Ingham  presented  the  following,  which  was  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That,  as  a  body,  we  express  our  highest  appreciation  of  the 
labors  of  Mrs.  R.  S.  Rust,  Mrs.  F.  A.  Aiken  and  Mrs.  A.  R.  Clark. 

Adjourned,  to  meet  at  2  o'clock  in  the  afternoon.

Tuesday  afternoon,  at  2  o'clock,  the  meeting  was  called  to  order,  with 
Mrs.  H.  C.  McCabe  in  the  Chair.  Mrs.  T.  L.  Tomkinson  conducted  the 
devotional  exercises.  The  102nd  hymn  was  sung,  after  which  a  Scripture 
lesson  was  read  and  prayer  offered  by  Mrs.  C.  L.  Roach.  The  minutes  of  the 
morning  session  were  read  by  Mrs.  Aiken  and  adopted. 

The  reading  of  the  reports  of  the  Conference  Secretaries  was  taken  up  as 
the  business  of  the  hour. 

The  following  Secretaries  presented  most  interesting  reports  of  their 
several  Conferences,  each  showing  an  encouraging  advance  in  the  work,  and 
largely  increased  receipts  during  the  year :  Mrs.  O.  P.  Wright,  of  Wyoming ; 
Mrs.  Weldin,  of  Wilmington  ;  Mrs.  Benson,  of  West  Wisconsin  ;  Mrs.  Sher- 
burn,  of  Vermont,  and  Mrs.  Springer,  of  Upper  Iowa,  and  the  reports  were 
adopted. 

.Mrs.  E.  E.  Marcy  gave  a  report  for  Rock  River  Conference,  and,  in  view  of 
the  fact  that  more  than  half  the  cost  of  a  fence  to  enclose  our  property  at  Una- 
laska  had  been  donated  by  Mr.  McMullen,  asked  for  subscriptions  to  complete  the 
purchase  of  the  fence,  and  the  following  pledges  were  made  :  New  England  Con- 
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ference,   l>y   Mrs.    Day,   $35;    Cenesee  Conference,    hy   Mrs.   Green,  $35; 
McCabe,  $5;   Mrs.   Campbell,  for  Alaska  Boys'  Hand  in  Cleveland,  $10 ;   Mrs. 
Coatsworth,  Delaware  Avenue  Auxiliary,  $5;   Wilmington  Conferee 
Weldin,  $25  ;  Erie  Conference,  by  Miss  Cummings,  $10;  North  New  Orleans 
District,  $5;  Rock  River  Conference,  $25. 

A  desire  was  expressed  to  have  the  order  of  business  suspended  to  hear 
Miss  Mcintosh,  one  of  our  missionaries  from  the  South,  but,  on  motion,  Miss 
Mcintosh  was  invited  to  speak  for  half  an  hour  in  the  evening. 

Mrs.  Bickley  reported  excellent  progress  in  Philadelphia  Conference,  and 
Mrs.  Adams,  of  the  South-east  Indiana  Conference,  who  had  been  Secretary  but 
two  months,  gave  an  interesting  account  of  the  work  performed  during  the  year. 

The  colored  delegates,  Mrs.  rrovine,  of  East  Tennessee  Conference,  and 
Mrs.  Johnson,  of  Louisiana  Conference,  then  read  their  reports,  which  were 
heartily  received  and  adopted. 

Mrs.  Brown,  also  from  Louisiana  Conference,  was  invited  to  speak  a  few 
words,  and  gave  an  interesting  account  of  her  experience  in  this  work.  These 
three  sisters  then  sang,  by  invitation,  that  beautiful  melody  "  Swing  low, 
sweet  chariot,"  which  was  received  with  applause  and  the  thanks  of  the 
audience.  Mrs.  Provine  said  it  was  difficult  for  the  Negroes  of  different  States 
to  sing  well  together,  and  she  sang  very  sweetly  the  song,  "Give  me  that  old 
time  religion." 

Mrs.  Aiken  moved  that  these  sisters  from  the  South  be  invited  to  sing  for 
us  this  evening.     Carried,  with  applause. 

Reports  of  Conferences  were  continued:  North  Ohio,  by  Mrs.  Keller; 
North  Indiana,  by  Mrs.  Gernhart ;  Illinois,  by  Mrs.  B.  S.  Potter;  New  Jersey, 
by  Mrs.  C.  F.  Garrison,  all  of  which  were  adopted. 

Mrs.  Springer  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  we  realize  the  efficient  work  of  Mrs.  Ampt,  as  Railroad 
Secretary,  and  extend  to  her  our  warmest  thanks. 

Mrs.  Potter  moved  that  8:30  this  evening  be  made  the  hour  for  considering 
the  proposed  changes  in  the  Constitution,  which  have  been  published  in 
Wo/nan's  Home  Missions  and  in  other  papers.     Carried. 

Mrs.  Roach  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  appointed  to  prepare  a  communication  to 
Secretary  Windom  and  the  officers  at  Castle  Garden,  request  that  such  com- 
munication be  prepared  and  sent  by  our  Secretary,  Mrs.  F.  A.  Aiken,  in  behalf 
of  the  General  Officers  of  the  Society. 

Mrs.  Shingler  sung  most  sweetly,  and  to  the  great  delight  of  the  audience, 
"  Only  a  beam  of  sunshine." 

On  motion  by  Mrs.  'Willing,  the  missionaries  who  were  present  were  intro- 
duced, viz.  :  Miss  Mcintosh,  late  Superintendent  of  Adeline  Smith  Home  ; 
Miss  Margaret  Tripp,  who  goes  to  Albuquerque,  New  Mexico ;  Miss  Mary 
Tripp,  who  leaves  in  a  few  days  for  Las  Vegas  ;  also,  Miss  Einsberger,  our 
new  missionary  to  the  Navajos. 

Mrs.  Mary  E.  Griffith,  organizer  for  the  Society,  gave  a  report  of  the  work 
that  had  been  done  during  the  year  through  her  efforts,  which  was  adopted. 

Mrs.  Mendenhall,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Place  of  Meeting,  stated 
that  the  Committee  was  now  ready  to    submit  a  report.     The   Secretary,  Mrs. 
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Springer,  reported  as  follows:  It  is  thought  by  some  of  our  friends  that  we 
will  greatly  injure  our  cause  if  we  refuse  to  alternate  our  Annual  Meetings 
between  the  East  and  the  West ;  nevertheless,  we  recommend  that  a  ballot  be 
taken,  and  every  member  of  this  body  be  requested  to  vote  for  one  of  the  fol- 
lowing places,  after  fifteen  minutes  have  been  occupied  in  two  minute  speeches 
from  the  ladies  East  and  West  :  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah  ;  Sedalia,  Mo.  ;  Wash- 
ington, D.  C. ;  Pittsburgh,  Pa.  We  have  this  morning  received  a  very  cordial 
invitation  to  the  sunny  clime  of  New  Orleans. 

On  motion,  Mr.  McLaughlin  was  invited  to  speak  in  behalf  of  New 
Orleans.  In  a  few  earnest  words,  he  gave  the  convention  a  very  cordial  invita- 
tion to  hold  their  Tenth  Annual  Meeting  in  that  beautiful  city.  Mrs.  Brown, 
of  Kansas,  said  she  hoped  the  convention  would  consider  seriously  the  invita- 
tion of  Brother  Nelson  to  hold  the  next  meeting  at  Salt  Lake  City.  Mrs. 
Ingham  spoke  heartily  in  favor  of  going  West  for  the  good  of  the  work.  Mrs. 
Negus,  of  the  North-west  Iowa  Conference,  said  that  the  Western  ladies  were 
tired  of  coming  East,  and  earnestly  hoped  the  next  meeting  would  be  held  in 
the  West.  Mrs.  Griffith  said  she  loved  the  West,  but  thought  we  ought  to  go 
to  New  Orleans.  Our  President  spoke  of  her  birthplace,  Pittsburgh,  and  said 
that  no  city  would  give  a  more  hearty  greeting  to  this  convention.  Mrs.  Car- 
hart  said  that  she  was  a  southern  woman,  and  a  western  woman,  but  as  the 
Lucy  Webb  Hayes  Memorial  Home  would,  without  doubt,  be  established  this 
year,  she  hoped  we  would  go  to  Washington.  Mrs.  Rust  spoke  in  behalf  of 
Washington,  and  said,  if  we  go  there,  we  shall  probably  be  able  to  see  our 
Memorial  Home  in  operation.  Mrs.  Goff  said,  as  this  was  the  second  invita- 
tion to  Washington,  she  hoped  it  would  be  accepted. 

The  time  for  discussion  having  passed,  the  Secretaries  were  appointed 
tellers,  and  were  directed  to  distribute  and  collect  the  ballots. 

While  the  votes  were  being  counted,  Mrs.  Gilbert  presented  the  following 
resolution,  which  was  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  we  extend  our  tender  sympathy  to  Mrs.  E.  Ocumpaugh,  of 
Rochester,  who  has  heretofore  met  with  us,  but  is  now  detained  at  home  by 
the  severe  illness  of  a  beloved  daughter. 

Mrs.  Garrison  moved  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  in  the  fulure  the  General  Executive  Board  assume  the 
responsibility  of  the  program  for  the  Ocean  Grove  Anniversary  Meeting. 

Miss  Bancroft  spoke  strongly  in  favor  of  the  motion,  and  it  prevailed. 

Mrs.  Aiken  reported,  in  behalf  of  the  tellers,  that  the  votes  on  Place  of 
Meeting  were  counted,  and  numbered  seventy-eight.  Sedalia  received  one 
vote,  New  Orleans  three,  Pittsburgh  eight,  Salt  Lake  City  fifteen,  and  Washing- 
ton, D.  C,  fifty-one. 

On  motion,  the  vote  was  declared  unanimous  for  Washington,  and  the 
announcement  that  our  Tenth  Annual  Meeting  would  be  held  there  was 
greeted  with  applause. 

On  motion,  it  was  decided  to  adjourn,  to  meet  at  7:30  this  evening,  after 
which  two  verses  of  "  Blest  be  the  tie  that  binds"  were  sung,  and  the  benedic- 
tion was  pronounced  by  Rev.  Mr.  McLaughlin. 
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Guesfcap  Evening. 


Tuesday  evening  the  meeting  opened  l>y  singing  "  A  charge  to  keep  I 
have."  Prayer  was  offered  by  Mrs.  Tomkinson,  of  Central  Pennsylvania,  after 
which  two  verses  of  "Stand  up,  stand  up  for  Jesus"  were  sung.  Minutes  of 
the  afternoon  session  were  read  by  Mrs.  Green,  and  approved. 

Mrs.  Aiken  then  read  a  recommendation  from  the  General  Executive  Board, 
asking  that  a  day  in  November  be  appointed  as  "Thank  Offering  Day."  Mrs. 
McCabe  made  some  remarks,  favoring  the  recommendation,  speaking  especially 
of  the  wonderful  results  which  follow  the  observance  of  such  a  day. 

It  was  moved  and  carried  that  a  "Thank  Offering  Day  "  be  named,  and 
observed  hereafter  in  November. 

Mrs.  Williams  presented  the  following  preamble  and  resolutions,  which 
were  adopted  : 

Whereas,  General  Hayes  has  generously  contributed  one  of  the  large 
pictures  of  Mrs.  Hayes  to  each  of  our  schools  and  Homes,  some  thirty  in  all, 
therefore, 

Resolved,  1.  That  the  sincere  thanks  of  the  Roard  of  Managers  of  the 
Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  are  hereby  tendered  to  General  Hayes  for 
his  generous  gift. 

2.  That  we  will  have  these  pictures  placed  in  prominent  positions  in  our 
schools  and  Homes,  and  teach  our  girls  to  love  and  live  by  the  rule,  "Whatso- 
ever ye  would  that  men  should  do  to  you,  do  ye  even  so  to  them." 

Mrs.  Williams  then  presented  the  following  : 

Whereas,  We  have  been  invited  to  send  a  delegate  to  the  Annual  Meet- 
ing of  the  Woman's  Christian  Temperance  Union,  which  is  soon  to  meet  in 
Atlanta,   Ga.,  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  we  send  a  delegate  to  that  convention. 

An  amendment  was  offered  to  the  effect  that  a  delegate  be  also  sent  to  the 
meeting  of  the  Non-Partisan  Temperance  Union. 

Mrs.  Williams  preferred  that  the  resolution  should  stand  as  offered,  as  no 
invitation  had  been  extended  from  the  other  Society,  and  it  was  adopted. 

Learning  that  Mrs.  S.  H.  Day,  of  the  New  England  Southern  Conference, 
was  delegate  to  the  meeting  of  the  National  Union,  the  convention  empowered 
her  to  act  as  a  delegate  from  this  body. 

Mrs.  Albright  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Superintendents  of  Industrial  Homes  be  requested  to 
furnish  samples  of  work  done  by  their  scholars,  which  are  to  be  put  in  conven- 
ient form,  and  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  General  Executive  Board,  for  refer- 
ence. 

Mrs.  Williams  offered  a  series  of  recommendations  from  the  General  Exec- 
utive Board,  and  supplemented  the  reading  of  these  recommendations  by  a 
motion  to  the  effect  that  they  be  adopted  and  printed  in  our  Annual  Report,  as 
the  instructions  of  the  Board  of  Managers  to  the  Bureau  Secretaries;  and  it  was 
so  ordered. 

Miss  Mcintosh,  of  the  Industrial  Home  at  Little  Rock,  was  then  intro- 
duced, and  spoke  very  entertainingly  of  the  work  in  this  one  of  our  Southern 
Homes.  At  the  conclusion  of  her  address  the  colored  sisters  from  the  South 
sang  very  sweetly,  "  O  Lord,  how  long,"  and  "  Let  me  in  the  life  boat." 
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Mrs.  Potter  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was  adopted: 
Resolved,  That  the  proposed  changes  in  the  Constitution  of  our  Society 
heretofore  printed  in  our  official  organ,  and  in  the  Church  papers,  and  all  other 
changes  that  may  he  proposed  during  the  year,  or  at  the  next  Annual  Meeting, 
be  relerred  to  a  Commit  ee  of  Seven,  of  whom  four  shall  be  the  President,  Cor- 
responding Secretary,  Recording  Secretary,  and  Treasurer  of  the  Society,  who 
shall  consider  these  changes  and  present  recommendations  for  discussion  at 
the  next  Annual  Meeting. 

Mrs.  Potter  then  moved  that  the  Chair  appoint  the  three  members  of  the 
Committee  not  provided  for  by  the  resolution.  Mrs.  Hoyt,  Mrs.  Williams,  and 
Mrs.  Potter  were  appointed. 

Mrs.  Potter  moved  that  Mrs.  Angle  F.  Newman  and  Mrs.  Henry  Wade 
Rogers  be  added  to  this  Committee.     Carried. 

Airs.  McCabe  asked  the  privilege  of  speaking  a  few  words  in  behalf  of  the 
work  among  the  Nootsachk  Indians,  stating  that  it  was  necessary  at  once  to 
raise  $1,500,  and  proceeded  to  ask  for  pledges  for  the  Stickney  Home.  Troy 
Conference  pledged  $100  and  five  beds;  East  Ohio  Conference,  $50;  New  Jer- 
sey Conference,  $50;  Mrs.  J.  P.  Negus,  of  North-west  Iowa  Conference,  $100, 
conditioned  on  its  being  raised.     Mrs.  Bishop  Walden,  Cincinnati,  $50. 

Mrs.  McCabe  stated  that  windows  could  be  taken  at  $5  each.  Mrs.  Gil- 
bert, of  Indianapolis,  pledged  $5  to  name  a  window  for  her  son  Dale;  Mrs. 
Johnson,  Ohio  Conference,  $5  ;  Mrs.  Adams,  $5,  window  for  T.  DeVol  Phillips; 
Mrs.  Benham,  $5;  Mrs.  M.  S.  Richardson,  $5,  to  name  a  window  for  her  father, 
Rev.  Thomas  Sewell ;  Mrs.  Chatfield,  window  for  Sadie  and  Bessie  Chat- 
field,  $5. 

The  suggestion  was  made  by  Mrs.  Daggett  that  $100  be  raised  by  this  body 
to  name  a  room,  to  be  known  as  the  Delaware  Avenue  room,  in  consideration  of 
the  kindness  and  hospitality  of  the  ladies  of  this  Church.

Wednesday  morning  the  meeting  commenced  at  10  o'clock,  with  the  Presi- 
dent, Mrs.  Davis,  in  the  Chair.  The  audience  joined  in  singing,  "  What  a 
friend  we  have  in  Jesus,"  and  Mrs.  Carhart  offered  prayer,  after  which  "  Near- 
er, my  God,  to  thee"  was  sung. 

The  minutes  were  read  by  Miss  Van  Marter,  and  adopted. 

On  motion  of  Mrs.  Springer,  Mrs.  Ingham  was  appointed  to  send  letters  of 
thanks  to  the  Governor  of  Utah,  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  the  clergymen  of 
Salt  Lake  City,  the  President  of  the  Niagara  Mining  and  Smelting  Company, 
Rev.  P.  A.  H.  Franklin,  and  the  Railroad  General  Passenger  Agent,  for  the 
very  cordial  invitation  extended  through  Rev.  Mr.  Nelson,  to  hold  the  next 
Annual  Meeting  in  Salt  Lake  City. 

Mrs.  Bishop  Walden,  by  request,  spoke  from  her  own  observation  of  the 
needs  of  our  frontier  preachers  and  their  families,  and  urged  that  in  sending 
boxes  or  barrels  of  supplies,  only  those  things  be  sent  which  the  giver  herself 
would  accept  under  like  circumstances.  An  informal  talk  followed,  participated 
in  by  a  number  of  ladies,  in  which  Mrs.  Davis  suggested  the  wisdom  of  seiding 
books  to  assist  the  preachers  in  the  preparation  of  their  sermons.  Mrs.  Mans- 
field spoke  of  the  expediency  of  purchasing  new  supplies.  Mrs.  Richardson 
commended  the  plan  of  raising  funds  for  securing  supplies.  Mrs.  Aiken  advo- 
cated the  desirability  of  auxiliaries  caring  for  individual  families.  Mrs.  Tracy 
gave  an  incident  of  such  work.  Mrs.  Simpson  made  a  plea  that  the  receipts 
from  our  Industrial  Homes  be  included  in  the  report  of  supplies,  and  Mrs.  Will- 
ing emphasized  the  plea.  Mrs.  Rice,  Mrs.  Brownell  and  Mrs.  Carhart  thought 
the  labor  of  the  Bureau  of  Supplies  too  arduous  for  one  person,  and  suggested 
an  assistant,  and  Mrs.  Benson  concluded  this  informal  but  profitable  discussion 
by  urging  the  importance  of  remembering  that  illness  invades  these  Homes, 
and  supplies  should  be  sent  to  meet  such  needs. 

Mrs.  Griffith,  in  behalf  of  the  Committee  on  Advertisements  for  the  Ninth 
Annual  Report,  recommended  that  the  rates  be  $30  per  page,  $15  per  half  page, 
and  less  space  at  proportionate* rates.

Ladies  having  a=ked 
questions  pertinent  to  the  subjects  on  which  they  desired  information,  listened 
to  answers  from  officers  of  the  various  departments,  Mrs.  McCabe,  Mrs.  Clark, 
Mrs.  Rust,  and  others. 

Mrs.  Marcy  again  called  attention  to  the  fence  which  was  needed  to  en- 
close the  two  acres  of  land  where  we  expect  to  erect  the  Jesse  Lee  Home,  Un- 
alaska,  and  additional  subscriptions  were  then  given,  as  follows  :  Central  New 
York,  $to;  Mrs.  Mather,  $5  ;  Mrs.  Bancroft,  $1  ;  Mrs.  Beach,  $1  ;  Fulton 
Auxiliary  (Northern  New  York  Conference),  $10;   Mrs.  Hatfield,  $2. 

The  Committee  of  Nine  on  defining  boundaries  and  limitations  of  Immi- 
grant, Deaconess  and  Local  work,  submitted  a  report,  which  was  adopted. 

Motion  to  adjourn  prevailed,  and  Rev.  Dr.  Hatfield  pronounced  the  bene- 
diction, after  having  expressed  his  interest  in  our  work,  and  a  desire  to  make  a 
pledge  of  $25  for  the  Stickney  Home,  in  the  name  of  his  daughter,  Emily  Hat- 
field Hobart,  wife  of  a  missionary  in  Peking,  China. 


TOebnesfca^  Hfternoon. 


Wednesday  afternoon  the  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  2  o'clock  by  Mrs. 
McCabe,  who  occupied  the  Chair.  Mrs.  James  Mather  took  charge  of  the 
devotional  exercises,  and  Miss  Tripp  led  in  an  earnest  prayer. 

The  minutes  of  the  morning  session  were  read  by  Mrs.  Aiken,  and  adopted. 

Mrs.  Woodcock  submitted  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Home  Missions, 
which  was  adopted. 

At  the  request  of  Mrs.  Davis,  the  order  was  suspended  to  introduce  Rev. 
Dr.  Squires,  who  made  some  happy  and  cordial  remarks. 

Mrs.  Tomkinson  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was  adopted: 

Kesolvfd,  That  we  heartily  commend  the  work  of  Mrs.  Mary  E.  Griffith  as 
an  organizer,  her  report  showing  that  she  has  been  in  labors  abundant,  and  very 
successful  in  the  work. 

Mrs.  Hyde,  of  Nebraska,  presented  the  following,  which  was  adopted : 
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Resolved,  That  in  grateful  remembrance  of  the  efficient  labor  rendered  by 
Miss  M.  Walters  in  Utah,  as  a  home  missionary,  we  send  greetings,  expressive 
of  our  sympathy  and  love  in  her  protracted  illness,  and  pray  that  the  promises 
of  God  may  be  verified  to  her  as  given  in  Psalm  91  :  5-9. 

Mrs.  "Aiken  moved  that  Mrs.  Rice,  of  Batavia,  N.  Y.,  be  invited  to  make  a 
statement  in  which  all  the  convention  are  interested.     Carried. 

Mrs.  Rice  said  we  are  always  looking  for  results,  and  she  wished  to  be 
allowed  to  give  some  of  the  results  of  the  meetings  held  in  the  various  churches 
of  Buffalo  last  Sunday  :  At  Plymouth  Church,  Sunday  morning,  an  address 
was  given  by  Miss  Van  Marter.  Number  of  members  added  to  Auxiliary,  55 
(15  of  them  Honorary  Members);  to  Band,  27;  Mothers'  Jewels,  13;  sub- 
scribers to  Woman's  Home  Missions,  13.  At  St.  Mark's  Church,  Mrs. 
Col.  Springer  and  Mrs.  Potter  spoke.  Members  added  to  Auxiliary,  40;  sub- 
scribers to  Woman's  Home  Missions,  10.  At  Riverside  Church,  Mrs.  Matthews, 
Mrs.  Mansfield  and  Mrs.  Prettyman  made  addresses.  Members  added  to 
Auxiliary,  9  ;  $10  were  raised  for  missionary  work,  and  six  Mothers'  Jewels 
were  enrolled.  At  Plampshire  Street  Church,  Mrs.  Richardson,  with  the  East 
Tennessee  and  Louisiana  delegates,  Mrs.  Provine,  Mrs.  Brown  and  Mrs.  John- 
son were  present,  and  after  a  most  interesting  and  instructive  service,  $20  in 
cash  were  raised  for  our  colored  sisters ;  and  arrangements  were  made  by  which 
the  Ladies  and  Pastor's  Union  may  become  a  Home  Missionary  Society  during 
this  month.  Mrs.  Lodge  made  an  inspiring  address  and  appeal,  and  to  her 
energy  was  largely  due  the  immediate  action.  Truly  it  was  an  high  day  in  the 
little  Hampshire  Street  Mission.  At  Richmond  Avenue  Church,  pledges  for 
$100  were  secured  to  name  a  room  in  the  Mothers'  Jewels  Home,  and  one  lady 
gave  $10  to  name  a  window  for  her  son.  At  Delaware  Avenue  Church,  with 
Mrs.  Aiken  in  charge  of  the  meeting,  the  Young  Men's  Association  pledged 
$loo  to  name  a  room  in  the  Mothers'  Jewels  Home ;  85  bags,  each  containing  a 
pledge  card  for  $2,  were  taken  by  the  children,  and  promises  were  made  to 
take  more.  The  Richmond  Avenue  Church  also  pledged  $100  for  Mothers' 
Jewels  Home. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  By-laws  was  submitted  by  the  Secretary, 
Mrs.  Willing,  and  approved  by  items. 

Pending  its  adoption,  .Mrs.  Willing  moved  that  the  resolutions  which  pro- 
posed amendments  in  Art.  4,  of  the  Constitution  for  District  Associations,  be 
referred  to  the  General  Executive  Board,  as  in  this  case  the  power  to  change  is 
vested  in  that  body,  and  they  were  so  referred. 

On  motion,  the  report  was  then  adopted. 

Mrs.  Clark  offered  the  following : 

Resolved,  That  the  Training  School  for  Missionaries  and  the  Deaconess 
Home  be  united  in  one  Institution  and  named  in  memory  of  Lucy  Webb  Hayes, 
and  be  located  at  Washington,  D.  C. 

Miss  Bancroft  spoke  in  favor  of  the  resolution,  which  was  unanimously 
carried. 

Mrs.  Clark  exhibited  a  silk  quilt  made  by  little  girls,  which  she  proposed 
to  carry  to  Cincinnati  and  sell  for  the  benefit  of  the    Mothers'  Jewels    Home. 

Northern  New  York  pledged  $100  to  name  a  room  in  Mothers'  Jewels 
Home. 
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Mrs.  Rust  called  attention  to  the  Memorial  volume,  and  explained  the 
symbolic  meaning  of  the  cover.  Mrs.  Goff  requested  that  Mrs.  Rust  send  this 
explanation  for  publication  in   Woman's  Home  Missions. 

Orders  were  then  given  for  the  volume  by  representatives  of  Conferences 
as  follows:  Central  Ohio,  50  copies;  Central  Pennsylvania,  5;  Cincinnati,  25; 
Detroit,  25;  Erie,  10;  East  Ohio,  10;  Genesee,  15;  Illinois,  100;  Indiana,  5; 
Maine,  2;   Michigan,  5. 

Pledges  for  the  Lucy  Webb  Hayes  Memorial  Home  and  Training  School 
were  made,  as  follows:  The  General  Executive  Board  authorized  Mrs.  Rust  to 
pledge  for  $100,  to  name  a  room  as  a  loving  tribute  of  appreciation  of  our 
President — the  Eliza  G.  Davis  room — whereupon  the  convention  voted  to 
increase  this  sum  by  the  addition  of  $100,  to  enable  others  to  share  in  bestow- 
ing this  merited  compliment.  Erie  Conference  pledged  $100  to  name  a  room  ; 
Illinois,  $50  to  furnish  a  room  already  pledged  ;  New  Hampshire  Conference, 
$100;  Mrs.  M.  E.  Stickney,  $100  to  name  a  room  for  her  mother. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Finance  and  Mission  Fields  was  called  for, 
Mrs.  Williams,  Chairman. 

It  was  moved  and  carried  that  the  report  be  read  and  adopted  as  a  whole, 
unless  the  convention  desired  to  vote  separately  upon  certain  items. 

Recommendations  in  relation  to  teachers  for  Indian  schools  in  Tulsa  and 
among  the  Tuscogees  were  adopted.  The  report  as  read  gave  a  detailed  state- 
ment of  appropriations  for  all  purposes  aggregating  $246,000;  of  this,  $170,000 
is  conditional  upon  its  being  raised. 

On  motion  of  Mrs.  Aiken,  these  appropriations  were  adopted. 

The  recommendations  of  the  Finance  Committee  were  then  submitted 
and  considered  by  items. 

The  first  one,  that  the  Treasurer's  report,  as  read  before  this  meeting,  be 
published  in  the  Annual  Report,  that  is,  the  aggregate  receipts  from  Confer- 
ences, omitting  the  detailed  receipts  from  auxiliaries,  called  out  a  spirited  dis- 
cussion, in  which  many  ladies  joined.  The  leading  points  discussed  were  :  the 
increased  amount  of  labor  for  the  Treasurer  in  transcribing  from  her  books  this 
detailed  statement;  the  added  cost  of  publishing;  the  additional  time  con- 
sumed, whereby  the  issue  is  delayed ;  and  the  increased  bulk  of  the  Report. 
Some  thought  that  the  publication  of  the  detailed  report  quarterly  in  Home 
Missions  ought  to  suffice  ;  others  said  that  to  stop  publishing  the  detailed  report 
of  the  auxiliaries  in  the  Annual  would  be  to  remove  a  source  of  inspiration  and 
laudable  emulation  among  the  different  Conferences,  as  the  reports  showed  just 
what  was  being  done  by  each  of  them.  Mrs,  Carhart  offered,  as  a  substitute, 
that  quarterly  detailed  reports  be  omitted  from  the  paper,  and  the  detailed 
report  be  printed  in  the  Annual  Report,  and  it  was  adopted. 

The  second,  third,  fourth,  and  eighth  items  were  adopted. 

The  fifth  item,  on  motion  of  Mrs.  Willing,  was  amended  by  inserting  the 
word  general  before  organizer,  and  adopted. 

The  sixth,  which  provided  that  a  percentage  from  advertisements  pub- 
lished in  the  Annual  Report  be  appropriated  for  the  relief  of  disabled  mission- 
aries, was  discussed,  and  Mrs.  Hoyt  moved,  as  a  substitute,  that  the  Chair 
appoint    a    Relief  Fund  Committee    to    devise  means  by  which  a  fund  can  be 
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raised  to  relieve  temporarily  disabled  missionaries.  The  substitute  was  adopted, 
and  Mesdames  Hagans,  Shepherd  and  Hickman  were  appointed. 

The  seventh  item,  after  some  discussion,  was  amended  and  carried. 

On  motion,  the  recommendations  were  adopte  I. 

Mrs.  Rust  moved  that  the  Editor  of  the  Annual  Report,  in  publishing  the 
reports  of  Conferences,  exclude  figures  that  are  duplicated  in  the  tabulated 
report  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary.      Carried. 

The  Committee  on  Relief  Fund  reported  a  recommendation,  which  was 
adopted,  as  follows : 

We  recommend  that  Conferences  raise  special  funds  for  the  assistance  of 
missionaries  who  are  temporarily  disabled  by  sickness. 

Mrs.  II  >yt  moved  that  Mrs.  Williams  be  authorized  to  furnish  a  copy  of 
our  appropriations  to  the  General  Missionary  Committee.      So  ordered. 

Mrs.  Aiken  reported  the  nominations  for  Bureau  Secretaries,  which  were 
confirmed. 

Mrs.  Aiken  moved  that  Mrs.  Hoyt  be  made  Editor  of  the  next  Annual 
Report.     It  was  so  ordered. 

Mrs.  Springer  asked  permission  to  hand  in  her  report  on  organization  to 
the  proper  authorities.      Granted. 

Mrs.  Browne  submitted  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Resolutions.  On 
motion,  the  report  was  adopted. 

Mrs.  Aiken   presented  the  following,  which  was  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  this  body  join  the  Recording  Secretary  in  extending  a  vote 
of  thanks  to  the  Assistant  Secretaries  frr  their  faithful  and  efficient  co-pperation 
in  recording  the  proceedings  of  the  convention. 

Mrs.  Rust  asked  leave  to  explain    that   the  proposed  reception  at  the  resi- 
dence of  Mr.  Root  was  given  up,  owing  to  sickness  and  death  in  the  family. 
Mrs.  Potter  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That,  as  Corresponding  Secretaries,  we  realize  our  obligations  to 
our  efficient  and  generous  General  Corresponding  Secretary,  Mrs.  Rust,  who,  at 
an  expense  of  $45  from  her  own  purse,  has  furnished  us  printed  copies  of  her 
valuable  report  for  immediate  use  in  our  work. 

It  was  announced  that  little  Lillian  Shingler  had  raised  $10  for  the  Mothers' 
Jewels  Home  since  Monday  morning.  Mrs.  Clark  stated  that  the  little  girl's 
name  would  be  placed  on  a  pane  of  glass  in  the  library  of  the  Home. 

Pledges  for  the  Immigrants'  Home,  N.  Y.,  were  made  as  follows  :  Wyoming 
Conference,  $300;  Illinois,  $100;  New  York,  by  Mrs.  Mendenhall,  $1,000  ; 
Delaware  Avenue  Auxiliary,  Buffalo,  N.  Y.,  $100;   North   Indiana,  $50. 

The  hour  for  adjournment  having  arrived,  on  motion  of  Mrs.  Williams,  all 
unfinished  business  was  referred  to  the  General  Executive  Board,  with  pow;r 
to  act. 

The  minutes  of  the  afternoon  session  were  read  by  Mrs.  Green  and  Miss 
Van  Marter,  and  were  adopted. 

Mrs.  Davis  said:  "  Dear  Sisters:  I  believe  in  answers  to  prayer.  Let  us 
unite  in  asking  God  to  pour  out  his  blessing  on  our  missionaries,  our  '  Homes,' 
our  Conferences,  our  auxiliaries,  and  our  own  hearts,  and  I  believe  it  will  be 
done,  and  that  this  will  be  a  blessed  year  in  our  history. 

"  We  look  into  each  other's  faces  at  the  close  of  this  busy  and  most  interesting 
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week  with  a  hush  of  tender  feeling.  We  say  to  ourselves,  which  one,  if  any, 
shall  we  miss  at  our  meeting  next  year  ?  If  it  is  my  voice  that  shall  be  silent, 
and  my  place  that  shall  be  vacant,  I  believe  you  may  think  of  me  as  being 
gathered  into  the  heavenly  fold.  I  have  put  my  trust  in  the  Lord  God,  '  there- 
fore I  shall  not  be  confounded.'     May  his   blessing  rest  richly  upon  us  all." 

The  closing  exercises  were  in  charge  of  Mrs.  Bishop  Morris,  who  expressed 
the  sentiments  of  the  assembled  workers  when  she  testified  in  earnest  words  to 
the  love  of  God  that  has  warmed  our  hearts  while  we  have  counseled  and  toiled 
together  "  for  love  of  Christ  and  in  His  name."  In  fitting  words,  she  spoke  (  f 
the. growth  of  the  Society  and  the  consecration  of  its  women,  and  urged  that 
during  the  year  upon  which  we  have  just  entered,  we  covenant  to  pray  and 
work  for  each  other  and  for  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society. 

A  solemn  stillness  rested  over  the  meeting  while  the  Rev.  O.  J.  Squires 
invoked  the  Divine  blessing  and  guidance. 

"God  be  with  you  till  we  meet  again"  was  tenderly  sung,  and  the  Ninth 
Annual  Meeting  adjourned,  with  the  benediction  by  the  Rev.  I.  N.  Dalby.

With  gratitude  to  our  Father  in  Heaven,  the  Corresponding  Secretary  pre- 
sents her  ninth  Annual  Report,  rejoicing  that  during  the  past  year  death  has 
not  entered  the  home  of  any  member  of  our  Executive  Board,  and  of  only  a 
very  few  of  the  officers  connected  with  our  seventy-four  Conference  Societies  ; 
and  yet  our  hearts  have  been  stricken  with  sorrow,  by  the  sudden  bereavement 
of  one  of  the  best  friends  and  ablest  defenders  that  the  Society  ever  had. 
Though  we  shall  never  be  favored  again,  as  we  were  at  our  last  Annual  Meet- 
ing, with  the  inspiring  presence  of  that  distinguished  friend  of  God  and  his 
poor,  Gen.  Clinton  B.  Fisk,  yet  his  eloquent  appeals  and  generous  service  in 
behalf  of  our  Society  shall  live  forever  in  our  hearts  and  memories;  and  we 
extend  to  our  dear  sister,  his  bereaved  companion,  one  of  our  valued  members, 
our  heartfelt  sympathy  in  the  great  sorrow  that  has  fallen  upon  her  heart  and 
life. 

NEW  WORK. 

A  review  of  the  year's  work  shows  steady  progress  in  organization,  in  the 
establishment  of  missions,  in  the  collection  of  funds,  and  in  the  management 
of  our  Homes  and  Schools;  and  that  great  care  and  economy  have  been 
observed  in  conducting  the  business  of  the  Society. 

Four  new  Conference  Organizations  have  been  secured  this  year,  thus 
broadening  our  sphere  of  activities  and  influence.  Missions  have  been 
strengthened  by  the  improvement  and  erection  of  buildings,  and  by  the 
employment  of  additional  workers. 

At  Marshall,  Texas,  a  commodious  and  beautiful  building  for  a  Model  Home 
and  Industrial  Department  has  been  erected.  It  will,  when  completed,  accom- 
modate forty-five  girls,  and  it  is  hoped  that  it  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  by 
the  opening  of  the  new  year. 

A  fine  property  costing  $16,000  has  been  purchased  at  East  Boston,  Mass., 
near  the  landing  of  the  ocean  steamers.  The  building  is  a  four-story  commo- 
dious edifice,  and  has  been  remodeled  and  adapted  to  the  accommodation  of 
immigrants  on  their  arrival  in  this  country.  The  Mission  is  now  in  successful 
operation. 

We  are  studying  how  to  inaugurate  and  conduct  mission  work  in  our  cities, 
in  harmony  with  the  agencies  of  the  respective  Churches,  and  the  provisions  of 
the  Discipline,  so  as  to  secure  the  best  results.  Indications  of  Providence 
point  to  the  Deaconess  movement  as  an  interesting  field  of  effort  into  which  the 
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Society,  with  the  approval  of  the  authorities  of  the  Church,  may  enter,  and  by 
means  of  which  great  success  in  city  evangelization  may  be  achieved.  It  has 
modified  its  action  so  as  to  harmoni/.c  with  the  Discipline,  as  is  shown  in  sub- 
sequent portions  of  this  report. 

Deaconess  Homes  have  been  established  by  the  friends  of  trfts  movement, 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Society,  in  Detroit,  Buffalo,  Syracuse,  Philadelphia, 
Washington  and  Pittsburgh,  while  in  several  other  places  interest  has  been 
awakened,  and  funds  are  being  collected  for  founding  more  of  these  institu- 
tions. 

The  report  of  the  Mothers'  Jewels  Committee  will  show  that  this  interest- 
ing mission  has  been  successfully  inaugurated  at  York,  Neb.  This  State  alone 
has  contributed  to  this  enterprise  $12,000  in  money  and  property,  including  the 
generous  gift  of  Dr.  Armstrong. 

At  Athens,  Tenn.,  a  site  has  been  secured,  and  a  building  for  a  Model 
Home  and  Industrial  department  will  be  erected  during  the  year.  This  is  in 
the  charge  of  the  Central  Ohio  Conference  Society. 

At  Morristown,  Tenn.,  appropriate  accommodations  for  a  similar  work  will 
be  provided  at  an  early  date.  This  is  the  special  work  of  the  New  Jersey  Con- 
ference Society.  The  ground  was  broken  with  interesting  ceremonies,  in 
which  General  and  Mrs.  Clinton  B.  Fisk  participated,  just  before  his  last 
illness. 

At  Camden,  S.  C,  a  valuable  property  of  twenty-seven  acres  with  a 
dwelling-house  of  eight  large  rooms,  wide  halls,  and  a  basement  for  assembly 
and  recitation  rooms,  has  been  purchased  for  two  thousand  dollars,  Mrs.  Mather 
donating  three  hundred  of  it.  The  building  will  be  remodeled  and  put  in  good 
repair  for  the  better  accommodation  of  the  Browning  Industrial  School. 

A  deep  religious  influence  has  pervaded  all  our  schools,  and  nearly  every 
member  of  our  Model  Home  families  is  also  a  consistent  member  of  the  Church. 


ORGANISATION. 

The  Society  now  has  seventy-four  Conference  organizations,  over  2,000  auxil- 
iaries, and  more  than  55,000  adult  and  juvenile  members.  The  increase  in  num- 
bers is  not  so  marked  as  are  the  evidences  of  its  efficiency  and  usefulness.  Organ- 
ization is  more  systematic  and  thorough.  In  most  of  the  Conference  Societies, 
monthly,  quarterly,  and  annual  meetings  of  the  Auxiliary,  District,  and  Confer- 
ence Societies  are  held  regularly.  Auxiliaries,  Circles,  and  Bands  are  repre- 
sented in  these  general  meetings  by  duly  elected  delegates,  the  business  is  con- 
ducted with  marked  propriety,  enthusiasm  is  awakened  and  sympathy  and 
co-operation  secured  wherever  these  meetings  are  held.  A  number  of  the  Con- 
ference Societies  publish  annual  reports,  which  include  the  statistics  of  the 
Conference  work,  with  much  valuable  and  helpful  information.  Conference 
Societies  are  more  independent  of  outside  aid.  Their  Boards  are  approaching 
the  ideal  of  the  Constitution,  and  are  successfully  conducting  and  providing 
for  such  missions  as  are  entrusted  to  their  care. 

The  Society  is  no  longer  regarded  with  criticism  as  being  an  experiment  of 
doubtful  success.  By  its  numbers  and  the  character  of  its  achievements,  it  has 
won  commanding  influence  and  respect. 
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DEPARTMENTS  OF  WORK. 

The  specific  fields  of  the  Society  are  comprehended  in  Bureaus,  of  which 
there  are  fourteen.  Eight  of  these  include  missions  in  behalf  of  the  needy 
populations  yn  the  South,  and  in  our  Western  Territories.  The  Bureau  for 
Young  People's  Work  relates  to  organization,  and  the  enlisting  of  the  youth  of 
our  Church  in  missionary  enterprises.  The  Bureau  for  Local  Work  is  what  its 
name  implies,  and  has  reference  to  the  strengthening  of  the  Church  in  our 
large  town-;  and  cities.  The  Bureau  for  Supplies  is  the  medium  by  which  the 
missionaries  in  the  field  and  the  prosperous  Churches  at  home  are  brought  to- 
gether in  helpful  relations.  The  Bureau  for  Lectures  and  the  Home  Mission  Read- 
ing Circle  has  for  its  object  the  dissemination  of  missionary  intelligence.  The 
B  ireau  for  immigrants  aims  to  establish  at  our  great  ports  of  entry  missionary- 
agencies  to  ameliorate  the  hardships  and  difficulties  of  the  multitudes  of 
foreigners  landing  at  these  points.  The  Deaconess  Bureau  includes  the  field  of 
the  Bareau  of  Local  Work  and  its  methods,  calling  its  workers  deaconesses 
instead  of  missionaries. 


CORRESPONDING  SECRETARY, 

The  reports  of  the  several  secretaries  of  these  departments  will  furnish 
details  of  the  work  of  each.  In  order  that  the  General  Board  of  Managers 
may  be  more  fully  acquainted  with  the  "needs  and  opportunities"  of  our 
mission  fields,  it  remains  for  the  Corresponding  Secretary  to  summarize  these 
facts,  to  convey  such  information  as  will  promote  the  general  interest,  to  aid  in 
defining  the  sphere  of  these  departments  and  their  relation  to  each  other,  and  to 
present  such  recommendations  as  from  her  general  survey  of  the  field  may  seem 
advisable  and  best  calculated  to  promote  the  efficiency  and  usefulness  of  the 
Society. 

The  Constitution,  while  it  requires  the  Corresponding  Secretary  to  thor- 
oughly inform  herself  on  Home  Mission  fields,  and  to  furnish  the  General  and 
Conference  Boards  with  "all  needful  "  information,  provides  that  she  shall  cor 
respond  with  our  missionaries  and  with  the  officers  of  the  Conference  Organiza- 
tions. It  is  also  necessary  for  her  to  correspond  with  State  and  National  Edu- 
cational Boards,  and  with  other  societies  and  individuals  that  may  be  able  to 
furnish  valuable  information.  Our  sixty-nine  missionaries,  laboring  in  the 
mission  sections  of  the  country,  furnish  monthly  reports  which  give  facts  and 
incidents  concerning  the  work  of  these  missions.  There  are  seventy-four  Con- 
ference Societies  and  a  very  large  number  of  auxiliaries,  the  officers  of  which 
send  reports  and  requests  for  general  and  special  information.  All  of  these 
reports  have  to  be  carefully  considered,  the  statistics  compiled  and  the  reports 
kept  on  file.  In  addition,  there  is  special  correspondence  with  auxiliaries,  mis- 
sionary candidates,  benevolent  agencies,  special  committees  and  individuals, 
which  brings  the  list  of  correspondents  to  more  than  a  thousand.  During  the 
last  year  the  Corresponding  Secretary  has  written  or  dictated  more  than  seven 
thousand  communications,  and  has  sent  out  more  than  twenty-five  thousand 
leaflits  and  blanks  in  itemized  packages.  Add  attendance  at  meetings,  general 
and  special,  and  the  consequent  travel,  and  the  preparation  of  life-membership 
certificates,   and  you  get  some  idea  of  the   heavy  pressure  of  work  connected 
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with  this  office.  These  duties  so  absorb  the  lime  and  strength  of  the  Secretary 
thai  she  must  claim  your  sympathy  and  indulgence  in  any  imperfection  observed 
in  their  performance. 

FIELDS. 

When  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  was  organized  for  work  in 
our  own  country,  two  great  fields  presented  themselves  for  consideration — the 
frontiers,  sou  h  and  west,  and  our  great  cities.  The  South,  with  its  millions  of 
neglected  people,  furnished  a  most  needy  field,  one  easy  of  access,  promising 
great  and  speedy  results.  In  association  with  other  agencies  of  the  Church  at 
work  there,  our  missionary  teachers,  our  Model  Homes  and  Industrial  Schools 
have  rendered  valuable  aid  in  planting  free  institutions,  and  in  disseminating 
the  principles  of  freedom  and  religion. 

The  West  presented  a  field  of  great  peril.  Society  there  is  taking  form, 
and  needs  the  transforming  power  of  Christian  truth  to  bring  it  into  harmony 
with  our  civilization.  The  insidious  spread  of  Mormonism,  permeating  and 
poisoning  the  social  organism  in  vast  sections  of  the  country,  must  be  arrested, 
and  its  devotees  rescued  from  its  terrible  effects.  The  Indians,  the  Chinese  and 
the  Spanish  speaking  people  of  the  southern  portion  of  that  region  have  shared 
in  the  earnest  efforts  of  the  Society.  School  houses  and  mission  homes  have 
been  erected,  and  the  missionary  teacher  has  found  her  way  to  the  homes  and 
hearts  of  deluded  Mormon  mothers,  won  the  confidence  of  the  poor  Indians, 
gathered  the  degraded  Spanish  girls  into  adobe  school-houses,  and  has  taught 
them  to  make  happy  homes  and  live  lives  of  usefulness. 

Our  cities,  containing  a  large  proportion  of  the  active  Christian  energy  of 
the  country,  still  present  a  most  difficult  problem  for  the  solution  of  Christian 
workers.  Evil  forces  are  strengthened  and  multiplied  by  combination,  and  vice 
is  fearfully  entrenched  in  cities.  It  disguises  and  hides  itself,  and  secretly 
prosecutes  its  work  of  ruin.  From  the  organization  of  the  Society,  the  subject 
of  city  mission  work  has  received  the  most  careful  consideration.  It  has 
labored  earnestly  to  secure  the  establishment  of  auxiliaries  in  our  city  churches. 
These  furnish  an  organization  of  women  to  provide  funds  and  supplies  for  the 
local  mission  work. 

COMBINED  EFFORT. 

If  the  agencies  of  good  can  be  combined,  their  united  strength  will  be 
greatly  increased.  System  and  organization  make  effective  scattered  and  unem- 
ployed forces.  It  has  been  the  aim  of  the  Society,  by  combination  of  effort, 
and  by  all  the  means  in  its  power,  to  make  the  work  of  the  women  of  our 
churches  more  effective  and  successful.  It  has  always  recognized  the  fact  that 
the  Church  is  the  garnering  place  for  missionary  forces — the  establishment  of 
Christian  principle  in  the  lives  and  homes  of  the  people  being  the  objective 
point  of  its  efforts. 

Too  often,  however,  those  who  would  have  been,  most  benefited  by  the  aid 
which  the  Society  proffered  have  been  slow  to  recognize  the  opportunity.  The 
sympathy  and  approval  of  tie  Presiding  Elder  is  important  in  a  general  move- 
ment, on  the  part  of  Churches,  in  a  given  district.  These  general  supervisors 
of    the    interests    of  the  Churches    are    realizing,    more    and    more,    the    great 
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advantage  of  utilizing  an  organization  that  may  develop  the  latent  power  of  the 
women  in  reaching  the  masses. 

In  spite  of  many  discouragements,  from  inertia,  from  human  weakness, 
and  even  from  opposition,  the  Society  has  been  steadily  working  towards  its 
ideal  of  saving  the  neglected  people  of  our  own  land. 

Should  any,  in  their  anxiety  for  the  speedy  triumph  of  the  cause,  be  dis- 
posed to  criticise  the  Society  because  millennial  agencies  are  not  yet  in  successful 
operation  in  all  our  great  cities,  they  should  remember  that  in  the  short  period 
since  the  inauguration  of  this  Home  Mission  movement  among  Methodist 
women,  it  has  secured  an  efficient  organization  that  spreads  its  network  of  more 
than  two  thousand  auxiliary  societies  over  the  breadth  of  the  land,  from  the 
Atlantic  to  the  Pacific.  It  has  permeated  the  frontiers  south  and  west  with 
missionary  influences,  and  has  been  influential  in  awakening  a  deeper  interest 
in  home  missions  everywhere  in  this  country.  To  have  solved,  in  so  brief  a 
space  of  time,  the  problem  of  city  evangelization,  a  problem  which  has  baffled 
Christians  and  philanthropists  for  centuries,  and  to  have  set  in  successful  opera- 
tion the  machinery  for  its  accomplishment,  would  indeed  have  been  a  miracle 
of  achievement,  passing  the  boundaries  of  all  reasonable  expectation. 

work:  in  behalf  ok  cities. 

In  1883,  two  years  after  the  Society  was  inaugurated,  the  work  of  City 
Missionaries  or  Deaconesses  was  defined  in  our  Report,  in  terms  almost  iden- 
tical with  those  used  in  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Deaconess  Work, 
approved  by  the  General  Conference  in  1888.  The  establishment  of  homes  for 
these  missionaries  in  localities  convenient  to  their  work  was  recommended  in  our 
reports,  and  it  was  also  suggested  that  these  homes  should  be  centers  for  various 
kinds  of  industrial  and  moral  agencies.  By  the  plan  of  the  Society,  these  mis- 
sionaries were  to  labor  in  association  with  the  city  Churches,  and  under  the 
special  direction  of  the  pastor  and  membership,  such  general  supervision  only 
to  be  given  by  the  Society  as  would  be  needed  to  secure  harmony  and  the  uni- 
formity of  method  promotive  of  the  highest  success. 

A  part  of  the  plan  of  the  Society  for  city  missions  was  the  establishment 
of  training  schools  for  missionaries.  It  was  recognized  that  efficient  training  in 
the  best  methods  of  reaching  and  winning  the  confidence  and  interest  of  the 
people  who  needed  help  was  vital  to  the  success  of  the  whole  movement.  The 
Mission  or  Deaconess  Home  was  to  provide  accommodations  for  the  missionary, 
and  the  city  to  furnish  the  object  lesson  and  practice  to  study  methods,  under 
the  guidance  of  more  experienced  workers. 

During  the  second  year  of  the  Society's  existence,  proyision  was  made  for 
the  collection  of  a  fund  for  the  establishment  of  a  training  school  for  mission- 
aries. Later,  when  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Meyer  secured  an  opportunity  for  the  open- 
ing of  the  work  in  Chicago,  funds  were  appropriated  to  its  aid,  and  our 
auxiliaries  all  over  the  Church  were  encouraged  to  contribute  to  its  support. 
As  an  example,  in  response  to  the  request  made  at  a  meeting  of  the  General 
Board  of  Managers,  that  Conference  Societies  would  pledge  an  annual  contri- 
bution to  this  object,  Mrs.  C.  V.  Culver,  in  behalf  of  the  Erie  Conference, 
promised  one  hundred  dollars  a  year,  and  the  Society  has  faithfully  endeavored 
to  meet  the  obligation. 
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Mrs.  Meyer  was  assigned  to  represent  our  cause,  and  her  special  work,  at 
important  meetings,  and  the  Society  cordially  aided  the  enterprise.  During 
these  years,  nearly  five  thousand  dollars  were  appropriated  to  it  by  the  General 
Board  of  Managers,  two  thousand  five  hundred  and  fifty-one  dollars  and 
seventy-seven  cents  were  paid  into  the  Training  School  in  Chicago,  either  in 
cash  or  by  voucher,  by  our  auxiliaries,  and,  probably,  the  balance  of  the  appro- 
priation was  secured  to  it  through  the  influence  of  the  Society,  in  collections 
at  our  public  meetings,  by  donations,  and  by  collection  books  that  were  widely 
circulated  in  the  auxiliaries  in  behalf  of  this  enterprise.  As  soon  as  the  pupils 
in  the  Training  School  %t  Chicago  were  qualified  for  service,  several  of  them 
were  employed  by  our  Society  as  missionaries. 

When  the  last  General  Conference  approved  the  work  of  the  Society,  as 
projected  and  carried  forward  during  the  eight  years  of  its  existence,  its  plan 
for  city  mission  work  had  been  set  forth  in  our  Annual  Reports  and  in  our 
Quadrennial  Report  to  that  body.  It  was  recognized  in  these  reports  that  our 
cities,  the  centers  of  population  and  vice,  offered  the  largest,  most  exigent,  as 
well  as  the  most  difficult  field  of  .the  Society,  but  one  having  peculiar  claims 
upon  the  sympathies  of  women. 

ESTABWSHSIENT  OE  THE  DEACONESS  BUREAU. 

When  the  General  Conference  in  18S8  made  provision  to  license  women  as 
deaconesses  for  local  missionary  work,  and  recognized  the  importance  of  special 
training  for  it,  our  Society  accepted  the  conditions  and  adapted  its  methods  to 
the  disciplinary  provisions.  The  Bureau  of  Deaconess  Work  was  established, 
and  the  General  Board  of  Managers  passed  a  resolution,  "To  assume  the  care 
of  Deaconess  Homes  wherever  such  Homes  shall  be  entrusted  to  it,  subject  to 
the  limitations  of  the  Discipline,  in  so  far  and  as  rapidly  as  financial  considera- 
tions will  admit." 

It  was  understood  that  this  department  should  take  the  place  of  the 
Bureau  of  Local  Work,  as  soon  as  the  transfer  could  be  made.  Should  this 
Society  proceed  with  its  original  plan  for  city  missions,  establish  homes  and 
training  schools  for  missionaries,  and  send  out  its  workers ;  and  should  Dea- 
coness Homes  be  opened  by  other  agencies  in  the  same  field,  appeals  be  made 
to  the  same  persons  for  support,  and  their  representatives  enter  upon  work  in 
the  same  districts  in  behalf  of  the  same  classes  of  needy  people,  endless  con- 
fusion from  the  crossing  of  pathways  and  the  overlapping  of  work  would  result. 

The  advantage  of  merging  the  Local  Bureau  in  the  Bureau  for  Deaconess 
Work,  organized  under  the  rules  of  the  Church,  is  evident.  Uniformity  of  plan  is 
essential  to  success  in  Christian,  as  in  secular  work.  Methodism  cannot  afford 
the  inevitable  confusion  that  would  result  from  different  organizations,  with  dif- 
ferent methods,  operating  in  the  same  field  for  the  accomplishment  of  the  same 
object. 

WHO  SHAEL  DO  THIS  WOUK. 

The  Society,  when  obligating  itself  to  this  movement,  realized  the  fact  that 
the  establishment  of  Deaconess  Homes  and  Training  Schools  would  involve 
large   expenditures  of  money,  but,  after  most   carefully  considering  the   ques- 
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tion,  it  is  believed  that  this  important  branch  of  Church  work  can  be  most 
economically  and  successfully  provided  for,  through  this  organization. 

It  is  evident  that  permanency  of  support  cannot  be  secured  for  these 
institutions,  except  by  an  organization  to  sieadily  rabe  funds,  wi  h  a  treasury 
capable  of  making  regular  appropriations  for  its  expenses.  Occasional  gbts 
from  the  benevolent  would  be  unequal  to  the  demand,  and  this  uncertainly  of 
income  would  endanger  their  safety.  Local  lioaids  working  independently 
would  requite  special  organization,  and  this  would  burden  local  Churches  and 
destroy  uniformity  in  the  work.  The  Churches  would  not  lavnr  the  lormation 
of  another  society,  nor  another  collection,  neither  would  trey  approve  the 
employment  of  a  special  financial  agent  for  the  support  of  each  institution, 
involving  so  much  expense.  If  it  were  possible  to  have  these  institutions  thor- 
oughly endowed,  and  independent,  even  then  they  would  become  separated 
from  the  sympathies  of  the  people,  without  whose  co-operation  and  moral  sup- 
port they  would  (ail  as  moral  and  spiritual  agencies. 

It  seems  most  appropriate  that  the  management  of  Deaconess  work  should 
come  under  the  supervision  of  an  association  of  women.  Even  if  the  Church 
could  maintain  another  organization  for  this  purpose,  it  would  msolve  a  need- 
less expenditure  of  funds  and  labor.  Additional  public  collections  in  the 
Churches  and  additional  meetings  for  the  ladies  are  alike  to  be  avoidid.  but  it 
is  folly  to  suggest  another  society,  when  we  have  one  adap  ed  to  do  ihe  work, 
with  a  competent  organization  and  a  membership  already  secured,  which 
includes  so  many  of  the  women  which  the  Church  has  been  able  to  enlist  m  any 
active  participation  in  missionary  work. 

The  theory  of  our  Church  organization  is  that  every  member  of  the  denom- 
ination is  interested  in,  and  under  obligation  to  aid,  every  department  of  her 
work.  When  candidates  take  the  vows  of  the  Church,  thty  pkdge  themselves 
to  support  all  her  benevolences  without  discrimination.  We  have  two  great 
organizations  among  the  women  of  Methodism,  one  Cu-operating  with  the  Gen- 
eral Missionary  Society  in  behalf  of  foreign  lands,  and  the  other  with  the  same 
Society  in  behalf  of  our  own  country. 

The  Church  takes  it  lor  granted  that  all  her  women  are  interested  in 
woman's  missionary  work  in  foreign  lands,  and  that  all  are  interested  in  build- 
ing up  our  Church  at  home  and  in  saving  our  own  country.  To  the  suggestion 
that  this  branch  of  woman's  work  should  not  be  associated  with  any  existing 
society,  lest  any  should  be  alienated  from  sympathy  with  i;,  we  answer:  when 
the  Christly  spirit  enters  the  heart,  the  sympathies  are  awakened  ana  flow  out 
to  the  whole  human  family,  beginning  at  Jerusalem.  As  evidence  to  this  fact, 
we  note  that  the  two  great  associations  of  the  women  of  the  Church  include 
in  their  membership,  to  a  large  extent,  the  same  women. 

During  the  twenty  years  since  the  Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  Society 
entered  upon  its  work,  it  has  enlisted  more  than  too, 000  members,  and  in  ten 
years  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  has  obtained  a  membership  of 
over  55,000,  seven  eighths  of  whom,  it  is  estimated,  belong  also  to  the  Woman's 
Foreign  Missionary  Society,  and  labor  and  operate  with  great  zeal  for  the  suc- 
cess of  both  of  these  branches  of  Church  work. 

These  fields  of  labor  are  divided  by  the  ocean,  but  there  is  no  division  nor 
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conflict  of  interest  between  the  laborers,  as  they  are  both  working  for  the 
advancement  of  Christ's  kingdom.  The  Woman's  Foreign  M  ssionary  Society, 
as  an  organization,  cannot  raise  and  appropriate  moneys  to  missionary  work  in 
thiscountry.  The  Woman's  Home  Missionary  So<  iety  is  the  authorized  agency 
for  the  woman's  missionary  work  of  our  Church  in  this  country.  Logically,  all 
woman's  work  including  Deaconess  woik  in  foreign  lands  should  l>e  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  and  all  woman's  work  in 
the  United  States  should  he  under  the  care  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary 
So(  iety.  The  Church  places  under  its  authorized  agencies  the  departments  of 
work  which  belong  to  the  special  field  of  each.  To  relegate  this  department  of 
woman's  work  to  the  Home  Society,  would  not  confine  it  to  the  jurisdiction  of 
a  favored  few,  but  would  assign  it  to  the  women  of  Methodism,  through  its  most 
appropriate  organization.  It  requires  no  prophetic  vision  to  see  that  this 
S  h  iety  shall  spread  rapidly  over  our  whole  country  and  exert  a  controlling 
influence   upon  the  evangelization  of  the  world. 

The  advantage  of  this  work  being  a  part  of,  and  under,  the  supervision  of 
a  national  organization,  such  as  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society,  will 
be  very  great.  In  addition  to  the  convenience  and  economy  of  securing  funds 
for  the  support  of  the  Homes  and  of  the  Deaconesses,  without  additional 
machini-ry  and  expense,  the  work  itself  will  have  the  benefit  of  national 
sympathy  and  co-operation. 

RELATION  OE  THE  DEACONESS  BUREAU  TO  THE 

CHURCH. 

The  General  Conference  crystalized  the  sentiment  of  the  Church  on  the  sub- 
ject, as  far  as  it  could  then  be  understood,  in  the  chapter  in  the  Discipline,  un- 
der the  head  of  "  Deaconesses."  Having  defined  the  duties  of  Deaconesses  as 
m  ssionary  workers,  the  Discipline  provides,  in  paragraph  209,  that  "In  every 
Annual  Conference  in  which  Deaconesses  may  be  employed,  a  Cunference 
Board  of  nine  members,  three,  at  least,  of  whom  shall  be  women,  shall  be  ap- 
pointed  by  the  Conference  t"  exercise  general  control  of  this  form  of  work." 

Paragraph  210  says  :  "  This  Board  is  empowered  to  issue  certificates  to  duly 
qualifie  i  persons,  authorizing  them  to  perform  the  duties  of  Deaconesses,  in 
connection  with  the  Church,  provided  that  no  person  shall  receive  such  certifi- 
cate until  she  shall  have  served  a  probation  of  two  years  of  continuous  service 
and  shall  be  over  twenty-five  years  of  age." 

Tiie  Discipline  further  provides,  paragraph  211,  that  No  person  shall  be 
licensed  by  the  Board,  except  on  the  recommendation  of  a  Quar>erly  Confer- 
ence, and  that  this  Board  shall  report  both  the  names  and  work  annually;  and 
that  the  approval  of  the  Annual  Conference  shall  be  necessary  for  the  continu- 
ance of  any  Deaconess  in  her  work. 

The  General  Conference  has  in  no  way  provided  for,  or  even  suggested, 
either  a  course  of  study,  the  character  of  Deaconess  Homes,  or  the  agency  by 
which  they  shall  be  established  and  sustained.  This  is  left  to  individuals  or 
associations,  acting  as  they  are  prompted  by  wise  and  benevolent  impulse,  in 
harmony  with  the  Discipline. 
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The  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society,  which  was  formed  "  to  co-operate 
with  the  other  societies  and  agencies  of  the  Church  in  educational  and  mis- 
sionary work,"  (See  Constitution,  Art.  2,)  recognizes  the  supervision  provided  by 
the  Discipline  as  being  calculated  to  give  greater  efficiency  and  authority  to  this  depart- 
ment of  home  mission  work.  Each  Conference  Woman's  Home  Missionary 
Society  has  its  board  of  management,  authorized  to  co-operate  with  the  "  Board 
of  Nine  Members  "  provided  by  the  Annual  Conference,  in  the  establishment 
and  support  of  Deaconess  Homes,  and  the  supervisions  of  their  work. 

The  property  of  the  institution  may  be  held  for  the  Society,  its  interests 
managed,  and  funds  for  its  support  expended  by  local  managers  or  trustees, 
elected  by  these  joint  bodies,  the  Conference  Board  of  Nine,  and  the  Woman's 
Home  Missionary  Society.  These  local  managers  and  trustees  will  be  subject 
to  the  general  rules  provided  by  the  Society  and  the  Church,  which  will  be 
necessary  to  secure  uniformity  in  studies,  dress  and  methods  of  work,  and  such 
limitations  in  the  collection  of  funds  as  are  requisite  to  prevent  interference 
with  other  missionary  interests. 

The  board  of  management  of  each  Home  should  submit  annually  to  the 
Board  of  Managers  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society,  which  appro- 
priates all  the  moneys  of  the  Society,  an  estimate  of  the  expenses  for  the  year. 
This  being  approved,  the  amount  may  be  apportioned  among  the  Auxiliaries 
and  Churches  of  the  patronizing  Conference  organizations  and  will  be  raised  as 
a  special  fund,  outside  of  membership  dues,  and  reported  to  the  General 
Treasury  by  vouchers.  The  Bureau  for  Deaconess  Work  will  take  the  place  of 
the  Bureau  for  Local  Work,  which  was  intended  to  cover  the  same  field,  and 
which  has  been  subject  to  the  same  limitations,  wherever  Deaconess  work  is 
organized  to  provide  for  the  need. 

The  Deaconess  Homes  may,  in  time,  as  will  be  found  advisable,  be  made 
centers  of  a  variety  of  saving  agencies.  This  will  be  determined  by  the  judg- 
ment of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Home,  approved  by  the  General  Board 
of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary.  The  co-operation  of  deaconesses  with 
pastors  in  increasing  the  membership  of  the  Churches,  and  in  conducting  the 
missions  in  neglected  neighborhoods,  will  thus  become  of  immense  value  in 
strengthening  the  Church,  especially  in  our  cities. 

BENEFICI4RIES. 

The  Constitution  makes  it  the  duty  of  this  Society  to  co-operate  with  the 
other  benevolent  institutions  and  agencies  of  the  Church  in  educational  and  mis- 
sionary work,  and  specifies  that  "individuals,  auxiliaries  and  Conference  Socie- 
ties may,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Conference  and  General  Boards,  edu- 
cate beneficiaries." 

Many  promising  young  women,  especially  in  the  South,  cannot,  without 
assistance,  obtain  an  education.  Often  from  ten  to  thirty  dollars,  with  what  one 
can  earn,  will  secure  for  one  of  these  a  year's  educational  advantages.  They 
come  from  homes  of  poverty.  Many  of  them  work  in  the  field  a  part  of  the 
year  to  earn  money  with  which  to  go  to  school.  When  sufficiently  advanced, 
they  teach  a  part  of  the  time.     It  is  a  hard  struggle  for  them,  if  they  do  .not 
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become  discouraged.  This  frequently  happens  with  the  most  worthy,  and  those 
who  would  have  become  influential  in  the  elevation  of  their  race. 

The  schools  of  the  Freedmen's  Aid  Society,  with  which  our  Model  Homes 
and  Industrial  Schools  are  connected,  welcome  our  pupils  to  all  their  privileges. 

It  is  the  aim  of  our  Society,  by  the  example  of  pleasant,  orderly  home-life, 
and  intelligent  teaching,  to  inspire  the  girls  with  high  ideals  of  life,  and  give 
them  such  training  in  practical  duties  and  industries  as  will  enable  them  to  teach 
others  to  attain  these.  The  influence  of  the  Home  will  be  most  potent  for  good 
if  we  can  have  the  most  advanced  pupils  of  the  College.  These  young  women 
would  then  enter  upon  their  life-work  well  prepared  for  duty,  fresh  from  the 
training  of  the  Industrial  Home. 

Of  late  the  Society  has  adopted  the  plan  of  giving  beneficiary  aid  only  to 
those  accommodated  in  our  Homes,  which  is  calculated  to  prejudice  the  man- 
agers of  the  Freedmen's  Schools  against  giving  us  the   best  class  of  students. 

Pupils  for  our  Model  Homes  are  selected  by  the  College  President  and  our 
Superintendent.  They  sympathize  with  poor  girls  and  know  that  their  only 
chance  to  obtain  beneficiary  help  from  our  Society  is  to  gain  admission  to  the 
Home.  But  the  help  ceases  at  the  end  of  the  year,  when  they  leave  the  Home, 
because  the  best  policy  for  the  Home  is  to  change  students  every  year,  in  order 
that  the  largest  number  may  be  benefited. 

The  Home  desires  those  most  advanced,  that  they  may  derive  the  greatest 
profit  from  industrial  teaching  and  be  prepared  to  accomplish  the  greatest 
amount  of  good  in  the  community.  But  poor  girls  need  help  at  the  beginning 
of  their  school-life,  afterwards  they  may  teach  and  help  themselves.  They 
need  help  for  more  than  one  year,  and  auxiliaries  and  friends  aiding  bene- 
ficiaries prefer  to  continue  the  support  for  several  years  of  those  in  whom  they 
are  interested.  The  benefit  to  the  girl  is  of  little  value  if  she  has  to  leave 
school  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

We  cannot  expect  college  presidents  to  place  in  our  Homes  their  students, 
most  advanced  and  best  paying,  when  we  refuse  to  aid  with  a  few  dollars  a 
poor  girl  who  desires  to  enter  one  of  their  schools. 

Students  pay  towards  the  support  of  the  Freedmen's  Aid  Schools  for  board, 
an  amount,  varying  in  different  schools,  of  from  five  to  nine  dollars  a  month, 
and  a  small  additional  sum  for  tuition  and  incidental  expenses.  These,  items 
are  credited  to  the  receipts  of  the  Society  as  "Self  Help,"  and  amount  annually 
to  many  thousands  of  dollars. 

Our  Model  Homes  are  located  near  these  schools,  and  the  pupils  coming 
from  them  to  us  pay  to  our  Superintendents  the  same  amount  for  board  that 
they  would  to  the  College.  Following  this  example  our  Society  would  receive 
credit  for  this  sum,  which  amounted  last  year  to  over  seven  thousand  dollars  as 
"Self  Help." 

It  is  the  interest  of  our  Society  to  make  the  Homes  as  nearly  self-sustaining 
as  possible,  but  our  rule  places  in  the  Home  the  beneficiary  who,  at  the  most, 
is  allowed  only  forty  dollars,  while  an  advanced  student  would  pay  into  the 
Home  Treasury,  in  the  nine  months  of  the  school  year,  for  board,  from  forty- 
five  to  eighty-one  dollars.  The  monthly  reports  from  six  of  our  Model  Homes, 
which  accommodate  one   hundred   and  ten   pupils,  show  that  the   Superintend- 
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enls  received  from  them  for  board  $o,  i  55.00  last  year.  The  living  expenses  in 
these  •  six  Homes  aggregated  $5,541.25.  The  pupils  in  them  received  $835, 
beneficiary  aid,  leaving  a  balance  of  $1,425.75  to  he  applied  to  repairs  and 
improvements  ol  property. 

Of  the  Homes  included  in  this  list,  Simpson  Memorial,  at  Orangeburg, 
S.  C  with  eighteen  pupils,  reported  $766.48  receded  lor  board,  $145  bene- 
ficiary aid,  and  $804.33  expenses  of  living,  leaving  a  balance  of  $106  15  applied 
to  repairs,  etc.,  $550  being  the  price  of  hoard  and   incidental  expenses. 

Savannah,  the  most  important  of  our  independent  Industrial  Schools, 
reported  'a*t  year  twenty-eight  pupils  in  the  Hume,  $474  received  for  hoard  of 
pupils,  $849.15  beneficiary  aid,  and  $1,562.45  expenses  of  living. 

Of  the  six  Homes  associated  with  Freedmen's  Aid  Schools,  the  E.  L.  Rust 
Home,  at  Holly  Springs,  Miss.,  with  twenty-eight  pupils,  reported  the  largest 
amount  of  "Self  Help,"  viz.:  $1,414.30. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 

The  Bureaus  having  charge  of  the  mission  work  in  the  South  and  West  are 
bounded  by  State  and  Territorial  lines.  To  avoid  danger  ol  conflict,  confusion 
or  duplication,  it  is  necessary  that  the  field  of  each  Bureau,  not  t1  us  limited, 
should  be  distinctly  defined  by  the  General  Boaid  of  Managers.  We 
recommend  : 

1st.  That  the  By-law  defining  the  Bureau  for  Deaconess  Work  should 
speri'y  that  ii  includes  within  its  sphere  of  etiort  all  the  needy  classes  in  cities, 
in  behab  of  whom  Deaconesses  would  lab  >r.  (See  duties  of  Deaconesses,  Dis- 
cipline, paragraph  208  ) 

The  Bureau  for  Deaconess  Work,  co-operating  with  the  "  Conference  B>ard 
of  Nine,"  under  the  rule  of  (he  Discipline,  the  local  work  of  the  Society  hav- 
ing been  merged  in  it,  would  necessarily  have  thi^  geneal  application. 

2d.  That  Deiconess  Homes  should  be  placed  under  the  care  of  Local 
Boards  of  Management,  the  property  to  he  held  for  the  Society  by  Local  Trus- 
tees, selected  by  the  Conference  Board  and  the  Woman's  Home  Conference 
Socieiy. 

It  is  too  early  in  the  history  of  the  movement  to  have  tested  methods  that 
may  secure  the  permanency  and  success  o'  the  work.  Charters  cannot  leadi'y 
be  changed.  They  should  include  specifications,  the  va'ue  of  which  should  he 
well  tes'ed.  We  think,  if  our  friends  w\  1  wait  until  afier  the  General  Confer- 
ence has  reviewed  the  work  and  perfected  its  plans,  before  procuring  charters 
for  the  Deaconess  institutions,  it  will  save  trouble  and  embaira-snient. 

3d.  That  the  B.-law  providing  for  the  Bureau  f  >r  Immigrants  should 
make  the  field  of  its  operation  apoly  to  the  establishment  of  missionary  agencies 
at  the  ports  of  entry,  the  opening  of  lines  nf  communicat'on  with  phi  I  n  thro  pic 
age  vies  ;n  foreign  lands  that  may  unite  with  us  in  providing  for  the  saletv  of 
immigrants,  the  establishment  of  an  Industrial  School  for  Immigrants,  and  an 
Employment  Agency,  which  would  send  out  qualified  young  women  for  serv  ce. 

These  could  go  with  perrect  safety  to  ab  parts  of  the  country,  assigned  l>v 
the  Bureau  to  the  care  o'  Auxiliary  Societies.  Such  care  for  immigrants  and 
such  an  institution  would  save  thousands  of  girls  for  lives  of  use  ulness,  and 
would  benefit  all  cl  sses. 

This  Bureau  assumes  great  importance  in  view  of  the  large  number  of  im- 
migrants flocking  to  this  country,  needing  gui  'ance  and  protection. 

4th.  That  a  Bureau  for  Chinese  immigrants  bj  provided,  and  thar  the 
Woman's  Missionary  Socieiv  of  the  Pacific  coa>t  be  invited  to  nominate  a  Sec- 
retary for  it,  and  to  merge  the  work  01    that  Society  in  this  Bureau. 
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51I1.     Thai  >:tcli  Auxiliary  |ipicure  one  or  mire  setsof  the  books  included 

in  tli  •  coi the  II  -me   Mission    Reading  Circle,    for  circulation  among  the 

members,  and  that  a  set  <-f  the  bo  'k-.  be  placed  in  every  Sunday  School 
library. 

6th.  Thai  a  By-law  he  approved  providing  for  the  aid  of  beneficiaries  in 
our  Church  schools,  in  harmony  with  the  Constitution,  Sec.  5.   Art.  4. 

7th.  Thai  the  Training  School  for  Missionaries  be  estab'ished  al  the  parti- 
es' pos  ibh  moment.  To  insure  the  highest  success  there  should  he  provision 
made  fo  ihorou  lily  training  candidates  for  our  mission  field-;.  The  Society 
has  depended  la  gely  upon  1  he  Training  School  one^s   Home  in    Chi- 

cago to  prepare  Superintendents  fir  our  Model  and  Deaconess  Homes.  Since 
we  cannot  longer  rely  ui>on  this  co-op"ration.  the  establishment  of  an  institu- 
tion to  meet  t'ie  need  is  imperatively  demanded. 

8th.  Th  it  the  Lucy  Webb  Hayes  Memorial  Fund  be  appropriated  to  the 
establi-hmenl  of  a  Training  School  for  Missionaries,  <n  harmony  with  the 
recommendations  adopted  last  vear,  and  a  sufficient  sum  be  appropriated  to  in- 
sure the  success  of  the  enterprise! 

CO  SCLl'SION. 

The  Secretary  his  attempted  to  furnish  a  correct  view  of  the  condition  of 
the  S  ciety,  his  surveyed  its  fie'ds  of  labor,  has  examined  the  charac  er  of  its 
woik  and  wor.kt-rs;  sought  the  most  approved  methods  of  reaching  the  neglected 
popul.nio  s  nt  our  ci'es.  and  has  submitted  for  your  consideration  such  recom- 
mendations  for  the  prosecution  of  the  work  as,  in  her  judgment,  the  interest  of 
the  Societv  demands. 

The  Society  h  is  done  a  good  work,  but  not  all  that  it  might  have  done.  It 
has  b'-en  largely  'hat  of  selecting  its  fields  and  organizing  its  work.  What  is 
now  iie-df'  i--  the  -areful  supervision  and  the  effective  working  of  the  machin- 
erv  already  in  operation.  X  deeper  baptism  of  the  Holy  Spirit  upon  our  hearts 
and  live<  is  essential  to  the  highest  achievement  in  missions.  Not  till  this  is 
received  can  we  mike  such  sacrifices  in  effort  and  money  as  are  necessary  to  pre- 
empt tlvs  'air  land  of  ou's  for  Christ. 

Blank  forms  have  been  provided  for  the  use  of  Auxiliary  and  Conference 
officers  in  nnking  'heir  quarterly  reports.  These  are  sent  to  the  Corresponding 
Secretaries  an  '  Tr  asurers  of  Conference  Societies,  quarterly  or  annually,  as 
th^v  nrefer.  They  in  turn  distribute  them  among  the  District  and  Auxiliary 
officers  a  month  in  advance  of  the  date  on  which  the  reports  are  due. 

The  Annual  Summary  depends  for  its  value.upon  the  accuracy  of  the  re- 
ports provi  -ed  by  t1  e  Auxiliary  officers.  The  failure  of  these  in  many  cases  to 
send  promptly  t'e  facts  of  the  work  has  seriously  embarrassed  the  efforts  of 
'he  Con'erence  officers  to  represent  the  work  of  the  Society,  consequently  the 
following  table  does  not  fully  represent  its  strength.  More  than  two  hun- 
dred Mixili  iries  known  to  exist  had  not  been  heard  from  previous  to  the  An- 
nual Meeting.  In  the  report  as  published  then  we  added  these,  with  their 
membership  as  previously  given,  which  made  2. 04S  auxiliaries  and  55.338  mem- 
bers. Only  78  of  the  delinquent  Societies  have  sent  reports,  and  we  have 
thought  if  more  just  not  to  include  them  in  the  Summary.  Notwithstanding 
the  omission  of  these,  the  advance  is  encouraging.  Last  year  the  number  of 
auxibari  s  was  i.~7G,  this  year  1,02;.  Last  year  the  members  of  all  classes 
a«g.reg-atrd  42.708.  this  vear  48  200.  There  are  several  hundred  Life  Members, 
also  Honorary  Managers  and  Patrons,  not  on  the  books  of  the  Conference 
office  s    s  in  Heated  bv  the  tnhle. 

The  paner,  Woman's  Home  Missions,  has  several  thousand  subscribers  not 
reporting  ihiouyh  auxiliaries,  an!  many  hundreds  of  readers  of  the  books  are 
not  included  in  the  lists  of  the  Home  Mission  Reading  Circle.

Bureau  for  East  Southern  States. 

As  we  enter  upon  the  threshold  of  a  new  year,  with  its  varied  labors  and 
responsibilities,  let  us  pause  and  examine  the  records  of  the  past  year,  and 
note  whatever  of  success  may  have  attended  our  work,  in  order  that  the  hearts 
and  hands  of  our  co-laborers  may  be  encouraged  to  continue  their  labor  of  love. 

Boylan  Home 

first  claims  our  attention,  as  the  youngest  of  our  household  group,  although 
doubtless  for  the  last  time,  as  hopes  are  strong  that  soon  a  new  member  will  be 
added  to  our  family,  and  its  name  recorded,  "  Emerson  Memorial  Home."  Its 
advent  will  be  hailed  with  joy,  both  on  account  of  the  great  work  which  it  is 
expected  to  accomplish,  and  because  of  the  desire  on  the  part  of  many  to  honor 
and  perpetuate  the  name  of  one  who  has  done  so  much  to  uplift  and  save  a 
down-trodden  race. 

With  a  sad  heart  Miss  Emerson  took  up  the  work  for  another  year,  feeling 
it  to  be  a  saced  trust  left  her  by  her  sainted  mother.  She  has  labored  more 
faithfully,  if  possible,  than  ever  before,  seeking  only  the  good  of  others.  Her 
co-laborers,  Miss  Morehouse  and  Miss  Fuller,  faithfully  filled  their  places  till 
the  close  of  the  year  ;  Miss  Hughes  resigned  her  position  in  February,  in  order 
to  take  charge  of  a  home  of  her  own.  The  other  missionaries,  already  heavily 
taxed,  took  upon  themselves  the  additional  labor.  The  older  girls  proved  to  be 
efficient  helpers  in  the  emergency,  and  the  labors  of  the  year  have  been 
crowned  with  success. 

More  than  twice  the  number  that  we  can  accommodate  made  application 
for  admission  to  both  the  home  and  day  school,  and  every  department  has  been 
crowded  to  its  utmost  capacity.  The  training  has  been  thorough.  Our  girls 
have  gone  out  to  fill  positions  of  various  kinds,  doing  credit  to  themselves  and 
honor  to  the  Home.  The  contrast  is  so  marked  between  these  girls  and  their 
families  and  former  associates,  as  to  make  it  seem  scarcely  possible  that  they 
had  ever  belonged  in  the  neighborhood.  They  return  from  Boylan  as  mission- 
aries, and  "  the  little  leaven  "  is  at  work  in  many  homes,  churches,  and  neigh- 
borhoods. 

As  the  work  develops,  and  our  needs  increase,  kind  friends  have  been 
ready  to  supply  them.  To  our  generous  friend,  Mrs.  A.  De  Groot,  of  Newark, 
N.  J.,  we  are  again  indebted  for  a  gift  of  valuable  property  adjoining  our  other 
property  on  the  west,  costing  $2,000,  making  $9,000  donated  by  her  to  Boylan 
Home,  in  addition  to  other  valuable  gifts.  An  excellent  portrait  of  Mrs.  De 
Groot  adorns  the  walls  of  the  Home.  She  is  enshrined  in  the  hearts  not  only  of 
the  Home  family,  but  of  families  and  friends  throughout  the  Stale  of  Florida. 
And  now,  in  her  declining  years,  what  a  joy  it  is  to  her  to  know  that  through 
her  instrumentality  Boylan  Home  has  been  established  upon  a  firm  basis,  and 
will  continue  for  years  to  come  to  be  a  great  power  for  good. 

Belleview. 

The  influence  from  Boylan  Home  has  extended  throughout  the  State. 
Miss  Emerson  has  visited  Conferences,  and  organized   Missionary  Societies  and 
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Bands;  and  she  has  gone  into  the  cabins,  and  inspired  in  the  hearts  of  th 
pie  a  desire  for  a  higher  type  of  life.  The  people  have  become  greatly 
ested,  and  are  offering  us  inducements  to  establish  [ndustrial  Homes  in  various 
places,  lielleview,  a  town  in  Middle  Florida,  has  made  generou  .  offer  \  of  land, 
labor,  and  some  money,  if  we  will  establish  a  Hume  there.  Mrs.  DeGrool  will 
give  $1,000,  and  name  the  Home  "Emerson  Memorial  Home."  The  m 
this  work  is  tneat,  as  the  locality  is  a  neglected  one.  Twenty  girls  are  now 
awaiting  its  opening,  and  other  scores  will  stand  in  line  ere  its  doors  are  opened. 
Can  we  reTuse  this  cry  for  help?  Our  treasury  is  already  overtaxed.  The  Kx- 
ecutive  Board  can  not  become  responsible  for  any  new  work  this  year,  but  bid  us 
God  speed  and  say,  Open  the  work 'and  build  the  Home,  if  you  can.  Our  faith 
says  "  It  shall  be  done."  We  have  rented  a  partially  furnished  house,  where 
we  will  be  able  to  accommodate  ten  of  the  twenty.  We  have  secured  the  serv- 
ices of  an  enterprising  missionary,  and  the  work  will  be  opened  November  1st. 
And  now  we  ask  your  prayers  for  its  success;  we  ask  your  money  in  order  that 
the  building  may  be  speedily  erected.  We  want  a  building  that  will  meet  the 
requirements  of  the  work,  and  be  an  honor  to  the  memory  of  the  noble  woman 
whose  name  it  will  bear. 

How  nobly  she  stood  and  defended  our  Home  and  took  care  of  the  little 
family  left  in  her  charge  during  that  long  and  trying  yellow  fever  epidemic  ! 
Three  times  was  she  ordered  by  the  authorities  of  Jacksonville  to  take  the  fam- 
ily and  flee  to  the  refuge  camp;  but  she  calmly  replied,  "No,  I  can  not  go;  I 
am  here  at  the  command  of  my  Heavenly  Father.  He  bids  me  stay,  and  I  hear 
his  voice  saying  to  me,  'I  will  never  leave  thee  nor  forsake  thee.' "  The  promise 
was  verified;  our  entire  family  was  preserved  in  perfect  health,  while  our 
neighbors  over  the  high  fence,  and  people  on  every  side,  fell  victims  to  the 
dread  scourge.  We  have  reason  to  believe  that  if  Mrs.  Emerson  had  left  the 
Home  it  would  have  been  taken  for  a  yellow  fever  hospital,  and  our  property 
ruined.  Is  there  a  lady  in  our  Society  who  will  not  consider  it  a  privilege  to 
help  in  building  a  memorial  to  this  heroic  woman,  of  whom  it  can  most  truth- 
fully be  -said,  "  She  hath  done  what  she  could  ?" 

Haven  Industrial  Home. 

The  work  at  Haven  Home  continues  to  increase  in  interest.  As  we  look 
back  to  its  small  beginning  in  the  dilapidated  old  church,  and  the  poor  little 
parsonage,  and  remember  the  many  obstacles  with  which  we  had  to  contend, 
and  now  view  its  spacious  building  and  grounds,  and  the  work  that  is  done 
within  its  walls,  and  that  reaches  out  in  many  directions,  our  hearts  are  filled 
with  thanksgiving,  and  we  can  but  exclaim,  "What  hath  God  wrought." 

Mrs.  Lewis  and  Miss  Baldwin,  our  pioneer  missionaries  in  this  field,  still 
"hold  the  fort."  So  long  have  they  labored  in  the  field  that  they  have  been 
enabled  to  see  some  of  the  little,  ignorant,  neglected  girls  whom  they  first  took 
into  the  Home,  go  out  from  it  refined,  intelligent  young  women,  fitted  to  fill 
positions  of  great  usefulness  among  their  own  people.  Miss  Breed  and  Miss 
W'ilcox,  our  newer  missionaries,  performed  faithful  work  until  the  close  of  the 
year,  and  have  now  entered  upon  other  fields  of  labor.  Very  thorough  training 
has  been  given  in  the  Home  School.  The  school  commissioners  say  our  girls 
make  the  best  teachers  that  they  get  from  the  South,  or  elsewhere.  Surely, 
this  is  high  praise.  Haven  Home  continues  to  take  rank  in  the  very  front  of 
our  work. 

Speedwell  Mission. 

The  work  at  Speedwell  has  always  been  of  special  interest,  and  in  propor- 
tion to  the  amount  of  money  and  time  given  to  it,  the  good  accomplished  has 
probably  been  fully  equal  to  any  work  in  this  Bureau.  Our  missionaries  found 
this  little  neglected  community  (a  few  miles  out  from  Savannah)  almost  desti- 
tute of  privileges  or  advantages  of  any  kind,  yet  eager  for  light  and  truth. 
Now,  as  a  result  of  their  labors,  we  see  the  little  white  church,  with  its  green 
blinds,   neat   fence,  beautiful  shade  trees,  and  ornamental  plants.      There  are 
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held  regular  preaching  services,  a  flourishing  Sunday  School  in  charge  of  our 
missionaries,  and  a  good  day  school  taught  by  one  of  our  girls.  We  note  a 
marked  change. in  this  community.  The  people  who  so  recently  sat  in  dark- 
ness are  realizing  their  blessed  privileges,  and  thanking  God  for  the  establish- 
ment of  this  work  amOng  them.     Thus  is  the  light  from  Haven  Home  spreading. 

Tliaycr  Industrial  Home. 

On  the  campus  of  Clark  University,  in  the  little  cottage  under  the  hill, 
with  accommodations  for  only  six  girls,  we  opened  our  first  Industrial  Home. 
This  kind  of  work  was  then  an  experiment  with  us.  A  stranger  might  ask, 
"  Has  it  been  a  success  ?"  In  answer  we  would  point  to  that  new  and  beautiful 
building  on  the  hill,  grouped  with  the  more  commanding  buildings  of  the  Uni- 
versity. That  is  "Thayer  Industrial  Home."  It  is  perhaps  the  best  built  and 
equipped  for  the  work  of  any  of  our  Homes. 

Miss  Mitchell,  our  faithful  missionary  who  has  had  charge  of  the  work 
from  the  first,  is  still  there.  She  has  taken  great  interest  in  the  new  building, 
and  has  given  to  it  much  care  and  time.  The  erection  of  this  Home  has  been 
attended  with  an  unusual  amount  of  embarrassment  and  perplexity;  but  at  last 
it  stands  complete  and  with  only  a  small  debt  remaining  unpaid,  which  we  hope 
will  soon  be  wiped  out.  The  work  was  much  hindered  because  the  building 
was  not  ready  for  occupancy  at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  Still,  much  good 
has  been  accomplished,  and  many  hearts  and  homes  have  been  blessed  through 
the  labors  of  this  year.  Here,  as  in  our  other  Homes,  instruction  is  given  in- 
domestic  work,  plain  sewing,  dressmaking,  and  fancy  work.  Here,  classes 
come  in  from  the  University  for  instruction  in  this  department,  while  in  our 
other  Homes  girls  come  from  the  surrounding  country  to  attend  these  classes, 
some  walking  two  miles  each  way,  in  order  to  enjoy  these  privileges.  Thus 
large  numbers  are  reached  by  both  methods  of  work.  Mrs.  Speer,  our  new 
missionary,  writes:  "It  is  delightful  to  hear  the  girls,  who  have  been  out 
teaching  during  vacation,  relate  their  experience.  My  heart  swells  with  grati- 
tude as  1  draw  from  their  conversation  the  fact  that  they  are  taking  with  them 
and  practicing  the  precepts  learned  here  in  this  delightful  Home."  The  ob- 
ject and  aim  of  the  work  in  each  and  all  of  the  Homes  is  the  same.  We  would 
love  to  give  a  detailed  statement  of  the  work  in  each  Home  and  school,  as  the 
number  of  Sunday  Schools;  of  meetings  held;  religious  visits  made;  Bible 
readings;  tracts  and  papers  distributed;  garments  made  and  repaired,  etc. 
Our  missionaries  have  done  faithful  work.  They  are  sending  out  from  these 
Homes  a  little  army  of  trained  workers,  who,  in  their  turn,  will  train  others, 
and  thus  will  the  work  of  uplifting  and  soul-saving  continue  to  go  forward. 

With  this  brief  retrospect  of  the  year's  record  have  we  not  great  reason  to 
take  courage  ?  Let  us  joyfully  consecrate  ourselves  anew  to  the  great  work 
given  us  to  perform  "  for  the  love  of  Christ  and  in  his  name."

Bureau  for  "West  Southern  States. 

The  Industrial  Homes  planted  throughout  the  Southern  States  by  the 
Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  for  colored  women,  are  stepping  stones  to 
their  future  usefulness.  Often  girls  enter  these  Homes  with  neither  shoes  nor 
hats,  and  with  their  garments  tied  on  them,  having  never  used  a  needle.  The 
transformation  of  character  after  a  few  months  of  training  in  our  schools  is 
remarkable." . 

c~'.i  The  E.  TL,.  Rust  Home 

Is  located  at  Holly  Springs,  Miss.  During  the  past  year  it  has  had  an  average 
attendance  of  from  twenty-five  to  thirty  girls,  most  of  them  poor  and  ignorant. 
Those  who  remain  through  the  year  are  prepared  with  a  knowledge  of  some 
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industry  to  make  an  honest  support.  In  the  sewing  department,  300  garments 
were  made,  besides  a  large  number  of  hats  and  bonnets.  The  girls  in  all  our 
Industrial  Homes  are  becoming  very  ambitious  to  excel  in  the  art  of  cooking. 
One  young  woman  entered  the  culinary  department,  not  knowing  the  tea-kettle 
from  the  rolling-pin,  but  left  the  Home  able  to  make  the  best  of  bread,  and 
prepare  a  comfortable  dinner.  Miss  Gibson  writes:  "Some  of  the  girls  come 
to  us  knowing  simply  nothing,  and  it  is  astonishing  how  soon  they  imitate  the 
ways  of  the  older  students.  Some  of  the  girls  who  are  stupid  in  books  showed 
a  decided  taste  for  sewing.  At  the  close  of  last  year  there  was  not  one  but  had 
made  herself  a  dress.  Some  at  first  could  not  sew  a  plain  seam,  but  every  pupil 
went  home  understanding  how  to  sew,  and  to  press,  crown  and  trim  hats.  One 
girl  made  $6.50  by  selling  aprons  of  her  own  handiwork."  Each  Saturday 
Miss  Gibson  teaches  painting.  This  may  seem  useless,  but  some  display  a  re- 
markable talent  for  this  art,  and  it  may  enable  them  to  make  a  living  aside 
from  the  wash-tub  ;  besides,  it  trains  the  eye  for  colors,  and  they  have  great 
need  in  this  line.  The  girls  are  changed  to  different  departments  of  domestic 
work,  from  week  to  week,  that  all  may  have  the  same  opportunities.  They  study 
in  their  rooms,  and  while  some  require  vigilant  oversight,  others  are  easily  im- 
pressed with  a  sense  of  honor  and  truth.  The  Home  has  been  painted  and 
papered  throughout,  and  two  new  bed-rooms  have  been  added  to  the  third 
story.  A  small  library  room  has  been  made  in  the  hall  of  the  second  floor. 
Miss  Gibson's  room  has  been  newly  furnished  by  "  The  Willing  Workers"  of 
Lafayette,  Ind.  Miss  Johnson's  room  is  newly  carpeted,  painted  and  papered. 
New  shades  have  been  provided  for  all  the  windows.  The  cottage  has  been 
changed  into  a  large  sewing  room,  a  convenience  long  desired.  The  basement 
is  used  for  a  laundry,  a  small  back  room  for  an  apiary.  Though  very  many 
have  gone  from  the  E.  L.  Rust  Home  prepared  as  practical  Christian  women  to 
meet  life,  increased  effort  must  yet  be  made  in  the  great  valley  of  the  Missis- 
sippi to  educate  and  elevate  a  vast  army  of  colored  women  on  whom  the  purity 
and  elevation  of  their  race  largely  depend. 

The  Adeline  Smith  Home 

is  located  in  Little  Rock,  Ark.,  and  is  the  gift  of  Mrs.  Philander  Smith,  of  Oak 
Park,  111.  The  religious  and  moral  condition  of  the  State  of  Arkansas  is  de- 
plorable. The  illiteracy  of  the  indigent  whites,  and  the  ignorance  and  intem- 
perance of  the  negroes,  present  a  pitiable  spectacle.  For  the  most  part,  those 
who  enter  this  Home  are  from  rude  country  homes,  and  ignorant  of  the  most 
ordinary  household  affairs,  having  inherited  the  idea  that  it  is  slavish  and  de- 
grading to  work-.  These  false  impressions  soon  vanish  under  proper  training, 
and  they  return  to  their  cabin  homes  resolved  to  make  them  brighter  and  bet- 
ter. Under  the  superior  instruction  of  Miss  Willoughby,  the  sewing  depart- 
ment shows  a  large  number  of  garments  made,  besides  millinery.  We  sincerely 
regret  the  serious  illness  of  Miss  Willoughby.  Miss  Carnefix  reports  a  successful 
year,  with  an  average  of  sixteen  girls  in  the  Home.  Long  and  continued  use 
of  dining-room  furnishings  will  necessitate  some  expenditures  the  coming  year. 
Here,  as  at  the  E.  L.  Rust  Home,  daily  worship  is  held,  each  girl  reciting  a 
text  of  Scripture  in  the  morning ;  also  prayer  meetings  and  Bible  classes  are 
held  in  their  respective  turn.  Mrs.  J.  Frigles  and  Miss  Hallabaugh  will  pre- 
side over  the  Home  the  coming  year. 

The  Peck  Memorial  Home. 

Louisiana  is  the  "flower  garden  of  America."  And  yet,  no  State  in  the 
Union  is  so  imbedded  in  infidelity,  Romanism,  Sabbath  breaking,  intemperance 
and  lotteries.  There  are  sections  of  the  State  where  the  Gospel  is  never  heard, 
and  where  the  name  of  Jesus  is  unknown  ;  and  others  where  sermons  are 
preached  only  once  in  ten  or  fifteen  years.  The  existing  prejudice  against  the 
colored  race  in  Louisiana  greatly  deters  its  progress.  The  strenuous  efforts  of 
the  Catholics  should  stimulate  us  to  greater  diligence,  lest  unawares  they  "go 
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in  and  possess  the  land."  Their  doors  and  churches  stand  ever  wide  open  to 
welcome  and  allure  the  colored  race,  while  our  own  Protestant  temples  are 
closed  againsl  them. 

Peck""  Home,  situated  in  a  pleasant  and  healthful  portion  of  New  Orleans, 
was  dedicated  November  8th,  1889.  Never  were  Southern  skies  clearer 
than  on  that  memorable  day  which  opened  the  first  Protestant  Industrial  Home 
for  colored  women  in  Louisiana,  built  by  our  Society.  In  the  large  industrial 
room,  in  the  hall,  and  in  the  spacious  gallery,  were  gathered  the  old  and 
young,  and  the  walls  of  Peck  Home  rang  and  echoed  with  glad  songs  of  thanks- 
giving. Those  dark  faces  beamed  brightly  with  joy  as  they  listened  to  the 
messages  of  loving  Christian  sympathy  from  their  venerable  friend,  Mrs.  Bishop 
Peck,  and  to  that  cordial  greeting  from  the  ladies  of  the  Central  New  York 
Conference.  Nothing  has  so  united  our  colored  sisters  to  our  Home  Missionary 
work  as  the  establishment  of  this  Industrial  School  in  New  Orleans.  They  are 
all  deeply  interested  in  its  future  welfare.  Ministers,  friends  and  strangers 
frequently  call  at  the  Home,  and  receive  a  cordial  welcome.  The  Home  is  now 
furnished,  save  an  organ,  a  great  necessity,  which  we  are  very  sure  of  obtaining 
at  this  meeting.  The  ladies  of  Bloomington,  111.,  have  most  generously  fur- 
nished the  parlor  with  a  handsome  rug,  sofa,  divan,  large  rocker,  two  chairs, 
reception  chairs,  table  lamps,  and  candlesticks.  Mrs.  Bishop  Peck  kindly  pre- 
sented the  Home  with  two  historic  chairs  and  forty  dollars  in  money.  Miss 
Hegeman,  during  her  vacation,  secured,  among  other  things,  the  purchase  of  a 
side-board  for  the  dining-room.  A  number  of  boxes,  barrels,  and  packages 
have  been  received,  all  of  which  were  duly  acknowledged.  We  have  now  ten 
girls,  and  enough  applicants  to  fill  the  house. 

Miss  Hegeman  writes:  "The  Home  is  beautiful,  everything  in  order, 
girls  coming  in,  soon  we  shall  be  crowded..  In  some  of  our  larger  rooms 
we  have  three  girls.  They  enjoy  their  lovely  surroundings,  and  sing  as  they 
work.  Our  West  India  girl  is  scrubbing  the  dining-room,  and  as  she  plies 
her  brush  she  is  singing  'Washed  in  the  blood  of  the  Lamb.'"  The  work 
is  so  systematically  arranged  that  all  have  the  same  advantages  of  indus- 
trial training.  The  library,  so  completely  furnished  by  the  ladies  of  Wil- 
mington, Del.,  is  a  benediction  to  the  girls.  The  books  presented  by  the 
Blanche  Hurst  Band,  of  Buffalo,  N.  Y.,  are  carefully  read  and  handled,  and 
placed  in  their  handsome  bookcase,  by  those  grateful  girls,  who  never  before 
enjoyed  such  privileges.  The  sewing  department,  under  the  supervision  of 
Miss  Carnefix,  is  doing  successful  work;  each  girl  from  the  University  contrib- 
utes five  cents  a  week  to  assist  in  furnishing  a  supply  of  thread,  needles,  etc. 
Miss  Carnefix  has  opened  a  kindergarten,  which  is  proving  a-  blessing  to  the 
neighborhood.  Miss  Hegeman  conducts  a  Sabbath  School  each  week  in  the 
industrial  room,  composed  of  old  men,  women  and  children,  which  opened 
with  five  members  last  year,  and  closed  with  fifty-four.  The  planting  of  trees 
and  shrubbery  has  begun,  and  soon  we  hope  the  Home  will  be  supplied  with 
fresh  vegetables,  fruits  and  flowers  from  its  own  gardens.  The  regulations  of 
this  beautiful  Home  do  not  educate  the  pupils  away  from  their  home  sympa- 
thies, but,  upon  returning  to'their  parents,  instead  of  becoming  querulous  cen- 
sors of  their  poverty,  they  are  disposed  to  give  a  helping  hand,  and  exert  a 
good  influence  in  their  homes  and  neighborhood.  The  past  year  was  only  the 
beginning  of  a  most  important  and  difficult  work  in  Louisiana,  and  withal  we 
are  greatly  encouraged.  The  Home  opened  this  year  in  harmony  with  the  New 
Orleans  University,  on  October  1st.  Our  Superintendents  are  anticipating  a 
prosperous  year,  and  we  hope  for  grand  results  from  their  efforts. 

Xlie  Colored  Work, 

under  the  guidance  of  Miss  Montgomery,  was  seriously  interrupted  by  the 
illness  of  our  missionaries,  limited  means,  and  the  floods.  Most  of  the  time 
was  spent  in  reorganizing  societies,  reviving  old  ones,  and  endeavoring  to  gain 
information  as  to  the  wisest  methods  of  procedure.  The  interest  among  our 
colored  sisters  in   Home  Missions  is   increasing,  and    we  heartily  congratulate 
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tliem  on  their  advancement  in  Church  work,  under  so  many  contending  ob- 
stacles. 

The  Krencli  and  Italian  Work 

is  becoming  more  hopeful,  and  though  it  seems  slowly  advancing,  we  should 
remember  that  five  years  ago  the  work  was  begun  under  mighty  difficulties. 
Now  there  are  383  Church  members,  and  550  Sunday  School  scholars.      We  have 

missions  among  lour  nationalities  —  English,  French,  [talian,     <>•'•         > 

The  departure  of  the  Misses  Lowry  and  Johnson  from  this  field  caused  u 
embarrassment,  though  without  delay  the  work  was  assumed  by  .Miss  I'age,  a 
native  of  New  Orleans,  who  understands  the  spiritual  and  temporal  needs  of 
the  foreigners.  She  inaugurated  a  system  of  visiting,  and  organized  a  musical 
and  literary  society,  to  be  held  each  Tuesday  evening  at  Ames  Chapel,  for  the 
profit  and  entertainment  of  the  factory  girls.  She  is  accomplishing  tin- 
favorable  results.  Miss  Johnson  conducted  a  very  successful  Industrial  School 
for  Italian  women  and  children.  In  company  with  Miss  Lowry  she  visited  the 
hospitals,  always  discovering  Protestant  patients  only  too  grateful  to  hear  "the 
old,  old  story,  of  Jesus  and  his  love."  To  these  they  often  carried  fruit,  flow- 
ers, and  Bibles,  the  latter  of  which  had  to  be  hidden,  as  they  were  not  allowed 
to  be  read.  One  poor  woman,  nearing  the  heavenly  land,  begged  Miss  John- 
son to  care  for  her  three  little  girls,  and  not  permit  the  Catholics  to  claim  them. 
We  thought  of  the  Mothers'  Jewels  Home,  where  they  would  be  tenderly 
shielded  and  trained  to  Christian  and  useful  womanhood.  Miss  Lcwry's  work 
among  the  factory  girls  has  been  productive  of  great  good.  Their  evening 
school  is  still  in  progress,  and  their  reading  room  is  open  all  hours  of  the  day 
for  their  entertainment  and  improvement.  We  need  books  and  papers  to  in- 
crease its  attraction.  The  handsome  organ  presented  to  the  factory  girls  by  the 
ladies  of  Grace  Church,  Wilmington,  Del.,  in  memory  of  Miss  Robinson,  is  a 
great  source  of  delight.  May  its  sweet  tones  turn  many  a  weary  heart  to  that 
"shining  shore"  where  she  has  gone  to  be  "  forever  with  the  Lord." 

But  the  half  has  not  been    told  of   our  West  Southern  work.      As  the   field 
broadens  and  widens,  we  are  laboring  on, 

"Scattering  the  tiny  grain, 

Oft  in  doubt  and  trembling. 
But  faith  with  radiant  finger, 
Lifts  the  veil  from  unseen  things, 

Where  the  golden  sheaves  are  bending, 
And  the  Heavenly  Anthem  rings."

Greensboro,  N.  C. 

The  change  in  the  management  of  both  Bennett  Seminary  and  Kent  Home 
at  the  beginning  of  the  year  gave  those  in  charge  of  this  work  much  anxiety  as 
to  its  success.  The  persecutions  of  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Joiner  compelled  them  to 
flee  to  Greensboro  for  protection,  and  their  entertainment  at  Kent  Home  for 
several  weeks  added  to  the  care  and  anxiety  of  our  untried  Superintendent  ;  but 
she  proved  equal  to  the  emergency,  and  the  work  went  bravely  forward  through 
all  those  exciting  and  trying  weeks.  Prof.  Grandison  has  ever  been  ready  to 
lend  any  aid  possible,  and  gives  words  of  heartiest  approval  of  our  faithful  mis- 
sionaries. Miss  Buckbee  writes,  "The  outlook  for  our  work  the  coming  year 
could  hardly  be  brighter.  The  people  hear  and  receive  us  gladly.  Their  ex- 
pressions of  gratitude  and  affection  for  their  missionaries  are  touching.  Appli- 
cations come  in  daily  for  admission  to  the    Home.     The  number  being  limited,

we  must  select  slowly  and  carefully.  One  girl  who  attended  a  part  of  last  year, 
has  returned.  She  was  the  youngest,  wildest,  and  blackest  of  our  band,  and 
came  from  a  far  country  home  that  was  almost  heathenish.  Though  bright  and 
willing,  at  first  it  was  well  nigh  impossible  to  teach  her  to  do  work  neatly,  or 
to  make  any  religious  impression  upon  her,  but  toward  the  end  of  the  term  a 
change  was  apparent.  She  made  a  cpuiet  but  very  satisfactory  profession  of 
religion,  and  her  improvement  in  all  respects  was  marked.  She  is  at  present  my 
right  hand  girl  in  the  Home,  gentle,  lady-like,  and  faithful." 

A  simple  system  of  merits  and  demerits  has  worked  wonders  in  govern- 
ment. The  colored  girls  seem  to  have  a  genius  for  cooking,  and  learn  it  as 
easily  as  they  learn  to  sing,  so  that  they  make  rapid  progress  in  that  line,  but 
find  it  more  difficult  to  learn  to  sew  nicely.  A  large  number  of  girls  receive 
instructions  in  the  sewing  classes  which  are  held  three  times  a  week.  While 
some  have  done  remarkably  well,  all  have  made  very  satisfactory  improvement 
in  every  line  of  work  taught,  and  all  left  the   Home  professed  Christians. 

Our  new  line  of  city  work  has  met  with  surprising  success.  Mrs.  Daley 
has  gained  the  hearts  of  the  people,  who  flock  to  her  meetings  and  eagerly 
adopt  all  her  suggestions.  Under  her  influence  new  life  has  been  infused  into 
the  hearts  of  the  discouraged  temperance  workers.  One  peculiar  feature  of  this 
branch  of  work  is  the  very  friendly  feeling  manifested  by  the  Southern  white 
people.  A  Woman's  Christian  Temperance  Union  No.  2  has  been  organised 
among  the  colored  people  through  the  instrumentality  of  Mrs.  Daley.  During 
her  vacation  those  left  in  charge  of  her  Juvenile  Band  have  held  the  meetings 
monthly,  and  now  they  come  in  increased  numbers,  having  a  membership  of 
290.  Sewing  classes  are  held  weekly  at  Jonesboro  and  Warnersville.  A  flour- 
ishing Sunday  School  has  been  opened  at  Jonesboro.  The  people  at  Warners- 
ville, not  being  willing  to  lose  her,  have  changed  the  hour  so  that  she  can  attend 
both.  When  she  returned  to  her  sewing  class  each  child  had  learned  a  text  of 
Scripture,  and  sang  a  hymn  to  greet  her.  On  certain  days  she  makes  calls  upon 
the  sick  and  needy,  and  besides  ministering  to  their  bodily  comforts  she  always 
reads  the  Bible  and  prays  with   them. 

A  visit  from  Bishop  Joyce  gave  great  pleasure  and  encouragement  to  the  in- 
mates of  the  Home. 

Morrislown,  Tenn. 

Morristown  Industrial  Home  is  still  in  the  future.  The  committee  feeling 
the  need  of  this  institution  have  been,  and  are,  impatient  at  the  delays.  They 
are  not  of  our  own  creation,  however.  The  Freedmen's  Aid  and  Southern 
Education  Society,  having  sold  their  school  property  and  bought  very  desirable 
land  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  town,  are  looking  forward  to  increased  facil- 
ities for  their  work.  We  have  been  presented  with  a  plot  of  ground  containing 
a  little  more  than  an  acre  in  extent,  adjoining  the  land  on  which  the  new  build- 
ings for  the  Morristown  Institute  are  to  be  erected.  It  is  beautiful  for  situa- 
tion, and  we  are  indebted  to  the  Rev.  J.  S.  Hill  for  this  desirable  site. 

In  Miy  last,  Mrs.  Clinton  B.  Fisk  and  myself  visited  Morristown  and  care- 
fully looked  over  the  ground.  We  arranged  for  and  held  a  service  on  the  site 
of  our  future  Home.  Rev.  J.  S.  Hill  then  made  a  formal  presentation  of  the 
deed,  which  has  been  recorded  and  sent  to  our  custodian  of  deeds.  Having 
received  a  number  of  estimates  from  builders,  we  made  our  selection,  and  sent 
in  our  acceptance.  This  man  has  since  refused  to  fulfil  his  pledge.  Thus  we 
were  hindered.  Our  plans  and  specifications  are  again  in  the  hands  of  con- 
tractors, and  we  expect  the  Home  will  be  built  and  occupied  before  our  next 
Annual  Meeting.  We  shall  need  about  one  thousand  dollars  more  than  we 
have  in  the  treasury  and  pledged  to  complete  this  work. 

Athens,  Teiin. 

Four  years  ago  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  received  a  gift  of 
$1,000  from  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Ritter,  of  Napoleon,  0.,  for  the  begining  of  a  work 
for  white  girls  in  the  South.     That  thousand  dollars  has   been   considerably  in- 
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creased  by  donations  from  time  to  time  for  white  work.  The  Central  Ohio  Con- 
ference has  been  adding  to  these  amounts  until  there  is  now  in  the  treasury  not 
far  from  the  sum  necessary  for  building  and  furnishing  a  good  Industrial  Home. 
This  Home  has  been  located  at  Athens,  Tenn.,  to  which  place  we  are  warmly 
welcomed  by  the  trustees  of  the  U.  S.  Grant  University.  It  is  to  be  called  the 
Elizabeth  Ritter  Home. 

A  beautiful  lot  of  one  and  a  third  acres  has  been  deeded  to  us  by  the  U.  S. 
Grant  University  trustees,  a  corner  of  the  large  campus  upon  which  the  Uni- 
versity buildings  are  located. 

The  plans  are  drawn  for  a  well-built  house  to  accommodate  forty  pupils. 
The  specifications  are  made  and  we  expect  to  begin  work  within  the  next  thirty 
days. 

It  is  the  hope  of  the  Committee  to  make  this  work  one  that  will  commend 
itself  to  all  people  interested  in  the  industrial  training  of  white  girls  in  the 
South.  It  has  been  feared  by  some  of  our  friends  that  the  prejudice  against 
manual  work  is  so  strong  in  the  South  that  industrial  work  cannot  be  made  a 
success  among  white  girls.  The  Committee  on  the  Home  has  no  such  fear  of 
failure,  if  the  industrial  work  is  of  such  a  character  as  to  command  the  respect 
of  intelligent  people.  We  hope  to  make  the  school  a  place  for  the  thorough 
education  of  girls  in  the  best  methods  of  domestic  arts  and  industries.  We  plan 
to  give  them  school  "standings"  for  progress  and  attainment  and  to  graduate 
them  when  they  have  finished  a  systematic  course  of  industrial  study  and  prac- 
tice, and  have  passed  the  requisite  examinations.  Putting  our  work  upon  this 
high  plane  will  relieve  the  Home  of  all  the  appearance  of  an  educational  hos- 
pital for  girls  too  poor  to  live  in  any  other  way,  or  too  stupid  to  receive  any 
other  training. 

If  any  one  present  has  friends  or  knows  of  persons  who  are  in  sympathy 
with  the  white  work  of  the  South,  who  will  give  us  a  hundred  dollars  to  name 
a  room,  or'even  a  less  sum  to  furnish  a  room,  the  Committee  will  be  most  grate- 
ful to  learn  the  fact.  And  above  all,  we  bespeak  your  prayers  that  this  new 
venture  of  our  Society  may  be  attended  with  God's  blessing  to  thousands  of 
girls  in  the  mountain  districts  of  East  Tennessee  and  West  North  Carolina, 
making  each  one  who  shall  come  under  our  influence  to  become  in  her  own 
mountain  neighborhood  not  only  a  bearer  of  the  gospel  of  Christian  living  in 
the  higher  sense,  but  an  exponent  of  Christian  living  in  the  lower  sense ;  a 
bearer  of  the  gospel  of  wholesome  bread  and  well  cooked  meat ;  of  well  made, 
well  mended  and  well  laundried  garments ;  of  clean  beds,  clean  floors,  and 
clean  door-yards ;   of  orderly,  neat  and  well  conducted  homes. 

Orangeburg^  S.  C. 

Mathew  Simpson  Memorial  Home,  located  here,  is  conducted  in  cordial 
co-operation  with  Claflin  University.  Miss  E.  Penfield  is  the  efficient  Superin- 
tendent, and  Miss  M.  A.  Tripp  has  been  the  successful  industrial  teacher.  The 
University  with  which  this  Home  is  associated  has  more  than  a  thousand  pupils, 
drawn  from  a  wide  radius  in  the  surrounding  States.  Since  only  a  limited 
number,  not  more  than  twenty,  can  be  accommodated  in  the  Home,  it  was 
thought  wise  to  give  to  it  the  best  educated  girls  who  have  been  tested  in  the 
school,  and  whose  characters  and  conduct  prove  them  to  be  deserving  of  the 
best  opportunities.  And  during  the  year  the  senior  class  of  nineteen  girls  has 
formed  the  Home  family.  These  girls  will  go  out  to  enter  upon  their  life  work 
after  a  year  spent  under  the  refining  influence  of  the' Home,  with  its  teachings 
fresh  in  their  minds,  better  able  to  impress  the  lessons  they  have  learned  upon 
others. 

They  made  a  very  happy  family  last  year,  and  the  influence  of  the  Home  is 
felt  throughout  the  school.  It  is  not  only  the  place  of  honor,  but  the  reward  of 
scholarship  and  merit.  The  classes  in  sewing  are  taught  in  the  college  building. 
Certain  days  each  week  are  known  as  "  Industrial  Days,"  and  the  whole  school 
engages  in  some  kind  of  industrial  work.  Miss  Penfield  writes  :  "The  five  lady 
teachers  of   the  college  assist  in    cutting  out  and   preparing   work  for  the  hun- 
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dreds  of  sewing  pupils."  Our  Superintendent  and  the  Home  family  unite  with 
the  College  in  planning  and  carrying  out  entertainments  of  an  elevating  char- 
acter for  ti"  '  ihe  whole  school.  President  and  Mrs.  Dunton  give 
to  them  the  kindest  aid  and  sympathy,  and  the  Home  is  indebted  to  them  for 
many  favors.  This  Home  is  nearly  self-supporting,  the  teachers,  of  course,  be- 
in  ^  paid  by  the  General  Fund. 

Miss  Tripp  lias  been  called  to  accompany  her  sister  for  mission  work  to 
New  Mexico,  and  her  place  will  be  filled  the  coming  year  by  Miss  Kate  Liv- 
ingston, of  Iowa. 

Camden,  S.  C. 

The  School  and  Model  Home  here  have  been  successfully  conducted  during 
the  year.  The  Home  has  been  full  of  interested  girls,  and  with  the  school,  pro- 
vides for  a  large  number  of  pupils  who  otherwise  would  be  without  good  educa- 
tional or  moral  influences.  There  also  the  importance  of  self  help  is  dwelt  upon 
with  good  results.  Wherever  this  idea  is  urged  by  our  teachers,  the  result  is 
most  beneficial  in  its  influence  on  the  character  of  the  students,  and  also  in 
contributing  to  the  support  of  the  work.  There  is  no  reason  why  our  Model 
Homes  and  schools  may  not  be  self-supporting,  at  least  in  everything  but  the 
salaries  of  the  teachers. 

Additional  buildings  are  needed  here,  the  school  having  been  conducted  in 
a  rented  house.  Recently  the  Society  has  concluded  the  purchase  of  property 
consisting  of  twenty-seven  acres  and  a  commodious,  well-built  mansion  house  of 
two  stories.  This  has  eight  large  rooms,  wide  halls,  and  a  basement  capable  of 
being  connected  with  an  assembly  room  to  accommodate  the  school  wiih  ample 
recitation  room.  There  is  also  an  out  building  for  kitchen  purposes.  This 
property  was  sold  to  the  Society  by  the  owner,  Mrs.  James  Mather,  for  the  sum 
of  $1,700,  and  a  certificate  of  Honorary  Patron  in  recognition  of  $300  donated 
in  the  sale.  The  Bureau  asks  an  appropriation  sufficient  to  make  the.  necessary 
improvements,  and  adapt  the  property  to  the  needs  of  the  work. 

Asheville,  N.  C. 

The  school  here  has  been  sustained  during  the  year  with  increased  attend- 
ance and  interest.  Our  devoted  teachers,  Miss  F.  V.  Russell,  Miss  E.  C.  Lev- 
ering and  Miss  A.  B.  Dole,  who  rendered  such  satisfactory  service  during  the 
year,  will  be  continued  the  ensuing  year.  They  report  constantly  improving 
moral  tone,  and  a  deep  religious  interest  pervades  the  school.  The  pupils  are 
also  improving  in  self  help.  Almost  every  one  now  provides  regularly  the 
tuition  fee.  It  has  become  a  matter  of  pride  and  honor  with  them,  and  the 
value  of  the  reflex  influence  can  hardly  be  estimated.  The  feeling  o"f  independ- 
ence and  self-respect  promotes  moral  dignity  of  character. 

Additional  buildings  are  greatly  needed  to  better  provide  for  the  school. 
Entertainments  and  fairs  have  been  conducted  by  the  teachers  and  pupils, 
the  profits  of  which  have  been  very  gratifying,  and  with  the  special  gifts  of 
friends  who  have  been  interested  in  the  work,  several  hundred  dollars  have  been 
secured  for  this  object.  It  is  hoped  that  here  also  additions  and  improvements 
may  be  made  during  the  year  which  will  give  the  required  room  and  facilities 
for  both  the  school  and  the  industrial  departments. 


Bureau  for  Texas. 


The  only  point  in  this  great  State  where  our  Society  has  begun  work  is  at 
Marshall,  where  our  Industrial  Home  for  colored  girls  is  located  in  connection 
with  Wiley  University.  There  are  900,000  colored  people  within  the  bounds  of 
the  State,  and  250,000  of  these  are  within  a  radius  of  100  mdes  from  the  city  of 
Marshall,  which  is  a  railroad  center,  and  easily  accessible  from  all  parts  of  the 
State. 
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The  only  provision  made  by  our  Church  for  the  higher  education  of  the 
youth  of  this  large  population  is  at  Wiley  University,  where  many  girls  are  re- 
ceiving intellectual  culture  who  sadly  need  the  kind  of  training  which  the  In- 
dustrial School  affords.  It  is  an  accepted  fact  that  all  high  standards  of  educa- 
tion for  girls  are  futile,  when  the  atmosphere  of  the  home  is  the  reverse  of  all 
that  is  refining  ;  and  so  it  is  our  policy  to  separate  these  girls  from  their  homes, 
and  in  the  Industrial  School  give  them  the  necessary  training  and  discipline, 
and  when  fully  established  in  right  methods  of  thought  and  action  to  return 
them  to  the  home  to  work  out  its  redemption.  What  the  South  needs  more 
than  classical  education,  or  political  rights,  is  Christian  homes,  where  right 
thinking  and  acting  are  joined  with  holy  living. 

During  the  past  year  a  substantial  building  has  been  erected  on  the  site 
previously  selected.  It  has  an  industrial  room,  library,  reception  room,  dining 
room,  kitchen,  store-rooms,  lavatory,  laundry,  and  twenty  bedrooms,  and  is 
cap'able  of  accommodating  40  pupils,  besides  Superintendent  and  teachers.  It 
is  enclosed  and  plastered,  but  the  work  cannot  proceed  further  until  further  ap- 
propriations are  made.  The  failure  to  complete  the  building  by  the  opening  of 
the  college  year  has  greatly  embarrassed  the  faculty  of  the  University,  as  pupils 
are  gathering  here  who  expected  to  find  the  Industrial  Home  in  readiness  for 
their  reception.  We  have  here  a  building  worth  $6,500  unoccupied,  because  of 
a  lack  of  $1,600  with  which  to  complete  it. 

Never  was  there  a  larger  opportunity  for  Christian  and  benevolent  work 
than  is  offered  here,  and  if,  as  we  believe,  it  is  a  providential  opening,  some- 
where there  is  that  which  will  make  its  entrance  a  possibility.  Through  all  the 
ages,  God  has  been  storing  in  his  Church  all  the  munitions  needed  to  carry'  on 
his  warfare  with  ignorance  and  sin,  and  so  we  wait,  confidently  expecting  that 
from  the  hands  of  his  stewards  we  shall  receive  all  that  is  needed  to  make  this 
King  Industrial  Home  a  center  of  light  and  help.

Bureau  for  New  Mexico  and  Arizona. 

No  work  can  be  more  important.  New  Mexico  is  the  stronghold  of  Jesuit- 
ism. Its  public  schools,  training  voters  to  govern  us,  teach  but  little  except 
Roman  Catholic  "  devotions."  Some  of  its  teachers  are  unable  to  write  their 
own  names.  Dr.  Reid  said  of  its  wretched  people,  "They  are  far  more  miser- 
able and  needy  than  the  Old  Mexicans,"  yet  we  give  tens  of  thousands  more  for 
the  evangelization  of  Old,  than  of  New  Mexico. 

We  have  three  Industrial  Schools.     The  one  in 


Albuquerque 


\ 


is  a  boarding  school,  with  an  average  attendance  of  thirteen.  There  are  twenty- 
five  in  the  sewing  class.  Miss  Norton  writes,  "  I  am  'holding  the  fort  '  against 
terr.ble  odds,  but  I  intend  to  stay,  God  helping  me,  and  see  the  battle  through." 

Our  plan  is  to  raise  up  native  teachers,  who  will  repeat  in  the  little  villages 
their  lessons  on  religion  and  the  industries.  Dr.  Harwood  advised,  and  the 
Board  unanimously  voted  to  locate  the  Home  and  School  in  Old  Town,  among 
the  New  Mexicans.  We  have  bought  a  lot  beside  the  Spanish  Methodist 
Church,  and  we  hope  to  get  the  home  built  as  soon  as  possible.  Miss  Margaret 
Tripp  is  now  on  her  way  to  reinforce  Mrs.  Norton. 

We  have  a  day  school  of  twenty-five  at 

Las  "Vegas. 

Last  year  twenty-five  were  enrolled.  The  average  attendance  was  thirteen. 
Miss  Snider,  our  faithful  and  earnest  missionary,  teaches  English  and  writing, 
as  well  as  sewing  and  other  domestic  industries.     Several  middle-aged  women 
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are  among  her  scholars.  She  writes  of  decided  improvement  in  her  pupils. 
They  take  more  pains  with  their  work  and  with  their  personal  appearance. 
Miss  Mary  Tripp  is  en  route  for  that  field,  and  we  hope  the  coming  year  to  put 
that  work  on  a  permanent  basis  by  building  the  Home. 

For  several  months  we  hoped  to  buy  the  old  church  property  in 

Santa  Fe' 

and  open  our  work  in  that  Jesuits'  centre.  But  the  Board  felt  obliged  to  post- 
pone for  lack  of  funds. 

Our  school  among  the  Jicorilla  Apaches  at 

Dulce, 

is  decidedly  prosperous,  in  spite  of  the  delay  in  building.  Miss  Moore  writes: 
"The  women  and  girls  have  cut  and  made  at  our  house  one  hundred  and  fifty 
garments,  during  the  year.  After  the  sewing  lesson  we  spend  some  time  in 
prayer  and  Bible  teaching.  A  Mexican  family  has  opened  the  house  for  Protest- 
ant service,  and  now  they  are  decidedly  on  the  Lord's  side.  We  have  had 
sixty-five  or  seventy  women  under  instruction.  They  pay  for  the  cloth  they  use, 
in  baskets,  pinion  nuts,  berries  and  moccasins,  which  we  sell  and  buy  more 
cloth;  and  thus  we  keep  the  wheel  turning.  Miss  Clegg  has  had  considerable 
experience  in  caring  for  the  sick,  which  is  now  invaluable.  Forty  or  fifty  cases 
have  received  treatment  or  medicines.  We  have  visited  not  less  than  two 
hundred  camps.  We  usually  read  the  Bible  and  pray  with  them.  Since  we 
have  had  our  horse  and  buckboard,  we  get  around  more  easily.  Sometimes 
Miss  Clegg  takes  the  sick  ones  to  the  Agency  doctor  at  Amargo.  Sometimes 
we  drive  twenty  or  thirty  miles  a  day  visiting  camps,  but  oftener  ten  or  twelve. 
Will  not  Christians  pray  for  such  an  outpouring  of  the  Holy  Spirit  upon  the 
Apaches  that  the  whole  tribe  may  be  won  to  Christ." 

The  appeals  of  the  General  Missionary  Society  have  awakened  much 
interest  for  the 

Navajos. 

While  Miss  Jane  M.  Bancroft  was  addressing  an  audience  at  the  Thousand 
Islands  Park,  money  was  pledged  to  open  our  work  in  that  destitute  and  most 
interesting  tribe.  Much  effort  has  been  made  to  find  suitable  ladies  for  that 
field,  though,  thus  far,  we  have  been  unsuccessful. 

We  regard  our  New  Mexican  work  as  excellent  and  hopeful,  though  difficult. 
We  believe  that  the  seed-time  will  soon  be  followed  by  the  reaping  of  a  rich 
harvest.  Jennie  Fowler  Willing,  Secretary. 


Bureau  for  Mormons. 


In  presenting  our  Annual  Report  we  do  not  wish  to  portray  the  evils  of 
Mormonism,  nor  have  we  space  to  tell  what  the  gospel  messengers  have  accom- 
plished in  Utah  since  their  entrance  in  1870,  but  we  wish  to  set  forth  the  work 
that  our  Society  has  been  doing  for  the  past  year  in  that  Territory.  The  most 
significant  movement  of  the  year,  and  the  one  fraught  with  most  vital  interest 
and  importance  to  our  work  in  the  future,  has  been  the  recognition  of  our  pub- 
lic school  system  in  Utah.  One  of  the  missionaries  writes,  "We  now  have  the 
free  school  system  in  Utah.  Salt  Lake  City  is  now  under  Gentile  control."  The 
children  can  now  be  taught  to  be  American  citizens,  and  from  these  schools  and 
colleges  the  missionary  ranks  can  be  recruited. 

In  the  Spencer  Home,  in  Salt  Lake  City,  Miss  Erickson  has  had  fifty-six 
scholars  under  her  influence  and  care.  She  reports  having  made  one  hundred 
and  twenty- five  visits  to  the  sick  and  needy.  An  entertainment  was  given  at 
this  Home,  to  "which  the  parents  and  others  were  invited.     During  the  evening 
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a  collection  for  missions  was  taken,  and  four  dollars  were  realized,  thus  showing 
that  the  spirit  of  benevolence  is  being  developed  by  our  teacher  in  that 
school. 

The  city  missionary  in  Salt  Lake  City,  Miss  Dunn,  who  is  so  fully  conse- 
crated to  the  work,  has  been  in  labor  abundant.  She  reports  having  marie  six 
hundred  and  seventy-three  visits  during  the  year.  In  addition  to  her  Sunday 
School  and  sewing  classes  she  devoted  a  great  deal  of  her  time  and  strength, 
last  winter,  to  nursing  the  sick,  and  also  to  securing  homes  for  children,  and 
employment  for  those  seeking  work.  In  one  of  her  reports  she  says,  "  Sickness 
still  continues.  I  have  had  an  opportunity  to  do  some  nursing,  this  winter,  for 
the  Master.  While  caring  for  the  bodies  of  the  sick  I  get  access  to  their  hearts, 
and  thus  help  them  in  spiritual  things." 

In  the  East  Ohio  Home  in  Provo,  Miss  Kellogg  had  twenty-four  scholars, 
also  a  Sunday  School.  She  seems  to  be  very  faithful  in  her  visiting.  This  place 
is  a  great  Mormon  educational  centre,  as  the  Brigham  Young  Academy  is 
situated  here.  The  Methodist  Church  has  two  primary  schools  here,  one  sus- 
tained by  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society,  and  the  other  by  the  Parent 
Board.  The  work  of  the  Methodists  is  to  prepare  the  pupils  for  schools  of 
higher  grade.  I  trust  the  day  is  not  far  distant  when  Mr.  Jeffreys,  who  is 
under  the  parent  Board,  will  see  the  desire  of  his  heart — a  Methodist  Seminary 
in  Provo. 

In  the  Philadelphia  Conference  Home  in  Logan,  Miss  Onie  Barrett  had 
fifty-four  scholars  under  her  control.  She  has  sown  seeds  in  these  tender  hearts 
that  we  trust  will  bring  forth  much  fruit.  At  the  close  of  the  year,  Miss  Barrett 
returned  home  on  account  of  her  mother's  health,  and  Miss  Sweet  has  been 
appointed  to  take  her  place.  The  thanks  of  this  Board  are  due  the  Philadel- 
phia ladies  who  built  this  Home,  and  also  to  the  North  Ohio  Conference  ladies 
who  have  furnished  it  so  beautifully  and  thoroughly.  To  do  efficient  work  at 
this  point  another  teacher  is  needed  this  year. 

At  the  Gurley  Home,  Miss  Mary  Iverson  has  labored  for  several  years. 
When  I  saw  her  fidelity  and  devotion  to  the  work,  and  that  of  her  sister  Julia 
as  well,  I  thought,  surely  the  mother  has  not  lived  in  vain  who  gave  two  such 
daughters  to  the  work  in  Utah.  Last  winter,  when  Miss  Mary  Iverson  was 
compelled  to  close  her  school  on  account  of  sickness,  she  wrote  :  "I  had  all  I 
could  do  in  caring  for  the  sick.  At  one  place  that  I  called  I  found  the  mother 
and  the  children  sick  in  bed,  and  no  bread  in  the  house.  1  was  glad  that  I 
knew  how  to  make  bread,  and  I  made  it  for  them  until  the  mother  was  able  to 
be  up  again."  She  distributed  a  good  deal  of  clothing  last  wrinter,  as  she  found 
many  needy  and  worthy  families.  She  says  more  homes  are  open  to  her  now 
than  ever  before,  and  many  in  that  place  bless  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary 
Society.  At  this  time  she  is  at  home,  I  cannot  say  for  a  rest,  as  she  is  working 
in  her  own  Conference,  and  trying  to  give  the  people  the  information  they  so 
much  need.  I  hope  she  will  be  able  to  secure  money  enough  to  put  a  fence 
around  the  lot,  and  add  another  room  to  the  one  she  already  lives  and  cooks  in. 
Last  year,  through  the  generosity  of  Mrs.  Gurley  and  Mrs.  Corey,  of  Delaware, 
O.,  there  was  a  vestibule,  belfry  and  bell  put  up  ;  also  an  organ  was  given.  The 
school  here  numbers  forty. 

At  the  Thomson  Home  in  Mt.  Pleasant,  of  which  Miss  Carperson  has  had 
charge,  there  were  seventy-five  scholars,  besides  her  Sunday  School  and  sewing 
classes.  This  is  growing  to  be  a  very  strong  point  in  our  work.  Mrs.  Thom- 
son has  given  $25,  and  Mrs.  Corey  (both  of  Delaware,  O.,)  gives  $100  toward 
establishing  a  boarding  home,  which  is  very  much  needed  in  that  place,  besides 
giving  an  organ,  and  other  donations. 

Mrs.  Jennie  Hansen,  missionary  on  the  Mt.  Pleasant  circuit,  reports  having 
made  eight  hundred  and  seventy-four  visits,  and  given  seventy-three  Bible 
readings,  beside  holding  cottage  prayer  and  temperance  meetings,  and  conduct- 
ing meetings  in  the  absence  of  the  pastor. 

At  the  S.  V.  Leech  Home  in  Spring  City,  the  work  is  most  encouraging. 
Miss    Larsen   writes   that  her    Sunday   School  is  very  interesting.     She  adds : 
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"Though  1  get  a  Utile  homesick  and  discouraged  at  times,  yet  I  have  no  dispo- 
sition to  give  up  the  work,  even  if  I  lay  my  body  in  Utah  soil." 

The  school  ai  the  Phoebe  Palmer  Memorial  Chapel  had  enrolled  twenty 
scholar-;.  The  teacher,  Miss  Julia  Iverson,  writes:  "My  time  has  been  well 
employed  visiting  the  sick,  doing  with  a  willing  heart  what  I  could,  remember- 
ing that  '  inasmuch  as  ye  have  done  it  unto  one  of  the  least  of  these,  my  breth- 
ren, ye  have  done  it  unto  me.'  I  am  so  glad  that  we  can  show  our  love  for 
Christ  in  deed  as  well  as  in   word." 

Miss  Adella  Nelson  entered  the  field  at  Spanish  Fork  late  last  fall.  She 
had  sixty-seven  in  her  school,  and  has  seemed  to  be  very  successful  in  her  work 
this  year. 

Grantsville  is  one  of  the  hardest  fields  we  have  in  the  work.  Miss 
McCollum,  the  teacher,  says  that  there  are  no  members  of  the  Church  in  that 
place.  The  preacher  in  charge,  having  a  large  circuit,  can  only  be  there  on 
week  evenings,  so  she  has  to  lead  the  Sunday  services  and  take  charge  of  the 
Sunday  School. 

At  Richfield  the  school  is  so  well  established  that  there  seems  nothing  but 
sucress.  Last  year  the  Sunday  School  numbered  eighty-five,  this  year  it  num- 
bers one  hundred  and  thirty,  and  the  week-day  school  numbers  eighty.  Miss 
Hoserud  is  very  jubilant  over  th's  increase. 

The  Columbus  Home,  at  Elsinore,  in  charge  of  Miss  Christine  Larsen,  is 
doing  good  work.  She  reports  thirty-one  scholars  and  three  hundred  and  nine- 
teen  visits. 

I  have  endeavored  to  give  an  outline  of  the  work  your  teachers  and  mis- 
sionaries are  doing.  The  figures  and  facts  are  few  compared  with  the  amount 
of  seed-sowing  that  has  been  done.  Still  there  are  many  voices  from  Utah 
against  which  we  cannot  stop  our  ears.  "There  are  sad  voices  from  the  broken- 
hearted women  of  Utah  that  have  already  penetrated  the  ear  of  God,"  and 
have  reached  the  hearts  of  the  Christian  women  of  the  land.  Let  us  go  for- 
ward, like  the  good  Samaritan,  pouring  the  oil  of  comfort  and  consolation  into 
the  bleeding  hearts  of  the  women  of  Utah.

Bureau  for  Indians. 


Omitting  much  that  might  be  said  of  the  Indian  fields,  destitute  of  mis- 
sionaries, we  shall  confine  this  report  to  such  missions  as  we  have,  and  refer  the 
reader  to  the  proper  place  in  the  Annual  Report  where  appropriations  for  new 
work  among  the  Indians  will  be  found. 

Nootsachk,  Wasb. 

At  this  station  we  have  contracts  with  the  United  States  Indian  Depart- 
ment, allowing  annuities  of  $108  per  scholar  as  soon  as  we  have  suitable  build- 
ings for  a  boarding  school.  The  Roman  Catholics,  because  they  have  funds  to 
meet  the  conditions  of  the  Indian  Department,  get  large  contracts  for  annuities. 
A  school  was  opened  in  Nootsachk,  in  October,  1889,  in  a  borrowed  building. 
The  building  had  to  be  vacated  in  April,  1890,  and  the  school  therefore  closed. 
Two  years  ago  a  lady  of  Albany  gave  $1,100  to  erect  a  building,  memorial  of 
her  husband,  at  Nootsachk,  which  should  bear  the  name  of  Stickney  Home. 
Up  to  the  present  time  only  $400  have  been  added  to  this  generous  gift  of  Mrs. 
Stickney.  In  addition,  the  Indians  gave  twenty-five  acres  of  land,  valued  at 
$too  per  acre,  for  farm  purposes.  Unless  a  building  is  erected  this  year,  the 
Indians  will  withdraw  their  land ;  there  is  also  danger  of  losing  government 
aid.  Indian  children  are  not  welcomed  in  the  white  schools  of  that  locality, 
and  must  remain  in  ignorance,  without  missionary  help.  This  Home  will  be 
built  the  coming  year. 
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Pawhuska,  Oklahoma  Ter.,  (formerly  Indian  Ter.) 

At  this  station,  among  the  Osages,  tlie  girls'  school,  under  our  care, 
closed  in  June,  with  sixty-three  pupils  enrolled.  For  these  we  have  govern- 
ment contracts  for  annuities  of  $125  per  pupil.  At  this  place  the  Roman 
Catholics  have  a  large  building,  completed  this  summer,  in  which  a  school  was 
opened  this  fall.  A.t  this  writing  we  have  fifty  pupils  enrolled,  which  are  all 
our  two  cottages  will  accommodate. 

It  will  be  necessary  to  erect  a  building  large  enough  between  these  two 
cottages  to  better  accommodate  these  pupils,  and  to  receive  more,  for  whom 
we  shall  have  contracts  when  we  have  the  adequate  buildings.  The  govern- 
ment will  also  allow  us  160  acres  of  land  for  farming  purposes.  We  now  have 
fourteen  head  of  cattle  and  ten  pigs.  Mrs.  F.  T.  Gaddis,  our  former  Superin- 
tendent, whose  health  was  in  a  precarious  condition,  after  two  laborious  years, 
resigned  her  position.  Miss  Mattie  B.  Powers,  of  Monlpelier,  Vt.,  is  principal 
teacher.  The  order  of  the  school,  and  the  beautiful  Christian  spirit  of  the  em- 
ployes, is  delightful  to  behold.  We  hope  next  year  to  report  a  new  building 
and  large  school.  Too  much  can  not  be  said  in  praise  of  the  wise  Chris'ian 
agent,  Major  Laban  J.  Miles,  who  efficiently  aids  all  missionary  effort,  inviting 
both  Methodist  preacher  and  Roman  priest  to  preach  at  the  Agency. 

Pawnee,  Oklahoma  Ter., 

was  the  first  mission  undertaken  by  the  Society.  Mrs.  Mattie  A.  Bowden  is 
our  missionary  here.  We  own  a  comfortable  cottage  and  garden,  and  pony. 
Mrs.  Bowden  visits  in  rotation  the  poor  bands  which  compose  this  tribe.  She 
comes  thus  in  personal  contact  with  the  whole  tribe.  She  proposes  the  coming 
year  to  camp  among  them,  giving  some  time  to  each  band,  entering  their  indi- 
vidual lodges  with  prayer  and  song,  and  learning  the  language.  Her  work 
has  also  been  with  sewing  classes.  She  holds  Bible  readings  and  teaches  in  the 
Sunday  School,  and  has  a  little  Home  Mission  Society,  which  has  contributed 
$1.25  to  the  mission  this  year.  A  small  Church  was  completed  in  June,  which 
the  Indians  furnished  neatly  with  chairs.  This  Church  is  under  the  care  of 
Rev.  Mr.  Cronk,  of  the  Indian  Mission  Conference.  Pawnee  Mission  is  in  the 
hands  of  a  committee  of  the  Philadelphia  Conference,  which  has  generously 
supplied  every  need,  and  conducted  the  mission  with  enterprise  ami  wisdom. 
Good  results  appear  in  the  disposition  of  this  tribe  to  industry  and  Christianity. 
The  committee  has  provided  a  beneficiary  as  companion  and  pupil  to  our  lonely 
missionary.     The  ladies  of  Cortland,  N.  Y.,  support  this  beneficiary. 

Ponca, 

thirty-five  miles  distant  from  Pawnee,  was  established  by  Miss  E.  L.  Clark,  an 
estimable  missionary,  now  matron  in  the  government  Indian  School  at  Law- 
rence. She  could  not  stay  alone,  hence  the  change.  A  committee  of  Troy 
Conference  has  charge  of  this  mission,  and  has  conducted  it  efficiently,  affection- 
ate'y  and  successfully.  The  missionary  has  planted  fruit  trees  and  has  an  ex- 
cellent garden.  Forty  acres  will  be  enclosed  next  year,  as  mission  property. 
The  story  and  a  half  cottage  is  in  good  repair.  During  the  past  year  Rev.  S.  G. 
Bundy  and  wife  have  been  our  missionaries  at  this  point.  Mr.  Bundy  preaches 
twice  on  Sunday  in  an  old  government  building  which  has  been  fitted  up  as  a 
Church;- also  holds  mid-week  prayer  meetings.  Mrs.  Bundy,  our  faithful  mis- 
sionary, died  Oct.  27th,  on  the  banks  of  the  Cottonwood  creek,  from  shock  and 
chill  affecting  her  heart.  While  attempting  to  cross  the  stream,  she.  with  her 
husband,  son  and  team,  were  submerged  in  the  swollen  waters.  Mr.  Bundy 
succeeded  in  getting  her  and  his  son  out.  The  excellent  team  of  horses  was 
drowned.  He  and  his  wife  have  been  in  personal  contact  with  the  Indians, 
who  constantly  visit  the  house,  and  the  Poncas  are  deeply  affected  at  her  death. 
These  three  tribes  are  polygamous,  and  also  addicted  to  gambling.  As  a 
result  of  our  missions,  at  each  of  these  stations  the  Parent  Board  has  established, 
a    Church   with  efficient  pastors,  excepting    at    Ponca,    where    our    missionary 
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serves.  Rev.  Dr.  Long  preaches  at  Pawhuska.  We  thus  see  the  permanent 
fruit  of  our  efforts,  and  have  reason  to  go  forward  with  renewed  courage  and 
fidelity.  The  cause  of  missions  is  greatly  aided  at  Pawnee  and  Ponca  by  the 
fostering  care  of  the  excellent  Christian  agent,  Major  J.  M.  Wood.

Bureau  for  Alaska. 


During  the  past  year  there  has  been  an  increasing  interest  in  Alaska.  A 
greater  demand  for  literature  has  been  made  than  could  be  met.  The  reading 
of  Dr.  Jackson's  Alaska,  which  was  so  wisely  chosen  as  one  of  the  books  for 
the  Reading  Circle,  has  caused  many  to  seek  additional  information.  Items  and 
articles  in  the  public  print  have  been  more  numerous  than  at  any  previous  time, 
and  have  attracted  attention  to  this  vast  Territory  of  ours. 

Notwithstanding  the  continued  waiting  for  the  Jesse  Lee  Home,  there  is  no 
abatement  of  zeal  and  effort  to  meet  the  demands.  One  lady  writes,  "  Don't 
sell  out  all  your  rooms.  Save  me  three  bright,  cheery  ones.  I  mean  to  have 
the  $300  before  Christmas."  Doors,  desks  and  windows  are  still  being  called 
for.  Two  little  girls  sold  their  pet  lamb  for  missions,  Alaska  receiving  its 
share,  which  was  added  to  and  a  window  made  theirs.  In  response  to  an  ap- 
peal through  the  papers  for  the  balance  needed  for  the  Home,  a  lady  wrote: 
"I  have  worked  for  the  Woman's  Foreign  Society  twenty  years,  and  belong  to 
the  Home  Society  as  well,  but  am  not  active.  The  definiteness  with  which  you 
showed  how  a  small  sum  could  be  used  to  provide  even  a  desk,  made  me  decide 
to  sow  a  little  seed  in  that  mission.  I  send  $5.00  as  a  widow's  mite,  "for  the  love 
of  Christ  and  in  his  name."  I  hope  the  little  arms  that  rest  upon  this  desk 
while  being  educated  will  live  to  bear  aloft  the  banner  which  is  inscribed 
'Holiness  to  the  Lord.'  "  These  are  but  specimens  of  the  spirit  manifested  by 
those  who  are  dropping  their  gifts  into  the  treasury  for  Alaska.  From  sources 
sometimes  hardly  expected  comes  welcome  help.  Gladly  would  we  record  these 
but  will  note  only  one.  A  sewing  machine  company  when  written  to  of  the 
need  for  a  machine  for  Jesse  Lee  Home,  replied:  "We  are  pleased  to  comply 
with  your  request.  We  ship  a  sewing  machine  properly  packed  to  the  address 
you  gave,  and  hope  it  will  prove  as  great  an  educator  and  civilizer  as  your  other 
efforts  for  the  benefit  of  the  Alaskans." 

Progress  Made. 

In  August,  the  lumber  for  the  Martha  Ellen  Stevens  cottage,  with  its  fur- 
nishings, were  sent  to  Unga,  and  arrived  in  safety. 

A  note  from  Prof.  Tuck  is  deeply  tinged  with  disappointment  because  the 
Home  is  not  built  this  year.  The  surprising  success  of  their  work  proves  a 
dangerous  burden  upon  them  in  the  little  crowded,  leaky  house  they  occupy. 
He  writes:  "I  am  expecting  six  girls  from  St.  Paul  on  the  next  trip  of  the 
Bear.  This  will  give  us  from  fourteen  to  eighteen  boarders  in  our  five  small 
rooms.  Our  double-decker  bedsteads  will  be  more  than  full.  The  outlook  for 
a  large  increase  in  the  near  future  is  good.  It  is  nearly  certain  that  there  will 
be  more  than  twice  as  many  day  scholars  wishing  to  attend  as  we  shall  be  able 
to  teach.  You  see  we  are  taking  a  terrible  amount  of  work  upon  our  hands  and 
may  break  down  under  it.  Indeed,  I  am  not  sure  we  can  endure  the  dampness 
of  this  house  until  another  spring.  Mrs.  Tuck  is  already  much  worn  and  will 
surely  break  down  unless  she  will  allow  me  to  carry  a  greater  part  of  the 
household  care." 

Here  is  what  Dr.  Jackson  says:  "  *  *  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Tuck  are  doing 
well.  They  have  probably  written  you  that  I  advised  them  to  commence  the 
Home  by  taking  in  two  orphan  girls  from  Attoo.  Several  others  had  to  be 
taken  at  once  or  "they  would  be  lost.     Other  orphans  are  to  be  sent  down  from 
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the  Seal  Islands  and  they  are  already  packed  like  sardines.  I  saw  the  plans  of 
the  Jesse  Lee  Memorial  house  and  approve  of  them.  Il  should  have  been 
built  this  season.  You  are  losing  valuable  ground  by  the  delay.  The  Method- 
ist Church  has  a  golden  opportunity  at  Unalaska,  but  I  fear  they  are  not  awake 
to  it.  I  spent  altogether  nearly  three  weeks  at  Unalaska.  The  work  has 
already  grown  to  that  extent  you  will  have  to  send  at  least  two  ladies  in  the 
spring.  Mrs.  Tuck  is  so  overworked  that  both  her  husband  and  myself  have 
grave  fears  that  she  will  break  down  this  winter  before  help  reaches  them.  It 
would  be  unfortunate  if  he  should  be  compelled  to  leave  the  work  next  spring 
in  search  of  health  for  his  wife.  It  will  be  still  worse  if  Mrs.  Tuck  follows 
Mrs.  Carr  to  a  premature  grave." 

How  many  sacrificed  lives  will  it  require  to  arouse  the  Methodist  women  of 
the  country  ?  This  question  is  respectfully  referred  to  the  women  of  our 
Church  to  answer.  Mrs.  L.  II.   Daggett,  Secretary. 


Bureau 'for  Young  People's  Work. 

On  a  January  morning,  1886,  in  the  drawing-room  of  our  loved  and  lamented 
Mrs.  W.  F.  Thorne,  of  Cincinnati,  Mrs.  H.  C.  McCabe  modestly  suggested  the 
formation  of  this  Bureau  for  Young  People's  Work.  In  four  years,  its  growth 
has  been  a  marvel.  During  the  year  just  closing,  our  number  of  Bands  has 
largely  increased.  There  are  less  of  Queen  Esther  Circles,  that  is,  societies  of 
girls  over  sixteen  years  of  age,  because  the  Epworth  League  has  absorbed  part 
of  our  youthful  strength,  but  the  juvenile  portion  of  our  Church  is  fast  organ- 
izing. Having  a  definite  object  to  work  for  has  given  a  remarkable  impetus  to 
our  division  of    . 

Mothers'  Jewels. 

The  enrollment  of  babyhood  is  not,  simply,  an  impulse  of  the  Woman's 
Home  Missionary  Society;  it  is  a  great  Protestant  movement.  Children  should 
be  ours  for  training  in  systematic  giving  and  Christian  work,  from  the  very  day 
they  first  see  the  light,  and  this  rapid  garnering  of  babies  as  "  Jewels"  shows  that 
along-felt  need  is  now  coming  to  fullness  and  fruition.  But  while  we  rejoice  in 
the  prosperity  of  this  division,  we  must  not  lose  sight  of  the  absolute  necessity  for 
vigilance  in  the  formation  and  sustainment  of  our  older  juvenile  classes.  Bands 
have  performed  important  service  in  supporting  beneficiaries,  or  pupils  in  our 
various  Schools  and  Homes.  They,  too,  have  helped  local  work  and  placed 
many  a  window  and  organ  in  mission  chapels.  We  cannot  afford  to  have  this 
right  arm  of  power  diminish  for  a  moment;  the  Southern,  Indian,  Spanish- 
American  and  Utah  demands  press  closely  upon  us. 

It  has  become  imperative  that  we  have  a 

Superintendent  of  Young  People's  Work 

in  each  Conference,  who  shall  foster  Bands  and  Circles,  organized  by  the  proper 
authorities — the  District  Secretaries.  It  should  be  the  province  of  this  Superin- 
tendent to  see  that  these  Bands  and  Circles  are  kept  alive  and  active,  to  furnish 
them  literature  and  entertainments,  placing  before  them  all  proper  appliances 
and  information.  In  case  of  no  District  Secretary,  or,  of  an  incompetent  one, 
she  may  organize,  and  it  should  be  one  of  her  duties  to  attend  to  the  appoint- 
ment of  one  person  in  each  auxiliary  who  shall  supervise  the  garnering  of 
Mothers'  Jewels.  This  Superintendent  may  report  to  the  Conference  Secretary 
the  condition  of  her  work,  with  any  details  that  may  promote  the  objects  of  the 
Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society,  viz.:  to  uplift  the  masses  of  people  every- 
where, in  city,  country  or  hamlet,  who  need  such  evangelism. 
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Boys. 

It  is  not  difficult  to  interest  ^ii'ls  in  missionary  work,  but  how  shall  we  fascin- 
ate the  boys?     Sons  and  br<  thers  must  lie  brought  in.     The  subject  so  al 
my  thought  that  this  report  would  be  too  lengthy  if  I  should  attempt  specifica- 
tions here.      "  How  may  boys  aid    Home   Missions?"    will  be  made  the   subject 
of  a  leaflet  soon  to  be  issued  for  distribution  among  the  people.

We  are  almost  depleted  as  to  this  important  demand,  and  need  a  half-score 
of  swift  pens,  guided  by  bright  women's  hand  and  thought,  to  supply  the 
increasing  call,  and  just  as  rapidly  as  possible  new  and  fresh  leaflets  must  be 
supplied. 

A  Clialcl's  Paper 

is  an  absolute  necessity.  We  advise  the  immediate  issue  of  one  to  be  edited 
and  published  by  the  ladies  in  charge  of  Woman's  Home  Missions,  and  afforded 
at  fifteen  cents  per  year  to  all  who  desire  to  subscribe  for  it,  having  its  columns 
fided  with  instructive  articles,  and  fresh  information  from  fields  in  which  Bands 
have  an  interest  to  support.  ' 

Entertainments. 

For  Mothers' Jewels,  Mrs.  N.  C.  Alger's  collection  is  adapted;  then  we 
have  the  "Light  Bearers'  Exercise,"  by  Mrs.  Simpson,  of  Troy,  N.  Y.  ;  "The 
Praise  of  the  Nation,"  by  Miss  House,  of  Cincinnati,  O.  ;  "The  Flag  Festival," 
by  the  Secretary,  which  has  reached  its  third  edition,  bearing  the  name  of  "The 
Four  Hundredth  Anniversary  Program  (Discovery  of  America,  1492-1S92)." 

Badge. 

We  have  one,  devised  by  a  member  of  this  Bureau — a  crescent,  cross,  heart 
and  palm-branch  ingeniously  combined,  bea'ring  the  Golden  Rule  in  clear  print, 
which  may  be  sold  to  adults  or  juveniles. 

We  recommend: 

1.  That  a  sufficient  supply  of  fresh  literature  and  entertainment  be  fur- 
nished at  once. 

2.  That  a  child's  paper,  separate  from  the  organ  of  the  Society,  be  issued, 
at  fifteen  cents  per  year. 

3.  That  an  agent  be  appointed  to  buy,  sell  and  distribute  the  badge. 

4.  That  Mothers'  Jewels  include  all  children  from  one  day  old  to  eight 
years;  that  Bands  comprise  those  from  eight  to  sixteen;  that  Queen  Esther 
Circles  or  Young  Women's  Societies  embrace  any  above  sixteen  years  of  age.

Bureau  for  Local  Missionary  "Work. 

There  is  a  constantly  increasing  conviction  that  an  imperative  demand  for 
work  exists  among  our  rapidly  growing  city  populations.  There  is  abundant 
reason  to  believe  that  where  this  city  work  has  been  intelligently  undertaken  by 
the  Woman's-  Home  Missionary  Society,  it  is  yielding  excellent  results.  The 
city  missionaries  are  faithful  and  devoted  workers,  and  are  giving  a  large  equiv- 
alent of  labor  for  the  small  pay  they  are  receiving. 

As  fast  as  city  mission  work  becomes  well  organized,  it  falls  into  line  with 
our  regular  system;  takes  its  appropriations  from  this  body,  receives  credit  for 
the  funds  raised  for  its  support,  and  reports  its  work  as  any  other  field.  City 
mission  work  should  be  well  organized  and  carried  with  a  steady  hand  through 
the  entire  year,  with  a  definite  purpose  in  view,  in  order  to  make  it  yield  good 
results.     Sporadic  efforts  consume  money  and  time  and  yield  no  permanent  ben- 
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efits.  It  is  besl  to  undertake  no  more  than  can  be  done  systematically  and 
thoroughly.  Quite  a  margin  of  money  is  expended  and  work  reported  which  is 
but  temporary,  indefinite  and  unorganized.  Some  of  it  would  not  beai 
scrutiny  as  real,  accredited  missionary  work,  hut  our  women  are  slowly  learning 
that  rendering  assistance  to  "  the  brethren"  is  not  the  work  of  this  Society. 
They  are  coming  to  understand  that  it  is  only  when  we  go  among  the  uncared 
for,  those  entirely  outside  of  religious  influences,  that  we  are  doing  missionary 
work.  Localities  needing  such  work  may  be  found  in  the  small  cities  as  well  as 
in  the  large  ones,  in  our  villages,  even.  Not  much  money  is  required  in  the 
small  places,  but  instead,  donations  of  clothing,  of  food,  of  medicines,  and 
sympathy,  encouragement  to  self-help  and  self-respecting  industry.  In  most 
instances  the  poverty  comes  through  drink,  and  non-industrious  habits.  But 
whatever  is  done,  should  be  done  systematically,  and  with  a  definite  purpose.  In  the 
large  cities  the  demands  are  entirely  different,  and  the  methods  must  be  different. 

I  append  such  reports  as  I  have  received  : 

The  Pittsburgh  Conference  reports  a  missionary,  Miss  Lizzie  J.  Cameron, 
employed  in  the  coke  regions,  who  has  been  doing  good  work.  The  following 
are  some  of  the  items  from  one  monthly  report  which  show  the  character  of  the 
work.  Miss  Cameron  says  :  "I  have  visited  seventy-five  families,  some  of  them 
.several  times,  during  the  last  month;  and  held  eighteen  meetings  in  the  homes 
in  the  last  two  months.  In  these  meetings  the  mothers  and  children  were  gath- 
ered. I  have  distributed  about  800  papers,  10  Bibles  for  study  in  catechism,  and 
12  large  Bibles  to  families.  I  think  they  have  been  thoughtfully  and  earnestly 
read.  The  children  have  given  quite  a  nice  little  sum  of  money  for  the  mission- 
ary and  temperance  causes.  We  have  helped  to  clothe  two  needy  families,  and 
an  old  lady  who  was  almost  helpless.  The  attendance  in  all  the  classes  has 
increased  from  the  first,  and  I  think  the  interest  also  has  increased."  Mrs. 
Chas.  W.  Smith,  the  President  of  the  Conference,  writes  of  this  coke  region: 
"  It  is  one  of  the  most  heathenish  places  I  know  of.  The  degradation  is  simply 
dreadful." 

The  following  are  extracts  from  the  report  of  the  Cleveland  work,  made  by 
Mrs.  Timmins,  Secretary  of  the  Woman's  Union:  "In  January,  1888,  a  number 
of  delegates  from  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Societies  of  the  Methodist 
Churches  in  Cleveland  met  by  appointment,  for  the  purpose  of  forming  some 
plans  by  which  city  missionary  work  could  be  taken  up  and  successfully  carried 
forward.  After  discussion  it  was  decided  that  the  auxiliaries  of  the  various  Meih- 
odist  Episcopal  Churches  of  the  city  unite  to  form  a  Local  Missionary  Union  for  the 
evangelization  of  the  needy  and  neglected  people  of  the  city,  in  harmony  with 
the  general  Constitution,  and  be  authorized  to  form  plans,  to  superintend  the 
work  determined  upon,  be  responsible  for  the  expenditure  of  funds,  and  report 
quarterly  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Bureau  of  Local  Work,  through  the  Conference 
Secretary.  Sixteen  churches  were  represented,  and  each  church  pledged  an 
amount  for  the  support  of  the  work  ;  and  a  committee  was  appointed  to  exam- 
ine into  the  needs  of  the  destitute  sections  and  to  procure  a  suitable  person  to 
be  employed  as  missionary.  Subsequently,  on  recommendation  of  the  commit- 
tee, work  was  begun  in  connection  with  the  Broadway  mission  of  our  Church, 
in  a  locality  where  there  are  11,006  Bohemians  within  a  radius  of  one  mile, 
most  of  whom  are  ignorant  and  degraded.  A  missionary  was  employed,  who 
has  worked  faithfully  to  the  present  time,  visiting  the  poor,  caring  for  the  sickr 
and  bringing' children  to  Sabbath  School,  holding  cottage  prayer-meetings,  and 
giving  Bible  reading  to  those  who  cannot  go  to  church.  In  one  case  she  had 
full  charge  of  the  funeral  of  a  poor  woman,  by  request  of  the  friends;  and  a 
special  cause  for  rejoicing  was  that  one  saloon-keeper,  through  her  instrumen- 
tality, was  converted  and  grve  up  his  business,  and  his  whole  family  became 
members  of  the  Church.  In  June,  1889,  the  Union  placed  another  missionary 
in  the  field,  who  has  done  faithful  work  in  connection  with  a  mission  chapel 
in  a  different  locality. 

"Our  Union  holds  regular  monthly  meetings  the  second  Tuesday  in  each 
month.     Our  missionaries  then  give  a  report  of  the  number^of  visits  made  during 
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the  month,  number  of  scholars  brought  into  Sabbath  School,  the  sick  and  dis- 
tressed whom  they  have  found,  and  the  report  of  the  sewing  school  which  each 
has  organized  in  her  respective  field,  where  they  teach  the  little  children  to  sew, 
and  to  repeat  passages  of  Scripture  and  hymns  while  at  work.  Many  garments 
have  been  made  in  these  schools,  also  quilts  and  comfortables,  which  are  sold, 
when  completed,  thereby  making  this  branch  self-supporting.  In  one  of  these 
schools  a  class  of  girls  from  seven  to  ten  years  old  pieced  a  quilt  which  the 
ladies  quilted  and  sent  to  the  Logan  Home,  Utah.  Each  quarter  we  hold  an 
all  day  meeting,  to  which  we  give  a  general  invitation,  especially  to  the  minis- 
ters of  our  churches.  The, morning  session  is  devoted  to  business,  and  after  a 
basket  lunch  a  program  previously  prepared  presents  a  variety  of  papers,  and 
topics  for  discussion. 

"Our  missionaries  have  reported  4,142  calls  made  in  twenty-seven  months, 
forty  Bibles  given  away,  two  thousand  tracts  distributed,  many  garments  given 
to  the  poor,  and  250  scholars  brought  to  Sunday  School." 

The  Brooklyn  work  is  still  prosperous.  Besides  the  Working  Girls'  Society, 
connected  with  which  are  classes  in  plain  sewing,  dressmaking,  millinery,  arith- 
metic, elocution,  writing  and  music,  there  is  also  a  Little  Girls' Sewing  School," 
which  is  full  of  pupils.  Larger  rooms  have  been  provided,  and  still  many  are 
turned  away  for  lack  of  room.  A  pleasant  reading  room  and  library  has  been 
provided  for  those  who  want  to  spend  the  evenings  in  reading.  Other  work  is 
projected  for  the  coming  year. 

Mrs.  E.  W.  Simpson  reports  for  Troy  Conference:  "Increased  interest  has 
been  manifested  in  the  department  of  Local  Work  in  Troy  Conference  the  past 
year,  and  several  churches  have  done  considerable  work,  but  many  have  failed 
to  send  in  reports.  At  Saratoga  Springs,  Miss  March  has  not  slackened  in  her 
efforts  to  lift  up  the  fallen,  to  reach  out  a  helping  hand  to  the  needy,  and  carry 
the  light  of  the  Gospel  to  those  in  darkness.  She  has  been  aided  in  her  noble 
work  by  the  Young  Ladies'  Circle,  which  has  helped  to  prepare  the  clothing  for 
the  needy,  and  to  distribute  it.  Mrs.  Lydia  Kilderhouse,  missionary  for  Ash 
Grove  Church,  Albany,  has  done  excellent  work  in  house  to  house  "visitation, 
her  bright,  sunny  face  and  helping  hand  carrying  joy  and  comfort  wherever  she 
goes.  St.  Luke's  Church,  Albany,  has  employed  Miss  Hilda  Conway  as  mis- 
sionary, who  has  done  good  work.  The  Mission  Band  at  Broadalbin  has  done 
much  good  work  among  the  needy  in  the  village,  and  aided  a  worthy  minister 
in  our  Conference." 

Mrs.  Prettyman,  of  Indianapolis,  reports  the  organization  of  an  Industrial 
school  for  colored  children,  under  the  direction  of  Roberts  Park  Church.  The 
attendance  is  from  50  to  85  pupils.  An  organ  has  been  bought  and  music  is  a 
prominent  part  of  the  exercises.  Cottage  prayer-meetings  are  held  in  the 
families  of  those  who  attend  the  school. 

Epworth,  Iowa,  reports  a  work  among  Catholics,  among  whom  a  school  of 
forty  pupils  has  heen  secured.     Newton,  Kansas,  reports  some  work. 

Philadelphia  employs  a  missionary,  who  reports,  among  other  items,  2,407 
visits,  61  pledges  signed,  152  religious  services  conducted,  660  garments  dis- 
tributed, 45  persons  helped  to  secure  employment. 

Mrs.  W.  J.  Aldrich  reports  work  done  in  Muskegon,  Mich.,  in  distributing 
reading  matter,  visiting  the  sick,  holding  religious  meetings,  visiting  non-church- 
goers, and  so  on,  to  the  value  of  over  $400. 

Mrs.  N.  H.  Bump,  of  Binghamton,  N.  Y.,  reports  work  done  in  that  city. 
Simpson  Auxiliary,  Scranton,  Pa.;  Trinity  Church,  Jersey  City;  Richmond 
Avenue,  Buffalo;  Goshen,  Indiana;  South  St.  Church,  Utica ;  New  Cumber- 
land, Pa.  ;  Grace  Church,  Harrisburg ;  all  report  work  done  through  the  auxil- 
iaries of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society.  Xenia,  Ohio,  reports  the 
employment  of  a  missionary,  Miss  Sophy  Loyd.  Cornhill  Auxiliary,  Roches- 
ter, reports  the  employment  of  Miss  Laura  C.  Hopkins  as  a  faithful  and  devoted 
missionary. 

All  the  Conference    Secretaries    do    not   yet   quite    understand    that    they 
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should  report  the  work  of  the  entire  Conference  instead  of  leaving  each  auxil- 
iary to  report  its  own.  This  method  makes  the  reports  too  long,  and  too  scat- 
tering. They  should  also  bear  in  mind  that  their  reports  should  be  made  in 
two  parts,  all  that  refers  to  finance  going  to  the  General  Treasurer,  accompanied 
by  the  proper  vouchers,  and  whatever  refers  to  the  methods  and  success  of  the 
work  going  to  the  Bureau  Secretary.  The  Bureau  Secretary  should  always 
be  informed  of  the  character  of  the  work  done,  and  the  methods  employed  in 
carrying  it  on.  Dki.ia  L.    Williams,  Secretary. 


Beading  Circle. 

The  Reading  Circle  has  been  in  successful  operation  for  three  years.  Its 
object  is  to  lay  before  the  families  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society,  in 
concise,  brief  form,  the  condition  of  our  country  in  a  sense  not  confined  to  its 
missionary  needs. 

A  condensed  statement  of  the  entire  plan,  with  all  necessary  information, 
is  sufficiently  set  forth  in  a  leaflet,  and  kept  in  print  as  a  standing  card  and 
heading  to  our  corner  in  Womari' 's  Home  Missions.  We  call  attention  to  this 
department  of  our  paper  as  it  is  issued  from  month  to  month,  for  in  it  is  usually 
published  some  suggestion  or  item  of  information  designed  for  helpfulness  in 
this  work.

Following  this  is  a  star  course,  consisting  of  dues,  Woman's  Home  Missions, 
last  Annual  Report  of  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society,  and  one  other  book 
such  as  shall  be  recommended  by  the  Bureau  and  approved  by  the  Society. 
The  first  book  of  the  star  course  is  "  Deaconesses",  etc.,  by  Miss  J.  M.  Bancroft. 

With  our  best  effort,  it  has  been  impossible  to  be  thoroughly  correct  in  our 
list  of  those  who  have  read  one  or  more  years  of  the  course,  since  the  list  of 
names  in  tabulated  form,  should  show  what  work  has  been  completed.  If  ladies 
will  follow  this  direction,  no  trouble  need  come  : 

Alzvays  report  to  the  Coiiference  Corresponding  Secretary,  or  some  one  appointed 
for  this  specialty  in  the  Conference,  all  names  marked  1,  2,  or  3,  according  to  the 
ivork  done,  not  earlier  than  the  spring  quarter,  and  not  later  than  June  1st,  of  each 
year. 

We  call  attention  to  our  leaflet  No.  6,  which  is  designed  to  give  a  full 
statement  for  the  first  three  years'  work  done,  and  yet  we  are  conscious  that  it 
does  not  represent  more  than  half  the  work  done,  owing  to  irregularities  or 
mistakes  in  carrying  forward  reports,  a  large  share  of  which  the  Secretary  of 
the  Bureau  will  stand  responsible  for.  All  names  omitted  or  not  properly 
credited  in  this  leaflet  are  entitled  to  credit  on  next  year,  and  may  be  estimated 
in  competition  for  prizes,  which  are  hereby  offered  to  auxiliaries  on  the  usual 
basis  for  next  year :  $25.00,  by  Mrs.  H.  E.  Doud  ;  $20.00,  by  Mrs.  R.  S.  Rust ; 
$5.00,  by  Butler  St.  Auxiliary,  Pittsburgh,  Pa.  Such  money,  in  all  cases,  goes 
to  the  treasury  of  the  Society. 

Statistical  Report. — Names  reported,  565;  names  reported  to  credit  of 
1890,  528;  years  of  work  reported,  887;  books  read  and  reported  to  credit  of 
1890,  1,056;  sum  of  books  read  and  reported,  1,774.  This  represents  a  cor- 
responding amount  of  money,  including  $50.00  in  prizes  and  the  reading  of 
Woman 's  Home  Missions.

Bureau  for  Immigrants. 

In  presenting  the  annual  report  of  the  Bureau  for  Immigrants,  and,  with 
it,  the  resignation  of  the  Secretary  under  whose  care  it  was  placed  when  first 
formed  two  years  ago,  I  would  emphasize  the  fact  that  the  great  success  which 
has  marked  its  progress  has  been  due  to  the  energy,  the  tact  and  the  ability  of 
the  Local  Board  of  Managers  in  the  cities  where  work  has  been  inaugurated, 
together  with  the  great  goodness  of  God  in  giving  us  missionaries  and  superin- 
tendents of  the  various  Homes,  who  have,  we  believe,  been  divinely  called  to 
this  special  phase  of  his  service.  Failing  health  and  repeated  bereavements 
have  prevented  the  Secretary  from  rendering  more  active  service.  But  the 
cause  has  not  suffered,  for  each  city  feels  responsibility  for  its  local  work,  and, 
in  plain  duty  to  God  and  to  the  Church,  has  cared  for  these  friendless  stranger 
girls  coming  to  our  shores. 

Philadelphia. 

Our  report  from  Philadelphia  is  most  encouraging.  Immigration  at  this 
port  is  small  in  comparison  with  New  York  and  Boston.  Yet  since  the  formal 
opening  of  the  Home,  July  1st,  1889,  69  steamers  have  been  met;  8  nationali- 
ties have  been  represented  ;  160  girls  have  been  sheltered  ;  207  nights'  lodging 
and  350  free  meals  supplied,  while  58  situations  have  been  secured.  Religious 
services  have  been  held  regularly.  Number  of  mothers'  meetings,  66;  sewing 
school  sessions,  132;  addresses  given,  198,  while  many  hundred  tracts  and  pa- 
pers in  English  and  foreign  languages  have  been  distributed. 

It  was  with  difficulty  that  Mrs.  Goff  secured  a  pass  for  the  missionary  to 
visit  the  steamers,  as  the  Commissioners  used  every  discouragement.  One, 
high  in  authority,  saying  it  would  be  "  impossible  for  a  woman  to  work  in  such 
a  place;"  another,  that  he  would  give  the  ladies  just  one  month  to  prove  the 
verity  of  his  prediction  of  failure.  But,  watching  the  work  of  the  missionaries, 
they  became  staunch  friends.  One  of  them  interested  a  circle  of  King's 
Daughters,  and  they  have  rendered  valuable  service.  The  deaconess  in  charge, 
Miss  Margaret  Boswell,  writes :  "Eternity  alone  will  reveal  the  influence 
which  has  been  exerted  over  some  young  lives,  while  tarrying  at  the  Philadel- 
phia Home  for  Immigrant  Girls.  As  we  meet  them,  shelter  them,  feed  them, 
we  can  so  easily  talk  to  them  of  him  who  is  our  refuge,  and  breaks  to  us  the 
bread  of  life." 

And,  as  I  listened  to  Miss  Boswell  and  other  deaconesses  at  our  anniver- 
sary in  Ocean  Grove,  last  summer,  in  their  modest  and  uniform  attire,  I  won- 
dered more  than  once  if  God  did  not  mean  to  use  them  in  this  work.  Accus- 
tomed to  the  religious  habit  of  foreign  lands,  the  young  immigrant  girl,  alone 
and  friendless,  would  instinctively  turn  to  one  whose  garb  would  be  to  her  the 
outward  and  visible  sign  of  shelter  and  protection.  And  as,  in  my  quiet  home, 
I  have  prayed,  and  planned,  and  believed  for  this  wonderful  work,  it  has  come  to 
me  that  where  there  is  an  Immigrant  Home  and  established  Deaconess  Work,  it 
would  be  wise  planning  and  far-reaching  wisdom  to  join  these  forces. 
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Biew  York. 

The  work  at  New  York  has  moved  steadily  forward  during  the  past  year, 
more  than  justifying  the  wisdom  of  the  Society  in  establishing  a  Home  at  this 
important  seaport.  Our  efficient  and  devoted  missionary,  Mrs.  Helen  A. 
Matthews,  aided  by  our  excellent  Matron,  Miss  Alma  Matthews,  and  Miss  An- 
nie Lindahl,  a  Swedish  helper,  have  met  the  immigrant  girls  and  women  from 
day  to  day  with  untiring  patience  and  unfailing  help  and  cheer. 

The  Home  is  a  model  of  neatness  and  order.  Although  we  have  but  six- 
teen beds,  we  have  yet  been  able,  by  the  aid  of  cots  and  extra  bedding,  to 
shelter  as  many  as  forty-three  in  a  single  night.  Just  what  this  safe  Christian 
shelter  may  mean  to  a  stranger  in  a  strange  land,  only  those  can  fully  know 
who  are  able  to  say,  "  I  was  a  stranger  and  ye  took  me  in." 

Daily  religious  services  are  maintained  in  the  Home,  and  though  it  is  not 
ours  to  "number  the  people,"  our  missionaries  say  that  more  than  one  hundred 
have  professed  conversion  during  the  year,  while  all,  or  nearly  all,  have  been 
visibly  helped  and  strengthened  for  the  new  world  experiences  awaiting  them. 

We  deeply  feel  the  increasing  need  of  a  Home  which  shall  be  our  very  own, 
in  which  to  shelter,  instruct  and  bless  these  sisters  from  afar,  who  come  hither 
to  form  a  part  of  our  great  national  life,  and  we  still  look  forward  with  hope  and 
confidence  to  the  day  when,  with  rejoicing  hearts,  we  shall  enter  a  Home  given 
us  of  the  Lord,  to  be  used  for  him. 

During  the  past  year  about  three  thousand  girls  and  women  have  been 
sheltered  and  cared  for  in  the  Home  at  New  York.  Seven  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred meals  have  been  furnished,  and  seven  hundred  girls  have  been  assisted  in 
finding  places. 

During  this  year  $504.50  have  been  received  for  meals  and  lodgings, 
$281.44  in  donations,  $1,118.35  from  the  General  Treasury,  which,  together 
with  the  balance  from  September,  1889,  of  $121.17,  gives  us  as  total  of  receipts 
$2,025.46.  Expenditures  for  the  year,  $1,963.11.  Leaving  a  balance  in  the 
treasury  of  $62.35. 

Boston. 

The  work  in  Boston  has  assumed  magnificent  proportions.  It  was  my 
privilege  to  attend  the  anniversary  of  the  New  England  Conference  Board  dur- 
ing the  present  month,  and  a  more  enthusiastic,  earnest  body  of  Christian  women 
it  has  never  been  my  privilege  to  meet.  The  gathering  was  large,  and  every 
phase  of  the  work  represented  ;  but  it  was  the  Immigrant  work  that  filled  and 
thrilled  the  soul.  As  Mrs.  Geo.  Mansfield  read  the  report  of  the  work  accom- 
plished during  the  year,  when  she  spoke  of  the  purchase  of  the  Home — the 
final  consummation  of  faith  and  work — her  voice  trembled,  and  with  tear-filled 
eyes  she  said,  "I  never  can  think  of  that  date  without  emotion."  These 
women  do  not  think  so  much  of  owning  their  own  homes,  as  they  do  of  owning 
one  for  the  Christ,  who  in  his  divinely  human  form  had  not  where  to  lay  his 
head. 

We  present  a  few  extracts  from  Mrs.  Mansfield's  report : 
The  house  purchased  for  $14,000  had  two  saloons  on  the  first  floor  and  four- 
teen rooms  over  each.  We  occupy  at  present  only  half  the  building,  and  have 
rented  the  other  half.  Donations  of  furniture  from  different  auxiliaries  and 
from  firms  in  Boston  giving  curtains,  gas  fixtures  for  chapel,  range  and  set  tubs 
for  kitchen,  and  cot  beds,  enabled  us  to  furnish  our  Home  neatly  and  substan- 
tially. The  present  furnishings  are  valued  at  $406.  Money  for  our  sign  was 
donated,  costing  $27.50.  The  needed  repairs  on  the  building  were  much  more 
than  we  anticipated.  We  thought  it  best  to  have  the  half  we  were  to  occupy 
put  in  thorough  repair.  The  plumbing  is  new  and  tV-t'efore  healthy  ;  the  un- 
derpinning also  was  repaired  in  both  parts  of  the  house  ;  the  rooms  were  painted 
and  papered,  and  some  new  floors  laid,  so  that  the  probabilities  are  that  little 
more  will  be  required  for  many  years.  The  saloons  were  both  in  a  terrible 
condition — fit  emblems  of  the  deadly  work  for  which  they  had  been  used. 
These  both    were  thoroughly    renovated.     All  these  repairs  cost  us  $3,153.55. 
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On  this  amount  $1,960.87  has  been  paid,  leaving  still  a  debt  of  $1, 192.68.  Our 
income  from  this  rent  is  now  $32  a  month,  and  one  store  (former  saloon)  is  not 
yet  rented.  You  see  from  these  figures  we  have  a  property  worth  $17,000,  on 
which  we' owe  $9,000,  with  an  income  from  rent  sufficient  to  pay  our  interest 
money.  We  have  raised  $8,000  this  year,  besides  furnishing  our  Home  mostly 
with  new  furnishings.  Our  work  constantly  increases.  Our  missionary,  Mrs. 
A.  Clark,  is  very  efficient,  and  works  very  hard;  and  with  the  doors  open  for  us 
for  aggressive  work,  we  ought  to  have  another  helper.  She  sees  much  work  on 
the  outside  right  around  her  which  needs  to  be  done,  but  she  cannot  do  it  with- 
out more  help  in  the  Home.  We  could  procure  a  helper  if  we  could  add  $200 
to  our  expenses.  Had  we  the  whole  building,  we  could  put  in  an  Industrial 
school,  which  is  greatly  needed,  and  we  really  need  part  ©f  the  rooms  for 
lodgers,  as  our  missionary  has  to  put  cot  beds  in  our  chapel  now  to  accommo- 
date all  who  come.  But  the  debt  of  nine  thousand  hangs  over  us.  We  expect 
to  do  our  best  to  remove  our  entire  debt  this  year.  This  struggle  means  unre- 
mitting care,  anxious  hours  and  hard  work.  But  he  who  paints  that  lily, 
securely  hidden  from  the  gaze  of  men,  with  a  beauty  far  beyond  the  glory  of 
earthly  kings,  and  gives  to  that  modest  violet  the  daintiest  of  perfumes,  these 
things  of  a  day,  will  he  not  give  to  us  what  we  need  to  furnish  food  and  shelter, 
purity  and  blessing  to  those  whose  existence  is  eternal,  and  to  whom  he  offers 
life  everlasting.     We  believe  he  will  and  we  dare  not   falter. 

In  the  Boston  Home  for  Immigrants,  805  girls  have  been  sheltered  and 
assisted  to  find  friends,  and  for  75  employment  has  been  found  ;  4,923  meals 
have  been  furnished  ;  188  religious  meetings  have  been  held,  at  which  eight 
have  professed  conversion. 

The  total  receipts  of  the  Home  have  been $1,187.16

In  presenting  my  resignation  to  this  Board,  I  thank  you  for  the  sympathy 
in  hours  of  enforced  retirement  from  active  service',  and  pray  you  may  have 
during  this  session  the  wisdom  which  cometh  from  him  who  giveth  liberally 
from  out  his  own  storehouse.

Bureau  for  Deaconess  Work. 


At  the  last  Annual  Meeting  held  at  Indianapolis,  for  nearly  one  half  day 
the  subject  of  discussion  was  the  more  immediate  encouragement  and  support 
of  Deaconess  work  by  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society.  The  outcome  of 
the  discussion  was  the  modest  resolution  found  on  page  32  of  the  Eighth  An- 
nual Report,  reading,  "  The  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  hereby  ex- 
presses its  willingness  to  assume  the  care  of  Deaconess  Homes  whenever  such 
Homes  shall  be  intrusted  to  it,  subject  to  the  limitations  of  the  Discipline,  in  so 
far  and  as  rapidly  as  financial  considerations  will  permit." 

In  Mrs.  Rust's  very  able  report  she  has  clearly  presented  the  successive 
steps  that  our  Society  has  taken  from  1883  up  to  the  present  time  in  the  work 
of  city  evangelization ;  she  has  shown  that  the  work  that  has  been  defined  by 
the  General  Conference  as  the  work  of  the  deaconess  was  exactly  the  work  that 
our  Society  successively  planned  for,  even  recommending  the  establishment  of 
Homes  where  our  missionaries  should  reside,  that  should  be  "  centers  for  vari- 
ous kinds  of  industrial  and  moral  agencies."  With  the  work  already  under  our 
fostering  care  identical  with  the  work  technically  called  the  "  Deaconess  Work," 
it  was  the  natural  and  inevitable  result  of  our  discussion  one  year  ago,  that  the 
Society  should  formally  recognize  the  work  that  it  had  "projected  and  carried 
forward  during  eight  years  of  its  existence."  We  simply  changed  some  of  the 
conditions  of   our  work  by  adapting  it  to  the  provisions  of   the  General  Confer- 
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ence  ;  the  Committee  on  Deaconess  Work  was  changed  into  a  "  Bureau,"  and 
the  claims  of  this  Bureau  were  represented  to  the  people. 

One  year  ago  the  only  Home  that  could  be  definitely  claimed  to  be  directly 
related  to  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  was  the  Home  at  Detroit. 
The  Deaconess  Work  in  that  city  grew  out  of  a  mission  work  established  by 
the  Society  among  the  Germans  and  Poles.  Noble,  generous  friends  came  to 
the  support  of  the  new  undertaking,  and  the  wise  counsel  of  the  able  Confer- 
ence Secretary,  Mrs.  Henry  Wade  Rogers,  had  much  to  do  in  shaping  its  early 
policy.  The  work  at  Detroit  has  moved  along  prosperously,  and  its  good  effects 
are  clearly  seen. 

The  work  at  Minneapolis  had  been  largely  aided  by  the  Woman's  Home 
Missionary  Society  of  the  Minnesota  Conference,  and  the  furnishing  of  the  rooms 
was  effected  through  the  auxiliaries,  but  there  is  no  close  interdependence  be- 
tween the  two. 

Since  that  time  our  borders  have  greatly  enlarged,  as  can  be  seen  by  read- 
ing the  very  interesting  supplement  attached  to  the  November  number  of 
Woman's  Home  Missions.  We  have  now  six  Homes,  either  already  fairly 
launched,  or  in  the  initiatory  stages,  that  are  definitely  allied  to  the  Woman's 
Home  Missionary  Society.  These  Homes  are  at  Detroit,  Buffalo,  Philadelphia, 
Washington,  Pittsburgh  and  Syracuse.  There  are  other  Homes  that  at  present 
exist  only  in  the  thought  of  individuals  connected  with  different  Conferences, 
but  it  is  hoped  that  with  the  favor  of  a  good  Providence  they  may  shortly  be 
launched  on  the  good  voyage  of  ministering  service.  The  truth  is,  that  it  de- 
pends only  upon  this  Society,  its  courage,  its  consecration  and  its  faith,  as  to 
how  much  of  the  promised  land  of  usefulness  it  shall  possess.  The  Secretary  of 
the  Bureau  has  constant  appeals  from  one  place  and  another  in  widely  remote 
parts  of  the  country  for  the  Society  to  undertake  the  development  of  the  service 
of  Deaconesses. 

Another  class  of  appeal  comes  to  us  for  trained  workers  of  various  kinds. 
In  the  course  of  the  present  year  we  have  been  asked  to  put  a  deaconess  at  the 
head  of  a  great  city  hospital,  to  furnish  a  matron  for  a  Home  for  fallen  women, 
another  for  a  Home  for  friendless  girls,  and  since  coming  to  Buffalo,  another 
appeal  of  a  similar  nature  has  been  received. 

The  Need  of  a  Training:  School. 

Such  a  variety  of  workers  being  called  for,  and  such  constant  appeals  that 
cannot  be  met,  are  the  strongest  arguments  for  the  great  need  that  confronts  us, 
"  A  Central  Training  School,  so  located  that  the  opportunities  for  charitable 
and  Christian  work  shall  present  a  wide  range  of  object  lessons";  that  shall 
answer  not  only  as  a  Training  School  for  Deaconesses,  but  all  manner  of  mission- 
ary workers;  that  shall  measure  up  to  the  ideal  Home  that  we  are  cherishing  in 
thought  as  a  suitable  memorial  to  our  first  President,  of  beloved  memory,  Mrs. 
Lucy  Webb  Hayes.  Such  a  Home  should  be  well  equipped  with  able  Superin- 
tendents, and  it  should  be  the  great  model  Home,  that  would  furnish  encour- 
agement, good  example  and  well-equipped  workers  for  the  other  Homes,  espe- 
cially those  just  beginning,  that  have  no  Superintendents  and  no  experience. 
The  prospect  is  good  that  two  ladies  of  education  and  means  will  go,  at  their 
own  expense,  to  Mildmay,  England,  to  perfect  themselves,  by  a  study  of  the 
Deaconess  Work,  as  illustrated  in  London,  and  possibly  other  places  on  the  Con- 
tinent, to  return  and  give  the  results  of  their  study  and  observation  to  our  cause. 

"  How  have  these  Homes  arisen?"  Now  as  the  General  Conference  left 
such  large  liberty  in  the  matter,  Homes  have  arisen  spontaneously  in  many 
places.  There  has  therefore  been  a  diversity  in  the  characteristics  of  these 
Homes,  even  within  the  Home  Missionary  Society.  Buffalo  and  Syracuse  have 
been  aided  and  given  moral  support  by  the  Methodist  Social  Unions  of  the  two 
cities;  Philadelphia  and  Washington  have  arisen  immediately  from  the  Wo- 
man's Home  Missionary  Society,  without  the  support  of  any  other  body. 

As  to  forms  of  incorporation,  it  is  desirable  that  these  be  not  too  hurriedly 
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taken  out,  but  in  Detroit,  Buffalo  and  Pittsburgh  the  sentiment  of  the  people 
has  been  to  locally  incorporate  the  Home  within  the  borders  of  the  Conference. 
The  Philadelphia  plan  has  been  to  appoint  a  Hoard  of  Trustees  to  hold  the 
property  for  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society.  The  Society  is  under 
great  obligations  to  Judge  Hagans,  of  Cincinnati,  and  the  Hon.  G.  O.  Robin- 
s' n,  of  Detroit,  for  the  pains  and  study  they  have  bestowed  upon  this  question. 
Their  respective  opinions  have  been  presented  to  the  Bureau  to  be  submitted 
later  to  the  Executive  Committee  for  consideration  and  more  definite  recom- 
mendation on  this  subject. 

The  considerations  are  so  weighty  and  the  present  experience  attained  so 
slight,  that  great  caution  is  necessary  in  not  proceeding  too  rapidly  to  give  per- 
manent shape  to  a  matter  that  is  only  partly  matured.  It  is  thought  better  to 
let  more  time  elapse,  and  to  obtain  a  wider  and  deeper  experience  before  at- 
tempting legislation  that  might  only  embarrass  the  present  progress  of  the 
cause.  The  Philadelphia  and  Baltimore  Conferences  were  the  first  to  take 
formal  action  commuting  the  Deaconess  Work  within  the  limits  of  the  Confer- 
ences to  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society.  The  Genesee,  the  Pittsburgh 
and  Central  New  York  Conferences  have,  through  their  Conference  Board  of 
Deaconesses,  commended  the  work  as  begun  by  us,  while  the  Iowa  Conference 
passed  a  series  of  resolutions  urging  us  to  undertake  the  work  within  its  borders. 

Many,  too,  of  our  prominent  Church  officials  have  cheered  and  encouraged 
us  to  go  forward  in  the  path  of  duty  and  opportunity.  We  can  not  too  grate- 
fully record  our  debt  of  gratitude  to  Bishop  Vincent,  whose  fostering  care  over 
our  Deaconess  Home  at  Buffalo  has  proceeded  so  far  as  to  arrange  a  course  of 
study  for  the  Training  School,  and  himself  to  give  time  and  labor  to  lectures 
and  recitations  at  the  Home,  whenever  he  is  in  the  city. 

The  Secretary  has  averaged  five  addresses  a  week,  besides  many  small  in- 
formal meetings,  has  cared  for  a  correspondence  of  large  dimensions,  and  has 
traveled  from  January  i  to  November  i,  1890,  14,886  miles.  There  have  been 
wearisome  days  and  tedious  nights,  but  if  in  worldly  pursuits  one  to  succeed 
must  "scorn  delights  and  live  laborious  days,"  certainly  in  the  great  privilege 
that  is  accorded  us  of  being  co-workers  with  our  Lord  for  the  redemption  of 
the  world,  we  should  esteem  it  our  joy  to  do  as  much.  Let  us  have  faith, 
courage,  and  conviction  to  go  forward  in  the  work  so  propitiously  begun. 
"  For  God  hath  not  given  us  the  spirit  of  fear;  but  of  power,  and  of  love,  and 
of  a  strong  mind."

Baltimore  Conference. 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  unparalleled  success  in  the  work  of  the 
Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  in  our  Conference.  Looking  backward,  we 
can  but  say,  "  What  has  God  wrought?"  A  large  number  of  new  auxiliaries 
have  been  formed,  and  interesting  public  meetings  held  in  the  leading  churches 
throughout  the  Conference.  The  work  was  also  ably  presented  at  the  Confer- 
ence meetings  by  Mrs.'  M.  E.  Griffith. 

We  have  been  favored  with  the  presence  of  Miss  J.  M.  Bancroft,  Ph.  D., 
who  has  awakened  great  interest  in  the  Deaconess  work.  She  has  spoken  in 
our  churches  in  Baltimore  and  Washington,  addressed  the  Preachers'  Meetings 
in  both  cities,  and  also  the  Annual  Session  of  the  Conference  at  Cumberland, 
Md.  She  has  also  addressed  drawing-room  meetings  at  the  residences  of  Bishop 
Hurst,  Mrs.  Postmaster-general  Wanamaker,  Mrs.  Senator  Blair,  and  Mrs.  J. 
Eddy  Somers.  Everywhere  this  gifted,  earnest  woman  has  been  warmly 
received,  and  as  a  result  of  her  labors,  we  have  a  Home  for  Deaconesses  in 
Washington.  One  of  our  elect  women  gave  us  the  rental  of  a  house  for  more 
than  a  year,  and  we  now  have  four  deaconesses  doing  effective  work. 

Our  societies  are  also  deeply  interested  in  the  Indians,  Alaskans,  and  frontier 
work.     Valuable  boxes  of  supplies  have  been  sent  during  the  year. 

A  great  sorrow  has  come  to  all  hearts  in  the  sudden  death  of  Mrs.  Bishop 
Hurst,  our  beloved  Conference  President.  She  was  fully  identified  with  the 
Society,  and  especially  interested  in  the  Deaconess  work.  Impressive  memorial 
services  were  held  in  Metropolitan  Church,  attended  by  the  Bishop  and  his 
family.  We  go  steadily  forward,  remembering  her  words  :  "  The  Lord  is  surely 
leading  us;"  and  "The  gold  and  silver  belong  to  God,  and  he  can  use  it,  as  I 
believe  he  will,  for  the  upbuilding  of  Protestantism."

California  Conference. 

Our  Conference  Home  Missionary  Society  is  one  year  old ;  its  first  anni- 
versary is  just  past.  The  Society  is  a  "  fixed  fact  "  within  our  borders.  And, 
sisters  of  the  East,  though  we  may  not  be  able  to  clasp  your  hands  at  your  an- 
nual feast  this  year,  yet  here  by  the  western  sea  we  have  come  to  love  you  and 
the  Lord  Christ  and  his  blessed  work  the  more,  because  of  your  labors  of  love. 

We  feel  sure  that  some  seed  has  fallen  into  "good  ground"  this  year, 
though  our  work  has  been  largely  in  preparing  the  soil.  The  year  began  with 
two  auxiliaries  and  we  now  have  six;  several  others  will  be  formed  this  quar- 
ter. The  Conference  Board  has  held  eight  meetings,  which  have  been  marked 
for  harmony  of  spirit  and  the  consecration  of  its  members  to  the  cause. 
Through  the  effort  of  our  Secretary,  the  work  has  been  presented  at  all  of  our 
District  Conferences,  where  kindly  interest  was  maintained  and  favorable  reso- 
lutions were  passed. 

A  good  deal  of  attention  hks  been  given  to  local  work,  our  young  auxil- 
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iaries  being  aroused  over  the  needs  of  the  struggling  charges  in  some  of  our 
hill  towns,  but  more  especially  among  the  mountains,  where  we  have  many 
"  deserted  mining"  towns  in  which  the  remaining  inhabitants  are  discouraged 
and  indifferent.  We  have  become  much  interested  in  the  Alaska  work,  and 
have  given  some  assistance  to  our  missionaries  there.  Some  contributions  have 
also  been  given  to  the  work  in  Utah. 

Our  annual  meeting  at  Pacific  Grove,  during  Conference,  was  especially 
interesting.  Mrs.  F.  H.  Bentley  presented  the  claims  of  the  work.  Mrs.  M. 
F.  Grey  spoke  on  the  Deaconess  work.  Miss  Saugstad,  who  has  been  our 
missionary  in  Utah,  portrayed  in  a  thrilling  manner  the  appalling  condition  of 
the  women  and  children  of  Mormonism.  Mrs.  L.  O.  Robinson,  of  Indianapolis, 
gave  an  earnest  address,  which  was  a  bugle  call  to  the  battle  for  our  King.  Dr. 
Grey,  who  was  present  at  the  Conference  in  the  interest  of  the  colored  people 
of  the  South,  spoke  with  equal  eloquence  for  our  work  and  for  the  general  work 
for  the  Freedmen. 

We  enter  upon  the  work  of  another  year  with  faith  and  courage,  for  "  This 
God  is  our  God ;  he  will  be  our  guide."

Central  Illinois  Conference. 

We  bring  you  our  first  year's  record  for  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary 
Society,  and  rejoice  that  we  have  made  a  beginning  in  this  good  work.  For 
several  years  some  of  us  have  longed  "  for  the  love  of  Christ "  to  enter  the  open 
door  of  opportunity  so  near  us,  which  this  work  presents.  Our  Society  was 
organized,  and  approved  by  the  Conference  at  its  session  at  Galesburg  last  year. 
It  is  due  to  our  good  people  to  explain  that  owing  to  sickness  in  the  family  for 
several  months,  nothing  was  done  by  the  Conference  Secretary  except  by  way 
of  correspondence. 

We  find  the  presiding  elders  and  ministers  generally  in  favor  of  our  work. 
Several  places  are  planning  for  an  organization.  As  yet  we  have  but  eight. 
But  these  are  earnestly  at  work.  Two  of  them  were  organized  by  the  pastor's 
wife.  The  Galesburg,  Rock  Island,  Normal  and  Onarga  Societies  held  the 
Lucy  Webb  Hayes  memorial  service,  and  sent  offerings  to  that  fund.  Our 
records  elsewhere  will  show  what  besides  this  has  been  done  by  these  and  the 
other  societies.  Two  young  ladies  from  the  Onarga  Seminary  have  offered 
themselves  for  the  Home  Missionary  work,  and  have  been  accepted.  They  are 
now  in  the  Training  School  in  Chicago. 

We  were  favored  with  the  best  of  help  for  our  Conference  anniversary. 
The  addresses  of  Miss  J.  M.  Bancroft  awakened  a  general  interest  in  our  plans 
and  our  work.  We  wished  that  all  our  women  could  hear  such  an  address,  as 
not  one  in  ten  understands  these  demands.  For  our  future  we  are  hopeful.  For 
the  privilege  of  working  with  Christ  we  are  thankful.

Central  New  York  Conference. 

On  account  of  sickness  during  the  year,  the  Conference  Secretary  has  not 
been  able  to  do  her  full  work.  Recently,  Mrs.  W.  A.  Brownell,  of  Syracuse,  a 
most  efficient  worker,  has  been  elected  in  her  place.  A  few  new  auxiliaries 
have  been  organized,  and  our  subscriptions  to  Woman's  Home  Missions  have 
increased  more  than  the  two  hundred  pledged  one  year  ago.  The  interest  in 
the  Reading  Circle  has  greatly  incieased,  and   the  presence  of   those  wearing 
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badges  at  our  District  and  Conference  gatherings  inspires  others  also  to  take  the 
prescribed  course.  We  have  sent  more  generous  supplies  than  last  year  to 
those  ministers  and  their  families  who  are  so  heroically  "holding  the  fort"  on 
our  great  frontier.  Mrs.  W.  A.  Brownell,  in  memory  of  a  precious  darling  re- 
moved by  death,  has  given  $100  to  name  a  room  in  "  Mothers'  Jewels  Home," 
and  her  son,  a  young  man  in  our  University,  has  sent  $30  out  of  his  allowance 
to  furnish  it. 

J'eck  Home  was  dedicated  immediately  after  our  last  Annual  Meeting, 
although  very  incompletely  furnished.  Recently,  the  Young  Ladies'  Circle,  of 
University  Avenue  Church,  Syracuse,  sent  the  money  needed  to  furnish  Congdon 
hall,  that  being  the  last  unfurnished  room.  So  that  to-day  this  Home  siands  in  its 
completeness,  a  monument  to  one  who  so  lov.ed  the  Church  that  he  gave  all  he 
had  to  her  in  life  and  in  death. 

Last  December,  Miss  Bancroft  made  two  public  addresses  at  Syracuse  on 
the  subject  of  Deaconess  work.  Later,  she  spoke  at  the  Preachers'  meeting, 
when  it  was  developed  that  two  young  ladies  had  already  offered  themselves  as 
candidates  for  training  as  deaconesses,  and  that  a  suitable  house  could  be 
obtained  for  a  Home.  Then  for  the  first  time  the  arm  of  the  Lord  was  re- 
vealed. We  cried  in  our  hearts,  "who  is  sufficient  for  these  things,"  but  dared 
not  to  withhold  our  sympathy  and  aid.  A  committee  of  ministers  was  appoint- 
ed to  meet  the  Conference  Board  of  the  Home  Missionary  Society  as  early  as 
possible.  The  result  is,  we  have  to-day  a  Home,  dedicated  by  Bishop  Ninde  the 
16th  of  October,  neatly  furnished  and  complete.  Our  Superintendent,  Mrs.  N. 
W.  Boss,  and  three  deaconesses,  two  of  whom  spent  some  months  in  the  Home 
in  New  York,  in  the  few  weeks  they  have  been  at  work  have  proven  themselves 
earnest  and  successful  workers.  We  shall  receive  another  deaconess  the  last  of 
February.  The  demand  for  help  from  these  consecrated  women  is  so  great  that 
they  are  not  able  to  supply  it.  They  carry  both  comfort  to  the  suffering  body, 
and  healing  to  the  sin-sick  soul.  The  good  accomplished  will  be  limited  only 
by  the  number  we  are  able  to  employ.  We  have  felt  obliged  to  refuse  admit- 
tance to  other  worthy  candidates  because  of  lack  of  funds.  We  are  asking  the 
Lord  to  put  it  into  the  hearts  of  some  of  his  wealthy  stewards  to  richly  endow 
this  institution,  so  that  it  may  successfully  prosecute  its  work  in  an  ever-increas- 
ing proportion. 

We  have  not  raised  all  the  amount  pledged  for  the  Lucy  Hayes  memorial 
building,  but  as  soon  as  the  Committee  decide  what  and  where  it  shall  be,  we 
shall  have  no  trouble  in  raising  the  funds  immediately. 

We  have  appointed  two  organizers,  Mrs.  J.  L.  Willard,  of  Syracuse,  and 
Mrs.  C.  E.  Mogg,  of  Ithaca,  from  whom  we  are  expecting  much  assistance  in 
the  way  of  enlarging  our  borders. 

With  gratification  we  notice  that  notwithstanding  we  have  had  to  contend 
with  sickness  in  our  homes,  none  of  the  adjoining  Conferences  have  contributed 
so  much  as  ours  to  the  general  treasury.  We  have  raised  in  addition  the  $500 
spent  in  our  Deaconess  work.  We  feel  that  we  have  abundant  reason  to  be 
thankful  and  encouraged.

Central  Ohio  Conference. 

The  Central  Ohio  Conference  has  its  six  districts  well  organized,  and  each 
has  held  at  least  one  district  meeting  within  the  year.  An  annual  meeting  of 
two  days  was  held  in  Delaware  in  May,  and  an  anniversary  meeting  at  the  ses- 
sion of  the  Annual  Conference  in  September.  At  both  these  meetings  we  were 
so  fortunate  as  to  have  Miss  Bancroft,  who  delighted  and  inspired  all  who 
heard  her.  We  have  in  the  Conference  a  body  of  earnest  women  laboring  con- 
scientiously for  the  promotion  of  the  interests  of  the  Woman's  Home  Mission- 
ary Society.  Our  preachers  and  preachers'  wives  are  coming  to  recognize  the 
value  of  the  work  of  the  Society,  and  to  see  that  our  doing  will  be  in  the  ratio 
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of  our  being,  and  that  in  order  to  be  a,  power  for  good  to  foreign  peoples 
we  must  be  able  to  show  that  Christianity  has  saved  our  own  homes,  our  own 
cities,  our  ow  n  land.  The  aggregate  sum  that  this  Conference  has  paid  into 
the  treasury  of  the  Society,  to  the  present  date,  is  $14,444.44.  We  hope  four 
is  the  symbol  of  completeness,  and  that  this  accidental  repetition  may  be  an 
omen  of  good  for  our  Conference  and  its  workers.

Central  Pennsylvania  Conference. 

Pausing  upon  the  threshold  of  another  year,  we  look  back  to  read  the  story 
of  the  one  just  closing.  We  find  there  the  record  of  no  great  achievement, 
but  note  with  encouragement  that  each  of  our  old  auxiliaries  holds  its  own  or 
has  made  some  advance,  while  four  new  organizations  have  been  effected, 
three  auxiliaries,  adding  to  our  rolls  92  members,  and  one  live  mission  Circle 
numbering  27  names.  Great  unanimity  and  earnestness  have  characterized  the 
labors  of  our  Conference  officers  in  planning  the  work  and  developing  details. 

Soon  after  the  last  session  of  our  Annual  Conference  we  sent  out  personal 
appeals  10  nearly  a  hundred  of  our  ministers,  asking  the  privilege  of  presenting 
the  work  in  thtir  several  churches.  Many  kind  and  sympathetic  responses 
were  received,  but  only  a  few  could  see  their  way  clear  to  open  their  church 
doors  to  another  organization.  The  old  hindrances  remain — scarcity  of  work- 
ers, church  debts,  projected  improvements,  and  the  ground  already  well  cov- 
ered by  a  sister  society.  But  we  are  not  discouraged.  One  reflection  consoles 
us,  the  proverbial  caution  with  which  the  typical  Pennsylvanian  approaches  an 
unfamiliar  undertaking  is  only  equaled  by  the  tenacity  with  which  he  holds  on 
to  a  good  thing  when  once  he  has  accepted  it. 

The  Conference  anniversary  was  observed  March  20th,  at  Carlisle,  and  our 
annual  meeting  was  held  in  Grace  Church,  Harrisburg,  May  14th.  In  both 
cases  our  home  talent  provided  the  program.  By  courtesy  of  the  Secretary  of 
the  Annual  Conference,  a  financial  statement  of  our  work  was  printed  in  the 
Conference  minutes,  showing  three  columns,  one  each  for  cash,  supplies,  and 
local  work.  Mrs.  Mary  E.  Griffith  gave  us  great  encouragement  by  her  fine 
addresses  at  Mountain  Grove  camp,  and  in  one  of  the  Harrisburg  churches,  and 
if  we  could  have  held  her  for  a  season  in  October,  we  feel  sure  that  several  new 
auxiliaries  would  have  been  added  to  our  lists.  Her  presence  in  our  Confer- 
ence, added  to  the  efforts  of  our  Treasurer,  Mrs.  A.  W.  Black,  has  given  a  new 
impetus  to  Mothers'  Jewels  work  within  our  bounds.  By  action  oi  our  Confer- 
ence Executive  Board,  we  have  adopted  a  child  in  the  Mothers'  Jewels  Home, 
and  set  apart  the  fund;  derived  from  our  mite  boxes  for  its  support,  so  that  little 
Florence  Loar  becomes  from  this  time  forth  the  ward  of  the  mite  boxes,  and 
the  picture  of  her  sweet  child  face  is  to  be  circulated  among  our  auxiliaries.  No 
special  work  has  been  adopted  by  our  Conference  except  as  donations  of  money 
have  been  made  by  some  auxiliaries  to  our  Homes  and  schools,  principally  Peck 
Home.  The  Young  Ladies'  Circle,  of  Mulberry  street, "Williamsport,  will  adopt  a 
beneficiary  in  one  of  our  Homes.  Berwick's  "  Young  Ladies"  deserve  mention  for 
their  wideawake,  intelligent  interest,  and  the  New  Cumberland  Circle  for  its 
notable  local  work.  Boxes  and  barrels  of  goodly  supplies  have  from  time  to  time 
been  sent  South  and  West,  and  to  points  within  our  own  Conference,  Grace 
Church,  Harrisburg,  still  leading  in  this  good  work.  Our  first  district  meeting 
has  just  been  held  at  Williamsport,  with  encouraging  effect. 

Desiring  to  foster  a  spirit  of  loyalty  to  oui  Society  among  our  people  by 
showing  that  it  designs  to  assist  those  needing  help  nearest  home,  as  well  as  the 
neglected  classes  more  remote,  we  have  endeavored  to  reach  necessitous  cases 
among  our  own  ministers,  and  to  encourage  local  work  in  our  churches.  In 
both  we  have  had  the  warmest  approval  of  our  preachers  and  people,  but  the 
effort  to  establish  any  permanent  city' missionary  work  has  failed  for  lack  of. 
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funds.  Often  we  are  met  with  the  criticism  that  the  Society  does  not  sufficiently 
ally  itself  with  our  local  work,  ai   I  Idotn  with   the  demand  that  city 

si<  n  work  he  in  some  way  recognized  as  a  claimant  upon  the  general  treasury. 
We  would  modestly  hint  at  a  possible  compromise,  which  might  double  our 
forces  and  lead  on  to  victory. 

Early  in  the  year  we  were  cheered  by  a  bequest  cf  $300,  left  by  will 
lamented  sister,  Miss  R.  T.  Williams,  of  Williamsport,  Pa.,  to  the  Society. 
We  rejoice  that  by  this  wise  gift  to  the  work  she  loved,  she  "  being  dead  yet 
speaketh."  More  recently  a  Brother  near  Gettysburg  has  left  $500  to  the  Home 
Missionary  Society,  but  as  the  Parent  Board  has  also  put  in  a  claim  for  this,  the 
matter  remains  unsettled.  We  have  put  the -case  into  the  hands  of  our  able 
attorney,  Judge  Hagans,  of  Cincinnati,  and  hope  for  a  satisfactory  solution. 

For  this  much  of  success  in  the  year  just  past  we  thank  our  Father  in 
Heaven  who,  watching  our  patient  seed  sowing,  will  surely  bring  in  the  har- 
vest.

Cincinnati  Conference. 

In  giving  a  summary  of  the  work  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society 
in  the  Cincinnati  Conference,  for  the  year  just  closing,  it  gives  me  pleasure  to 
report  increasing  interest  and  progress  in  every  department. 

The  Conference  is  well  organized.  The  district  officers  are  very  efficient, 
always  at  their  posts,  and  under  their  judicious  management  the  weak  auxiliaries 
are  becoming  strong,  new  organizations  are  made,  and  much  good  is  being 
accomplished. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Conference  Society,  which  was  held  at  Day- 
ton, O.,  in  June,  all  the  districts  were  represented.  At  this  meeting,  as  well 
as  at  the  district  conventions  held  later,  there  were  manifestation  of  great  spir- 
itual power.  Much  work,  both  local  and  special,  has  been  done  by  the  auxil- 
iaries, bands  and  circles,  the  destitute  having  been  clothed  and  fed,  and  many 
homes  made  bright  by  their  generosity.  Attention  has  also  been  given  to  the 
Mothers'  Jewels  Home,  and  the  Lucy  Webb  Hayes  memorial  fund.  During  the 
session  of  the  Annual  Conference,  we  held  a  very  successful  meeting,  Miss  Ban- 
croft being  present  and  thrilling  all  hearts  by  her  eloquent  and  powerful  address. 

So  in  view  of  all  these  things,  I  say  that  financially,  numerically  and  spir- 
itually the  Cincinnati  Conference  is  in  the  ascendant.  The  outlook  for  the 
year  upon  which  we  now  enter  is  bright,  and  already  by  faith  we  anticipate  the 
day,  not  distant,  when  the  banner  of  the  cross  will  be  unfurled  everywhere,  and 
around  it  those  now  in  darkness  and  degradation  in  every  part  of  our  country 
will  rally.

Colorado  Conference. 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  earnest  work  and  of  deep  interest  on  the  part 
of  our  Home  Missionary  Societies.  Although  a  missionary  territory  ourselves, 
we  have  obeyed  the  heavenly  injunction  to  give   to  others  as  we  have  received. 

Some  new  auxiliaries  have  been  organized,  and  the  year  closes  hopefully. 
Our  work  this  year,  as  last,  has  been  largely  for  the  r.eedy  in  our  own  Confer- 
ence, and  must  be  so  until  our  people  remove  from  their  present  locations,  or 
succeed  in  raising  crops  where  there  has  been  a  failure  for  the  last  four  years. 
But  the  people  are  still  hopeful,  and  are  struggling  to  hold  their  claims  till 
they  get  a  title  to  them.  Meantime,  some  religious  services  must  be  sustained. 
Had  it  not  been  for  our  Society,  even  these  would  have  been  abandoned,  which 
would  have  been  a  great  calamity. 

Besides  caring  for  our  own  needs,  some  of  the  auxiliaries  are  reaching  out 
to  help  our  neighbors.  Colorado  Springs  has  just  raised  money  to  name  a  room 
in  the  Albuquerque  Home,  and  they  will  also  furnish  it.

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Columbia  River  Conference. 

The  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  in  the  Columbia  River  Conference 
has  not  had  such  rapid  growth  during  the  past  year  as  formerly.  This  is  to 
be  accounted  for  in  two  ways.  First,  the  past  year  has  been  unusually  hard 
financially  on  account  of  shortness  in  the  wheat  crops.  Second,  the  Secretary 
has  not  been  able  to  go  out  a  great  deal  this  year  in  the  interest  of  the  work. 
Yet  the  work  has  not  stood  still.  There  have  been  two  new  auxiliaries  and  one 
juvenile  Band  organized  during  the  year.  Two  Life  Members  have  been  add- 
ed to  our  list,  viz:   Mr.  and  Mrs.  Muzzy,  of  Spokane  Falls. 

We  have  this  year  introduced  the  mite  jugs,  with  very  satisfactory  results. 
These  have  been  used  not  only  in  the  juvenile  Bands,  but  they  have  gone  into 
many  homes  in  the  country,  where  it  was  not  convenient  for  the  children  to 
join  a  Band,  and  they  have  awakened  new  interest  in  the  Society.  The  dear 
children  love  to  feel  that  they  are  needed,  and  that  they  can  help  in  a  good 
cause,  and  they  will  often  cheerfully  make  sacrifices  for  the  sake  of  being  able 
to  have  something  for  their  mite  jugs,  which  many  older  than  they  would  hesi- 
tate to  make.  We  have  found  them  very  helpful,  both  in  raising  funds  and 
creating  interest  in  the  work. 

By  special  arrangement,  one-half  of  our  membership  fees  have  been  dis- 
bursed within  the  bounds  of  our  own  Conference  for  the  last  three  years.  At 
the  last  meeting  of  our  Conference  Executive  Board,  it  was  resolved  not  to  ask 
for  the  continuance  of  this  aid  any  longer.  We  are  grateful  for  the  timely  aid 
of  the  past,  but  we  believe  we  are  now  able,  with  the  blessing  of  God,  to 
stand  alone.

Detroit  Conference. 

Last  year  the  sum  of  $5,439  was  raised  by  our  Conference  Society  for  the 
various  Home  Mission  fields  ot  work,  and  we  mention  as  an  indication  of  the 
continued  prosperity  of  the  Society  that  $6,520  is  this  year  reported  by  our 
treasurer.  There  has  also  been  an  increase  in  annual  and  Life  Members  of 
the  Society,  and  in  the  young  people's  organizations. 

The  Loan  Library,  for  the  use  of  pastors  in  the  mission  charges,  has  been 
increased  by  the  addition  of  115  volumes,  and  its  usefulness  is  testified  to  by  a 
large  number  of  young  ministers. 

The  Department  of  Supplies  has  helped  to  make  life  comfortable  for  many 
mission  pastors  in  Michigan,  whose  meagre  salaries  scarcely  provide  them 
with  the  bare  necessaries  of  life. 

We  have  encouraging  reports  from  the  Young  People's  department,  and 
from  the  mite  box  secretary.  The  local  work  and  the  Deaconess  Home  have 
made  rapid  advancement  during  the  year.  Almost  every  auxiliary  has  its  com- 
mittee on  Local  Missionary  Work,  which  looks  after  the  sick  and  the  destitute, 
and  conducts  mission  or  industrial  schools,  as  the  necessity  may  arise.  The 
Detroit  Deaconess  Home  has  enlarged  its  field  of  usefulness  and  its  facilities 
for  work  during  the  past  year.  It  is  very  prosperous,  and  destined  to  be  an 
increasing  factor  in  the  solution  of  the  problem  of  how  to  reach  the  masses  in 
our  metropolis.  We  have  a  central  Home,  thoroughly  equipped,  and  a  Mission 
Home  or  school.  The  training  department  is  in  charge  of  a  faculty  com- 
posed of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Home,  and  four  pastors  of  the  city.  There 
are  seven  ladies  in  the  Home ;  two  of  them  are  to  be  nurse  deaconesses,  and 
are  receiving  their  training  in  Grace  Hospital,  Detroit.  A  successful  Sunday 
School,  kindergarten,  and  twro  night  meetings  each  week  are  carried  on  at  the 
mission.  During  the  year,  2,963  calls  were  made  by  the  deaconesses,  500 
tracts  distributed,  and  a  large  number  of  scholars  were  taught  in  the  mission 
and  industrial  schools.     The  outlook  for  the  future  is  very  encouraging. 

The  frontier  work  in  Michigan  has  received  our  aid  and  sympathy,  and 
the  duty  of  sustaining  the  existing  missions  of  our  Conference  among  the  for- 
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eign  population  of   the  newer  portion  of   the  State  is  felt  to   be  an    imperative 
one  for  us. 

Thus  there  has  been  scattered  over  these  lands  seed  for  coming  harvests  ; 
but  if  it  bring  forth  bountifully,  it  must  be  followed  by  thought  and  prayer,  by 
the  grace  of  persuasive  work,  by  deeds  which  are  the  outgrowth  of  faith  in 
God  and  the  work  he  has  given  us  to  do.

East  Maine  Conference. 

Through  the  efforts  of  Mrs.  C.  F.  Allen  in  preparing  the  way  for  the  pre- 
sentation of  Home  Missions  in  the  East  Maine  Conference,  the  following  results 
were  obtained:  Sunday  morning,  Oct.  12th,  by  courtesy  and  aid  of  Rev.  Dr. 
Lindsay,  the  pastor,  I  spoke  in  the  First  Church,  Bangor,  when  the  first  auxil- 
iary in  the  Conference  was  formed,  with  74  members,  and  12  subscribers  for 
Home  Missions.  In  the  evening,  at  Grace  Church,  the  second  auxiliary  was 
organized  of  21  members  and  11  subscribers,  Pastor  Rogers  and  wife  leading 
all  to  success.  October  13  brought  a  hearty  welcome  from  Prof.  Chase,  of  the 
East  Maine  Conference  Seminary,  whose  wife  was  elected  President  of  the  aux- 
iliary started  that  evening,  numbering  25,  with  7  subscribers.  The  preceptress 
and  several  of  the  faculty  are  officers  of  this  new  society  at  Bucksport.  Oct. 
15,  at  Thomaston,  7  members,  with  8  subscribers,  began  mission  work,  with 
hope  of  large  additions.  At  Brewer,  7  pledged  the  dollar  a  year,  choosing  not 
to  organize,  but  elected  O.  H.  King,  Esq.,  treasurer.  So  we  may  count  on 
$134  at  least  the  coming  year,  and  probably  twice  that  sum.  This  Conference 
paid,  last  year,  $2,457  to  the  Parent  Society,  and  received  from  that  Society 
$1,500  for  mission  work  within  its  own  bounds.

Cast  Ohio  Conference. 

We  are  glad  to  report  progress  in  our  Conference,  but  the  increase  is  not 
equal  to  our  desires.  Our  ambition  is  to  have  an  auxiliary  in  every  church,  and 
every  Methodist  woman  interested.  As  the  people  become  better  acquainted 
with  the  Home  Society,  and  find  it  does  not  interfere  with  but  rather  stimu- 
lates other  missionary  societies,  they  become  more  generous  in  its  support. 
Apart  from  the  bequest  made  last  year  by  Bro.  Sheridan  Baker,  we  have  raised 
nearly  $300  more  money  this  year  than  last,  and  the  value  of  the  supplies  sent 
has  been  greatly  increased.  Twenty-one  new  societies  have  been  organized, 
chiefly  through  the  efforts  of  Miss  Mcllmoyl,  our  Conference  organizer. 

The  district  and  Conference  meetings  are  held  regularly.  The  last  Con- 
ference meeting,  held  at  Canton,  was  very  interesting,  and  a  collection  of  $250 
was  there  raised  for  the  Deaconess  Home  in  Cleveland.  Aided  by  the  ladies  of 
the  North  Ohio  Conference,  two  Christian  women  are  employed  to  do  local 
missionary  work  among  the  Bohemians  and  other  foreigners  of  Cleveland. 
This  work  was  conducted  at  an  expense  of  about  $700  last  year,  and  it  is  pro- 
posed to  employ  another  lady  the  coming  year.  The  importance  of  this  local 
department  is  not  yet  fully  recognized. 

Akron  is  still  the  largest  society  in  our  Conference,  and  we  believe  in  the 
Church.  It  now  numbers  160  members,  and  every  department  is  well  sus- 
tained. Much  help  has  been  given  by  our  societies  to  worthy  objects,  which 
can  not  be  reported,  as  they  are  outside  the  regular  lines  of  our  work.

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East  Tennessee  Conference. 

This  being  our  first  year  in  t.he  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society,  the 
work  has  been  that  of  preparing  and  laying  foundations  on  which  to  build  in 
the  near' future.  I  was  appointed  last  February  to  this  work,  and  since  then 
have  been  very  busy  telling  others  of  the  good  work  accomplished  by  this  So- 
ciety, and  what  it  is  capable  of  doing.  As  a  result,  we  have  organized  eight 
auxiliaries  and  one  juvenile  Band.  Valuable  aid  has  been  rendered  to  minis- 
ters within  the  bounds  of  the  district  organized.  We  need  more  skilled  women 
in  the  field,  who  are  willing  to  take  hold  of  this  work  for  the  Master's  sake. 
I  am  glad  to  say  that  the  Society  is  slowly  but  surely  gaining  in  the  esteem  and 
confidence  of  the  people  in  this  Conference.  We  have  not  a  large  piembership 
in  each  auxiliary,  and  indeed,  I  have  not  worked  for  numbers,  as  my  experi- 
ence in  work  among  my  people  is  that  a  few  will  woik  better  in  a  band  than  a 
great  number.  A  little  well  done  is  better  than  much  poorly  done.  We  feel 
that  we  are  now  established,  and  henceforth  we  confidently  hope  to  see  an  aux- 
iliary in  all  our  churches.  At  the  late  session  of  our  Annual  Conference,  the 
work  was  brought  before  the  ministers,  that  they  might  better  understand  it. 
It  was  delighttul  to  have  Mrs.  Bishop  Walden  at  this  gathering,  who,  being 
interested  both  in  home  and  foreign  work,  represented  the  work  of  both. 
Prof.  J.  S.  Hill,  of  Morristown  Academy,  our  faithful  helper  in  all  benevolence, 
gave  an  excellent  address  in  behalf  of  our  work.  Resolutions  were  adopted 
commending  the  work,  and  many  invitations  were  extended  to  the  Secretary  to 
visit  the  ditlerent  charges,  with  the  assurance  of  a  hfearty  co-operation  in  organ- 
ing  auxiliaries. 

Two  of  our  auxiliaries  have  pledged  to  furnish  rooms  in  the  proposed  Indus- 
trial Home  for  Girls,  at  Morristown,  and  some  money  has  already  been  raised 
for  this  purpose.  Untiring  efforts  have  been  made  throughout  the  year  in 
getting  subscribers  for  our  excellent  paper.  A  large  majority  of  our  people 
have  never  taken  any  paper  before.  As  it  entered  the  homes  of  those  who  have 
been  careless  about  reading,  it  aroused  them  and  they  are  anxious  and  eager  for 
the  paper  each  month.  And  others  who  cannot  read  so  well  are  trying  to  learn, 
so  as  to  understand  the  good  things  printed  in  tho«e  columns. 

We  hope  soon  to  take  steps  toward  completing  the  Conference  organiza- 
tion. In  some  sections  the  people  are  very  poor,  and  many  of  them  are  working 
for  the  small  sum  of  one  dollar  per  week.  We  go  much  on  the  plan  of  faith  and 
works  united,  believing  "wherever  there's  a  will  there's  a  way;"  and  so  we 
are  encouraged,  for 

"  If  in  God  we  put  our  trust, 
Conquer  all  we  surely  must."

Erie  Conference. 

With  grateful  acknowledgment  of  the  loyal  assistance  of  Conference  and 
District  officers,  and  the  promptness  of  the  auxiliaries,  we  are  able  to  bring 
good  tidings  from  Erie.  The  presiding  elders  and  pastors  have  opened  the  way 
for  u=,  and  have  given  us  generous  support  and  opportunity.  For  our  anni- 
versary we  were  granted  one  evening  during  the  Conference  session.  Miss 
Bancroft  was  with  us,  and  as  she  opened  up  the  broad  field  of  our  work,  and 
urged  its  claims  upon  us  in  a  strong  plea  for  our  own  land,  both  preachers  and 
peop'e  were  stirred  and  inspired  to  engage  in  more  active  work.  The  reports  at 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  Conference  Executive  Board  showed  all  the  pledges  of 
the  past  year  fully  met,  and  gave  hopeful  promise  of  a  larger  ingathering  in  the 
coming  year. 

The  pledges  assumed  by  the  Board  are  :  $100  per  year  to  the  support  of  a 
student  in  Buffalo  Deaconess   Home,  for  two  years;  $100  for  King   Industrial 
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Home  at  Marshall,  Texas;  and  the  support  of  the  horse  "  Erie,"  given  by  the 
Erie  Conference  to  Haven  Home.  No  sum  was  assumed  for  the  Lucy  Hayes 
Memorial,  hul  a  resolution  was  offered  and  accepted,  that  we  pledge  our  auxil- 
iaries to  voluntary  or  free-will  offerings  to  this  memorial  of  the  n(  ble  woman 
whom  we  all  delight  to  honor.  We  are  already  encouraged  to  expect  large 
things  on  this  pledge.  Trinity  Church,  Oil  City,  Pa.,  promises  $100  to  name 
the  "  Mrs.  C.  V.  Culver  "  room  in  this  building.  Tionesta,  Pa.,  names  "  a  door 
in  Culver  room."  Four  auxiliaries  ask,  each,  for  a  window  in  this  room.  Thus 
is  the  name  of  our  beloved  predecessor  as  "  ointment  poured  forth."  Her  char- 
acteristic response  is,  "  Blest  be  the  tie  that  binds."  Two  ladies  memorialize 
their  departed  sister,  Miss  Helen  Siggins,  in  a.  pledge  of  $100  for  the  Navajo 
Indians.  Several  pledges  of  $5  have  been  made,  also  of  smaller  amounts.  Sub- 
scriptions to  Woman's  Home  Missions  have  increased.  Mothers'  Jewels  list  is 
growing.  $50  was  given  by  Trinity  Church,  Oil  City,  to  support  a  Jewel  in  the 
Home.     Several  Life  Members  have  been  added  and  one  Honorary  Manager. 

Five  of  our  six  districts  have  held  their  annual  meeting,  and  the  helpful 
interest  awakened  is  manifest  in  the  good  results  following.  Our  cause  was 
represented  at  Clarion  District  Assembly,  and  new  impetus  was  given  to  the 
work  throughout  the  district.  Of  the  sixteen  organizations  effected  this  year, 
nine  are  in  Clarion  District.  Chautauqua  is  in  our  bounds,  and  to  it  came  the 
Deaconesses  in  Convention,  bringing  with  them  a  blessing  and  a  benediction. 

The  spirit  of  inquiry  is  growing  among  our  people,  and  with  it  is  develop- 
ing the  spirit  of  consecrated,  intelligent,  systematic  giving.  Hitherto  the  Lord 
hath  helped  us,  and  confidently  expecting  this  continued  leadership,  we  go  for- 
ward "In  His  Name."

Genesee  Conference. 

The  outlook  for  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  has  never  been  so 
encouraging  in  Genesee  Conference  as  at  the  present  time.  The  past  year  has 
been  one  of  greater  progress  than  any  preceding  year.  Thirteen  new  scc;eties 
have  been  formed,  making  fifty  organizations  in  all;  of  this  number  about 
three-fourths  are  auxiliaries,  and  the  remainder  mission  Bands.  The  most  of 
these  are  active,  working  societies,  forty-four  having  sent  in  their  last  quarterly 
report.  Of  the  remaining  six,  some  I  fear  are  dead,  but  others  are  weak,  and 
need  new  inspiration  for  the  work.  An  increasing  interest  is  shown  throughout 
the  Conference.  Our  hearts  have  been  encouraged  during  the  last  few  weeks 
by  a  number  of  ministers  saying  to  us,  "  We  wish  Home  Missionary  Societies  in 
our  churches;"  and  one  good  paster  organized  an  auxiliary  of  nineteen  mem- 
bers without  asking  either  Conference  or  District  officers  to  help  him. 

Of  the  six  presiding  elders  districts  into  which  our  Conference  is  divided, 
two,  Buffalo  and  Rochester,  are  regularly  organized  and  doing  excellent  work; 
they  have  each  held  two  all-day  meetings  during  the  year,  which  have  been  of 
great  interest  and  profit.  Three  of  the  remaining  four  districts  have  each  a 
President  and  Secretary  who  are  doing  good  work,  and  we  hope  Associations 
will  soon  be  formed  in  these.  At  our  Silver  Lake  Assembly  anniversary,  which 
was  held  in  July,  Rev.  W.  I.  Haven,  of  Boston,  made  the  address.  It  was 
listened  to  with  the  greatest  interest  by  a  large  audience.  We  are  planning 
to  have  headquarters  at  this  Assembly  next  year,  and  use  one  hour  each  day  for 
a  week  in  advancing  the  interest  of  our  Society. 

Our  annual  meeting  was  held  in  the  city  of  Lockport,  and  both  morning 
and  afternoon  sessions  were  well  attended  and  profitable  meetings.  Mrs.  Wil- 
son, of  Buffalo  Deaconess  Home,  read  a  paper  on  her  work,  which  was  listened 
to  wi'h  great  interest.  Mrs.  A.  I.  Loomis,  of  Rochester,  also  read  a  paper, 
showing  by  facts  and  figures  that  the  work  of  the  Woman's  Foreign  Missionary 
Society  has  not  been  injured  in  our  Conrerence  by  the  H"me  Society;  on  the 
contrary,  more  money  has  been   raised  each  year  by  the  Foreign  Society    than 
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had  ever  been  raised  yearly,  before  the  organization  of  the  Home  Society.  In 
this  we  rejoice.  Our  Conference  anniversary,  held  October  6th,  in  the  city  of 
Bradford,  was  a  great  success.  Miss  Bancroft  was  with  us,  and  the  large 
audience  that  listened  to  her  was  inspired  with  new  zeal  in  this  good  work. 
The  Deaconess  Home  in  Buffalo,  which  I  stated  in  last  year's  report  was  hoped 
for  in  the  near  future,  is  now  thoroughly  established,  with  Mrs.  F.  I.  Wilson  as 
Superintendent.  Although  in  its  infancy,  it  is  even  now  doing  a  work  which 
is  an  honor  to  the  zealous  band  of  Buffalo  ladies  who  have  been  the  instru- 
ments in  God's  hand  of  its  accomplishment.

Our  financial  pledges  for  the  year  have  been  $100  to  the  Pawhuska  Indian 
school ;  $100  to  furnish  a  rocm  in  the  Peck  Home,  New  Orleans  ;  $100  to  name 
a  room  in  the  Mothers'  Jewels  Home,  and  $50  to  the  Lucy  Webb  Hayes  Me- 
morial Home.  The  Treasurer's  report  will  show  how  nearly  these  pledges  have 
been  met.  The  First  Church  and  Giace  Church  auxiliaries,  and  Bloomington, 
furnished  the  parlor  in  Peck  Home.  We  have  named  our  room  in  the  Home  ai 
Pawhuska  "Sarah  Capps,"  in  honor  of  noble  mother  Capps  in  Jacksonville, 
who,  before  the  organisation  of  an  auxiliary  in  her  church,  was  instrumental  in 
sending,  for  a  number  of  years,  a  box  of  supplies  to  the  Indians,  and  who,  last 
year,  by  her  own  efforts,  raised  $100  to  save  our  Pawhuska  school.  She  is  over 
75  years  of  age,  and  is  still  earnest  in  her  Master's  service.  We  were  asked  to 
name  and  furnish  a  dormitory,  which  shall  contain  twelve  single  beds,  in  the 
Mother's  Jewels  Home.  Our  Conference  Board  considered  and  accepted  the 
proposition.  We  expect  the  children  of  the  Conference  to  furnish  the  beds, 
and  to  join  in  the  work,  filled  with  the  spirit  of  doing  something  for  some  child 
less  favored  than  themselves.  The  Band  of  Grace  Chuich,  Bloomington,  and  of 
Grace  Church,  Jacksonville,  were  the  first  to  send  in  $25  each.  The  work  of  our 
auxiliaries  has  not  been  confined  alone  to  redeeming  these  pledges.  Other 
Homes  in  the  South,  other  Indian  schools,  Alaska,  Castle  Garden  and  the  Chi- 
cago Training  School  have  received  a  share  of  their  thought  and  financial 
support. 

Our  Supply  Department  has  been  an  object  of  interest  and  solicitude  in 
every  auxiliary.  Supplies  have  been  sent  from  the  Conference  to  the  West, 
North-west  and  South.     The  Reading  Circle  is  growing  in  favor,  and  I  feel  confi- 
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dent  that  the  interest  in  this  department  will  increase  until  the  auxiliary  which 
has  not  a  Loan  Library  and  scores  of  readers  will  he  the  exception.  Only  one 
auxiliary,  the  First  Church,  Bloomington,  is  known  to  me  as  having  a  Loan  Li- 
brary. Three  other  auxiliaries  have  Reading  Circles.  I  am  glad  to  report 
that  the  number  of  subscribers  to  our  paper  is  constantly  increasing.  Three 
auxiliaries  in  the  Jacksonville  District  have  reached  the  "ideal  number" — 
Grace  Church,  Jacksonville;  Greenfield,  and  Ashland. 

The  Young  People's  work  has  received  a  new  impetus,  and  we  are  planning 
advancement  in  all  its  lines.  I  have  not  considered  it  wi*e  to  claim  as  perma- 
nent Bands  all  who  are  making  an  effort  to  furnish  a  bed  in  our  dormitory,  as 
they  have  not  all  signified  their  purpose  to  become  such.  We  hope  they  may. 
Nine  sets  of  children  are  working  for  the  beds,  beside  others  who  have  sent  in 
the  required  amount. 

The  interests  of  our  Society  were  ably  presented  before  the  Ministerial  As- 
sociations of  Bloomington,  Jacksonville  and  West  Jacksonville  Districts,  by  our 
President,  Mrs.  M.  E.  Lane,  and  before  the  Quincy,  Decatur,  and  Champaign 
Districts,  by  myself.  I  also  had  a  place  upon  the  programme  of  the  Mattoon 
and  Danville  District  Meetings,  but  a  conflict  of  dates  prevented  my  visiting 
those  districts  at  that  time.  No  new  district  organizations  have  been  effected, 
as  it  seemed  wisest  to  develop  workers  in  unorganized  districts  before  attempt- 
ing to  elect  officers.  Champaign  and  Jacksonville  Districts  held  successful 
Conventions. 

Our  annual  meeting,  held  in  Bloomington  early  in  September  was  an  oc- 
casion of  much  interest  and  profit  to  all  in  attendance.  We  were  fortunate  in 
securing  Mrs.  R.  S.  Rust  for  the  first  evening,  who  presented  the  varied  phases 
of  our  work  in  a  way  to  win  friends  for  herself  and  the  cause.  On  the  second 
evening,  Rev.  Frank  Crane,  pastor  of  the  First  Church,  gave  a  very  excellent 
address  upon  immigration. 

Our  anniversary,  during  the  session  of  the  Conference,  was  an  hour  long 
to  be  remembered  by  all  lovers  of  the  work,  as  well  as  by  those  whose  thought 
had  not  been  previously  turned  to  it.  Miss  J.  M.  Bancroft  gave  the  address  of 
the  hour  to  a  packed  house,  and  scores  of  friends  were  made  for  the  cause,  as 
the  collection  attested.  Her  presentation  of  the  Deaconess  work  before  the 
Conference  was  convincing  and  charming — awakening  an  interest  in  this  branch 
of  Christian  effort  which  will  not  be  temporary  in  its  effects. 

Our  organizations  have  increased  from  25  to  40,  and  our  financial  gifts  have 
grown  over  75  Per  cent.  We  have  no  reason  to  doubt  that  the  pulpits  of  the 
Illinois  Conference  are  open  to  the  representatives  of  the  Woman's  Home 
Missionary  Society.  Mrs.  B.  S.  Potter,  Corresponding  Secretary. 


Indiana  Conference. 

In  the  Indiana  Conference  there  is  only  one  district  properly  organized  and 
doing  efficient  work,  but  the  Society  is  steadily  growing  in  numbers.  Through 
the  IVoman's  Home  Missions,  leaflets,  and  especially  through  the  efforts  of  an  or- 
ganizer, a  capable  woman  who  would  visit  the  smaller  towns  and  villages,  the 
people  generally  should  have  more  information  in  regard  to  the  aims  of  the 
Society,  the  vastness  of  the  work  it  has  in  hind,  and  what  has  already  been  ac- 
complished. Surely,  there  is  not,  in  all  the  land,  a  State  better  fitted  for  ag- 
gressive work  than  Indiana.  Many  of  her  noble  women  consider  it  a  privilege 
to  aid  in  the  worM's  progress.  How  they  work  and  what  they  accomplish,  when 
thoroughly  interested,  is  sh  own  by  a  summary  report  of  the  Society  at  Moores- 
ville  :  "  Our  auxiliary  numbers  37  members,  all  active  workers.  We  have  had 
7  accessions  in  the  past  year.  Thirty-one  of  our  members  take  the  Woman's 
Home  Missions,  and  we  all  read  the  Reading  Circle  books.  Most  of  us  have 
read  the  two  years'  course,  and  are  now  reading  the  third  year's  books.  We 
ranked  next  to  the   society  taking  the  Reading    Circle   prize  both   years.     For 
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three  years  past,  we  have  been  educating  a  colored  girl  in  Simpson  Home,  and 
this  year  we  paid  half  her  tuition  ($22),  she  paying  die  other  half.  She  grad- 
uated last  May,  and  we  made  her  a  present  of  a  pretty  challie  graduating  dress. 
She  is  now  tt  aching  among  her  race,  and  promises  to  do  great  good.  We  also 
furnished  the  Matron's  room  at  Woodland  Academy — a  home  for  poor  white 
girls  in  Mississippi,  at  a  cost  of  $25  We  have  regularly  sent  to  the  Treas- 
urer our  membership  dues.  Last  winter  we  sent  two  barrels  of  supplies,  valued 
at  $30,  to  needy  preachers  in  Dakota.  We  also  gave  $20  to  the  Sunday  School 
at  this  place,  and  helped  some  needy  families  here  to  the  extent  of  $5.  We  have 
various  ways  of  raising  money.  Every  winter  we  make  two  rag  carpets,  and  sell 
them  in  the  spring.  Then  we  give  all  kinds  of  entertainments,  and  have  a 
'tea,'  regularly,  every  three  months.  We  generally  clear  from  $5  to  $10  at 
our  'teas.'  Our  work  for  the  coming  year  has  not  been  decided  upon.  We 
began  this  week  to  tack  comiorts  and  get  a  barrel  ready  to  send  to  some  needy 
field  this  winter." 

Who  can  estimate  the  reflex  influence  of  work  like  this,  and  who  can  say 
God's  blessing  will  not  follow  such  faithfulness? 

There  should  be  many  such  auxiliaries  within  the  bounds  of  this  Confer- 
ence, and  ere  long  there  will  be.  One  young  lady  has  recently  offered  herself 
for  the  Deaconess  work.  She  is  already  in  preparation  for  a  life  which  bids  fair 
to  be  one  of  great  usefulness. 

If,  during  the  past  year,  the  work  has  not  increased  as  at  the  outset  was 
anticipated,  still  "  the  light  is  breaking,"  and  before  long  let  us  hope  this  Con- 
ference will  come  to  the  forefront.

Iowa  Conference. 

The  third  annual  meeting  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  of 
the  Iowa  Conference  was  held  at  Grinnell,  October  4th,  during  the  session  of 
the  Annual  Conference,  the  President,  Mrs.  I.  O.  Kemble,  presiding.  Mrs. 
Bishop  Joyce  led  in  the  opening  prayer.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  and 
Treasurer,  Mrs.  W.  F.  Cowles,  reported  nine  new  auxiliaries  and  Bands.  Sev- 
eral of  the  old  auxiliaries  have  more  than  doubled  their  membership  during  the 
year.  In  cash  and  supplies  the  Society  has  raised  this  year  over  $1,600,  an  in- 
crease over  last  year  of  one  thousand  and  forty  dollars.  Immediately  after  this 
cheering  report,  the  large  audience  was  held  spell-bound  by  Miss  J.  M.  Ban- 
croft, while  she  portrayed  the  great  need  of  earnest  missionary  work  in  our  own 
loved  America. 

We  trust  the  great  Head  of  the  Church  will  still  continue  to  lead  and  bless 
us,  in  our  work  "  for  the  love  of  Christ  and  in  His  name."

Kansas  Conference. 

Another  year's  work  of  our  Society  is  finished.  We  have  made  some  ad- 
vance during  the  year.  We  have  had  an  increase  of  seven  auxiliaries  and  Bands, 
and  now  number  seventeen  organizations  within  the  bounds  of  our  Conference. 
The  auxiliaries  are  all  busdy  engaged  "packing  barrels"  for  the  needy  in 
western  Kansas.  The  Baldwin  City  auxiliary  and  Band  want  to  name  a  room 
in  the  Mothers'  Jewels  Home,  and  are  raising  the  required  amount.  Some  of 
our  societies  have  formed  Reading  Circles  and  are  reading  the  required  course  ; 
and  where  this  is  done,  the  object  of  the  Society  is  better  understood,  and  a 
deeper  interest  is  manifested  in  the  work.  Our  second  anniversary  was  held  at 
Horton  during  the   session  of  the  Annual   Conference  in  March.       The  annual 
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address  was   given  by  Mrs.  M.    E.    Griffith,    and   created    great   interest   in   the 
Mothers'  Jewels  Home. 

Our  Society  occupied  the  "  Woman's  Hour"  each  alternate  day  during  the 
Kansas  Chautauqua  Assembly  at  Oakland  Park,  Topeka.  Many  good  papers 
were  presenicd,  and  much  interest  was  created  in  our  Society.  We  had  en- 
gaged Miss  Bancroft  for  our  public  meeting  at  the  Assembly,  but  owing  to  the 
death  of  her  father,  the  engagement  was  canceled.  We  were  much  disappoint- 
ed, as  many  were  anxious  to  hear  about  the  Deaconess  movement. 

Much  literature  has  been  distributed.  I  have  sent  copies  of  the  Eighth  An- 
nual Report  to  each  auxiliary,  and  carefully  distributed  many  others.  Some  of 
our  societies  have  waited  for  the  promised  helps  in  holding  services  for  the  Me- 
morial Fund.  These  have  been  sent  out  but  in  some  cases  too  late  for  returns  to 
be  included  in  the  year's  report.  We  are  much  encouraged  for  the  future  of 
our  Society  in  the  Kansas  Conference,  but  will  not  be  satisfied  until  each  charge 
has  an  auxiliary,  Circle  or  Band.

Little  Rock  Conference. 

Last  November,  upon  the  resignation  of  our  Secretary,  Miss  E.  H.  Mcintosh, 
I  was  asked  to  fill  the  vacancy.  Family  cares,  and  other  duties,  would  not  al- 
low the  Secretary  to  resume  the  work  sooner  than  January  1st.  Trusting  in  our 
blessed  Master,  I  launched  out  into  the  work.  This  Conference  is  quite  a  mis- 
sion field.  The  congregations  are  small,  and  none  of  them  can  care  for  their 
pastor  and  family  decently;  hence  we  can  not  boast  of  any  great  work  accom- 
plished during  the  year. 

While  we  report  nine  new  organizations,  some  of  the  old  ones  failed  to 
grow  ;  yet  our  work  is  better  understood.  The  interest  manifested  at  each  place 
visited  shows  that  we  are  growing.  Preachers,  presiding  elders,  and  persons 
of  influence  are  becoming  much  interested  about  us.  The  growth  of  our  Home 
and  School  gives  evidence  of  their  appreciauon.  Some  of  the  best  workers  in 
our  auxiliaries  are  members  of  other  Societies,  and  are  also  subscribers  to  the 
Woman's  Home  Missions.  We  have  twenty-three  subscribers  in  all.  Finan- 
cially, we  have  doubled  the  amount  of  last  year  sent  to  the  General  Treasurer. 
We  have  six  Mothers'  Jewels  Bands,  and  one  Young  Ladies'  Circle,  which  is 
connected  with  Philander  Smith  College.  Our  efforts  next  year  will  be  to  or- 
ganize District  Associations,  and  raise  funds  for  the  Mrs.  Hayes  Memorial  Fund. 
Our  first  anniversary  was  held  in  February,  in  connection  with  the  Annual 
Conference  at  Fort  Smith.  Bishop  Vincent  spoke  on  "The  Work  of  the  Wo- 
man's Home  Missionary  Society.""  His  address  was  highly  appreciated,  and,  no 
doubt,  added  much  to  the  growth  of  the  work  this  year.  Mrs.  L.  J.  Johnson, 
Secretary,  also  read  a  paper  on  the  same  subject. 

The  Mothers'  Jewels  Band  has  raised  $12  75  on  a  Life  Membership.  The 
Lucy  Webb  Hayes  Memorial  Service  was  held  at  Wesley  Chapel,  September 
28th.  A  nice  congregation  witnessed  the- exercises  which  consisted  of  ad- 
dresses and  the  reading  of  the  Memorial  tribute.  The  Secretary  could  not  ac- 
complish the  work  she  desired,  because  so  many  of  our  charges  are  too  poor  to 
pay  traveling  expenses.  We  have  done  what  we  could  to  lay  the  foundation 
for  the  Home  Mission  Work  in  the  Little  Rock  Conference.

Louisiana  Conference. 

Many  things  have  prevented  much  advance   in   our  work   during   the   past 
year.     We  have  in  the  Louisiana   Conference    eight  districts,  of   which  six  are 
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entirely  colored  work,  presided  over  by  our  elders,  and  the  Woman's  Home 
Missionary  Society  has  a  District  Secretary  for  each  district.  These  Secretaries 
travel  over  the  work,  as  far  as  they  can,  at  their  own  expense.  Some  parts  of 
Louisiana,  especially  the  Districts  of  Monroe,  Baton  Rouge  and  La  Teche,  where 
our  churches  are  located  and  our  people  are  numerous,  suffered  greatly  from 
floods.  Some  of  our  people  lost  all  they  had  by  the  great  overflow,  and  some 
were  thanktul  for  their  lives.  This,  with  many  other  things  unforeseen  at  the  be- 
ginning, has  crippled  our  energies  and  stopped  our  progress;  but  the  work  re- 
mains in  good  condition,  all  things  considered,  and  we  hope  to  see  an  increase 
during  the  coming  year. 

It  is  earnestly  desired  by  the  ministers  holding  important  charges  on  these 
districts,  and  by  the  Conference  Board  of  our  Society,  that  we  have  a  colored 
missionary,  or  that  some  method  may  be  devised,  whereby  one  of  our  own 
sisters  can  visit  the  unorganized  portion  on  these  districts,  and  we  most  earnest- 
ly urge  this  matter  for  your  consideration.  A  vast  amount  of  work  is  to  be 
done  in  our  field  of  labor,  and  it  moves  slowly  forward.  The  foundation  is  be- 
ing laid,  but  the  structure  will  not  be  ready  for  the  crowning  top-stone  till  we 
have  an  auxiliary  in  every  available  charge  in  our  Conference.  Some  of  our 
auxiliaries  reported  last  year  have  become  weary  in  well-doing,  and  yet,  by  ju- 
dicious treatment,  we  believe  they  might  be  nursed  back  into  life  and  health. 

Our  work  was  represented  at  the  Annual  Conference,  in  Shreveport,  by 
Mrs.  C.  Brown,  and  the  sum  of  $34  was  turned  over  to  the  Conference  treasury. 
All  through  the  Conference  there  has  been  a  general  advance  in  sentiment  as  to 
the  importance  of  Home  Missionary  work,  and  the  majority  of  our  ministers  are 
ready,  as  soon  as  practicable,  to  open  the  doors  for  organization.  We  held  our 
annual  convention  in  October,  at  Carrolton,  and  we  had  a  very  pleasant  meet- 
ing. All  were  agreed  that  our  work  would  advance  did  the  people  understand 
better  the  object  of  the  Society  and  its  special  methods  of  work.  They  have 
the  willing  mind  and  the  teachable  spirit,  but  they  require  a  leader  who  will 
intelligently  and  persistently  carry  on  the  work.  At  this  meeting  the  Lucy 
Webb  Hayes  Memorial  was  observed,  and  a  collection  taken  for  the  Memorial 
Fund. 

Peck  Home  is  a  marvel  of  beauty  and  arrangement  for  successful  work. 
The  house  can  accommodate  twenty  girls.  Every  room  has  been  nicely  furnish- 
ed, excepting  the  Jennie  C.  Hartzell  room,  which  the  ladies  of  Louisiana  will 
soon  furnish.  What  the  Home  most  needs  now  is  friends  to  contribute  funds 
for  the  good  work  that  it  is  doing,  and  capable  of  doing,  for  a  poor,  deserving 
race-lii^Si  Mrs.  Sadie  E.  Johnson,  Corresponding  Secretary. 


IHainejConference. 

There  are  several  causes  why  the  work  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary 
Society  has  not  advanced  rapidly  in  the  Maine  Conference.  Large  numbers  of 
consecrated  Christian  workers  go  from  Maine,  especially  to  the  West,  whose 
influence  must  sensibly  be  felt  in  the  Conferences  in  which  they  find  a  home. 
While  they  help  to  upbuild  in  other  places,  their  native  State  suffers  from  their 
loss.  Domestic  missions  are  established  in  the  Maine  Conference,  which  are 
supported  by  the  stronger  churches.  Other  difficulties  might  be  mentioned, 
which  are,  perhaps,  more  common  to  other  localities.  The  attention  of  the 
Church  in  Maine  is  now  called  to  the  work  of  the  Society,  as  never  before,  and 
considerable  interest  is  manifest. 

Most  of  the  success  thus  far  attained  is  due  to  the  untiring  efforts  of  the 
Conference  President,  Mrs.  C.  F.  Allen,  of  Kent's  Hill.  Mrs.  Sprinper  has 
recently  spent  several  weeks  in  Maine,  in  the  interest  of  the  Society.  She  or- 
ganized 16  auxiliaries  in  our  Conference,  adding  to  the  membership  425,  and 
securirg  132  subscribers  for  Home  Missions.  An  auxiliary  was  organized  at 
Chestnut  Street,   Portland,  with    95    members.     The    same    church  has  also  a 
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Circle,  with  65  members.  Mrs.  Springer's  self-sacrificing  efforts  have  brought 
success.  If  we  can  make  permanent  the  awakened  interest,  our  future  reports 
must  be  much  in  advance  of  any  yet  made.  Three  other  auxiliaries  have  been 
formed  since  the  year  began,  and  are  now  on  an  excellent  footing.  Our  annual 
and  district  meetings  have  been  profitable  occasions.  For  the  first  time,  an 
entire  morning  service  was  granted  us  at  Old  Orchard  District  camp  meeting, 
last  August. 

Memorial  services  for  Mrs.  Hayes  have  been  held  in  some  churches.  One 
Life  Member  is  reported,  and  $100  for  the  Alaskan  work. 

Our  Conference  can  claim  the  honor  of  sending  the  first  missionary  to  work 
under  the  patronage  of  the  Society,  Miss  Sybil  E.  Abbott,  of  Bethel ;  and  the 
faithful  and  efficient  worker,  Miss  Flora  Mitchell,  of  Thayer  Home,  is  also  one 
of  Maine's  daughters.  "  Redemption  translated  into  action  is  missions."  We 
show  our  gratitude  for  the  priceless  gift  of  salvation  by  doing  all  that  we  can 
to  advance  the  kingdom  of  our  Divine  Leader.

Michigan  Conference. 

The  aim  of  our  Church,  as  at  first  declared,  was  "  to  spread  Scriptural  holi- 
ness over  these  lands."  While  this  has  in  no  sense  lost  its  depth  of  intensity, 
the  Scriptures  also  tell  us  "to  visit  the  widow  and  fatherless  in  their  affliction," 
to  "feed  the  lambs,"  and  care  for  the  "  stranger  within  our  gates,"  while  still 
recognizing  the  force  of  that  other  Scripture,  "  He  that  provideth  not  for  his 
own  hath  denied  the  faith  and  is  worse  than  an  infidel."  In  the  Michigan  Con- 
ference we  are  seeking  to  carry  out  the  spirit  of  these  Scriptures  in  our  home 
work.  There  is  still  great  need  among  our  frontier  workers,  for  whom  all  our 
funds  could  well  be  expended,  and  who  could  not,  without  our  help,  carry  on 
their  work.  This  we  recognize  as  real  missionary  work,  done  by  missionaries, 
on  mission  ground,  until  such  time  as  they  become  self-supporting.  In  addi- 
tion to  our  work  for  the  general  Society,  we  have  distributed  this  year  in  cash 
and  supplies  for  frontier  work  and  local  work  nearly  $1,800. 

The  brick  cards  for  "  Mothers'  Jewels  Home"  have  been  used  somewhat, 
but  we  hope  to  do  more  with  them  another  year.  The  Bellevue  Juvenile  Band, 
of  Michigan  Conference,  have  the  honor  of  naming  the  first  room  in  this  Home 
— "  Buds  of  Promise" — having  sent  the  first  money  for  that  purpose. 

Our  Loan  Library  is  rapidly  growing  in  favor,  and  is  to  be  a  boon  to  our 
frontier  missionaries.  We  have  two  Reading  Circles ;  one  organized  this  year 
is  very  flourishing. 

The  mite  jugs,  as  far  as  distributed,  are  very  popular,  and  will  be,  I  think, 
a  source  of  revenue  for  the  Society.  There  is  a  growing  interest  in  our  Local 
Work,  which  I  believe  is  true  of  every  department  of  our  Home  Missionary 
work.  Our  outlook  was  never  better,  and  we  have  never  had  so  firm  a  hold 
upon  the  hearts  of  the  people. 

I  did  not  know  when  I  closed  my  last  report  with  these  words,  ''  May  his 
presence  gild  the  shadow  under  which  we  now  sit  with  the  golden  glow  of  his 
glory,"  how  much  I  should  need  to  offer  that  prayer  for  myself  before  the  year 
should  close  ;  and,  dear  sisters, 

Will  you  sometimes,  on  bended  knee, 
Before  his  throne,  remember  me.

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Minnesota  Conference. 

The  WoiAan's  Home  Missionary  Society  of  the  Minnesota  Conference  can 
report  some  advancement  during  the  last  year  in  increased  number  of  organiza- 
tions, and  in  amount  of  supplies  sent.  Our  statistics  will  be  found  in  the  re- 
spective lists.  All  our  societies  report  large  sums  spent  in  local  work.  We 
also  have  been  helping  to  support  the  North-western  Deaconess  Home,  at  Min- 
neapolis. In  May,  we  held  an  all-day  missionary  meeting  at  Hennepin  Avenue 
Church,  which  was  very  profitable  and  interesting.  The  evening  was  devoted 
to  a  platform  meeting  in  the  interest  of  the  Home,  and  $420  were  raised  for  it. 
Furniture  and  supplies  valued  at  $188  have  been  contributed  by  us  to  the  same 
institution  during  the  past  year. 

As  our  Society  and  its  work  becomes  better  known,  the  prejudice  against 
which  we  have  had  to  contend  is  rapidly  disappearing.  We  still  have  difficulty 
in  getting  proper  reports.  Some  churches  where  there  are  no  societies,  and, 
indeed,  some  where  there  are,  insist  in  reporting  everything  done,  for  which  there 
is  no  blank  to  report  in  the  Conference  minutes,  as  belonging  to  the  Home 
Missionary  Society,  even  to  money  raised  for  temperance  work.  We  give  no 
credit  on  our  books  for  funds  raised  for  such  purposes,  hence  our  report  does 
not  agree  with  the  Conference  minutes.  But  we  hope  in  time  all  this  will  be 
fully  understood  and  corrected.  Little  has  been  done  as  yet  for  the  Lucy  Hayes 
Memorial.     Some  of  our  societies  have  been  waiting  for  the  promised  literature. 

At  our  Conference  anniversary,  recently  held  at  Mankato,  we  were  repre- 
sented by  Dr.  O.  H.  Tiffany,  of  Hennepin  avenue,  Minneapolis,  in  a  royal  ad- 
dress, which  made  for  us  many  friends,  and  opened  churches  to  us  before  inac- 
cessible. And  we  expect,  with  Miss  Bancroft's  help  (who  comes  to  us  soon),  to 
reap  a  rich  harvest.

Nebraska  Conference. 

The  sheaf-bearing  time  for  another  year  has  come,  and  in  the  years  of  our 
work  as  a  Society  we  have  never  had  such  heavy  grain  for  our  harvest,  though 
perhaps  never  since  the  organization  of  our  Society  have  we  suffered  so  much, 
as  a  State,  from  drouth.  Our  first  annual  business  meeting  was  held  separately 
from  our  Annual  Conference,  and  was  marked  by  a  good  attendance  for  an  in- 
itiatory meeting.  The  reports  showed  decided  growth.  The  increased  per 
cent,  of  societies,  Bands  and  Circles  has  been  such  as  to  make  our  hearts  glad, 
and  the  subscriptions  to  Woman's  Home  Missions  have  exceeded  our  most  san- 
guine expectations;  and  though  we  are  not  where  we  should  be,  or  hope  to  be, 
yet  a  review  of  the  year  gives  us  courage  for  the  on-coming  months.  Mrs.  Rob- 
erts, our  Conference  organizer,  has  been  untiring  in  her  efforts. 

The  location  of  the  Mothers'  Jewels  Home  within  our  borders  has  been  a 
forceful  stimulus  to  us  in  our  endeavors.  The  spot  has  grown  dear  to  us,  and 
we  are  pleased  to  report  eight  boys  and  two  girls  who  are  anxiously  awaiting  the 
completion  of  extensions  to  the  Home  building,  to  receive  twenty  additional 
brothers  and  sisters,  for  they  dwell  as  a  large  tamily.  Though  the  year  has 
been  one  of  almost  total  failure  of  crops,  yet  our  boys  raised  400  bushels  of  rye 
on  16  acres  of  ground;  a  little  over  a  third  of  a  crop  of  corn,  the  best  in  the 
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vicinity  ;  and  $300  worth  of  clover  and  timothy  hay  fills  the  barn,  and  the  pas- 
ture will  rent  for  $100.  The  children  are  all  now  in  school,  with  not  an  absent 
or  tardy  mark  against  them,  and  not  one  has  been  sick  a  whole  day  since  com- 
ing to  the  Home. 

Much  interest  is  shown  by  the  public  at  large.  Callers  are  constant,  the 
matron  receiving,  in  the  name  of  the  Home,  as  many  as  twenty  in  one  day. 
Our  Nebraska  women  have  wrought  nobly  for  the  Home,  and  have  placed  in 
its  rooms  furnishings  comely  and  serviceable.  From  one  charge  and  another 
have  come  these  comforts,  until  over  the  lintel  of  each  door,  inscribed  in  letters 
of  silver,  may  be  read  the  name  of  some  loving  congregation.  Thus  has  the 
house  been  largely  furnished,  and  thus  have  the  children  to  an  extent  been 
cared  for. 

But  while  our  sisters  in  the  "  State  of  shallow  waters  "  have  chiefly  served 
the  interests  of  the  Home,  they  have  nevertheless  ministered  lovingly,  gener- 
ously, to  the  pioneer  preachers  and  their  families  on  the  frontier;  and  many 
barrels  and  boxes  have  been  directed  by  their  hands  to  the  abodes  of  God's 
heroes  of  faith. 

Not  as  much  interest  is  apparent  as  we  should  like  to  note  in  our  Confer- 
ence Reading  Circle,  but  we  hope  for  improvement. 

Our  dear  Mrs.  Newman's  affliction  has  caused  our  hearts  to  beat  in  sym- 
pathy for  her  in  her  suffering,  and  we  pray  the  Great  Physician  to  impart  to 
her  healing  power. 

For  this  coming  year  we  desire  so  to  work  that  at  the  gleaning  time  we  may 
bear  in  our  arms  yet  heavier  sheaves.

Newark  Conference. 

The  most  encouraging  feature  of  the  past  year  has  been  the  interest  shown 
in  all  the  public  meetings  we  have  held.  Our  annual  meeting  in  November,  in 
Central  Church,  Newark,  was  most  inspiring.  The  memorial  service  for  our 
beloved  Mrs.  Hayes  was  very  impressive.  Rev.  Dr.  Gates'  address  on  the 
needs  of  the  great  Home  field,  and  his  appeals  in  behalf  of  our  frontier  preach- 
ers and  their  families,  resulted  in  securing  much  larger  contributions  of  sup- 
plies from  our  various  auxiliaries  than  any  previous  year. 

Our  Conference  Board  has  met  regularly,  and  has  been  greatly  cheered  by 
the  reports  it  has  received  from  the  faithful  women  who  are  the  inspiration  of 
our  auxiliaries.  Their  reward  is  on  high.  Because  of  their  faithfulness,  we  are 
able  in  this  review  of  the  past  year  to  report  a  slowly  but  steadily  increasing 
interest  in  the  work  of  our  Society. 

In  consequence  of  the  able  address  of  Mrs.  Willing,  at  our  Conference  An- 
niversary, last  April,  and  her  presentation  of  the  needs  of  New  Mexico,  special 
offerings  have  been  made  to  the  Home  in  Albuquerque.  We  are  indebted  to 
Mrs.  Griffith  for  an  earnest  address  at  our  camp  meeting  anniversary  at  Tabor, 
when  many  hearts  were  stirred  in  behalf  of  our  work  among  the  Indians,  and 
the  establishment  of  our  Mothers'  Jewels  Home  in  Nebraska. 

Our  district  meetings  in  May  were  seasons  of  great  interest  and  profit.  At 
each  of  these  meetings  the  subject  of  systematic  Christian  giving  was  presented, 
with  the  prayer  that  the  entire  Church  of  God  may  be  speedily  led  10  adopt 
this  method  of  hastening  the  establishment  of  Christ's  kingdom  throughout  the 
world. 

In  September,  one  01  the  original  members  of  our  Queen  Esther  Band,  in 
Nyack,  after  months  of  prayerful  consideration,  entered  the  Deaconess  Home 
in  New  York  City.  We  hope  her  example  may  lead  to  the  consecration  of 
many  other  young  ladies  among  us  to  similar  service  for  Christ,  and  result 
eventually  in  the  establishment  of  successful  Deaconess  Homes  in  all  the  lead- 
ing cities  of  our  Conference.

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BJew  England  Conference. 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  unusual  interest  in  the  New  England  Con- 
ference Society.  Missionary  interest  has  grown  into  missionary  zeal,  and  the 
earnest  effort  put  forth  is  shown  by  marked  advance  numerically  and  financial- 
ly. The  general  interest  has  been  much  increased  by  six  very  profitable  dis- 
trict meetings.  The  inspiring  address  of  the  deeply  lamented  General  C.  B. 
Fisk,  at  our  Conference  anniversary,  will  long  be  remembered,  and  its  influ- 
ences felt  by  the  friends  of  Home  Missions  in  New  England.  At  our  camp 
meeting  anniversaries,  the  interests  of  the  King  Home,  Marshall,  Tex.,  and  our 
Immigrant  Home,  East  Boston,  were  presented,  with  good  results. 

Our  ninth  annual  meeting  was  held  in  the  Winthrop  Street  Church,  Boston 
Highlands,  October  16.  We  were  greatly  favored  with  interesting  addresses 
from  Mrs.  K.  Chandler,  Miss  Van  Marter,  Rev.  W.  I.  Haven,  and  the  pastor 
of  the  church,  Rev.  Charles  Goodell.  The  large  attendance  encouraged  us  to 
believe  that  the  cause  of  Home  Missions  has  a  warm  place  in  the  hearts  of  our 
people,  and  the  reports  from  our  various  Conference  departments  showed  a 
broader  knowledge  of  the  work  and  a  record  better  than  that  of  any  previous 
year.  While  thankful  for  added  workers  and  increasing  interest,  we  can  but 
regret  the  necessary  retirement  of  two  of  our  efficient  workers.  Our  beloved 
President,  Mrs.  Cooper,  who  has  served  us  so  long  and  faithfully,  on  account 
of  ill  health  has  been  obliged  to  tender  her  resignation.  Our  Conference  Secre- 
tary, Miss  Newhall,  has  also  resigned  because  of  prolonged  illness  in  her  fam- 
ily. Very  much  of  the  success  and  growth  of  our  Conference  Society  is  due  to 
their  untiring  efforts  during  the  past  six  years. 

Notwithstanding  that  our  Conference  Society  has  been  making  special 
effort  to  carry  on  the  work  within  our  own  borders,  the  claims  of  New  Mexico, 
Alaska,  Pawhuska,  Nootsachk,  and  King  Home  have  not  been  neglected;  and 
with  pleasure  we  report  $200  raised  for  the  Lucy  Hayes  Memorial,  and  that  many 
little  jewels  have  contributed  their  mite  toward  the  Mothers'  Jewels  Home. 

There  came  into  our  possession  last  January  a  child  of  much  promise, 
which  we  have  named  the  Religious  Periodical  Bureau.  Mrs.  Gillett,  of  Sau- 
gus,  Mass.,  a  lady  of  a  sister  denomination,  conceived  the  idea  of  sending  books 
to  ministers  on  the  frontier,  which  were  to  be  passed  along  to  a  brother  minis- 
ter after  reading.  Their  grateful  acknowledgments  showed  the  great  demand 
for  work  of  this  kind,  and  led  to  soliciting  kind  friends  to  send  papers  and  peri- 
odicals. The  originator  having  placed  454  of  these,  found  the  work  beyond 
her  strength,  and  brought  it  to  our  Society  for  adoption.  Under  the  efficient 
management  of  Mrs.  Dwight,  1,118  papers  and  periodicals,  most  of  them  week- 
ly, are  disseminating  the  religious  intelligence  of  the  day; 

By  the  munificent  gift  of  $5,000,  and  the  generosity  of  our  auxiliaries  and 
friends,  we  own  a  roomy  Immigrants  Home,  most  favorably  located,  and  the 
permanency  of  our  work  is  no  longer  threatened.  Our  building  is  large  enough 
for  the  establishment  of  an  Industrial  School  and  temperance  lunch  room,  and 
the  present  need  of  the  latter  is  especially  great,  but  the  rooms  we  hope  to  use 
in  the  near  future  for  these  purposes  must  now  be  rented  and  the  income  ap- 
plied on  our  mortgage  of  $9,000.  Our  work  has  grown  beyond  our  expecta- 
tions, and  our  missionary,  Mrs.  Clark,  is  greatly  overburdened.  The  number 
aided  by  the  Home  is  given  in  the  report  of  the  Bureau  for  Immigrant  Work. 
In  the  chapel  of  our  Home,  a  room  from  which  sounds  of  drunkenness  and  rev- 
elry greeted  the  immigrant  for  nineteen  years,  the  voice  of  the  immigrant  is 
now  heard  in  prayer  and  praise. 

Who  can  measure  the  good  done,  or  the  evil  overcome  ?

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New  England  Southern  Conference. 

On  the  30th  of  September,  I  was  appointed  to  the  office  of  Corresponding 
Secretary  of  this  Conference.  The  reports  that  have  come  to  me  in  this  shott 
period  are  incomplete,  hence  my  report  may  not  be  as  satisfactory  as  those  of 
former  years.  The  work  at  large  has  not  grown  rapidly  during  the  past  year. 
But,  if  there  has  not  been  a  marked  increase  in  membership,  there  has  been  in 
an  increased  intelligence  in  regard  to  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society. 
Its  needs  are  being  better  understood,  and  we  trust  that  will  aid  in  the  spread  of 
the  work  during  the  next  year.  Many  of  the  churches  confine  their  Home  Mis- 
sion work  to  their  own  localities,  seeing  the  needs  there  greater  than  outside. 
Frequently,  barrels  and  boxes  are  sent  to  the  South  and  West  without  any  refer- 
ence to,  or  connection  with,  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society. 

The  special  work  of  the  Conference  is  Browning  Home.  During  the  year, 
the  Conference  has  paid  toward  the  support  of  Browning  Home  about  $2,000. 
We  consider  this  money  well  spent,  knowing,  as  we  do,  the  benefit  this  Home  and 
school  is  to  the  colored  people  of  Camden  and  vicinity.  It  is  in  a  section  of  the 
country  where  there  is  no  other  school  for  colored  people  within  a  radius  of 
thirty  miles.  These  people  are  farther  removed  from  any  opportunity  of  be- 
coming educated  than  are  those  in  the  more  thickly  settled  towns.  This  school 
takes  from  their  homes  of  ignorance  and  poverty  a  class  of  girls  that,  on  ac- 
count of  color,  could  not  be  admitted  to  the  town  schools.  The  question  is 
sometimes  asked,  "  Does  it  pay  to  spend  so  much  on  this  class?"  We  answer, 
Yes.  These  girls  are  to  be  the  mothers  of  another  generation.  Are  we  to 
allow  the  next  generation  to  be  more  degraded  than  the  present,  because  we 
withhold  the  means  for  educating  and  uplifting  them?  We  are  just  as  surely 
responsible  for  their  condition  now,  as  were  the  slave  owners  for  their  brutal- 
ized condition  in  the  days  of  slavery.  The  question  is  also  asked,  "Do  the 
colored  people  appreciate  the  efforts  being  made  for  their  improvement  ?"  Take 
one  illustration.  One  teacher  says :  "We  had  two  sisters  in  the  school  who 
were  not  very  promising.  One  was  a  beneficiary,  and  she  was  so  dull  that  we 
had  thought  best  not  to  retain  her.  The  father  of  these  girls  came  for  them  at 
the  close  of  the  school,  a  distance  of  thirty  miles,  traveling  all  one  night  and 
till  eleven  o'clock  the  next  day,  in  a  cart  with  one  ox  to  draw  it.  He  had  had 
neither  food  nor  sleep  since  leaving  home.  He  was  fed,  and  when  the  party 
started  for  home  with  the  girls'  old  trunk,  and  bundles  of  wearing  apparel 
stowed  in  the  poor  cart  (they  to  take  turns  in  riding),  the  girls  walking  each  side, 
the  father  turned  and  warmly  thanked  the  teacher  for  the  'larnin'  his  girls 
had  got,  and  added  that  '  the  people  at  home  were  waiting  for  Maria  to  come 
home  and  open  a  school  for  the  children  of  that  place.'  "  As  a  rule,  they  are 
eager  for  improvement,  and  do  avail  themselves  of  all  time  and  chance  for  study 
and  knowledge  of  home-making  and  home-keeping. 

A  letter  recently  received  from  one  of  the  teachers  says :  "  I  find  the  school 
has  had  excellent  training  in  the  past.  The  school  is  not  large  as  yet,  but  I 
find  enough  to  keep  me  busy  from  nine  till  twelve,  and  from  one  to  three,  be- 
sides evening  work  for  the  girls  here  in  the  Home.  The  organ  came  last  week, 
and  the  girls  would  all  like  to  take  lessons,  but  for  the  difficulty  of  time  to 
practice  one  hour  a  day."  The  Browning  Home  has  attained  its  present  pros- 
perous condition  through  the  earnest  effort  and  able  management  of  the  Com- 
mittee of  the  Home.  The  outlook  is  encouraging.  We  believe  it  deserves  the 
cordial  support  not  only  of  the  New  England  Southern  Conference,  but  of  the 
General  Society.

New  Hampshire  Conference. 

For  New  Hampshire  Conference  we  report  two  new  auxiliaries,  several 
new  Life  Members,  and  new  interest  and  zeal  in  the  work  in  general.  Board 
meetings  have  been  held  monthly  this  year,  which  have  been   a  great  help  to 
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the  Corresponding  Secretary.  Our  speaker  at  the  Conference  anniversary  was 
Mrs.  G.  II.  Mansfield,  while  Mrs.  W.  E.  Uvvight  and  Mrs.  N.  H.  Knox  served 
us  very  acceptably  at  the  camp  grounds.  At  Epping  camp-ground,  Chautau- 
qua week,  a  missionary  hour  was  one  of  the  features  of  the  program.  Two  of 
these  hours  were  devoted  to  Home  Missions.  A  comparison  of  the  Home  Mis- 
sion work  among  the  different  denominations  gave  a  very  profitable  and  inter- 
esting program  on  one  of  these  occasions. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  added  to  our  list  of  officers  two  new  ones, 
that  of  Mite  Box  Secretary,  and  Agent  for  Woman's  Home  Missions,  and  the 
work  has  been  well  begun  in  each  of  these  departments.  Our  special  funds 
have  been  retained,  to  some  extent,  in  our  own  Conference,  in  order  to  help 
the  thousands  of  French  Catholics  in  our  midst;  also  supplies  have  been  sent 
within  our  own  bounds. 

We  are  at  present  interested  in  the  new  Home  to  be  established  at  Belle- 
view,  Fla.,  in  memory  of  Mrs.  Emerson.  The  publication  of  a  Conference  pa- 
per, The  Home  Missionary,  has  aided  us  greatly  in  awakening  and  increasing 
interest  in  this  work.  Over  2,000  copies  were  printed  and  distributed  freely  in 
all  the  charges  of  the  Conference. 

A  legacy  of  $75  has  been  left  the  Society  by  Mrs.  Nancy  Robinson,  of 
Exeter.  Two  ladies  have  presented  themselves  to  the  Board  as  missionary  can- 
didates, have  been  approved,  and  have  been  assigned  fields  of  labor  by  the 
General  Executive  Board.  Badges  were  awarded  for  the  first  and  second  years 
of  ihe  Reading  Course,  at  our  annual  meeting  held  a  few  weeks  ago,  and  at  this 
same  annual  meeting  our  hearts  were  made  glad  by  a  gift  of  $200  from  a  friend 
who  wished  to  remain  unknown.

New  Jersey  Conference. 

With  chastened  hearts  we  come  to  this  annual  meeting.  During  the  year 
repeated  calls  have  come  to  us  from  the  "  Land  Beyond."  Our  Recording  Sec- 
reiary,  Mr.  S.  K.  Hickman,  parted  with  one  of  her  two  lovely  daughters,  a  girl 
of  twelve  years.  Mrs.  G.  M.  P.  Wells,  our  Secretary  of  Supplies,  said  farewell 
to  her  gifted  daughter,  a  young  lady  of  seventeen  years,  who  was  her  only 
child.  Mrs.  Dr.  J.  Y.  Dobbins,  who  has  charge  of  the  Reading  Circle  and 
Lecture  Bureau  Department,  has  been  prostrated  by  grief  because  of  the  de- 
parture of  her  father,  Judge  Jas.  Diverly,  a  man  who  was  prominent  in  New 
Jersey  Methodism.  And  then  our  strong,  gentle  "  big  brother"  was  called. 
Our  President  was  widowed,  and  our  eyes  are  not  yet  dry  from  our  weeping. 

One  of  the  great  needs  of  our  Conference  Society  has  been  an  organizer. 
To  open  the  way  for  such  a  one,  I  planned  to  visit  each  of  our  four  District 
Steward's  meetings  in  the  beginning  of  this  Conference  year,  and  laid  .before 
them  the  advantages  our  Society  might  be  to  them  if  they  would  open  the  way 
for  our  coming.  They  passed  cordial  resolutions  of  sympathy  and  co-operation. 
Mrs.  Willing  gave  us  a  Sabbath  in  May,  and  organized  in  the  Third  Street 
Church,  Camden,  a  society  of  100  members,  with  50  subscribers  to  the  paper, 
besides  interesting  many  in  the  bags  for  the  Italian  work.  In  the  evening  she 
visited  Tabernacle  Church,  and  though  it  was  not  deemed  wisest  to  organize 
our  work,  she  awakened  great  interest,  and  a  goodly  number  offered  to  collect 
money  for  the  New  Mexicans.  Mrs.  Griffith  came  to  us  in  September,  and 
though  it  was  not  an  opportune  time,  as  our  people  had  not  yet  settled  from 
their  summer's  vacation,  yet  from  about  one  week's  work  we  note  an  increase 
of  241  members,  103  of  them  being  in  Circles  or  Bands. 

Our  Conference  anniversary  was  held  in  Millville,  at  which  Mrs.  C.  B. 
Fisk  presided.  Gen.  Fisk  and  Bishop  Goodsell  were  the  speakers.  We  took  a 
collection  of  $135  for  local  work.  Rev.  Philip  Cline  made  a  forceful  appeal 
before  the  Conference  in  the  interests  of  our  Society.     At  Seaville  camp  ground 
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we  had  one  hour  given  us  during  the  district  preachers'  convention.  This  was 
filled  with  great  acceptability  by  Mrs.  Griffith.  Pitman  Grove  anniversary 
was  held  July  30th.  The  speakers  were  Rev.  Philip  Cline,  Mrs.  M.  E.  Orif 
fith,  Dr.  A.  B.  Leonard,  and  Bishop  Taylor,  of  Africa.  All  did  us  grand 
service. 

The  Ocean  Grove  anniversary  was  held  August  5th.  "Dr.  Stokes  gave  the 
Society  a  cordial  greeting,  which  was  responded  to  by  Mrs.  K.  Chandler,  of 
New  York,  in  her  usual  inspiring  manner.  Bishop  Bowman  favored  us  by  his 
presence,  and  gave  earnest  words  of  encouragement  to  the  Society.  He  also 
spoke  of  his  great  interest  in  the  Indians,  especially  the  Navajos.  Mrs.  Grif- 
fith gave  an  address  on  the  Indians,  showing  articles  of  interest  from  several 
tribes.  Mrs.  A.  T.  Stuart,  of  Baltimore  Conference,  read  an  instructive  paper 
on  the  supply  work.  Miss  Van  Marter  presented  our  different  fields  and  meth- 
ods of  work.

During  the  past  year,  nine  new  auxiliaries  have  been  added  to  the  New 
York  Conference  Society.  Increase  of  interest  and  zeal  is  manifest  on  the  part 
of  our  Board,  and  we  are  looking  forward  with  hope  and  courage  to  the  new 
year's  work. 

A  mission  was  opened  in  "  Little  Italy,"  in  our  great  city,  last  January. 
An  especially  well  equipped  Missionary,  Miss  A.  L.  Ruddy,  is  in  charge,  who, 
in  addition  to  her  abundant  labors  in  the  homes  of  the  poor  Italians,  successfully 
carries  on  Sunday  School,  sewing  school,  children's  meeting,  and  special  work 
for  mothers. 

The  work  for  the  Immigrant  girls  broadens  and  deepens.  With  the  hearty 
God  speed  of  our  great  Society,  we  go  forth  in  faith  to  secure  the  funds  for  our 
greatly  needed  Home,  and  we  ask  the  co-operation  and  prayerful  sympathy  of 
our  fellow-workers  everywhere.  It  is  a  grief  to  us  to  lose  Mrs.  Kennard  Chand- 
ler from  the  head  of  our  Bureau,  but  we  recognize  the  hand  of  God  in  sending 
Mrs.  Willing  to  us  at  this  juncture  to  take  the  place  which  this  dear  worker  is 
no  longer  able  to  fill. 

More  and  more  the  urgent  needs  of  city  work  are  pressing  upon  us  as  a 
Conference  Society.  None  the  less,  nay,  more,  would  we  seek  to  help  our  dis- 
tant sisters,  but  we  welcome  the  voice  of  God  which  bids  us  go  forth  to  seek  and 
save  the  lost  in  our  very  midst.  God  hasten  the  day  when  every  Home  Mis- 
sionary auxiliary  shall  be  an  earnest  and  successful  evangelizing  agency.

New  York  Bast  Conference. 

In  the  New  York  East  Conference  our  Home  Mission  interests  are  steadily 
increasing.  We  feel  that  we  "  rise  by  the  things  that  are  under  our  feet,"  and 
as  we  gain  access  to  our  churches  and  carry  the  intelligence  of  our  work  to  the 
people,  we  draw  friends  to  our  cause.  We  were  favored,  last  month,  with  two 
weeks'  service  from  our  national  organizer,  who  gave  great  aid  and  insoira- 
tion  to  our  work,  giving  us  six  new  auxiliaries,  and  adding   quite   a   number  of 
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names  as  subscribers  to  our  paper.  Our  greatest  need  is  a  consecrated  woman 
who  can  spend  all  her  time  in  organizing  auxiliaries  and  visiting  the  churches 
in  the  interests  of  our  work.  One  of  the  greatest  obstacles  to  the  multiplication 
of  auxiliaries  is  found  in  the  scattered  ground  covered  by  our  Conference,  for, 
as  you  perhaps  know,  it  includes  a  part  of  New  York  City,  the  whole  of  Brook- 
lyn, all  of  Long  Island,  which  itself  is  large  enough  for  a  single  Conference,  and 
a  large  part  of  Connecticut.  We  have,  during  the  year,  nearly  doubled  our 
number  of  subscribers  to  Woman's  Home  Missions,  and  increased  our  receipts  to 
the  treasury  50  per  cent. 

Our  auxiliaries  are  interested  in  every  department  of  our  work,  and  have, 
therefore,  been  very  loyal  to  the  General  Fund,  sending  their  moneys  quite 
largely  to  be  disbursed  under  the  direction  of  the  General  Board.  One  Band 
supports  an  Indian  girl  in  school  ;  and  we  have  voted  a  special  offering  to  the 
Lucy  Hayes  Memorial  Fund.  The  Mothers'  Jewels  Home  has  awakened  con- 
siderable interest  among  our  young  people,  and  we  hope  soon  to  name  a  room 
in  the  new  building.  The  department  of  supplies  finds  ready  response  in  gen- 
erous hearts,  and  valuable  packages  are  constantly  finding  their  way  to  our 
frontiers,  South  and  West.  One  church  alone  has  sent  six  valuable  barrels  al- 
ready this  autumn,  and  accompanied  some  of  them  with  money  for  some  espe- 
cial need  of  the  self  sacrificing  recipient. 

We  have  held  two  very  interesting  all-day  meetings,  which  have  been 
inspiring  to  the  workers,  and  a  means  of  education  to  those  attending  them. 
Situated,  as  we  are,  in  the  midst  of  the  most  densely  populated  sections  of  our 
country,  we,  of  course,  are  greatly  interested  in  city  work,  and  our  special  city 
work  among  the  factory  girls  of  Brooklyn  attracts  to  us  workers  and  money 
which  otherwise  could  not  be  won  to  our  Society. 

We  have  enlarged  the  work  and  nearly  furnished  a  sewing  and  reading  room, 
and  we  are  now  planning  the  opening  of  lodgings,  and  an  employment  bureau, 
with  a  competent  matron  in  charge.  We  are  deeply  impressed  with  the  im- 
portance of  this  kind  of  work  in  our  cities,  and  feel  that,  in  some  way,  it  should 
be  made  a  feature  of  our  work  in  all  the  large  cities.

The 
faithful  few  have  tried  to  do  their  best  to  carry  forward  this  work,  and  though 
results  have  not  been  as  great  as  we  could  wish,  yet  we  rejoice  that  we  have 
been  able  to  "  lend  a  hand  "  in  this  great  work.

North  Ohio  Conference. 

The  history  of  the  North  Ohio  Conference  for  the  past  year  is  encouraging. 
Some  new  organizations  have  been  effected,  and  inactive  societies  restored.  We 
are  glad  to  report  an  increase  in  the  amount  of  supplies  this  year,  for  we  have 
found  that  loving  interest  in  this  department  of  work  has  quickened  the  life  of 
many  societies  in  the  rural  districts,  and  in  its  reflex  influence  has  proven  that 
it  is  indeed  "more  blessed  to  give  than  to  receive."  We  have  not  reached  our 
ideal,  and  yet  our  hearts  are  profoundly  grateful  for  the  measure  of  success  that 
has  attended  our  efforts.  A  growing  interest  is  manifested  in  the  Home  Mission- 
ary Reading  Circle,  which  is  proving  a  valuable  aid  in  answering  the  oft-recur- 
ring question,  "  how  to  sustain  monthly  meetings?"  as  it  furnishes  interesting 
matter  for  select  reading,  and  timely  and  pertinent  topics  for  papers  and  dis- 
cussions. 

At  our  annual  meeting  in  May  last  it  was  our  privilege  and  pleasure  to  have 
with  us  Miss  Bancroft,  whose  inspiring  address  and  wise  counsels  in  the  deliber- 
ations of  the  convention  gave  a  new  impetus  to  the  work  of  the  Society,  and  we 
are  confident  that  our  faithful  District  Secretaries  returned  to  their  homes  with 
new  zeal  and  enthusiasm.  If  my  heart  did  not  prejudice  my  judgment,  our  anni- 
versary in  connection  with  our  Conference  session,  a  month  since,  compared 
very  favorably  with  that  of  the  older  Societies.  At  this  same  Conference  we 
made  a  pleasing  discovery:  Like  many  others  we  have  a  column  in  the  Minutes 
of  our  Conference  for  Home  Missionary  statistics,  and  we  found  that  rather  than 
have  that  column  a  blank  from  their  respective  charges,  some  of  our  ministerial 
brethren  made  a  personal  contribution,  and  we  confidently  believe  that  this 
voiceless  column  that  has  in  the  past  had  so  many  blanks,  is  going  to  prove  our 
most  effective  pleader  and  powerful  ally. 

We  realize  that  to  reach  the  goal  of  our  hopes  new  fields  must  be  entered, 
and  conquests  made  of  generous  hearts  which  have  thus  far  been  unresponsive. 
The  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society,  crowned  with  blessing,  sits  apart  from 
the  selfish  trend  of  our  every-day  life.  As  we  turn  from  the  grateful  survey  of 
the  successes  of  the  past  we  are  confronted,  not  only  by  the  stern  demands,  but 
by  the  wonderful  opportunities  of  the  present.  Responsibility,  twin  sister  of 
opportunity,  waits  at  our  side,  and  prompts  our  heart's  inquiry,  "Lord,  what 
wilt  thou  have  me  to  do?"

Many  times  has  it  seemed  to 
us  in  our  eagerness  for  tangible  results  that  our  achievements  were  not  commen- 
surate with  our  endeavor ;  nevertheless,  we  have  many  causes  for  encouragement, 
not  i he  least  of  which  is  an  increasing  interest  in  the  various  departments  of  the 
work,  which  is  bringing  to  our  aid  many  strong  and  efficient  workers. 

Our  Conference  anniversary  was  a  fine  success.  The  address  delivered  by 
Dr.  L.  M.  Vernon  was  masterly  and  convincing,  and  we  were  more  than  ever 
impressed  with  the  idea  that  the  most  correct  estimates  of  the  importance  of  the 
home  work  are  obtained  from  those  who  have  viewed  it  from  foreign  fields. 
Meetings  have  been  held  during  the  year  by  our  district  organizations,  and  the 
work  has  been  presented  in  connection  with  some  of  our  camp  meetings. 

A  good  degree  of  interest  is  manifest  in  the  establishment  of  the  Mothers' 
Jewels  Home,  in  which  rooms  will  be  named  for  Mrs.  Harriet  Newell  Shumway, 
Fulton  Band,  and  Northern  New  York  Conference,  respectively.  Ilion  auxiliary 
has  afforded  timely  aid  in  furnishing  York  cottage.  Generous  contributions 
toward  the  Lucy  Hayes  Memorial  fund  are  not  imperfect  indications  of  our  love, 
and  of  our  appreciation  of  a  truly  noble  and  beautiful  character.  The  Water- 
town  auxiliaries  have  aided  the  Bohemian  work,  and  various  sums  have  been 
contributed  in  other  directions.  We  have  striven  to  secure  a  wider  circulation 
for  our  valuable  little  paper,  which  comes  to  us  so  richly  laden  with  fresh  and 
interesting  matter.  Many  copies  of  the  Annual  Report,  another  important  and 
helpful  factor,  have  greatly  aided  in  spreading  information  concerning  the  work 
of  the  Society.

North-west  Iowa  Conference. 

With  increasing  faith  in  God,  we  as  a  Conference  Society  look  forward  to 
more  and  better  work,  grieving  that  in  the  past  we  have  been  unable  to  improve 
all  the  possibilities. 

Miss  Prof.  H.  J.  Cook,  formerly  of  Cornell  College,  Iowa,  did  us  grand 
service  by  her  excellent  address  at  our  anniversary  held  in  connection  with  the 
Annual  Conference.  The  results  of  her  efforts  are  two  new  auxiliaries,  others 
strengthened,  and  the  way  prepared  for  more  societies.  Mary  Iverson,  of  our 
Conference,  who  for  the  last  three  years  has  been  a  teacher  in  Moroni, Utah,  has 
given  more  than  two  months  of  arduous  service  this  summer  among  the  churches, 
telling  of  mission  work  among  the  Mormons.  She  spoke  at  one  camp  meeting, 
our  anniversary,  and  two  district  meetings,  besides  her  usual  services.  The 
benefits  of  aroused  interest  resulted  in  the  organizing  of  new  societies  and  the 
building  up  of  existing  ones.  The  results  which  can  be  seen  and  counted, 
though  rich  and  abundant,  are  but  the  earnest  of  the  fruitage  which  shall  be 
garnered  in  the  city  that  "  lieth  four  square."  Increased  public  favor,  a  larger 
number  of  efficient  officers,  with  better  understanding  of  the  work  and  its  meth- 
ods, are  the  healthful  features  which  augur  well  for  our  future. 
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The  results  of  the  year  cannot  be  tabulated  to  duly  credit  the  work  expended, 
as  so  much  has  been  devoted  to  strengthening  weak  and  nearly  or  quite  discour- 
aged societies.  A  society  abandoned  signifies  members  benumbed,  the  work 
paralyzed,  and  future  effort  for  reorganizing  almost  hopeless.  A  brief  summary 
is  here  given  :  A  gain  of  about  100  members  all  told,  besides  50  additional 
Mothers'  Jewels  (apart  from  $50  raised  by  booklets)  ;  5  additional  Life  Mem- 
bers; Reading  Circle  enbrged  (the  6th  By-law  for  auxiliaries  growing  in  favor)  ; 
one  new  District  organization;  contents  of  mite  boxes  this  year,  $94.49;  sub- 
scribers to  the  paper,  217,  and  special  effort  made  for  renewing  subscriptions; 
$100  given  towards  building  Unga  Cottage  ;  $45.80  for  furnishing  the  "  Frances 
Negus"  room  in  the  Unalaska  Home;  a  beneficiary  at  Moroni  supported,  and 
the  property  there  somewhat  improved  ;  also  an  organ  was  bought  for  Peck 
Home  Sunday-school,  which  we  named  "  Lydia  Trimble  "  Sunday-school.  With 
the  "special  funds"  our  President,  Mrs.  I.  G.Whitfield,  was  constituted  an 
Honorary  Manager,  and  a  room  in  Unga  Cottage  was  named  "A.  A.  Shessler," 
in  honor  of  the  deceased  husband  of  our  beloved  Treasurer.

Worth-west  Kansas  Conference.

Many  of  our  ministers  have  secured  help  through  the  Woman's  Home  Mis- 
sionary Society,  and  could  not  have  remained  on  the  work  if  they  had  not.  Our 
auxiliaries  have  done  what  they  could  in  sending  out  supplies,  and  in  some 
cases  individuals  have  given  money  to  ministers  who  were  needy. 

We  know  the  Master  does  not  look  upon  our  work  of  the  past  year  with  his 
frown,  so  we  will  try  to  keep  up  courage  and  hope  for  better  times.

Ohio  Conference. 

The  Ohio  Conference  has  made  no  great  advance  in  point  of  numbers,  yet 
most  of  our  auxiliaries  show  an  undiminished  interest,  and  many  report  an 
increase  in  membership  ;  we  have  added  twenty-seven  to  our  list  of  Life  Mem- 
bers, and  we  make,  this  year,  our  best  financial  report. 

There  is  a  growing  interest  in  young  people's  organizations,  and  five  new 
Bands  and  Circles  have  been  formed.  Our  young  people  have  done  excellent 
work.  The  Helen  Hunt  Circle,  of  St.  Paul's,  Delaware,  and  the  Circle  of  Third 
Avenue,  Columbus,  have  each  named  a  room  at  Pawhuska.  The  Merry  Work- 
ers, of  Broad  St.,  Columbus,  have  given  $roo  toward  the  support  of  a  local  mis- 
sionary. The  Mothers'  Jewels  of  Third  Avenue  have  earned  the  money  for  a 
room  in  the  Mothers'  Jewels  Home,  and  are  now  adding  to  the  furnishing  by 
sending  a  handsome  photograph  of  their  Band.  The  Young  Ladies'  auxiliary  of 
Wesley  Chapel  has  supported  a  beneficiary  in  the  E.  L.  Rust  Home,  and  has 
sent  $50  to  Pawhuska,  and  $15  to  the  Memorial  fund.  The  Lucy  Webb  Hayes 
Band,  of  Bigelow  Church,  Portsmouth,  has  applied  its  funds  toward  furnishing 
the  doors  and  windows  of  the  Jesse  Lee  Home.  Other  young  people  in  the  So- 
ciety have  not  contributed  so  largely  as  these  we  mention,  but  all  have  been 
helpful  in  our  work. 
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Broad  Street,  Town  Street,  and  Wesley  Chapel  have  remembered  the  Colum- 
bus Mission  at  Elsinore,  by  sending  $25  each  for  repairs.  New  Orleans,  Castle 
Garden,  the  Marshall  Home,  the  Memorial  Home,  and  the  New  Mexico  Missions 
have  received  aid  from  different  auxiliaries.  The  ladies  of  Ironton  name  a  room 
at  Pawhuska,  the  auxiliary  of  St.  Paul's,  Delaware,  names  a  room  in  King  Home, 
and  the  ladies  of  Bigelow  Church,  Portsmouth,  have  devoted  their  energies  to 
Alaska,  and  have  contributed  enough  to  name  a  room  in  the  Jesse  Lee  Home. 

District  meetings  have  been  held  in  the  Chillicothe,  Columbus,  Lancas- 
ter, London,  and  Portsmouth  Districts,  and  the  Malta  auxiliary  has  arranged 
for  one  in  the  near  future  in  the  Zanesville  District.  Meetings  were  held  at  the 
two  camp  meetings,  and  at  the  Conference,  and  we  hope  to  have  a  place  at  each 
District  Conference  this  year. 

The  Reading  Course  cannot  be  regarded  as  in  very  successful  operation  in 
our  Society,  yet  two  Circles  have  finished  the  three  years'  course,  the  New  Hol- 
land auxiliary  bearing  the  honors.  Local  Work  has  been  provided  for  in  Colum- 
bus, by  the  auxiliaries  giving  $250  for  the  support  of  a  local  missionary.  That 
bo.iy  is  now  doing  city  mission  work  in  the  Haig  Mission,  under  the  direction 
of  two  managers  lrom  our  Society.  It  is  hoped  that  from  this  small  beginning 
in  city  mission  work,  at  no  far  distant  day  there  may  be  developed  a  Deaconess 
Home. 

Our  work  this  year  has  not  been  all  we  hoped.  We  trust  we  may  do  much 
more  in  this  good  cause  in  the  year  that  is  before  us.

Oregon    Conference. 

The  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  of  the  Oregon  Conference  held  its 
ihird  annual  meeiing  at  Grant's  Pass,  August  23d,  1890,  in  conjunction  with 
the  W<  man's  Ft  reign  Missionary  Society.  The  reports  of  the  President,  Mrs. 
W.  S.  Harrington,  and  the  Corresponding  Secretary,  Mrs.  H.  P.  Webb,  were 
■  ead,  and  after  the  report  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Woman's  For- 
eign Missionary  Society,  the  annual  address  was  delivered  by  Rev.  C.  C.  Stratton, 
D.  D.,  Chancellor  of  the  Willamette  University. 

During  the  Conference  year  the  Society  was  instrumental  in  sending  Rev. 

J.  A.  Tenant    and    wife,  and  sister,   Mrs.  Pyatt,  to    the    Klamath    Indian 

Agency,  the  object  being  to  establish  them  as  missionaries  in  that  field.  Upon 
trial  it  was  found  that  Bi  other  Tenant's  health  would  not  permit  him  to  remain 
longer  than  the  ch  se  of  the  Conference  year.  But  God  owned  and  blessed  his 
work  as  well  as  the  efforts  of  our  Society,  and  the  result  is  that  the  field  is  now 
occupied  with  a  regular  pastor  from  the  Annual  Conference.  The  report  made 
at  the  Conference  with  reference  to  the  immoral  influence  connected  with  the 
management  of  the  Agency  and  the  schools,  by  the  government  officials  (the 
schools  belong  to  the  M.  E.  Church),  so  aroused  the  members  of  that  body  that 
prompt  action  was  taken  asking  for  the  removal  of  the  agent.  This  has  since 
been  done,  and  a  Christian  man  is  now  over  the  work.  Thus  God  can  and 
does  keep  us  in  the  right,  and  makes  all  things  work  together  for  good.  The 
Klamath  work  is  now  put,  we  trust,  on  a  permanent  Christian  basis';  and  we 
turn  our  attention  to  the  Indians  of  the  Siletz  Agency,  who  are  calling  for  help, 
and  we  hope  that  during  the  present  Conference  year  they  will  be  placed  under 
the  permanent  care  of  the  Church.  Individual  auxiliaries  have  dune  the  follow- 
ing work:  First  M.  E.  Church,  Portland,  furnished  a  room  in  the  Jesse  Lee 
Memorial  Home,  in  Alaska,  also  goods,  amounting  in  all  to  $157.25;  Grace 
Church,  Portland,  also  furnished  a  room  in  the  same  Llome.  The  entire 
amount  raised  and  reported  at  the  Annual  Conference  was  $446.70,  which, 
under  divine  care  and  the  earnest  prayers  of  the  Society,  has  been  expended  in 
its  various  fields.

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Philadelphia  Conference. 

In  March  of  this  year  our  Society  had  traversed  a  cycle  of  seven  years.  At 
its  beginning  a  few  timid  ones  gathered  in  the  "  upper  room  "  at  the  M.  E. 
Book  Room.  Now  counting  members  of  Circles  and  Bands  we  number  nineteen 
hundred.  In  this  traverse  of  the  years  we  paused  for  awhile  in  the  Southland 
and  built,  as  a  memorial,  our  Matthew  Simpson  Home  at  Orangeburg,  feeling 
that  that  was  the  best  practical  expression  of  our  sympathy  for  and  interest  in 
the  colored  girls.  Going  further,  we  built  a  school  in  Utah  and  called  it  the 
Philadelphia  Conference  Home,  and  if  here  one  soul  is  imbued  with  the  Spirit 
of  Christ,  we  have  made  an  impress  that  shall  be  lasting  as  eternity.  We  trust 
hundreds  will  hear  the  word  and  go  forth  to  do  the  will  of  our  divine  Master 
from  this  home  of  "  sisterly  "  love.  We  have  not  been  unmindful  of  the  Indians, 
but  our  Indian  Committee  has  been  zealous  in  the  cause  of  the  Pawnees,  for 
nearly  the  whole  period  of  our  existence. 

We  have  had  our  city  missionaries,  who  were  consecrated  and  loved  the 
work.  "  They  attended  to  it  so  well,  and  it  developed  so  fast  that  we  felt  the 
necessity  upon  us  to  provide  an  Immigrants  Home.  For  many  years  there  had 
been  no  convenient  boarding  place  near  the  steamship  landing  except  one  kept 
by  a  Catholic  woman.  It  required  a  great  effort  to  overcome  the  opposition  of 
this  same  woman,  to  establish  our  Home.  Now  we  find  it  known  as  far  off  as 
Denver,  Colo.,  though  only  in  existence  a  little  over  a  year.  It  is  kept  so  well 
and  wisely  that  it  is  not  much  expense  to  the  Society. 

During  the  last  year  we  opened  our  Deaconess  Home  at  547  N.  16th  St.  It 
is  very  nicely  furnished  by  the  different  auxiliaries.  It  was  opened  in  February 
and  dedicated  to  service  by  our  resident  Bishop,  C.  D.  Foss.  It  becomes  now 
the  center  of  our  Local  Work,  and  is  our  headquarters  for  local  supplies.  It  is 
so  homelike  that  any  one  might  desire  it.  We  have  two  deaconesses  preparing, 
and  three  associate  deaconesses.  Our  Conference  Board  of  Control  meets  quite 
regularly,  and  defines  the  studies  to  be  pursued. 

Our  Conference  anniversary,  held  in  Pottsville,  was  a  great  success.  Dis- 
trict meetings  have  been  held  in  the  North,  North-west,  West,  and  South  Phil- 
adelphia Districts,  each  of  then  full  of  interest.  We  have  kept  up  our  supply 
department,  and  have  sent  out  supplies  to  the  different  mission  fields  valued  at 
nearly  $2,500.  Our  annual  meeting  was  held  in  Trinity  Church.  Though 
quite  a  stormy  day  the  attendance  was  large  and  the  meeting  was  characterized 
by  zeal  and  enthusiasm.  The  Mite  Box  department  is  under  the  care  of  Miss 
Mary  Peirce,  and  is  well  managed.  The  paper,  Woman 's  Home  Missions,  is  in 
charge  of  Miss  S.  G.  Gordon.  Some  auxiharies  have  reached  the  mark  of  hav- 
ing as  many  subscribers  as  members;  we  trust  there  will  be  many  to  do  so  next 
year. 

We  have  had  among  us  for  a  short  time  Mrs.  M.  E.  Griffith,  who  has  been 
abundant  in  labor,  and  has  found  great  favor  in  the  hearts  of  the  people.  Our 
contributions  this  year,  I  believe,  have  been  much  larger  than  ever  before.  We 
present  our  gifts  of  labor  and  substance,  and  lay  them  before  the  Lord,  trusting 
that  he  will  refine  them  from  dross,  that  they  may  be  as  pure  gold.

Pittsburgh  Conference. 

For  this  year  the  Pittsburgh  Conference  reports  seven  new  organizations, 
and  an  increase  of  about  three-fifths  in  membership.  Our  list  of  subscribers  to 
Home  Missions  has  increased  one-half.  Three  of  our  five  Conference  districts 
have  held  their  quarterly  meetirgs  regularly;  and  one  reporting  auxiliary  has 
been  formed  in  one  of  the  unorganized  districts.  Our  dues,  special  funds,  and 
supplies  have  been  very  considerably  increased,  and  better  than  all,  there  is  a 
marked  increase  of  interest  and  favor  with  both  preachers  and  people. 
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Our  Deaconess  work  has  been  started,  and  we  hope  will  soon  be  in  active 
operation.  Our  faithful  worker  in  the  coke  regions  served  us  again  this  year. 
We  expect  to  extend  this  work  during  the  coming  year.  We  still  have  only  one 
auxiliary  reading  the  course.  Altogether  we  start  on  our  new  year  with  better 
prospects  and  under  brighter  auspices  than  ever  before.

Rock  River  Conference. 

Our  lines  of  work  have  been  the  same,  in  the  main,  during  the  past  as  in 
the  previous  year.  We  have  continued  the  support  of  beneficiaries  at  Atlanta. 
Something  has  been  added  to  the  Alaska  contribution ;  and  a  very  valuable 
fence  provided,  largely  donated  by  the  Woven  Wire  Galvanized  Iron  Fence  Co., 
of  Chicago,  through  the  liberality  of  Mr.  David  S.  McMullen,  of  Evar.ston,  a 
member  of  the  firm.  This  fence  will  enclose  the  two  acres  preempted  for  the 
benefit  of  the  Alaska  Home.  This,  with  the  pledges  secured  at  the  Annual  Meet- 
ing, providing  for  the  remaining  obligation  on  the  fence,  gives  us  security  for 
a  permanent  foothold  on  our  possessions  in  that  far  away,  but  all  important 
locality.  Unalaska,  where  our  mission  is  located,  holds  the  key  to  all  Alaska 
west  of  Kodiak.  All  commercial  interests  center  here.  It  is  the  point  of 
departure  for  and  from  all  this  vast  area,  the  only  port  of  entry  for  the  com- 
merce of  San  Francisco  with  the  surrounding  country  for  thousands  of  miles. 

In  general  it  may  be  said  that  intelligence  concerning  our  Society  and  its 
aims  is  spreading,  and  consequently  interest  is  increasing.  The  average  human 
apprehension  is  said  to  require  twenty-five  years  for  the  adequate  inception  of 
an  idea  connected  with  a  practical  reform.  So  we  learn  to  labor  and  to  wait. 
Truth  and  righteousness  have  the  eternal  years  of  God. 

All  the  appointments  for  special  services  have  been  observed  by  some  of  our 
auxiliaries;  though  we  have  been  conscious  that  these  movements  are  in  the 
incipient  stages  of  development.  In  Evanston,  the  self-denial  meeting  assumed 
the  form  of  an  Easter  festival,  and  was  so  marked  a  success  as  to  leave  the 
matter  quite  undecided  whether  it  should  hereafter  be  celebrated  as  a  joyful 
offering,  or  a  penitential  fast,  and  so  we  called  it  a  day  of  glad  sacrifice. 

The  Bohemian  Mission  of  Chicago,  which  is  now  housed  in  a  comparatively 
comfortable  hall,  on  a  two  years'  lease,  is  making  favorable  progress.  We 
have  had,  in  addition  to  other  departments  of  work  that  have  been  mentioned 
heretofore,  (see  page  in  Eighth  Annual  Report),  a  free  Kindergarten  estab- 
lished by  the  Free  Kindergarten  Association  of  the  city.  This  is  now  in  suc- 
cesslul  operation.  We  have  also  the  offer  of  a  Free  Dispensary  and  a  Day 
Nursery  from  other  benevolent  associations  of  the  city,  without  any  expense  to 
our  Society,  on  the  condition  that  we  provide  the  room.  Nothing  more  favor- 
able has  opened  up  to  any  institution  under  the  auspices  of  our  .Society,  any- 
where, I  venture  to  say,  in  the  whole  compass  of  our  work,  and  yet  we  have  not 
the  room  to  accommodate  this  liberal  offer.  Hundreds  are  thus  deprived  of 
temporal  as  well  as  the  spiritual  benefit  that  would  inevitably  follow.  In 
Christ's  order  we  are  to  heal  the  sick,  cleanse  the  lepers,  cast  out  devils,  and  say, 
"The  kingdom  of  God  has  come  nigh  unto  you."  Without  the  former  done  to 
the  body  we  cannot  hope  to  reach  the  latter,  the  offer  of  salvation  to  the  soul. 

All  these  things  point  to  the  pressing  need  of  a  suitable  building  for  our 
work.  The  indescribable  misery  of  the  slums  the  past  winter,  augmented  as  it 
was  during  that  period  of  epidemic  by  hunger,  cold,  and  destitution  of  every 
kind  and  degree,  can  only  be  realized  by  those  who  went  from  house  to  house 
during  its  dreadful  ravages.  Our  missionary's  report  in  full  has  been  put  in 
circulation  and  will  be  forwarded  to  any  who  are  interested  in  the  details  of 
the  work.  » 

Both  the  secular  and  religious  press  reveal  increasing  interest  in  the'condi- 
_tion  of  the  city  population  throughout  the  world.     The  Woman's  Home   Mis- 
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sionary  Society,  that  in  some  sense  holds  in  our  large  cities  the  vantage  ground 
of  all  our  work,  cannot  afford  to  miss  so  rare  an  opportunity  for  establishing  a 
stronghold  among  a  people  whose  firm  nee  to  the  right  in  the  past  gives

St.  I.ouis  Conference.

The  amount  raised  for  the 
various  departments  of  the  work  will  be  found  in  the  report  of  the  Treasurer, 
and  of  the  Secretary  of  Supplies.

Southern  California  Conference. 

Upon  assuming  the  duties  of  Conference  Secretary,  a  year  ago,  a  list  of 
fourteen  auxiliaries  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  was  handed  me. 
Four  of  these  disbanded  and  eight  new  ones  have  been  formed,  so  our  Confer- 
ence now  numbers  18  auxiliaries,  with  332  members. 

Such  a  large  portion  of  Southern  California  is  missionary  ground,  and  so 
many  of  our  pastors  are  home  missionaries,  that,  although  we  are  regularly 
organized  under  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society,  up  to  the  present  time 
our  funds  have  been  used  to  relieve  the  urgent  necessities  of  pastors  whose 
insufficient  salaries  would  have  reduced  them  to  actual  suffering,  or  compelled 
them  to  abandon  their  charges.  But  we  are  in  deep  sympathy  with  our  mother 
Society,  seeking  to  elevate  suffering  womanhood  "  for  the  love  of  Christ  and  in 
His  name."  Our  hearts  go  out  toward  this  broader  work,  and  we  hope  this 
year  to  send  part  of  our  funds  East,  remembering  that  though  our  home  work 
is  pressing,  "  there  is  that  scattereth  and  yet  increaseth." 

We  are  thankful  for  what  has  been  accomplished  during  the  past  year;  that 
we  have  been  able  to  hold  up  the  hands  of  some  of  our  devoted  home  mission- 
aries, and  make  their  anxious  hearts  glad.  But  so  much  more  might  have  been 
accomplished  that  we  cannot  feel  satisfied.  So  we  look  forward  to  greater 
things,  and  with  unwavering  faith  and  courage  make  our  watchword  for  the 
coming  year,  "A  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  in  every  self-supporting 
Church  in  the  Southern  California  Conference."

Supplies  to  the 
value  of  several  hundred  dollars  have  already  been  sent  from  this  Conference, 
and  more  will  be  done  during  the  winter.  In  this  department  of  the  work  as 
in  no  other  do  we  receive  the  co-operation  of  pastors.

South-east  Indiana  Conference. 

Looking  backward  we  are  thankful,  looking  forward  we  are  hopeful,  feeling 
that  in  the  great  King's  name  there  will  be  greater  things  done  for  us,  and  our 
doing  will  be  multiplied  for  the  welfare  of  those  less  fortunate  than  ourselves. 
In  the  past  year  we  have  not  had  a  great  increase  numerically,  but  we  have  in 
zeal  and  activity. 

In  the  year  1882,  the  first  Corresponding  Secretary  was  appointed,  and  we 
had  at  its  close  two  auxiliaries,  and  $20.75  was  the  sum  of  money  received.  In 
1S90,  there  were  reported  at  the  Annual  Conference  twenty  auxiliaries  and 
bands,  three  District  Associations,  and  money  and  supplies  aggregating  $1,220.02, 
the  result  of  a  little  patient  labor,  a  little  waiting  on  the  Lord.  Believing  in 
using  every  opportunity  to  present  our  cause  we  occupied  the  time  allotted  to 
us,  and  Miss  Bancroft  presented  the  cause  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  the 
Bishop  and  ministers,  as  well  as  to  all  who  heard  her. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Indianapolis  District  was  one  of  decided  interest 
and  success.  Money  was  pledged  for  the  Pawhuska  Home.  The  Conference 
meeting  was  held  in  connection  with  the  Acton  camp  meeting,  where  the  various 
phases  of  our  work  were  presented,  especially  the  work  at  Castle  Garden,  the 
Southern  work,  and  the  Mothers'  Jewels  Home.  The  latter  awakened  quite  an 
interest  among  the  children,  .and  resulted  in  increasing  that  fund  considerably. 

One  auxiliary  in  Indianapolis,  Roberts  Park,  has  taken  up  the  line  of  work 
at  its  own  doors  in  the  formation  of  two  Industrial  schools.  The  day  of  the 
opening  of  the  first  one,  the  weather  was  unfavorable,  yet  fifty  children  came 
through  the  rain  and  asked  admission.  Connersville  District  has  a  Reading 
Circle,  and  some  members  have  completed  the  three  years'  course. 

We  have  twenty-four  Life  Members.  Our  paper  has  an  increased  circula- 
tion. With  a  broadened  understanding  of  our  work,  and  a  deepened  religious 
experience,  we  look  forward  to  new  conflicts  in  the  coming  year,  and  hope  for 
greater  victories.

South-west  Kansas  Conference. 

From  this  far  south-west  we  send  greeting,  and  sing  with  full  hearts, 
"  Praise  God  from  whom  all  blessings  flow."  Our  Conference  has  been  slow 
about  organizing,  but  this  year  there  have  been  more  new  auxiliaries  formed, 
and  very  many  more  new  members  gained  than  in  all  the  three  years  of  our 
history,  and  the  old  societies  are  more  enthusiastic  than  ever  before.  Last 
spring  at  our  Conference  meeting  we  had  Mrs.  Griffith,  who  enthused  every 
one.  Then  Mrs.  Sheets  was  elected  president,  and  brought  new  energy  to  the 
work. 

Winfield  has  been  doing  nobly  this  year,  sending  more  than  $250.  Their 
juvenile  Society  also  sends  to  the  Lucy  Webb  Hayes  Memorial  $10.00,  also  the 
sime  to  Pawhuska.  Newton,  as  ever,  is  wide  awake,  and  has  done  more  and 
better  work,  aggregating  a  t'  l:al  of  over  $300.  Wichita,  First  Church,  comes 
well  to  the  front,  sending  away  supplies  to  the  amount  of  $134,  besides  helping 
to  support  a  deaconess  at  home.     The  Band  and  the  Mission  Circle  at  these  two 
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last  places  are  keeping  well  up  with  their  seniors.  We  have  to  report  also  7 
new  auxiliaries  1  Circle,  and  2  Bands  organized  during  the  year.  We  held  one 
public  meeting  at  the  camp  meeting  at  Marion,  and  Mrs.  Sheets  organized  the 
Marion  auxiliary,  and  later  Mrs.  Earp,  our  Conference  Treasurer,  organized  a 
Young  Ladies'  Circle,  also  an  auxiliary  in  the  country.  Mrs.  Sheets  also 
organized  a  society  at  Burton,  Mrs.  Rose  at  Dodge  City,  Mrs.  Griffith  at 
Hutchinson  and  Wellington,  all  of  which  are  doing  good  work.  We  have  also 
an  auxiliary  and  Band  organized  by  Mrs.  Woods  at  Dodge  Ave.,  Wichita.  Last 
year  we  reported  no  Reading  Circles.     This  year  we  have  four. 

Our  money  and  supplies  have  gone  to  our  own  frontier,  to  a  large  degree, 
where  they  are  sadly  needed,  but  also  to  Deaconess  work  at  home,  to  Pawhuska 
and  other  places  in  Indian  Ter.,  to  Albuquerque,  Arkansas,  Bohemian  work  in 
Chicago,  Mothers'  Jewels  Home,  Lucy  Hayes  Memorial,  Deaconess  work  in 
Chicago,  and  other  places.  Next  year  I  think  we  can  promise  still  better 
progress,  as  our  people  are  everywhere  being  interested.  I  am  sorry  not  to 
report  the  number  of  subscribers  to  our  excellent  paper,  but  am  unable  to  fur- 
nish them.  We  are  looking  up  and  giving  God  thanks,  for  surely  he  is  with  us.

Texas  Conference. 

Again  it  becomes  my  duty  to  give  a  statement  of  the  work  done  by  the 
Texas  Conference.  From  the  reports  that  I  have  received,  I  gather  that  the 
greatest  good  resulting  from  the  Conference  organization  is  found  in  the  work 
accomplished  by  Mrs.  M.  Johnson,  on  the  Marshall  District.  The  building  of 
King  Home  has  been  the  means  of  arousing  some  few.  We  trust  continued 
labor  will  awaken  many,  before  long,    to  the  great  need   of  mission  schools. 

We  have  sent  $7  for  the  Mothers'  Jewels  Home,  and  have  over  fifty  subscrib- 
ers for  the  paper ;  have  distributed  eighty-two  garments,  with  Bibles,  Testa- 
ments, Gospels,  Catechisms,  and  different  kinds  of  literature.  I  have  received, 
from  all  sources,  $133,  most  of  which  has  been  spent  for  local  work.  The  severe- 
ly hot  weather  has  been  very  trying,  and  with  nearly  four  months  of  ill  health, 
the  Secretary  has  found  it  very  difficult  to  keep  up  the  correspondence  of  six 
districts.  One  thing  I  deeply  regret,  the  little  notice  taken  of  the  Lucy  Hayes 
Memorial  circulars,  though  there  may  be  some  response  yet.  I  believe  the  time 
will  come  when  the  work  of  pure,  noble-minded  women  will  be  appreciated  in 
these  lands.

Troy  Conference. 

This  seventh  year  of  the  existence  of  our  Conference  Society  has  been  mark- 
ed by  patient  continuance  in  well  doing,  rather  than  by  great  increase.  But 
few  societies  have  been  organized,  and  one  that  had  become  inactive  has  been 
revived.  Interesting  district  meetings  have  been  held,  at  which  papers  and 
addresses  giving  information  as  to  the  work  accomplished,  and  that  to  be  done, 
were  full  of  encouragement  and  inspiration.  Funds  are  being  raised  to  name 
two  rooms  in  Stickney  Home,  and  one  in  the  Albuquerque  Home.  Our  "un- 
known friend  "  still  remembers  us,  $50  having  come  to  us  recently  for  the  Al- 
buquerque Home. 

Our  annual  meeting  was  held  in  the  Fifth  Ave.  Church,  Troy,  October  16th 
(where  the  first  auxiliary  of  our  Conference  Society  was  organized),  and  was  a 
most  enjoyable  occasion.  The  various  phases  of  our  work  were  presented  by 
papers  written  by  ladies  of  our  Conference,  and  addresses  were  made  afternoon 
and  evening  by  Dr.  Willing,  of  New  York,  which  were  very  inspiring  and  full 
of  enthusiasm. 

The  work  of  Kent  Home  has  been  sustained,  and  we  have  been  greatly  en- 
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Couraged  by  the  faithful  services  of  our  missionaries.  The  usual  number  of 
girls  have  been  under  instructions  in  the  various  lines  adopted  by  our  Society. 
A  department  of  city  work  was  opened  in  January,  by  Mrs.  Daley,  which  has 
been  crowned  with  marvelous  success.  She  has  gained  the  esteem  of  many  of 
the  white  people,  through  her  Juvenile  Temperance  work.  Wherever  she  goes 
among  the  poor,  her  coming  is  hailed  with  delight  and  praises  to  God  for  send- 
ing her  to  them. 

At  Ponca,  Indian  Territory,  rapid  progress  has  been  made  by  our  heroic 
workers,  Rev.  and  Mrs.  S.  G.  Bundy,  who  took  the  place  made  vacant  by  the 
resignation  of  Miss  Clark,  who  resigned  because  of  failing  health.  They  com- 
menced work  April  1st.  A  Church  has  been  organized,  where  the  Gospel  is 
proclaimed  every  Sabbath  to  white  people,  as  well  as  to  Indians,  and  both 
classes  have  been  gathered  into  the  Church.  Class  and  prayer  meetings  are  held 
regularly,  and  every  line  of  missionary  work  is  carried  forward.  Mrs.  Bundy 
felt  that  her  mission  was  especially  to  the  Indian  women,  and  was  very  successful 
in  winning  their  confidence.  But  she  who  took  them  by  the  hand  and  seated  them 
by  her  side  in  the  Lord's  house  and  told  them  the  sweet  story  of  Jesus  and  his 
love  has  been  taken  from  them,  for  the  sad  tidings  has  come  to  us  that  our 
loved  missionary  died  October  22d.  She  visited  us  in  May,  and  won  all  hearts 
by  her  loving  manner  and  great  interest  in  our  work.  We  feel  that  our  loss  is 
very  great,  but  the  Lord  is  able  to  raise  up  one  to  take  her  place.

Upper  Iowa  Conference. 

Many  facts  prove  the  rapidly  growing  interest  in  Home  Missions  in  our 
Conference  the  past  year.  Whether  all  our  85  auxiliaries  will  yet  survive,  must 
depend  on  the  care  bestowed.  I  "never  say  dead  of  any  Society."  About  50 
of  our  organizations  have  reported  this  year,  and  1,100  members  may  safely  be 
counted.  This  includes  14  Circles  and  Bands. '  By  the  persistent  efforts  of  Mrs. 
C.  E.  Mitchell,  a  Society  was  formed  at  Fourteenth  Street,  Davenport,  in  May, 
and  at  a  June  Sabbath  morning  address  27  more  members  joined.  The  fourth 
Home  Mission  service,  during  the  DeWitt  camp  meeting,  was  the  result  of  the 
efforts  of  Mrs.  Hall  and  Pastor  Norton,  and  this  year  the  Davenport  District 
Association  was  organized.  After  a  request  of  years,  our  Society  was  repre- 
sented at  Silver  Lake  camp  meeting,  when  Rev.  Dr.  Parsons  gave  a  most  brilliant 
address,  with  these  words  to  cheer  all  honest  toilers  :  "  There  is  no  honor  in  this 
labor,  no  money,  no  personal  profit,  in  any  way  ;  but  after  you  have  done  your 
best,  for  years,  others  will  step  forward  and  exclaim,  '  What  a  success  we  have 
made  of  Home  Missions  ! '  "  But  little  we  care  who  shall  be  "  first  or  best,"  if 
we  can  be  permitted  to  bear  some  humble  part  in  the  redemption  of  wretched, 
depraved  humanity  !  That  we  have  done  so  little,  would  seem  to  call  for  the 
Hebrew  fast  of  Gedaliah. 

First  Church  auxiliary,  Davenport,  in  the  regular  annual  dollar  for  Reports, 
is  excelled  only  by  Anamosa,  which  generally  pays  for  30  copies.  Of  the  77 
who  began  the  Reading  Course,  about  half  have  finished  the  two  years'  ;  but 
as  they  were  not  ready  June  10,  1890,  preferred  to  follow  the  law  given,  and 
have  their  names  omitted  till  June  10th,  1891.  Eleven  new  members  have 
been  added,  making  88.  The  birthday  anniversary  for  a  perpetual  memorial 
to  the  rarest  and  kindest  of  women,  Mrs.  Hayes,  was  very  generally  observed. 

Our  $2,901  paid,  last  year,  has  been  an  inspiration,  and  it  is  comforting 
that  my  father  and  self  joined  this  blessed  Society,  July,  1890,  without  any  in- 
vitation. Our  anniversary  occurred  during  the  session  of  the  Annual  Confer- 
ence, and  among  the  attractions  were  an  eloquent  address  by  Rev.  Dr.  Clinton, 
and  a  most  instructive  talk  from  Rev.  Dr.  Keeler.  Besides  the  over  500  letters 
written  this  year,  I  have  sent  a  report  and  a  personal  letter  to   the   106  Upper 
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Iowa  clergymen  asking  each  to  aid  our  Society  and  join  our  Lecture  Bureau. 
Rev.  J.  G.  Van  Ness,  one  of  our  most  successful  and  gifted  ministers,  and  Rev. 
B.  D.  Smith,  at  the  front  of  all  philanthropies,  are  the  first  members  of  this  de- 
partment. Our  annual  meeting,  September  3rd,  at  Maquoketa,  brought  23  rep- 
resentatives from  12  auxiliaries,  10  visitors,  and  a  good  attendance  of  citizens. 
It  was  a  helpful  session,  with  a  royal  welcome  ;  the  requited  program,  en- 
livened by  reports  from  all  the  auxiliaries,  represented  by  delegates  or  letters, 
with  a  charming  address  by  the  President,  Mrs.  Eighmey  ;  delightful  papers  and 
pleasing  talks  from  ladies  Elliott,  Wetmore,  Heatherington,  Van  Ness,  Mat- 
thews, Alspaugh,  and  a  rare  literary  treat,  as  well  as  soul-inspiring  article  on 
"  Missionary  Women  of  the  19th  Century,"  by  Mrs.  Newcombe,  of  Indianapo- 
lis. Six  Conference  Secretaries  were  selected  to  do  my  work,  as  follows :  Sec- 
retaries of  Mite-Chests,  of  Local  Work,  of  Auxiliaries,  of  Mothers'  Jewels,  of 
Young  People,  of  Reading  Circle  ;  so,  with  six  helpers  instead  of  one,  we  may 
reasonably  expect  marvels  of  success  the  coming  year.  The  event  of  the  session 
was  the  presence  of  that  busy,  elect  lady  of  Methodism,  Mrs.  Dan.  Correll,  who 
said,  "  I  would  not  be  here,  only  to  see  your  face  and  hand  you  $20  to  become 
a  Life  Member  of  the  Society." 

It  is  cause  for  thanksgiving  that  our  Iowa  Conferences  have  always  sent 
especially  good  supplies,  not  all  new  always  from  Upper  Iowa,  but  never 
anything  we  would  not  continue  to  zvear  in  our  own  homes.  A  recent  box 
from  Marion  is  a  specimen  :  "  2  barrels  of  bedding,  black  cashmere  dress 
and  trimmings  for  pastor's  wife,  new.  shirts,  etc.,  all  arrived  on  Christmas  day, 
valued  entirely  too  low,  and  just  what  we  needed,"  the  pastor  writes.  The  price 
list  forwarded,  of  one  of  our  Anamosa  boxes,  brought  the  same  reply  from  the 
recipient.  Mount  Vernon  reports  2  Life  Members,  and  Anamosa  2.  Mrs.  E. 
Burr  paid  $100  to  name  a  room  in  the  Pawkuska  Home,  and  is  thereby  an  Hon- 
orary Manager.  The  self-denying  saint,  Mrs.  Rev.  J.  H.  Stevens,  pays  $200, 
names  a  room  in  Unalaska,  making  one  Honorary  Manager  and  five  Life  Mem- 
bers. One  of  the  largest  auxiliaries  writes:  "  We  have  decided,  hereafter,  to 
help  the  Conference  expenses."  I  organized  them  one  sultry  August  day  in 
1883.  Doubtless  a  hundred  years  hence,  it  will  be  a  disgrace  not  to  help.  The 
Contingent  Fund  is  $11.73  this  year,  and  I  have  also  received  $7.50  from  col- 
lections. Wonderful  work  has  been  done  by  our  beloved  Mrs.  Dr.  Wilbur,  of 
Rockford,  under  great  anxiety  for  her  sick,  and  by  Mrs.  Dr.  Osborn,  of  Mason 
City.  I  was  permitted  to  spend  two  days  at  Thayer  Home,  four  days  at  Gilbert 
Haven  Home,  two  days  at  Boylan  Home,  and  one  day  at  Central  Tennessee  Col- 
lege, doing  what  I  could  to  help  those  royal  women,  who  seemed  clothed  with 
celestial  grace  in  their  wonderful  self-denials  ;  and  brought  home  an  appalling 
realization  of  what  God  requires  of  us  to  "  help  those  women  "  who  are  "  in  the 
direct  "  Apostolic  line,  as  co-workers  with  our  Lord. 

Continuous  effort  has  been  made  to  have  some  special  work  adopted  by  our 
Conference,  but  we  have  not  really  succeeded  in  that.  Many  booklets  have 
been  taken  for  the  Mothers'  Jewels  Home.  I  have  sent  422  subscribers  for 
Home  Missions  during  the  past  year.  Since  August,  1882,  I  have  presented  our 
work  in  23  different  Conferences,  visiting  some  of  them  several  years  in  suc- 
cession, secured  more  than  4,600  members,  traveled  more  than  36,000  miles  (the 
present  year  about  700)  ;  have  sent  over  1,500  subscribers'  names  to  our  paper, 
and  written  thousands  of  letters  to  aid  in  the  work  ;  yet  the  service  seems  so 
paltry,  thinking  of  Christ's  gift  to  me.  To  the  noble,  true,  generous-hearted 
women,  all  through  our  Conference  and  throughout  the  United  States,  whose 
loving  charity  has  been  unfailing,  and  who  are  ever  bringing  light  and  beauty 
into  our  bereaved  home,  by  words  of  appreciation,  by  the  sweetness  of  your  own 
rich  and  beautiful  lives  and  service,  and  who,  for  years,  have  given  me  courage 
for  life's  battle  alone,  to  you  I  bring  my  highest  tribute — I  love  you.  May  the 
coming  year  be  our  best  in  the  Master's  service.

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Vermont  Conference. 

We  believe  there  has  never  been  so  much  enthusiasm  among  our  Home  Mis- 
sionary workers  in  Vermont  as  during  the  last  few  months.  Several  thingshave 
occurred  to  increase  our  interest  in  the  work.  We  have  furnished  the  Society 
two  missionary  teachers  this  year,  Miss  Powers,  who  is  at  Pawhuska,  Ok.  Ter., 
and  Miss  Oilman,  who  has  gone  to  Belleview,  Fla.  Both  are  ladies  of  culture, 
and  with  experience  that  we  trust  will  render  them  very  useful  as  missionaries. 
The  interesting  letters  we  have  received  from  them  have  brought  us  into  closer 
sympathy  with  their  work. 

Early  in  the  year,  our  efficient  President,  Mrs.  Eliza  A.  Barrett,  visited  a 
large  number  of  our  auxiliaries,  and  presented  the  work  of  our  Society  to  the 
people,  in  a  very  interesting  and  convincing  manner.  This  gave  new  impetus 
to  our  workers,  and  added  some  new  members. 

Our  annual  meeting  was  held  at  the  Conference,  last  April,  and  was  well  at- 
tended (but  few  changes  were  made  in  our  officers).  The  anniversary  exercises 
called  together  a  very  large  audience.  The  address  was  given  by  Mrs.  H.  H. 
Reed,  a  Troy  Conference  worker,  and  we  trust  the  seed  sown  will  bring  forth 
an  hundred  fold. 

Our  presiding  elders  have  been  very  kind  in  allowing  us  time  for  present- 
ing the  work  of  our  Society  at  all  our  camp  meetings  this  year.  Our  President 
attended  all  these  meetings  and  addressed  four  of  them.  Mrs.  M.  V.  B.  Knox, 
President  of  the  New  Hampshire  Conference  Society,  gave  the  address  at  our 
Lyndonville  meeting,  in  a  very  acceptable  manner.  Our  Executive  Board  held 
a  meeting,  August  28th,  in  memory  of  our  beloved  Mrs.  Hayes,  which  was  very 
interesting  to  all  who  attended. 

Our  work  with  the  local  societies  this  year  has  been  more  encouraging,  for 
we  have  received  from  every  one  one  or  more  reports.  Financially,  this  has 
been  our  most  successful  year.  I  wish  every  society  could  understand  that  they 
will  only  receive  credit  in  the  Report  for  money  sent  through  our  treasury.  We 
cannot  report  any  great  increase  in  membership  during  the  year.  A  few  new 
societies  have  been  organized,  and  two  have  become  discouraged  and  say  they 
can  do  no  more  at  present.  It  is  very  difficult  to  sustain  a  society  when  the  pas- 
tor and  his  wife  do  not  give  their  hearty  co-operation  ;  and  unless  we  read 
Home  Missions  to  stimulate  us  to  intelligent,  healthy  action,  our  interest  will  di- 
minish. Our  number  of  members  in  the  Reading  Circle  is  forty,  and  we  are 
expecting  a  continuous  increase. 

Our  Conference  has  not  been  willing  to  pledge  to  one  mission  field.  About 
half  our  special  funds  the  past  year  have  been  raised  for  the  work  among  the 
Indians.  Several  of  our  societies  are  helping  the  Home  at  Belleview,  Fla., 
while  others  are  much  interested  in  the  Immigrants  Home  at  East  Boston. 
The  Conference  Board  recommends  that  our  societies  direct  their  efforts  to  these 
three  special  missions  the  coming  year.

West  Nebraska  Conference. 

The  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  is  stead- 
ily increasing  in  our  Conference.  A  very  pleasant  and  helpful  meeting  was 
held  at  our  late  anniversary  at  Holdrege.  The  reports  showed  advancement 
made  during  the  year.  Each  society  has  worked  faithfully,  and  two  new  aux- 
iliaries were  organized,  which  promise  well.  Kearney  auxiliary  sent  away  boxes 
valued  at  $63.50,  and  raised  quite  a  sum  for  local  work.  Holdrege  Young 
Ladies'  Society  still  raises,  as  it  has  for  the  past  two  years,  $30,  or  more,  to  sup- 
port a  girl  at  the  E.  L.  Rust  Home.  It  has  also  expended  a  considerable  amount 
for  local  work. 

We  were  favored  by  having  with  us  at  our  meeting,  Mrs.  M.  E.  Roberts,  of 
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Lincoln,  who  gave  the  principal  address.  She  presented  the  different  phases  of 
our  work,  dwelling  at  length  upon  the  method  of  securing  money  for  our  Moth- 
ers' Jewels  Home.  The  use  of  the  "brick  books"  was  explained,  and  as  a  re- 
sult, some  money  was  raised  for  this  purpose  at  the  session  of  Conference. 
Many  determined  to  organize  Mothers'  Jewels  on  their  return  home. 

The  responsibility  resting  upon  us  for  the  coming  year  seems  very  heavy. 
District  after  district  is  laid  waste  on  account  of  the  drouth  of  the  summer. 

Resources  upon  which  the  advancement  of  the  church  work  depends  are 
cut  off,  some  places  being  entirely  burned  out.  The  result  will  be  much  suffer- 
ing among  the  brethren  in  the  ministry,  unless  they  are  aided,  and  they  are 
looking  to  the  Home  Society  for  assistance.  One  Elder,  in  writing,  says : 
"  Please  have  my  District  on  your  heart  and  mind  next  year,  for  we  are  all 
burned  out  for  this  year  !  "  If  liberal  assistance  is  granted,  it  will,  if  possible, 
be  more  appreciated  than  before,  on  account  of  the  great  necessity.

West  Wisconsin  Conference. 

It  is  with  gratitude  and  pleasure  that  I  can  state  in  this,  my  fifth  annual 
report,  that  the  work  of  the  'Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  has  made  a 
commendable  increase.  The  extensive  foreign  population,  and  other  obstacles, 
render  this  a  hard  field  for  work  ;  yet  the  Lord  has  favored  us  with  an  increase 
of  about  $500  over  last  year's  receipts.  There  are  many  destitute  places  within 
the  bounds  of  my  work,  which  call  loudly  and  deservingly  for  help,  and  our 
auxiliaries  are  becoming  increasedly  interested  in  meeting  these  righteous 
claims. 

The  children  have  raised  over  $100  on  the  Mothers'  Jewels  cards.  This 
work  claimed  special  attention  among  our  people,  and  inspired  an  interest  in 
many  who  were  otherwise  unmindful  of  our  missionary  work.  In  some  places 
the  children  have  been  organized  into   Bands  for  religious  service  on   Sunday. 

This  is  more  needed  than  ever  before,  as  our  public  schools  are  denied  the 
presence  of  the  Bible,  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State.  It  has  been  well 
said,  "  Save  the  children,  and  we  save  the  Church;  save  the  Church,  and  we 
save  the  nation." 

One  of  our  churches  in  LaCrosse  has  asked  to  have  the  labors  of  a  deaconess. 
This  has  awakened  an  inquiry  as  to  the  feasibility  of  establishing  a  Deaconess 
Home  in  that  city.  I  hope  in  the  near  future  to  see  the  more  rapid  increase  of 
our  interests,  though  it  must  be  by  earnest  sacrifice,  toil,  and  the  Master's 
blessing.

Wilmington  Conference. 

Home  Mission  work  in  the  Wilmington  Conference,  during  the  past  year, 
has  been  characterized  by  earnest,  persistent  effort.  The  districts  have  been 
more  thoroughly  organized,  with   efficient  officers,  and  the   result  is  seen  in  a 
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safe  and  steady  advance.  A  number  of  pastors  in  the. Conference  are  lending  a 
helping  hand,  realizing  the  force  and  influence  of  Home  Missions  in  their 
charges.  Organization  has  been  done  exclusively  by  the  President  of  the  Con- 
ference Society,  Mrs.  N.  M.  Browne,  who  has  been  untiring  in  her  efforts  to  en- 
la)  ge  our  borders.  A  number  of  new  auxiliaries  have  been  organized,  making 
a  large  gain  in  members,  subscribers  to  Home  Missions,  receipts  from  auxiliaries, 
and  in  totals. 

The  inspiration  given  by  the  last  annual  meeting  has  been  a  source  of  bless- 
ing all  the  year.  Mrs.  Goffand  Miss  Ida  Simpson,  of  Philadelphia,  and  Rev. 
W.  N.  Brodbeck,  of  Boston,  made  addresses  on  the  various  phases  of  Home 
Mission  work.  At  the  Conference  anniversary  we  were  favored  with  the  pres- 
ence and  eloquent  address  of  Mrs.  Willing,  and  a  brief,  but  forcible  speech  from 
Rev.  H.  L.  Steves,  of  Utah.  The  first  District  meeting  of  the  Wilmington  Dis- 
trict was  held  in  June  in  Grace  Church.  Mrs.  M.  E.  Griffith  visited  the  Confer- 
ence, giving  two  addresses.  Her  vivid  descriptions  of  the  life  of  Indians  created 
much  interest  in  their  behalf.  At  Brandywine  Summit  camp  meeting  the  work 
of  the  Society  was  presented  by  the  Conference  President,  followed  with  ad- 
dresses by  Bishop  Thoburn  and  the  Presiding  Elder  of  the  Wilmington  District, 
Rev.  W.  L.  S.  Murray. 

Meetings  of  the  Conference  Board  have  been  held  at  stated  times,  when 
reports  were  received  from  Conference  and  District  Secretaries,  and  from  rep- 
resentatives when  present.  Interest  in  mite-boxes  continues  to  grow,  and  the 
receipts  this  year  are  the  largest  yet  reported.  More  than  3,000  pages  of  leaflets, 
and  300  Annual  Reports  have  been  distributed,  and  over  175  new  subscribers  to 
Woman's  Home  Missions  secured.  Supplies  have  been  sent  to  various  points,  ex- 
ceeding in  value  any  previous  year.  Funds  for  special  work  have  been  collect- 
ed and  sent  to  New  Orleans,  Alaska,  Mothers' Jewels  Home  and  to  Lucy  Hayes 
Memorial  fund.  Our  financial  report,  which  is  the  largest  in  our  history,  will 
be  found  in  that  of  the  Treasurer.  The  Home  Missionary  Reading  Circle  is 
finding  favor  among  us  ;   the  librarian  reports  20  members  for  this  year's  course. 

We  are  glad  to  note  a  growing  intelligence,  and  a  steadiness  of  zeal  and  in- 
terest, which  augurs  much  of  good  for  our  future,  but  most  of  all  are  we  thank- 
ful for  the  spirit  of  love  that  has  animated  all  our  workers,  and  for  the  peace 
and  trust  that  has  filled  our  hearts.

■Wyoming  Conference. 

The  work  in  the  Wyoming  Conference  during  the  year  has  been  character- 
ized by  persistent,  earnest  effort.  The  interest  manifested,  and  the  efforts  put 
forth  by  the  officers  of  our  several  districts,  have  been  encouraging  and  help- 
ful features.  On  the  Binghamton  District  the  work  is  wholly  confined  to  the 
city  of  Binghamton.  This  is  not  because  our  faithful  officers  of  the  District  have 
not  tried  to  extend  their  borders,  but  because,  in  this  day  of  societies,  the  peo- 
ple feel  already  burdened  in  this  respect,  and  hesitate  to  take  up  another  cause! 
The  societies  in  Binghamton  have  done  nobly.  The  Tabernacle  auxiliary  held 
a  thank-offering  service  in  June,  realizing  $60  for  Pawhuska.  This  society  re- 
ceived over  $284  for  local  work  this  year.  The  work  has  been  mostly  in  re- 
lieving cases  of  destitution,  and  in  bringing  children  into  the  Sunday  School. 
Mrs.  N.  H.  Bump,  Secretary  of  Local  Work,  writes  :  "We  have  recently  em- 
ployed Mrs.  Wilcox  as  a  Home  missionary,  at  a  salary  of  $240  a  year,  and  ex- 
pect large  results."  The  Centenary  and  High  Street  churches  have  obeyed  the 
command,  "  Freely  ye  have  received,  freely  give,"  and  sent  large  quantities  of 
supplies. 
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Mrs.  Cooper  and  Mrs.  Leacock,  of  the  Chenango  District,  have  been  sowing 
the  seed  broadcast,  and  have  alrendy  begun  to  reap  the  harvest.  The  society 
at  Castle  Creek  has  been  revived,  and  one  new  society  organized  at  Norwich 
with  27  members.  This  District  lias  quite  largely  increased  the  list  of  subscrib- 
ers to  our  paper,  and  it  promises  large  returns  another  year. 

Mrs.  W.  Edgar,  Secretary  of  Honesdale  District,  opened  the  way  for  two 
societies  at  Dunmore,  an  auxiliary  of  25  members  and  a  juvenile  society  of  25 
members.  This  Sister  has  also  visited  several  places,  endeavoring  to  Ining  up 
her  district  to  a  higher  standard.  Oneonta  District  has  held  its  own,  raising 
the  full  amount  apportioned,  and  adding  a  few  subscribers  to  our  paper.  The 
Owego  District  has  one  new  society  organized  at  Newark  Valley,  and  has  also 
redeemed  its  pledge  for  the  work  at  Pawhuska,  and  sent  $60  to  Haven  Home. 

The  officers  of  the  Wyoming  District  have  been  alert.  Three  new  societies 
have  been  organized,  namely,  at  Kingston,  Minooka  and  Scranton.  The  society 
at  Kingston  has  done  excellent  work  since  its  organization.  Franklin  St. 
Wilkesbarre  has  sent  $100,  special  fund,  to  Morristown,  Tenn.  The  Simpson 
Auxiliary,  of  Scranton,  has  made  an  excellent  record.  This  society  appointed 
Mrs.  E.  Merriam  to  look  after  the  interests  of  their  Mothers'  Jewels.  This  lady 
has  already  a  band  of  fifty,  and  is  still  gathering  the  little  folks  in.  The  Green 
Ridge  Society,  of  Scranton,  holds  the  banner  in  the  department  of  supplies.  A 
city  missionary  has  been  appointed  for  Scranton.  Its  large  foreign  population 
and  rapid  growth  made  the  movement  a  necessity.  Our  societies  in  this  city 
expect  another  year  to  help  sustain  the  work  of  the  missionary. 

Our  Conference  anniversary  was  held  in  the  Tabernacle  Church,  Bingham- 
ton,  in  April.  Rev.  Dr.  Phillips  and  Dr.  Iliff  made  addresses,  which  were 
earnest  and  eloquent.  The  business  meetings  were  largely  attended,  and  a 
spirit  of  earnestness  prevailed,  showing  that  all  had  the  work  deeply  at  heart. 
A  meeting  was  held  at  the  Sidney  Grove  camp  ground.  Rev.  James  Matthews 
was  the  speaker,  and  the  people  were  delighted  and  profited  by  his  address.  A 
District  meeting  was  held  at  Carmel  Grove,  Aug.  23,  which  was  well  attended 
and  very  profitable.  Our  anniversary  at  the  Wyoming  camp  ground  was  a 
meeting  of  unusual  interest.  Mrs.  J.  W.  Thomas  presided.  Rev.  James 
Matthews  and  Mrs.  Matthews  made  stirring  addresses.  They  have  a  host  of 
warm  friends  in  our  Conference  who  are  deeply  interested  in  their  work  at  Cas- 
tle Garden,  and  while  our  special  funds  were  to  be  sent  elsewhere  this  year, 
this  field  has  not  been  forgotten.  At  this  service  a  large  number  of  leaflets, 
fdso  packages  of  Home  Missions,  were  distributed.  As  a  result  of  this  meeting 
we  hope  to  have  at  least  one  or  two  new  societies. 

Mrs.  J.  Hartwell,  a  lady  who  has  a  sincere  interest  in  our  work,  was 
appointed  at  our  Annual  meeting  to  look  after  the  interests  of  Woman' 's  Home 
Missions. 

We  have  no  means  of  ascertaining  the  exact  number  of  subscribers,  as  many 
papers  are  taken  within  the  bounds  of  our  Conference,  where  no  auxiliary  exists, 
and  thus  are  never  reported.  Statistics  show,  however,  that  we  have  made 
quite  a  gain  during  the  year. 

Miss  Florinda  Twichell  has  offered  herself  for  missionary  work,  and  has  been 
accepted  as  a  missionary  by  the  Board,  but  not  yet  appointed  to  any  position. 

The  meetings  of  the  Conference  Board  have  been  held  quarterly,  with  a 
good  attendance  and  much  interest.  We  have  two  Reading  Circles.  I  think 
this  feature  of  our  Society  will  increase  in  strength  as  the  people  better  under- 
stand its  advantages.  We  shall  endeavor  to  enforce  the  Library  clause  another 
year. 

Our  Treasurer's  report  reveals  the  suggestive  fact,  that  over  thirty  charges 
where  no  auxiliary  exists  have  contributed  one  dollar  or  more  each,  which 
leads  us  to  indulge  the  hope  that  in  these  fields  auxiliaries  may  yet  be  estab- 
lished. The  statistics  show  that  some  progress  has  been  made  in  every  depart- 
ment of  the  work.  Truly,  the  Lord  has  heard  the  prayer,  "  Let  thy  work 
appear  unto  thy  servants,"  and  has  established  the  work  of  our  hands.

The  concessions  are,  full  fare  going,  and  one-third  returning,  provided  a 
certificate  be  obtained  from  the  ticket  agent  at  the  starting  point  or  at  the  most 
convenient  point,  the  certificate  to  set  forth  that  full  fare  has   been  paid  going.

Of  Organizer. 


The  degree  of  success  achieved  by  your  Organizer  is  largely  due  to  the 
kindly  helpfulness  of  the  officers  of  our  Society  and  the  sisters  in  the  rank  and 
file  of  our  workers.  Owing  to  illness  I  did  not  take  up  the  organizing  work 
until  the  closing  week  of  February,  and  my  report,  therefore,  covers  only  two- 
thirds  of  the  year.     I  have  labored,  by  invitation  of  Conference  officers,  in  eight 
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States  and  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  traversed  the  distance  from  Indian 
Territory  to  Long  Island,  and  from  the  weslern  prairies  to  the  highest  point  of 
the  Blue  mountains;  talking  wherever  opportunity  was  found  to  advance  the 
cause  we  love  and  serve. 

I  have  represented  our  Society  at  four  Conferences  and  eleven  encampments, 
beginning  the  camp  work  in  Nebraska  and  closing  it  in  New  York;  and  being 
obliged  to  decline  invitations  to  several  camp  meetings  because  of  conflicting 
dates.  In  some  places  visited  our  Society  was  almost  entirely  unknown.  At 
one  camp  the  question  being  asked  how  many  persons  present  had  ever  been 
members  of  our  Society,  it  was  discovered  thai  I  was  the  only  one.  At  another, 
where  the  audience  was  estimated  at  from  2,500  to  3,000  people,  the  Presiding 
Elder  in  charge  said  he  doubted  if  ten  of  that  number  had  ever  heard  of  our 
work  before.  Yet  some  enthusiasm  for  the  cause  developed  that  day,  and  the 
Elder  said,  publicly,  that  he  hoped  to  follow  that  meeting  with  organizations  in 
every  charge  on  his  district.  To  secure  the  co-operation  of  pastors  and  people 
it  is  only  necessary  to  give  them  the/acts — theTi'/y  and  wherefore  of  our  organiza- 
tion. Hence  the  necessity  of  securing  representation  in  all  annual  gatherings  of 
Methodism. 

I  have  had  interviews  with  some  of  the  government  officials  at  Washington, 
concerning  our  Indian  work,  and  secured  some  individual  pledges  of  money  f  r 
industrial  work  at  Ponca  ;  and  one  donation  of  $100  was  given  me  by  a  personal 
friend,  for  our  school  at  Pawhuska.  I  have  received  pledges  of  $1,444,  on  the 
"brick  cards"  for  Mothers'  Jewels  Home,  and  pledges  of  cash  donations  for  the 
same  purpose  aggregating  $300. 

In  speaking  for  the  various  Bureaus  I  have  tried  to  be  equally  fair  and  loyal 
to  all,  but  have  been  conscious  of  ability  to  create  the  most  interest  in  those 
whose  fields  of  labor  I  had  visited.  All  collections  taken  in  my  meetings  were  left 
with  local  treasurers,  and  in  some  cases  I  have  not  been  able  to  learn  the  ami  unt 
received,  as  it  was  not  counted  until  I  had  left  the  house.  I  have  also  failed 
to  find  my  duplicate  copy  of  number  of  "  brick  cards"  sent  to  our  Treasurer, 
and  of  subscribers  for  our  paper  sent  to  our  publisher,  for  one  entire  momh.  But 
the  perfect  records  of  all  our  efforts  to  advance  Christ's  cause  on  earth  are  pre- 
served in  the  archives  of  the  eternal  city  of  our  God. 

In  addition  to  the  pledges  previously  mentioned,  promises  have  been  made 
for  $50  for  Ponca  Industrial  work.     Number  of  auxiliaries  organized,  23>  mem-' 
bers    gained,    991;    Circles  organized,   4,   members,    109 ;    Bands  organized,  12, 
members,  591  ;  subscribers  for  paper  besides  those  left  with  agents,  76;   received-, 
from  Mothers'  Jewels  enrolled,  $32.30;  money  collected,  $624  84.

On  Organization. 

The  Sabbath  morning  after  the  Indianapolis  meeting,  by  invitation,  was 
spent  urging  Home  Missions,  in  Sullivan,  Indiana,  when  16  members  were 
secured  and  the  officers  elected.  An  address  on  Palestine,  in  the  evening, 
aided  the  railroad  fare.  At  the  earnest  call  of  the  Iowa  Conference  Society, 
one  month,  from  Nov.  14th,  was  given  to  that  field,  receiving  from  the  Master's 
hands  the  generous  salary  of  346  members  and  59  subscribers  for  our  paper. 
Persuasive  requests  from  the  North  Indiana  Conference  Society  caused  Tiie  to  , 
give  five  weeks,  from  Feb.  28th,  within  her  bounds,  when  the  dear  Lord  gave 
358  members  and  60  subscribers.  Three  Sabbaths  and  three  week  evenings 
secured  109  members  and  thirteen  subscribers,  in  the  South-east  Indiana  Con- 
ference, at  the  call  of  the  Conference  Board,  and  I  was  permitted  also  to  aid 
in  the  District  Convention,  at  Shelbyville. 

Having  promised  when  in  Maine,  in  November,  iSSS,  to  return  sometime,'  \ 
if  possible,  at    the  oft  repeated    request    of   the    Maine    Conference    Society,  I 
reached  Portland,  Sept.  13th,  1890,  and  for  five  weeks  free  will  offering,  425  mem 
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bers,  and  132  subscribers  for  the  paper,  in  the  Maine  Conference,  and  134  mem- 
bers and  38  subscribers,  in  the  East  Maine  Conference,  were  granted.  This 
work  has  been  done,  as  in  the  past,  without  taking  a  penny  fiom  the  general 
fund,  which  is  the  two  cents  dues,  or  from  any  auxiliary,  to  secure  these  more 
than  1,35b  new  members  this  year.  Will  these  abide?  The  Minnesota  Confer- 
ence President  writes,  "Every  one  of  the  auxiliaries  you  formed  in  May,  1889, 
is  doing  well  ;  the  one  at  Oxford  Church,  best  of  a//."  There  the  tireless  Corre- 
sponding Secretary  resides,  to  aid  this  efficient  President.  The  report  published 
from  California  Conference  naturally  comes,  if  new  organizations  are  nit  nur- 
tured, for  all  must  have  some  care.  Yet  a  good  sum  o(  monev  has  reached  Mrs. 
Clark  from  California,  from  the  lowly  sowing.  Our  sell-denying  exemplar,  Mrs. 
Meyer,  of  the  Chicago  Training  School,  very  aptly  comments,  in  her  "  Message," 
on  the  maxim,  "The  laborer  is  worthy  of  his  hire,"  that  "  most  laborers  are  more 
anxious  for  the  hire  than  for  the  labor  !  "

Oai  Mite  Boxes. 

Question — Can  Mite  Boxes  be  used  to  collect  membership  dues? 

Answer — No,  they  cannot. 

Remarks — S  >me  persons  can  only  pay  two  cents  a  week  and  this  amount  is 
expected  to  be  used  as  payment  for  dues.  If  they  are  not  allowed  to  do  this, 
they  will  refuse  to  t-ike  the  Mite   Boxes. 

Answer — Let  those  persons  provide  another  kind  of  a  box;  not  use  the  Mite 
Box  that  is  intended  for  a  specific  object. 

Question  —  Why  must  the  money  collected  in  Mite  Boxes  be  reported  to 
Mrs.  Ampt? 

Answer — Because  she,  as  Chairman  of  the  Mite  Box  Committee,  cannot  make 
up  her  annual  report  conectly  unless  each  auxiliary,  district,  Conference  Treas- 
urer, or  Mite  Box  Secretary  keeps  strictly  the  amount  collected  in  Mite  Boxes  and 
seids  the  report  to  her.  We  must  have  the  money  collected  in  Mite  Boxes 
reported,  no  matter  how  small  the  amount. 

Question — Can  Mite  Box  money  be  used  to  defray  church  expenses? 

Answer — No.  It  can  be  used  for  any  legitimate  object  authorized  by  the 
Woman's  Home  Missiona'y  Society  as  contingent  fund  which  can  be  expended 
wherever  the  societies  desire  it. 

The  object  of  sending  out  Mite  Jugs  and  Barrels  is  mainly  to  establish  the 
habit,  or  confirm  it,  of  "  systematic  giving."  "  Bring  your  tithes  into  the  store- 
house." 

Children  and  young  people  should  learn  this  lesson  early.  The  result 
would  be  that  our  treasuries  would  be  full  to  overflowing. 

Now,  faithful  friends,  we  beseech  y  >u  for  the  love  of  Christ,  and  "in  His 
name,"  to  aid  us  this  coming  year  in  leaching  all  our  members  and  friends  the 
lesson  of  giving  systematicallx ,  and  especially  of  repotting  the  amount. 

For  the  year  ending  October  28th,  1890,  the  number  of  Mite  Jugs  ordered 
and  sent  was  5,802;  the  number  of  Mite  Barrels  ordered  and  sent,  3.908;  the 
amount  of  cash  collections  sent  me  and  paid  to  general  Treasurer,  was  $22.17. 

The  money  collected  in  Mite  Boxes  as  reported  by  the  Conference  and  Mite 
Box  Secretaries,  amounted  to  $872.88.

With  this  year  the  seventh  of  Woman 's  [Tome  Missions  closes.  Its  existence 
has  never  been  an  experiment.  This  is  because  of  the  wise  planning  and  well- 
directed  energy  1  f  its  friends.  It  began  January,  1884,  with  six  hundred  sub- 
scribers pledged,  and  the  close  o(  1890  finds  it  with  filteen  thousand  feubscribers 
and  the  list  increasing.  We  predict  a  prosperous  and  useful  future  for  the 
paper.  It  will  be  whalever  its  friends  will  make  it.  It  should  be  freighted 
with  information,  which  is  the  best  source  of  inspiration.  To  this  end  we 
recommend  clearing  its  pages  of  stereotyped  reports  of  meetings,  and  of  such 
other  matter  as  is  merely  local  in  its  interest  and  character.  Instead  of  such 
articles,  let  your  pen  serve  the  whole  Society  by  sending  whatever  is  new  and 
important  in  planning  or  information,  or  any  official  items  a  Conference  Society 
deems  essential  to  its  auxiliaries.  As  far  as  pos>ible  avoid  all  personal  allusion. 
"Let  not  the  left  hand  know  what  the  right  hand  doeth,"  is  a  precept  which 
involves  not  only  high  moral  principle  but  correct  taste. 

The  Secretaries  of  Bureaus,  with  those  committees  in  charge  of  individual 
missions,  should  keep  the  present  status  of  their  respective  fields  before  the 
Society.  Because  this  has  been  neglected  heretofore,  there  has  been  just  com- 
plaint of  dearth  of  information,  and  the  missions  have  suffered  from  a  correspond- 
ing lack  of  interest.  We  think  thrse  suggestions  will  not  only  render  the  paper 
more  readable,  but  will  secure  all  of  its  valuable  space  for  the  benefit  of  the 
whole  Society.  With  the  continued  co-operation  of  those  who  have  been  so 
helpful  in  the  past  to  both  publisher  and  editor,  we  believe  the  next  septennial 
will  close  with  a  better  paper  and  the  list  of  subscribers  doubled. 

For  information  concerning  the  very  desirable  addition  to  the  paper  here- 
after, without  increase  of  price,  we  refer  the  reader  to  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Woman's  Home  Missions,  which  was  adopted  by  the  Board  of 
Managers.

Of  Publisher  of  "Home  Missions." 

Recalling  many  of  the  inconveniences  experienced  from  the  necessary  strict 
economy,  the  worry  and  anxiety  for  fear  expenses  could  not  be  met,  it  is  with 
no  small  degree  of  thankfulness  that  your  publisher  is  enabled  to  come  before 
you  to-day  with  a  report  showing  a  cash  balance  on  hand  of  over  five  hundred 
dollars.  It  has  not  been  easy  climbing,  so  many  and  so  varied  are  lhe  perplex- 
ities encounte-ed.  Yet  slowly  and  surely  our  list  has  increased  until  we  now 
have  a  subscription  list  of  15,000.  Many  ladies  of  our  Church  would  join  our 
ranks  if  they  were  acquainted  with  the  missionary  needs  and  opportunities  of 
this  country.  Hence  we  say  that  we  are  not  satisfied  with  our  list  of  fifteen 
thousand.  It  should  be  more  than  double  that  number.  We  are  better 
equipped  to-day  for  increasing  our  list  than  ever  before. 

Many  Conference,  District  and  Auxiliary  Secretaries  have  given  hearty  sym- 
pathy and  help,  and  excellent  working  committees  have  been  appointed.  Nota- 
ble among  the  Conferences  that  have  planned  in  pushing  the  work  are  the  Troy 
and  the  East  Ohio,  and  many  others  are  preparing  for  a  more  thorough  canvass 
the  coming  year.  If  a  Conference  meeting  is  held  without  calling  special  atien- 
tion  to  the  paper,  a  very  important  part  of  our  work  has  been  omitted.  Give 
the  paper  a  place  on  your  program,  hang  a  card  or  banner  in  a  prominent 
place  in  the  church  during  the  meeting  calling  attention  to  it.  Sample  copies 
will  be  furnished  you  free  for  this  use,  al-o  subscription  blanks  and  envelopes. 
.Appoint  a  committee  to  secure  subscriptions  at  the  meeting.  This  plan  has 
been  carried  out,  in  many  instances,  with  marked  success. 

We  cling  to  our  pet  theory  of  working  to  secure  as  many  subscribers  as 
membeis.  Only  sixty-five  auxiliaries  reported  as  having  reached  this  number, 
but  we  have  means  of  knowing  that  the  plan  has  added  many  members  to  our 
list.     One  District  Secretary  writes  that  she  hopes  to  have  every  auxiliary  on 
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her  district  on  the  roll  during  the  coming  year.  Owing  to  the  crowded  condi- 
tion of  our  paper,  we  deem  it  best  to  discontinue  publishing  the  roll  of  honor, 
but  we  do  not  want  to  relax  our  efforts  in  this  direction.  It  is  a  good  thing  to 
have  this  ideal  number  before  us.

On  "Woman's  Home  missions. 

Resolved,  That  Woman's  Home  Missions  publish  a  bi-monthly  Supplement  of 
four  pages,  to  be  devoted  to  Deaconess  work,  to  alternate  with  a  Supplement  for 
children,  also  to  appear  bi-monthly;  and  that  Mrs.  J.  W.  Bashford  be  recom- 
mended as  editor  of  the  Deaconess  Supplement. 

2.  That  a  Supplement  of  four  pages  be  published  bi-monthly,  to  represent 
the  children's  department  of  our  work  ;  that  the  editor  be  appointed  by  the 
General  Executive  Board;  and  that  this  Supplement  be  understood  as  introduc- 
tory to  the  publication  of  a  child's  paper. 

3.  That  ail  names  of  Mothers'  Jewels  be  published  in  the  Children's  Sup- 
plement; and  that  it  be  made  as.  attractive  as  possible  with  pictures  and  bright 
matter,  without  advertisements  except  such  as  may  especially  please  children. 

4.  That  for  the  coming  year  the  Deaconess  and  Children's  Supplement  be 
sent  out  with  Woman's  Home  Missions;  and  that  the  price  of  the  paper,  includ- 
ing the  Supplement,  shall  continue  to  be  25  cents  per  annum. 

5.  That  the  reports  of  annual,  quarterly  and  district  meetings  of  local 
societies  throughout  the  Conferences,  sent  for  publication  in  Woman's  Home 
Missions,  be  limited  to  important  matter  only. 

6  That  the  type  may  be  .held  of  articles  published  in  the  paper  which 
should  have  wider  circulation,  and  leaflets  may  be  struck  off  therefrom,  when 
the  editor  and  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Publication  shall  so  advise. 

7.  That  Mrs.  H.  C.  McCabe  be  recommended  as  Editor  in  Chief  of  Woman's 
Home  Missions,  and  Miss  Mary  Belle  Evans  be  recommended  as  Publisher  of  the 
same.  '  Mrs.  F.  S.  Hoyt,  Chairman.

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On  Mothers'  Jewels  Home. 

At  the  Annual  Meeting  of  1889,  held  in  Indianapolis,  Rev.  Mr.  Hilton,  of 
York,  Neb.,  came  before  the  Board  of  Managers  with  a  proposition  from  the 
citizens  of  York  to  raise  ten  thousand  dollars  for  the  home  for  dependent  chil- 
dren, to  be  called  The  Mothers'  Jewels  Home,  provided  it  be  located  at  that 
place.  He  also  made  the  statement  that  Dr.  Armstrong,  who  had  offered  his 
farm  some  three  years  before,  was  now  willing  to  sell  his  farm  and  give  the 
proceeds  in  aid  of  the  Home,  if  York  would  furnish  the  ten  thousand  dollars  for 
the  purchase  of  land  for  the  location.  The  report,  with  recommendations  from 
the  Executive  Board,  was  adopted,  and  thanks  tendered  to  the  citizens  of  York. 

In  February,  1890,  the  Executive  Board  was  requested  by  the  committee 
in  York  who  held  the  funds  for  purchase  of  land,  to  send  their  Committee  on 
Location  to  that  city,  that  the  purchase  might  be  made  and  location  settled.  I 
was  authorized  to  make  this  visit,  and  to  form  such  committees  in  the  Confer- 
ence as  might  be  necessary  to  promote  the  cause  in  the  State.  On  my  arrival 
I  found  these  careful  men  had  fourteen  sealed  bids  for  sale  of  land  within  a 
radius  of  three  miles  from  the  central  part  of  the  town. 

Of  course,  it  was  my  duty  to  visit  and  inspect  these  fourteen  farms,  which 
I  did  with  great  pleasure,  being  accompanied  by  very  pleasant  people.  I 
thought  myself  equal  to  determining  if  it  "looked  pretty,"  if  the  prospect  was 
inviting,  etc.,  but  what  did  I  know  about  soil?  I  was  altogether  guided  on 
that  point  by  what  these  gentlemen  and  their  wives  recommended  or  stated. 
After  several  days  of  consideration  and  counsel,  we  chose  a  farm  of  160  acres 
of  land  within  a  half  mile  of  the  center  of  this  town  of  seven  thousand  inhab- 
itants, very  convenient  to  schools  and  churches,  which  fact  had  a  great  influ- 
ence on  the  choice. 

The  farm  is  considered  one  of  the  most  productive  and  desirable  in  the 
vicinity.  There  is  a  new  house  (only  two  years  old)  of  twelve  rooms,  a  large 
barn,  houses  for  grain,  a  milk  house  with  a  refrigerator  built  within,  and  a 
good  supply  of  water.  Truly,  "these  improvements  seemed  to  be  planned  for 
just  that  purpose."  For  this  home  ten  thousand  dollars  have  been  paid,  and 
the  deed  is  in  possession  of  our  attorney,  Judge  Hagans.  As  a  consideration 
for  this  gift  we  are  to  build  a  ten  thousand  dollar  house  for  dependent  children, 
to  be  called  "The  Mothers'  Jewels  Home."  When  we  went  to  Nebraska  to 
make  this  purchase,  we  had  no  idea  of  houses  and  lands,  only  land  upon  which 
we  should  erect  our  Home.  But  it  seemed  the  wise  thing  to  choose  this  farm, 
with  its  improvements.  I  said  to  the  committee  of  York,  I  am  embarrassed,  as 
we  now  have  an  excellent  house,  a  fine  farm,  Dr.  Armstrong  and  his  seven 
boys,  upon  whom  we  depend  for  farm  management  and  labor,  living  in  rather 
close  and  uncomfortable  quarters,  and  no  moneybox  current  expenses,  for  we  have 
asked  for  no  appropriation  from  General  Fund.  The  money  we  hold  is  special, 
and  for  the  Heme.  The  citizens  said,  "  If  you  will  open  the  Home  at  once  we 
will  give  you  $500  more."  Dr.  Armstrong  said  :  "  I  have  $600,  my  last  mite; 
I  will  give  you  that.  If  I  ever  need  it,  and  call  upon  you,  it  is  a  loan  ;  if  not, 
it  is  a  gift."  I  sent  for  the  officers  of  Nebraska  Conference,  who  lived  at  dis- 
tant points.  Mrs  Spurlock  and  Mrs.  Roberts  came  immediately.  We  cons  d- 
ered  the  possibilities  in  the  case,  and  concluded  to  open  the  Home  as  soon  as 
necessary  repairs  could  be  made  after  the  house  was  vacated  by  the  former 
owner.  We  called  together  ladies  and  gentlemen  of  the  different  churches  (not 
all  Methodists)  who  were  specially  interested  in  the  enterprise.  Committees 
were  formed  on  "  Farm  Management,"  on  "Supplies  of  Wardrobe  and  Table," 
and  on  "  Repairs  and  Furnishing;"  and  their  duties  were  defined,  with  the  un- 
derstanding that  they  accepted  the  responsibilities  until  the  Annual  Meeting  of 
1890.  Trie  Furnishing  Committee  ordered  workmen  at  once,  and  renovated 
the  whole  house  by  pipering  its  walls  and  graining  the  woodwork,  and  built  a 
well-ventila'ed  dormitory  in  which  are  eleven  beds.  Mrs.  Spurlock  and  Mrs. Rob- 
erts went  to  Lincoln,  Omaha,  and  Plattsmouth,  Mrs.  Woodcock  working  at  Fair- 
bury.     They  called    the  ladies  of  Methodism  together,  and  each  of  the  places 
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named  furnished  a  room,  and  with  the  addition  of  one  hundred  dollars,  fifty  of 
which  were  given  by  a  Presbyterian  friend,  fifty  by  a  bachelor  friend  of  one  of 
the  ladies  of  York,  the  whole  house  is  furnished  by  Nebraska  friends,  not  plain- 
ly, but  elegantly.  In  two  months  from  the  time  the  house  was  purchased,  the 
family  were  housed  in  this  cheery,  refined  Home.  At  the  mere  expression  of 
a  wish  to  one  of  our  Farm  Committee  that  they  would  observe  "Arbor  Day," 
the  citizens  came  out  four  hundred  strong  and  planted  upon  that  place  six  hun- 
dred fruit  and  forest  trees. 

This  house  I  have  described  we  call  the  "York  Cottage  of  the  Mothers' 
Jewels  Home."  Our  family  consists  of  Dr.  Armstrong  and  wife,  noble  helpers, 
seven  trained  farmer  boys,  four  children  who  have  been  given  us,  a  matron  and 
a  domestic.  We  have  a  most  devoted,  educated  and  able  matron,  but  in  addi- 
tion we  must  have  a  man  and  his  wife  who  will  be  able  to  control  and  disci- 
pline the  children,  and  direct  and  educate  the  boys  in  industrial  pursuits.  We 
are  now  building  an  addition  which,  when  completed,  will  accommodate  forty 
children. 

I  ask  that  this  body  will  appropriate  $4,000  for  the  current  expenses  the 
coming  year,  and  $16,000  for  special  building  fund.  Not  one  cent  of  this 
special  fund  to  be  expended  unless  in  the  treasury  for  this  purp"se.  $10,000 
of  this  $16,000  will  be  put  into  the  house.  I  have  asked  for  $6,000  for  furniture 
for  chapel  and  school  room.  The  school  room  and  chapel  are  provided  for. 
The  Rev.  Mr.  Franklin,  of  Uah,  and  I  have  formed  a  co-partnership  in  the 
erection  of  the  chapel  and  school  room.  We  will  become  responsible  for  that. 
I  will  give  something  myself,  and  have  a  fiiend  who  has  signified  her  willing 
ness  to  help,  and  will  accompany  me  to  Nebraska  on  my  next  visit." 

I  wish  the  Delegates  here  assembled,  to  realize  that  we  have  in  this  Home 
a  large  work  with  great  possibilities  for  usefulness,  and  that  will  require  skillful 
management.  Whether  your  Bar  ds  will  carry  this  work  through  the  Jewels, 
depenus  upon  your  ability  and  willingness  to  organize  them.  Remember,  the 
"Jewel  fund"  was  not  from  an  organized  body  of  children,  but  was  the  spon- 
taneous giving  of  mothers  for  the  little  ones.  Whether  we  carry  it  through  the 
children  or  not,  the  work  is  ours,  and  must  be  provided  for.  My  expectation 
from  the  first  has  been  that  it  will  be  partly  self-sustaining.  The  farm,  this 
year,  has  yielded  $1,093  from  its  products.  My  hope  is  that  in  five  years  it  will 
be  endowed.  Will  you  work  for  this  Mothers'  Jewels  Home  to  be  endowed  ? 
Form  the  little  ones  into  Bands,  have  a  committee  to  look  after  the  mothers 
whose  little  ones  are  too  small  to  come  to  the  meetings.  Every  mother  in  the 
land  will  give  ten  cents  for  each  child  she  calls  hers,  to  build  a  Home  for  chil- 
dren who  have  no  mother  to  love  them,  and  thus  a  great  revenue  will  come  into 
our  hands  if  we  wo>kfor  it.  I  ask  that  a  special  committee  be  apuointed  to  con- 
fer with  the  Young  People's  Bureau  in  regard  to  the  age  at  which  children 
shall  be  admitted  to  this  Home,  how  long  they  shall  remain,  shall  they  be  edu- 
cated within  the  Home,  or  adopted  into  families?  Our  thought  is  to  obtain 
applicants  for  admission  through  our  Deaconess  and  Local  Work  in  cities  and 
our  work  among  immigrants,  from  the  South,  from  Utah,  and  from  the  poor 
Indians.  We  are  not  bound  by  sect  or  nationality,  and  we  take  them  from  any 
part  of  the  United  States,  India,  or  China.

On  Defining:  Boundaries  and  Limitations  of  Bureaus. 

Resolved,  1.  That  the  present  By  laws  relating  to  Bureau  for  Deaconess 
Work,  found  on  page  186  of  Eighth  Annual  Report,  be  retained,  and  a  foot  note 
be  added — "The  work  shall  be  conducted  according  to  the  provisions  of  the 
Methodist  Discipline.     Paragraphs  207-212,  page  126." 

2.  That  the  Deaconess  Bureau  be  permitted  to  undertake  Deaconess  Work 
in  New  Orleans,  and  have  ireedom  to  work  among  the  French  and  Italians  in 
that  city. 
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3.  That  the  Foreign  Work  in  New  York  City  be  placed  for  the  coming 
year  in  the  Bureau  for  Immigrants. 

4.  That  if  an  opportunity  offers,  the  Executive  Board  be  authorized  to  con- 
stituie  a  Bureau  to  be  known  as  "The  Bureau  ior  the  Chinese  Work  of  the 
Pacific  Coasi."  Mrs.  J.  F.  Willing,  Chairman.

Instructions  of  the  Board  of  managers  to  the  Secretaries    of 

Bureaus. 

The  General  Executive  Board  recommends  the  passage  of  the  following 
instructions  to  the  Bureau  Secretaries  having  charge  of  Industrial  Homes  which 
are  co-operating  wiih  the  Freedmen's  Aid  or  other  Church  schools  : 

1.  They  shall  endeavor  to  secure,  as  far  as  possible,  by  conference  with 
the  President  and  Faculty  of  the  school  with  wriich  the  Industrial  school  of  the 
"Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  is  co-operatii  g,  that  the  most  advar.ced 
classes  become  the  inmates  of  our  Homes. 

2.  That  the  daily  programs  of  the  schools  be  so  arranged  that  these  girls 
may  have  a  half  of  each  day  for  domestic  and  industrial  training,  and  a  half 
of  each  day  for  academic  training. 

3.  Tnat  the  daily  programs  be  so  arranged  that  all  girls  in  attendance 
upon  the  Freedmen's  Aid  or  other  Church  schools  may  receive  regular  class 
instruction  in  the  domestic  industries. 

4.  That  a  method  be  devised  and  put  into  immediate  use  by  which  the 
girls  in  the  Industrial  Ho  nes,  as  well  as  all  other  girls  re«.eiving  industrial  in- 
structions, may  be  graded  for  this  work,  aciording  to  the  general  system  em- 
ployed in  the  school  for  the  grading  in  other  departments  of  s  udy,  and  by  which 
pupils  in  the  industries  may  be  subjected  to  examinations  and  tests  as  formal 
and  as  thorough  as  those  to  which  pupils  in  other  branches  of  study  are 
subjected. 

5.  That  the  rank  of  pupils  in  industrial  occupations  may  be  taken  info 
account  in  the  standing  for  graduation  in  the  same  manner  as  the  rank  in  other 
branches  of  study  is  considered. 

6.  That  teim  and  annual  exhibitions  of  Industrial  work  may  be  made  in 
connection  with  the  exhibition  of  proficiency  in  other  departments  of  work. 

7.  That  the  Superintendent  seek  to  arrange  with  the  President  and  Fac- 
ulty for  a  system  of  substitutions,  so  as  to  allow  Industrial  instruction  to  replace 
some  branches  of  the  academic  curriculum,  as  music,  art  and  modern  languages 
are  often  permitted  to  do. 

8.  That  in  every  respect  instruction  in  Industrial  occupations  may  rank 
with  instruction  in  other  branches,  may  be  subject  to  the  same  rules,  and  may 
receive  the  same  recognition. 


On  Publication. 

The  Commitfee  on  Publication  does  not  have  in  charge  the  paper  or  the 
leaflets.  Special  Standing  Committees  are  appointed  to  have  the  care  of  those 
interests  and  to  report  them. 

The  necessary  blanks,  and  other  papers  required  to  meet  the  needs  of  the 
Bureau,  Conference  and  District  officers  have  been  furnished  from  Cincinnati. 
The  members  of  the  Committee  who  reside  there  have  had  this  matter  in  hand, 
and  the  bills  for  the  same  have  been  presented  directly  to  the  Treasurer  for 
pa)  ment. 

The  Lucy  Hayes  Memorial  volume  has  also  been  published  at  Cincinnati, 
supervised  by  the  members  of  the  Comm  ttee  residing  there,  with  the  co-opeta- 
tion  of  Mrs.  Davis.  The  first  edition  of  3,000  copies  is  now  on  sale.  The  price 
per  copy  is  $1,  which  goes  into  the  treasury  of  the  Society  for  the  Memoiial 
fund. 

The  publishing  of  the  Annual  Report  has  come  directly  under  my  editorial 
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care  and  supervision.  It  was  decided  to  issue  last  year  an  edition  of  12,000. 
The  calls  during  the  year  have  been  for  a  greater  number  than  any  previous 
year.  Still,  owing  largely  to  the  prevalence  of  the  la  grippe  in  its  various 
forms,  and  also  to  the  unseasonable  winter,  the  demand  was  nor  equal  to  the 
supply.  There  are  still  1, 000  copies  on  hand  that  can  be  distributed  if  desired. 
We  are  glad  to  have  each  year  a  supply  left  over  for  storage  in  our  little  office 
room  at  Cincinnati  to  meet  the  call  for  back  numbers  from  new  members  and 
auxiliaries  that  are  continually  being  added  to  our  Society. 

There  is  a  very  reasonable  desire  on  the  part  of  the  workers  of  the  Society 
to  have  the  Report  just  as  soon  as  possible  a  ter  the  close  of  the  Ani.ual  Meet- 
ing. No  one  appreciates  this  more  than  the  editor  does,  and  no  one  <  an  make 
a  more  determined  effort  to  accomplish  this.  It  is  in  the  spiritual  things  that 
"faith  laughs  at  impossibilities  and  cries,  it  shall  be  done,"  but  in  the  temporal 
things  we  are  bounded  by  the  possibilities,  and  beyond  these  we  cannot  go. 
Immediately  at  the  c  ose  of  the  meeting  at  Indianapolis  our  efficient  Recording 
Secre  ary,  Mrs.  Aiken,  was  prostrated  by  sickness  and  was  utterly  unable  to 
p'epare  the  minutes  for  publication,  hence  a  double  duty  devolved  upon  the 
editor,  rendered  extremely  difficult  by  the  fact  that  the  necessary  papers  and 
documents  were  not  in  hand.  Illness  in  o'her  cases  caused  delay,  and  though 
the  editor  at  the  beginning  had  fully  determined  to  greet  all  these  friends  with 
a  Christmas  copy  of  the  new  Report  some  of  the  tnanuscript  for  the  Report  did 
not  come  into  her  hands  till  after  January  1st.  As  soon  thereafter  as  possible 
the  Report  was  issued. 

Our  Report  each  year  has  increased  in  size  till  now  it  has  become  a  little 
volume.  This  indicates  growth  and  progress  in  our  Society,  and  we  rejoice  in 
this  growth,  but  we  do  not  wish  to  increase  the  size  of  the  pamphlet.  Hith- 
erto you  have  insisted  upon  a  full  report  of  every  department  of  the  work.  If 
this  is  still  required  the  forthcoming  Report  will  exceed  in  size  the  one  of  last 
year.  The  minutes  we  must  have  as  the  official  guide  and  authority.  The 
reports  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary,  and  of  the  Secretaries  of  Bureaus,  and 
and  of  Conferences,  also  are  needed  for  re'erence.  The  report  of  the  Treasurer, 
and  the  list  of  Life  Members  may  be  shortened  if  you  will  so  direct.  Hitherto 
it  has  been  voted  that  a  detailed  report  of  the  Treasurer  should  be  printed. 
This  means  not  only  a  report  of  each  Conference  by  Districts,  but  also  by 
auxiliaries,  and  as  there  are  three  distinct  funds — the  General,  the  Beneficiary 
and  Special — there  must  be  a  threefold  repetition  of  the  auxiliaries  in  each 
Conference  where  they  have  contributed  to  each  of  the  three  funds.  This  in- 
volves a  large  amount  of  labor  and  time,  both  on  the  part  of  the  Treasurer  in 
preparing  it  for  printing,  and  of  the  typesetters,  and  requires  a  large  space  in 
the  Report.  Last  year  it  required  thirty-nine  pages  of  the  Annual  to  report  in 
detail  the  receipts  of  the  $68, 000  sent  to  the  Treasurer  from  all  sources.  This 
year  $112,000  must  be  reported,  and  of  course  a  larger  space  will  be  required. 
The  Treasurer's  manuscript  of  her  report  for  publication  came  to  me  covering 
150  pages  of  legal  cap  paper,  every  line  of  which  must  be  verified  over  and 
over  again.  You  can  imagine  sjmething  of  the  labor  that  must  be  involved  if 
you  require  her  to  give  such  a  report  of  the  past  year's  receipts,  and  expect  her 
to  copy  for  the  printers  this  itemized  statement  from  her  books  that  must  cover 
many  more  pages  than  last  year. 

Will  you  be  satisfied  with  the  report  by  Conferences  that  Mrs.  Clark  has 
presented  to  you  at  this  meeting?  Or  if  not,  will  you  allow  her  to  report  by 
Districts  in  addition  ?  If  this  can  be  done  the  Report  can  be  sent  out  a  month 
earlier  than  otherwise. 

Then,  as  regards  the  list  of  Life  Members:  Shall  the  entire  list  be  pub- 
lished as  heretofore,  or  only  the  list  of  those  that  have  been  constituted  during 
the  current  year?  By  using  smaller  type  four  columns  were  put  on  a  page,  and 
the  space  occupied  in  the  last  Report  was  seven  pages;  probably  the  increased 
number  will  require  two  additional  pages,  making  nine  in  all.  If  only  those 
constituted  during  the  year  are  given  but  two  pages  will  be  required.

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On  Missionary  Candidates. 

During  the  past  year  thirty-four  candidates  have  passed  the  Committee 
and  been  accepted  by  the  Board,  and  twenty  have  received  appointments.  This 
is  the  same  number  of  accepted  candidates  reported  last  year  ;  the  number  of 
appointments  is  less.  This  does  not  indicate  that  our  work  is  not  growing,  but 
rather  that  there  have  been* fewer  changes  during  the  past  year.  Our  missi  >n- 
aries  are  proving  themselves  competent  to  fill  the  positions  occupied  by  them  ; 
and,  as  it  is  the  policy  of  the  Society  to  strengthen  the  work  already  begun 
rather  than  to  project  new  work,  there  are  fewer  vacancies  than  heretofore. 

In  a  few  cases,  some  of  our  best  candidates  have  found  it  necessary  to 
withdraw  their  application  to  accept  other  positions  on  account  of  the  delay  in 
appointments,  feeling  that  they  could  not  decline  positions  offered  them  when 
not  sure  of  an  appointment  by  our  Society.  It  is  very  desirable  that  the  Secre- 
taries of  Bureaus  shall  be  ready  to  make  recommendations  for  the  missionaries 
to  be  appointed  to  the  Homes  under  their  supervision  at  the  meeting  of  the 
Executive  Board  held  in  May. 

The  Committee  feeling  the  need  of  a  still  higher  standard  for  our  mission- 
aries have  revised  the  blanks  for  missionary  candidates,  and  have  also  prepared 
a  blank  for  medical  examination.  The  Committee  are  more  and  more  impressed 
with  the  fact  that  testimonials,  and  recommendations,  and  photographs  are  not 
sufficient  guaranty  of  ability  and  efficiency  in  our  missionaries. 

In  most  cases  our  missionary  candidates  gue  evidence  of  thorough  conse- 
cration to  the  work,  and  yet  are  at  a  loss  to  know  just  whar  is  expected  of 
them.  After  they  receive  their  appointments  they  frequently  write  to  know 
what  their  duties  will  be.  Generally  they  adapt  themselves  readily  to  their 
positions,  and  prove  themselves  efficient  workers.  There  is  no-  work  so  press- 
ing, no  need  so  great  in  our  Society  as  a  training  school  for  our  missionaries 
where  they  can  be  placed  for  a  few  months  at  least  before  entering  upon  their 
work.  It  could  then  be  determined  whether  they  were  really  fitted  for  the 
duties  in  which  they  are  to  engage.  Much  thought  and  money  must  neces 
sarily  be  given  to  the  Homes  over  which  these  ladies  are  to  preside  that  they 
may  indeed  be  models.  More  thought  and  attention  ou^ht  to  be  given  to  the 
missionaries  themselves  that  they  may  be  fitted  to  fill  the  responsible  positions 
to  which  they  are  called  as  teachers  and  guides.

On  Beneficiaries. 

1.  The  Beneficiaries  in  each  Home  connected  with  a  Church  school  shall 
be  selected  by  a  committee,  consisting  of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Home  and 
the  President  of  the  school.  In  Homes  not  so  connected  the  selection  and  recom- 
mendation shall  be  made  by  a  committee  consisting  of  the  Superintendent  of 
the  Home  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  the  Home. 

2.  The  names  of  the  pupils  thus  chosen  shall  be  reported  by  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Bureau,  and  upon  her  recommendation  and  the  approval  of  the 
Executive  Board  these  names  shall  be  placed  on  record  as  the  Beneficiaries  of 
the  S  ciety  for  the  ensuing  year.  The.  list  shall  also  be  furnished  to  the 
Treasurer. 

3.  The  appropriations  for  Beneficiaries  in  each  Industrial  Home  con- 
nected with  Church  schools  shall  be  a  sum  equal  to  the  su  p  >rt  of  one-third  the 
number  of  girls  in  the  Home.  The  appropriations  to  Homes  not  connected 
with  Church  schools  shall  be  a  sum  equal  to  the  support  of  two  thirds  of  the 
family. 

4.  The  support  of  a  girl  in  an  Industrial  Home  shall  be  estimated  at  five 
dollars  per  month  while  the  school  is  in  session. 

5.  All  funds  contributed  for  Beneficiaries  shall  be  sent  as  other  funds  are 
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sent  through  the  Conference  Treasurer  to  the  General  Treasurer,  and  in  no  case 
shall  vouchers  be  accepted  by  the  Treasurer  in  the  place  of  money. 

6.  The  General  Treasurer  shall  make  remittances  to  the  Superintendent 
of  the  Homes  for  the  support  of  Beneficiaries  at  such  regular  intervals  as  the 
•Board  may  determine.  Mrs.  A.  R.  Clark,  Chairman. 


On  Memorial  Fund. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  General  Executive  Board  of  the  Woman's  Home  Mis- 
sionary Society  held  in  Cincinnati,  soon  after  the  death  of  our  beloved  Presi- 
dent, Mrs.  Hayes,  with  other  resolutions  expressive  of  our  sense  of  great 
bereavement,  the  following,  providing  for  a  special  Memorial  Tribute,  was  passed  : 

"Resolved,  That  we  invite  the  auxiliaries,  Circles,  Bands  and  friends  of  the 
Society  to  contribute  offerings,  precious  memorials,  and  forward  them  to  the 
General  Board  of  Managers,  to  meet  in  Indianapolis  the  last  of  October.  These 
orleiings  will  be  presented  at  an  hour  designated  during  the  convention,  and 
will  be  consecrated  to  the  erection  of  a  building  for  some  special  work  of  the 
Society,  which  will  bear  her  name,  and  serve  as  a  reminder  of  her  deep  interest 
in  behalf  of  Christian  missions  in  our  own  land." 

This  was  sent  out  to  auxiliaries,  and  to  friends  of  the  Society,  accompanied 
by  a  circular  letter  explaining  the  movement,  as  follows:  "  It  contemplates  the 
establishment  of  a  Deaconess  Home  and  Training  School  for  Missionaries,  and  an 
Industrial  School,  in  which  young  persons  may  be  taught  the  principles  and 
industries  essential  to  a  pure  and  happy  home  life.  The  Institution  will  bear 
the  honored  name  of  Lucy  Webb  Haves)  ar>d  will  prove,  we  trust,  an  unfailing 
inspiration  in  securing  those  noble  elements  of  character  which  rendered  her  lile 
so  useful  and  beautiful,  and  constitute  a  humble  memorial  of  the  love  cherished 
for  her  by  the  good  people  of  this  nation." 

In  response  to  this  invitation,  at  a  deeply  interesting  memorial  service  held 
in  Indianapolis,  November  1st,  nearly  $4,000  in  money  and  pledges  were 
received,  although  less  than  half  the  Conference  Societies  were  represented,  in 
consequence  of  the  limited  time  afforded,  in  which  to  present  the  subject. 

An  earnest  request  was  made  that  further  time  be  allowed  to  present  the 
matter  more  fully,  and  at  a  meeting  held  Nov.  6th,  the  following  was  adopted: 

"Recognizing  that  our  beloved  President,  Lucy  Webb  Hayes,  was  not  only 
endeared  to  this  organization,  but  to  the  heart  of  every  American  woman,  and 
desiring  to  perpetuate  her  memory  throughout  the  entire  nation,  therefore, 

"Resolved,  That  a  committee  representing  the  different  sections  of  the  coun- 
try, the  Pacific  slope,  the  Territories,  the  Western,  Middle,  Southern,  Eastern 
and  New  England  States,  be  appointed,  whose  duty  shall  be  to  secure  pledges 
and  money  from  societies  and  friends  during  the  year,  and  place  them  in  the 
hands  of  the  general  Treasurer  of  the  Society ;  also  to  receive  suggestions  for 
the  location  of  the  Memorial  Institution,  and  report  at  the  next  Annual  Meeting 
of  the  General  Board  of  Managers.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Society 
shall  be  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of  said  committee,  the  Recording  Secre- 
tary to  be  associated  with  her  in  the  correspondence." 

It  was  voted  "That  the  birthday  of  Mrs.  Lucy  Webb  Hayes,  Aug.  28th, 
be  observed  as  an  anniversary  of  the  Society,  when  offerings  may  be  made  to 
the  Memorial  and  oiher  funds."  The  intention  of  the  Board,  expressed  in  this 
action,  is  to  continue  the  work  already  commenced,  and  to  provide  a  fund  by 
these  annual  contributions  for  the  permanent  support  of  the  Institution. 

The  Committee  consulted  together,  by  correspondence,  and  it  was  arranged 
that  a  Leaflet  representing  the  object  of  the  enterprise,  including  suggestions 
for  a  program  for  the  memorial  exercises,  should  be  prepared  and  sent  to  the 
auxiliaries  of  the  Society  and  friends  of  the  movement,  through  the  officers  of 
the  Conference  Societies  and  members  of  the  Memorial  Committee.  This  was 
sent  out  in  June,  accompanied  with  an  earnest  request  for  co-operation  in  this 
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movement,  the  observance  of  the  anniversary,  and  the  collection  of  moneys  for 
the  establishment  of  a  Training  School  for  our  missionaries. 

It  is  vital  to  the  success  of  our  work  that  such  provision  be  made,  and  it  seems 
most  appropriate  that  this  fund,  representing  so  largely  the  love  and  interest  of 
the  whole  country,  should  be  devoted  to  this  national  interest.  Friends  were 
urged  to  make  liberal  contributions  with  the  privilege  of  naming  departments 
of  the  work,  and  cities  were  invited  to  compete  for  the  prize  of  the  location,  by 
securing  special  contributions,  conditioned  upon  the  approval  of  the  desired 
site  by  the  General  Board  of  Managers. 

The  sale  of  photographs  of  Mrs.  Hayes  was  provided  for  as  a  means  of 
increasing  the  fund.  Miss  J.  M.  Bancroft  generously  donated  the  profits  in  the 
sale  of  her  book,  "Deaconesses  in  Europe  and  their  Lessons  for  America,"  to 
this  object.  The  publication  of  a  memorial  book  was  provided  for  to  include 
the  memoir  read  by  Mrs.  John  Davis,  at  Indianapolis,  a  memorial  paper  by 
Mrs.  R.  S.  Rust,  a  poem  by  Miss  M.  A.  Lathbury,  and  addresses  made  at  several 
Annual  Meetings  by  Mrs.  Hayes.  This  has  been  completed  and  is  now  ready 
for  distribution. 

Deep  interest  has  been  awakened  in  the  movement,  and  several  cities  have 
claimed  the  location.  Friends  in  Washington  felt  that  this  city  had  peculiar 
claims;  it  was  for  a  time  her  home.  It  is  the  national  capital,  and  as  such  is 
the  proper  site  for  the  monument  to  Mrs.  Hayes,  the  influence  of  whose  li'e  and 
character,  brought  into  prominence  there,  has  been  a  benediction  to  the  world. 
Columbus,  Ohio,  felt  that  this  central  city  of  her  native  Stale,  its  capital,  where 
she  had  presided  so  long  in  the  home  of  its  Chief  Executive  officer,  and  where 
she  was  so  much  beloved,  was  the  proper  site  for  the  Institution.  California 
claimed  it,  because  the  friends  there  realized  the  importance  of  the  work,  and 
they  felt  that  this  would  make  a  closer  bond  with  their  sisters  east  of  the  moun- 
tains. New  York  claims  the  location  because  it  contains  such  a  large  field 
within  itself,  and  could  rally  so  many  helpful  influences. 

A  fraction  over  $7,000  raised  by  special  effort,  to  be  applied  wherever  the 
Institution  may  be  located,  has  been  paid  into  the  treasury.  In  addition  to 
this,  pledges  have  been  secured  in  the  cities  named  above,  conditioned  on  the 
site  being  fixed  within  their  bounds.  Among  these, Washington,  D.  C,  reports 
pledges  amounting  to  $2,300,  and  a  valuable  property  donated  by  an  earnest 
Christian  layman  of  that  city,  valued  at  $10,000.  This,  added  to  the  fund  in 
the  treasury,  and  the  cash  pledges,  would  enable  the  Society  to  begin  its  work 
in  that  city  with  $20,000  available  resources.

Resolved,  1.  Amend  Bylaw  6,  Section  2,  (page  1S5,  Eighth  Annual  Re- 
port) by  striking  out  the  words  "Middle  Southern  States"  and  substituting 
"  East  Central  States"  and  "West  Central  States;"  also  by  inserting  alter  the 
word  "Arizona"  the  word  (Spanish)  in  parentheses,  followed  by  the  appropri- 
ate number,  and  the  words  "New  Mexico  and  Arizona  (Indian),"  the  whole  fol- 
lowing the  first  amendment  of  this  By-law  to  be  re-numbered. 

2.  Amend  By-law  8,  Section  2,  page  186,  so  as  to  read,  "The  Bureau  for 
the  East  Central  States  shall  consist  of  its  Secretary  and  two  or  more  ladies  for 
each  of  the  States,  North  Carolina  and  South  Carolina.  Insert  9.  The  Bureau 
for  the  West  Central  States  shall  consist  of  its  Secretary  and  two  or  more  ladies 
for  each  of  the  following  States,  Kentucky,  Tennessee  and  Alabama." 

3.  Amend  By-law  12,  Section  2,  by  inserting  after  the  word  "Arizona" 
the  word  "Spanish,"  in  parenthesis,  and  the  words  "New  Mexica and  Arizona 
(Indian)."     Also  renumbering  the  By-laws. 

4.  That  we  amend  Bylaw  15  for  Conference  Societies,  on  page  191,  Eighth 
Annual  Report,  by  substituting  the  word  "  ten  "  for  "  five  "  in  the  second  line. 
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5.  That  we  amend  Art.  4,  of  Constitution  for  District  Associations  (page 
192,  Eighth  Annual  Report),  by  inserting  after  the  word  "  Society,"  in  the 
parentheses  in  the  second  line,  the  following  words :  "  when  the  District 
Association  is  not  organized." 

6.  Further  amend  said  Art.  4,  Constitution  for  District  Associations,  by 
inserting  the  words,  "who  shall  be  the  President  of  the  Auxiliary,"  after  the 
word  "District,"  in  the  third  line. 

7.  That  since  the  formation  of  the  Chinese  Bureau,  and  also  the  Bureau 
for  Immigrants  and  Foreign  Work  in  New  York  has  been  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee of  Nine  on  Adjustment  of  Bureau  Relations,  we  are  not  at  liberty  to  act 
on  those  matters. 

8.  That  we  do  not  deem  it  advisable  to  amend  our-  By-laws  so  as  to 
authorize  the  support  of  beneficiaries  in  any  schools  but  those  of  our  own  So- 
ciety. 

9.  That  the  request  for  a  change  in  the  By-laws  in  regard  to  quarterly  re- 
ports of  Corresponding  Secretaries  be  laid  aside  on  account  of  its  conflict  with 
the  Constitution.

Bequest  and  De-vise. 

The  question  of  the  construction  of  the  will  of  Mrs.  King,  Delaware,  Ohio, 
has  been  settled  by  the  courts  in  our  favor,  and  the  bequest  collected.  The 
suit  to  construe  the  will  of  James  Banks,  deceased,  was  decided  adversely  by 
the  Common  Pleas  Court  at  Sandusky,  O.,  and  it  was  thought  wise  by  the 
Board  to  take  no  appeal  on  the  merits  from  that  decision,  and  our  attorney  has 
acted  accordingly.  As  to  the  Daniels  bequest,  at  Providence,  R.  I.,  an  ar- 
rangement was  made  with  the  heirs  to  pay  $46,000  in  equal  sums  of  $15,333.33 
each  to  our  Society,  the  Freedman's  Aid  and  Southern  Education  Socie  y,  and 
the  Church  Extension  Society.  This  sum  was  the  measure  of  the  interest  of 
all  these  Societies  after  deducting  the  estimated  value  of  the  widow's  life  estate, 
according  to  the  annuity  tables.  There  is  now  nothing  in  the  way  of  getting 
this  money.  The  Anderiah  Shera  bequest  has  been  settled  and  paid.  The 
The  residuary  legacy  of  Alexander  McClure,  of  Chicago,  mentioned  in  the  last 
Annual  Report,  was  collected  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Methodist  Ep  scopal 
Church,  amounting  to  $6,713.62,  which,  after  deducting  some  small  charges, 
was  under  the  will  divided  equally  between  our  Society,  the  Woman's  Foreign 
Missionary  Society,  and  the  Parent  Society.  However,  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Trustees  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  was  directed  to  take  a  note  from 
each  of  the  Societies  without  interest,  until  the  meeting  of  the  General  Confer- 
ence should  determine  that  the  division  was  proper.  This  present  year  there 
have  been  made  to  us  the  following  bequests: 

Mrs.  Mary  C.  Starr,  Tioga,  Pa.,  left  by  bequest  $475  t°  our  Society. 

Charles  T.  Borden,  Mansfield,  Mass.,  bequeathed  $5,000  to  the  Society. 

Miss  R.  T.  Williams,  of  Williamsport,  Pa.,  left  a  bequest  of  $300  to  the 
Society. 

Mrs.  Mary  A.   Purdy,  Geneva,  N.  Y.,  left  us  a  bequest  of  $300. 

Miss  Abigail  Howe,  of  Montclair,  N.  J.,  left  us  by  bequest  $25. 

Mrs.  Nancy  Robinson,  of  Exeter,  N.  H.,  gave  by  bequest  $75. 

A  bequest  of  $100  comes  to  us  from  Mrs.  D.  Calista  Baker,  of  Coshocton,  O. 

William  Sadla,  near  Gettysburg,  Pa.,  left  by  will  $500.  This  will  was 
made  in  1886,  and  the  bequest  is  to  the  Home  Missionary  Society  of  the  Meth- 
odist Episcopal  Church.  Our  attorney  advises  us  that  the  bequest  belongs  to 
us,  although  the  Parent  Society  claims  it.  He  has  taken  the  necessary  steps  to 
secure  the  money. 

A  devise  of  $1,000  by  Sarepta  Baker,  of  Piqua,  O.-,  is  in  the  following  terms : 
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"  $1,000  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  of  the  Cin- 
cinnati Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church." 

It  will  be  seen  that  it  is  constantly  needful  that  the  whole  Church  should 
be  advised  of  our  corporate  name,  and  devises  should  be  made  to  us  in  our  cor- 
porate name.     So  far  as  I  am  advised,  all  these  estates  are  solvent.

Resolved,  1.  That  we  recommend  the  adoption  of  a  poem  in  memory  of 
Mrs.  R.  13.  Hayes,  written  by  Mrs.  M.  S.  Case,  of  Highland  Park,  Ct.,  pre- 
pared in  the  form  of  a  booklet,  the  revenue  derived  from  the  sale  of  the  same 
to  be  appropriated  to  the  Lucy  Webb  Hayes  Memorial  Fund. 

2.  That  we  recommend  the  consideration,  at  the  next  Annual  Meeting, 
of  the  adoption  of  some  flower  as  the  national  flower  of  the  Society. 

3.  That  this  convention  appoint  seven  delegates,  of  whom  the  President 
and  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  be  two,  to  the  Tenth  National  Temperance 
Convention,  to  be   held  at   Saratoga   Springs,    in   June,  1891. 

(It  is  understood  that  no  expense  to  the  Society  shall  be  involved  by  this 
delegation.) 

4.  That  a  committee  of  five  be  appointed  who  shall  correspond  with 
existing  Deaconess  Homes  in  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  in  regard  to 
measures  adapted  to  the  permanency  and  development  of  the  deaconess  work; 
to  the  subject  of  dress  or  badge  to  be  worn,  which  shall  distinguish  all  deacon- 
esses of  our  church;  also  as  to  the  amount  that  shall  be  given  to  each  deacon- 
ess for  personal  expenses ;  and  to  all  other  matters  that  shall  be  deemed  essential 
to  permanency  and  uniformity. 

5.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  to  formulate  such  recom- 
mendations to  the  next  General  Conference  as  they  may  deem  proper,  looking 
to  the  uniform  administration  of  all  Deaconess  Homes,  which  shall  be  under 
the  care  of  this  Society  ;  and  their  report  shall  be  made  to  the  next  Annual 
Meeting  of  this  Society,  to  be  changed  or  adopted,  as  that  convention  shall 
determine. 

6.  That  thanks  be  extended  to  F.  H.  Root,  Esq.,  and  the  pastors  of  the 
different  denominations,  for  their  cordial  welcome  to  this  city,  and  its  churches  ; 
to  the  ladies  who  gave  us  formal  welcome,  as  well  as  those  of  whose  bountiful 
hospitality  we  have  been  the  recipients,  both  in  the  church  and  at  the  fireside  ; 
and  especially  to  the  press  that  has  given  such  extended  reports  of  our  daily  pro- 
ceedings. 

7.  That  among  those  who  have  claims  upon  our  gratitude  for  special  serv- 
ice we  recognize  the  accomplished  leader  of  the  singing,  the  postmistresses, 
the  little  pages,  and  the  faiihful  janitor.  We  extend  thanks  al.>o  to  the  trustees 
of  the  church  for  the  use  of  the  beautiful  and  commodious  building,  which  has 
been  so  freely  granted  to  our  convention. 

8.  That  we  express  our  gratitude  to  the  railroad  companies,  and  all  per- 
sons connected  therewith,  who  have  contributed  to  our  comfort  and  profit.

IL-EEOOMMENDATIONS. 

Amended  and  Passed  as  Follows: 

1.  That  the  general  Treasurer  shall  hereafter  be  required  to  make  but  one 
detailed  financial  report  per  year,  and  that  report  shall  appear  in  the  Annual 
Report  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

2.  That,  since  the  Society  is  dependent  upon  its  annual  income  for  funds 
to  carry  on  its  work,  all  Life  Members,  as  others,  be  solicited  to  pay  regular 
annual  dues. 

3.  That  we  publish  this  year,  and  each  succeeding  tenth  year,  a  decennial 
volume.  That  these  volumes  contain  the  names  of  all  Life  Members  up  to 
date.  That  the  intervening  Annual  Reports  publish  the  names  of  the  Life 
Members  constituted  during  the  current  year  only. 

4.  That  a  committee  be  appointed  to  prepare  a  blank-book  for  the  use  of 
Conference  Secretaries,  corresponding  to  the  blanks  sent  out  by  the  general 
Corresponding  Secretary. 

5.  That  general  organizers,  not  to  exceed  three  in  number,  be  appointed, 
to  act  under  the  direction  of  the  General  Executive  Board,  and  in  response  to 
invitations  from  Conference  Boards.  That  the  expenses  of  these  organizers  be 
paid  from  the  general  fund,  and  all  collections  taken  by  them  be  paid  into  the 
general  fund. 

6.  That  each  Conference  be  encouraged  to  devise  some  plan  for  raising  a 
special  fund  for  the  assistance  of  missionaries  who  are  temporarily  disabled. 

7.  That  we  encourage  the  various  Conferences  to  raise  special  funds  for 
the  support  of  teachers  employed  by  the  Society,  thereby  relieving  the  de- 
mands upon  the  general  fund.  That  such  special  funds  be  passed  to  the  credit 
of  the  general  fund,  and  not  reported  as  a  separate  fund. 

8.  That  we  express  to  Rev.  Martinus  Nelson,  Presiding  Elder  of  the 
Scandinavian  District,  Utah  Mission,  our  appreciation  of  the  valuable  services 
he  has  rendered  to  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  in  the  past,  and  our 
thanks  for  the  same;  and  we  earnestly  request  him  to  continue  to  co-operate 
with  the  Secretary  of  the  Mormon  Bureau  in  the  superintendence  of  our  work 
in  Utah.

REPORT    FROM    BUREAU    OF    SUPPLIES.  1 95 
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[By  placing  the  report  of  the  Bureau  of  Supplies  immediately  following  the 
Treasurer's  report,  the  entire  contributions  of  the  Society  will  be  more  readily 
apparent. — Ed.] 

The  past  year  has  been,  as  the  preceding  years,  full  of  interest  and  labors 
abundant.  Much  has  been  done  in  awakening  a  zeal  and  interest  in  the  other 
departments  of  our  work.  Indeed,  the  existence  of  many  of  our  societies  depends 
largely  upon  the  interest  taken  in  supplies.  In  many  instances,  as  a  result  of 
this  interest,  a  society  has  been  organized  in  a  church  where  none  had  previous- 
ly existed,  and  souls  have  been  converted  as  a  direct  result  of  our  labors.  We 
have  sent  to  the  frontier  and  elsewhere  more  supplies  than  in  any  previous 
year.  The  hearts  of  the  people  are  ever  ready  to  respond  to  all  cases  of  needs 
presented  to  them.  Indeed,  it  is  difficult  at  times  to  furnish  cases  to  the  hun- 
dreds who  desire  them  as  promptly  as  we  wish. 

The  most  pressing  need  of  the  year  came  from  Dakota,  in  consequence  of 
failure  of  crops  from  drought.  At  one  time  it  seemed  as  if  the  entire  population 
of  the  two  States  had  applied  to  us  for  aid.  Appeals  for  aid  for  these  people 
were  made  through  the  Church  and  secular  press,  some  of  quite  a  sensational 
character.  Our  societies  were  so  wrought  upon  that  they  sent  almost  everything 
to  Dakota,  forgetful,  apparently,  of  all  other  interests,  greatly  to  their  hurt. 
We  were  not  alone  in  this  enthusiasm.  People  of  all  creeds  and  of  no  creeds 
shared  with  us.  Many  barrels  were  sent,  reaching,  I  trust,  every  needy  person 
in  the  State.  I  am  glad  so  much  was  sent  last  year  to  this  Northern  field.  It 
is  so  well  provided  for,  with  what  the  government  has  appropriated  to  the 
Indians,  that  we  shall  not  be  called  upon  to  do  much  for  it  this  year.  In  con- 
sequence of  climatic  and  other  adverse  influences  these  States  in  all  probability 
will  never  become  agricultural  States,  and  we  shall  often  have  the  privilege  of 
sending  to  our  ministers  there. 

We  must  send  supplies  at  once  to  our  Industrial  Schools  and  Homes.  They 
are  the  especial  objects  of  our  care,  and  are  entitled  to  due  consideration.  I 
have  learned  that  new  furnishings  for  housekeeping  are  needed.  You  who  are 
housekeepers  know  that  in  your  own  well-ordered  homes  frequent  replenishing 
is  necessary.  Your  hearts  are  in  this  work,  and  all  that  is  necessary  is  that  you 
should  know  where  the  need  exists,  to  secure  a  prompt  response.  The  schools 
in  Utah  and  in  New  Mexico  are  sadly  needing  sewing  school  supplies,  shoes  for 
women  and  girls,  and  second-hand  clothing.  Miss  Ericson,  of  Salt  Lake  City, 
writes  of  three  young  girls  whom  she  has  recently  taken  into  her  home,  and  for 
whom  she  wishes  some  Young  Ladies'  Society  to  provide  clothing  that  they  may 
remain  in  school.  These  girls,  aged  13,  n,  and  7  years,  are  orphan  sisters. 
They  were  incorrigible,  and  their  cases  considered  hopeless.  Miss  E.  took 
them  into  her  school  and  home.  God  gave  her  strength  for  her  duty,  and 
through  her  loving  care  and  Christian  teaching,  the  good  germ  in  their  hearts, 
so  long  dormant  and  hidden  by  sin,  has  been  tenderly  nurtured  into  life ;  and  a 
bright  promise  of  good  fruit  being  borne  by  each  is  now  manifest.  We  must 
try  to  keep  these  girls  under  this  good  influence  until  right  doing  has  become 
the  fixed  habit  of  their  lives. 

A  feeling  of  sadness  comes  to  me  to-day,  as  I  consider  the  situation  of  our 
Western  frontier  people.  In  consequence  of  drought,  followed  by  severe  storms 
of  wind  and  hail,  which  prevailed  during  the  Summer,  vast  sections  of  land  in 
Kansas  and  Nebraska  are  laid  waste,  and  the  people  left  mourning.  The  crops 
hav  been  partially  or  entirely  destroyed,  the  western  and  north-western  por- 
tions being  most  severely  injured.  The  cities  and  towns  do  not  feel  the  calam- 
ity. It  is  confined  mainly  to  the  villages  and  farming  communities.  There 
is  an  entire  failure  of  corn,  oats,  potatoes,    and  almost  all  kinds   of    vegeta- 
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bles.  Fruit  is  never  raised  there.  Farmers  have  been  compelled  to  sell  stock 
at  less  than  one-third  of  its  actual  value,  and  in  some  cases  have  killed 
it  to  prevent  its  starving,  for  there  is  no  feed  for  it.  Many  families  will 
leave,  but  many  will  be  obliged  to  stay  on  account  of  having  all  their  possessions 
mortgaged.  From  Secretary  Mohler,  of  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture,  I  learn 
that  the  condition  of  these  farmers  is  deplorable.  The  greatest  need  at  this  time 
is  for  seed  wheat,  for  fall  planting.  This  must,  in  some  way,  be  provided  for 
them,  or  they  will  be  obliged  to  abandon  their  farms,  thus  losing  what  they  have 
paid  upon  them.  These  men  belong  to  that  large  class  of  farmers  who,  because 
of  pressing  obligations  last  year,  were  forced  to  sell  their  corn  at  from  ten  to 
fourteen  cents  per  bushel,  when,  if  they  could  have  held  it  longer,  a  much  larger 
sum  could  have  been  realized.  Having  lost  their  corn  crop,  they  are  reduced  to 
such  an  extremity  as  to  make  them  the  objects,  not  of  charity,  but  of  the  serious 
consideration  of  all  who  are  interested  in  the  development  of  that  country. 

These  men  are  honest  and  industrious.  Many  of  them  are  refined  and  cul- 
tured. They  have  left  their  Eastern  homes,  bringing  their  families  with  them, 
to  locate  and  establish  new  homes  in  this  Western  land.  They  are,  many  of  them, 
members  of  our  own  beloved  Church.  Shall  they  be  denied  the  sweet  privileges 
of  the  gospel,  that  brings  comfort  and  encouragement  to  the  heart  in  the  dark 
hours  of  trial  and  disappointment?  A  membership  so  impoverished  can  do 
very  little,  if  anything,  for  the  support  of  the  ministry,  and  the  ministers,  many 
of  them,  are  so  hard  pressed  that  want  stares  them  in  the  face. 

As  I  have  listened,  during  this  convention,  to  the  reports  from  our  Southern 
fields,  and  learned  of  the  beautiful  homes  you  have  prepared  for  the  colored 
girls,  I  have  been  glad.  But  when  I  thought  of  some  of  the  homes  coming 
under  the  care  of  my  Bureau,  I  felt  saddened.  These  homes  are  not  built 
amid  groves  of  fragrant  orange  and  magnolia  trees.  The  floors  have  no  carpets 
or  warm  rugs ;  the  walls  are  not  adorned  with  pictures ;  and  the  tables  are  not 
laid  with  snowy  linen,  or  spread  with  abundant  fare.  The  matrons  of  these 
homes  look  sad  as  they  gaze  upon  the  pinched  and  shivering  forms  of  the  chil- 
dren who  gather  around  the  bare  board  to  partake  of  the  scanty  repast  provided 
for  them.  The  husbands  are  absent  upon  their  circuits,  and  upon  the  wives 
rests  the  burden  of  the  household.  But  through  the  precious  words  of  promise, 
"  Lo,  I  am  with  you  alway,"  "I  will  never  leave  thee  nor  forsake  thee," 
these  patient  toilers  are  made  strong  to  endure  the  privations  of  a  frontier 
life,  that  they  and  their  husbands  may  tell  to  those  around  them  the  sweet  story 
of  Jesus'  love,  and  may  help  to  establish  the  Church  he  has  ordained.  There 
are  many  such  homes  as  these  along  our  Western  frontier  in  the  remote  places 
of  our  land.  And  it  is  to  these  homes,  my  sisters,  that  I  desire  your  offering 
of  supplies  shall  be  sent.  One  brother  writes:  "  Your  letter  was  most  thank- 
fully received.  How  good  the  Lord  is  to  provide  for  our  wants.  When  we 
thought  we  were  on  the  point  of  starvation,  and  did  not  know  where  help  was 

to  come  from,  your  letter  enclosing dollars  was  received.     Oh  !  how  good 

it  seemed  to  us.  My  wife  said  it  was  a  God-send — that  the  Lord  knew  the 
flour  and  fuel  were  gone."

CONSTITUTION 

OP   THE 

"LfJoman'g  HomejHiggionary  §oeiet^ 

OF   THE 

Adopted  by  the  General  Conference  of  1884. 


ARTICLE  I.-Name. 


This  organization  shall  be  known  as  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary 
Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

ARTICLE  II. -Objects. 

The  aim  of  this  Society  shall  be  to  enlist  and  organize  the  efforts  of 
Christian  women  in  behalf  of  the  needy  and  destitute  women  and  children 
of  all  sections  of  our  country,  without  distinction  of  race,  and  to  co-operate 
with  the  other  societies  and  agencies  of  the  Church  in  educational  and  mis- 
sionary work. 

ARTICLE  III.— Organization. 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  be  a  President,  five  Vice- 
presidents,  a  Corresponding  and  a  Recording  Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  and 
twelve  Resident  Managers,  who,  together,  shall  constitute  the  General  Ex- 
ecutive Board,  and  reside  in,  or  not  remote  from,  the  city  of  Cincinnati. 

Sec.  2.  The  annual  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Managers  shall  be  held  in 
the  city  of  Cincinnati,  unless  otherwise  provided,  and  shall  consist  of  the 
General  Executive  Board,  together  with  the  Corresponding  Secretary  and 
one  delegate  from  each  Conference. 

Sec.  3.  The  work  of  the  Annual  Session  shall  be : 

(1.)  To  elect  the  General  Executive  Board  for  the  ensuing  year. 

(2.)  To  take  into  consideration  the  demands  of  the  entire  work  of  the 
Society,  designating  fields  of  labor,  examining  the  reports  of  missionaries 
already  employed,  and  selecting  beneficiaries ;  to  estimate  the  needs  of  the 
mission  fields,  determine  the  amounts  to  be  raised,  and  to  devise  means  for 
carrying  forward  the  work  of  the  Society ;  to  appropriate  its  receipts  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  purposes  and  methods  herein  indicated ;  to  arrange  with 
the  several  Conference  Secretaries  the  work  to  be  undertaken  by  each  Con- 
ference, and,  until  such  time  as  the  conference  organizations  are  complete, 
to  appoint  a  suitable  person  to  fill  the  place  of  Corresponding  Secretary  of 
the  conference  work  in  the  several  Conferences. 

(3.)  To  transact  any  other  business  that  the  interests  of  the  Society  may 
demand ;  provided  all  its  plans  and  directions  shall  be  in  harmony  with 
this  Constitution. 

Sec.  4.  In  the  event  of  a  vacancy  in  the  General  Executive  Board  oc- 
curring ad  interim  the  place  shall  be  filled  by  the  Executive  Board. 

Sec.  5.  The  General  Executive  Board  shall  meet  quarterly,  or  oftener, 
at  the  call  of  the  President  and  Recording  Secretary,  and  seven  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum  to  do  business. 

Sec.  6.  The  duties  of  the  General  Executive  Board  shall  be : 

(1.)  To  execute  all  orders  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

(2.)  To  determine  all  matters  referred  to  them  by  the  Board. 

(3.)  To  administer  all  the  affairs  of  the  Society  between  the  annual 
sessions  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 
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Sec.  7.  The  duties  of  the  President,  Vice-presidents,  and  Recording  .Sec- 
retary shall  he  such  as  usually  devolve  upon  such  officers. 

Sec.  8.  The  duty  of  the  Cm  responding  Secretary  shall  he  to  make  her- 
self acquainted  with  the  needs  and  opportunities  of  the  mission-field,  to 
correspond  with  missionaries  and  with  the  Conference  Secretaries,  anil  to 
furnish  the  Conference  Boards  with  all  needful  information ;  also  to  secure 
from  them  the  details  of  their  work,  which  will  he  necessary  to  make  quar- 
terly reports  to  the  Executive  Board  and  annual  reports  to  the  Board  of 
Managers  concerning  the  condition  and  needs  of  the  mission-field,  and  pub- 
lish the  same  for  the  information  of  the  membership. 

Sec.  9.  The  Treasurer  shall  keep  a  regular  account  of  the  receipts  and 
disbursements  of  the  Society,  report  the  state  of  the  funds  at  the  Annual 
Meeting  and  at  each  regular  meeting  of  the  Executive  Board,  pay  only  such 
bills  as  it  shall  direct,  each  order  being  signed  by  the  President  and  Re- 
cording Secretary,  and  she  shall  make  such  disposition  of  the  funds  in  her 
hands  as  the  Executive  Board  may  approve.  At  the  close  of  the  year  the 
accounts  shall  be  audited  by  a  competent  person  selected  for  the  purpose. 

ARTICLE  IV.— Conference  Organization. 

Section  1.  A  Conference  Society  shall  consist  of  all  the  Auxiliary  Soci- 
eties in  a  given  Conference,  together  with  a  Conference  Executive  Board. 
It  shall  take  the  name  of  the  Conference  in  which  it  is  located. 

Sec  2.  The  officers  of  the  Conference  Society  shall  be  a  President,  one 
Vice-president,  and  one  or  more  Managers  from  each  presiding  elder's  dis- 
trict, a  Corresponding  and  a  Recording  Secretary,  and  a  Treasurer  (the  Cor- 
responding Secretary  may  also  be  the  Treasurer).  These  officers  shall 
constitute  the  Executive  Board  of  the  Conference  Society  for  the  admin- 
istration of  the  affairs  of  the  Society,  and  five  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 
These  officers  shall  be  elected  at  the  Annual  Meeting,  and  hold  office  till 
others  are  chosen. 

Sec  3.  The  duties  of  the  Executive  Board  shall  be : 

To  co-operate  in  plans  for  the  permanent  establishment  of  the  Society 
within  the  Conference  bounds ;  to  provide  for  an  Annual  Meeting  and 
arrange  anniversary  exercises ;  and  to  transact  any  other  business  that  the 
interests  of  the  Society  may  demand,  provided  its  action  is  in  harmony 
with  this  Constitution. 

Sec  4.  (1.)  The  duties  of  the  President  and  Recording  Secretary  shall 
be  such  as  usually  appertain  to  their  respective  offices,  and  to  co-operate 
with  the  Corresponding  Secretary,  Vice-presidents,  Managers,  and  Treasurer 
in  organizing  and  conducting  the  work. 

(2.)  The  duties  of  the  Vice-presidents  and  Managers  shall  be  to  organ- 
ize Auxiliaries  in  their  respective  districts,  and  by  all  proper  means  to 
awaken  missionary  interest  and  zeal. 

(3.)  The  duties  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  be  to  attend  the 
session  of  the  Annual  Conference  ;  to  endeavor  to  interest  ministers  and 
ladies  in  the  work  of  the  Society ;  to  organize  Auxiliary  Societies  in  the 
various  charges  in  the  Conference,  and,  as  soon  as  practicable,  to  effect  a 
Conference  organization  in  harmony  with  the  Constitution  ;  to  conduct  the 
correspondence  of  the  Society  with  the  General  Executive  Board,  with 
Auxiliary  Societies  within  the  Conference,  with  such  missionaries  in  the 
field  and  beneficiaries  in  the  schools  as  are  supported  by  the  Conference  ; 
to  forward  quarterly  to  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  General  Exec- 
utive Board  a  full  statement  of  the  work  of  the  Conference  Society,  and  to 
present  an  annual  report  to  the  Board  of  Managers  at  the  Annual  Meeting. 

(4.)  The  duty  of  the  Treasurer,  who  may  also  be  Corresponding  Secre- 
tary, shall  be  to  receive  and  forward  all  funds  of  the  Society  monthly,  keep- 
ing a  book  account,  and  to  make  a  quarterly  report  of  the  same  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  General  Executive  Board. 
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Sec.  5. — Special  Work. — Individuals,  Auxiliaries,  or  Conference  Societies 
may,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Conference  Board  and  of  the  General 

Executive  Board,  select  special  fields  of  labor,  and  provide  for  the  support 
of  missionaries  therein  employed,  and  they  may  also  educate  beneficiaries 
selected  by  themselves. 

ARTICLE  V.-Auxiliary  Societies. 

Section  1.  Ten  or  more  women  who  shall  organize  under  the  Constitu- 
tion and  By-laws  for  Auxiliaries,  and  pay  their  annual  dues,  thereb; 
come  a  Society  auxiliary  to  the  Conference  Society,  and  are  entitled  to  one 
delegate  to  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Conference  Board.     And  the  pastor 
shall  report  the  collections  of  this  Society  at  the  Annual  Conference. 

Sec.  2.  Auxiliary  Societies,  or  local  Committees,  when  there  is  no  Con- 
ference Society  yet  established,  shall  report  to  the  Conference  Secretary 
appointed  by  the  General  Executive  Board.  When  there  is  no  Secretary 
in  the  Conference  within  the  territorial  bounds  of  which  they  are,  they  shall 
report  to  the  Treasurer  and  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  General  Execu- 
tive Board. 

ARTICLE  VI.-Membership. 

The  payment  of  one  dollar  annually  shall  constitute  membership,  and 
twenty  dollars  life  membership.  Any  person  paying  one  hundred  dollars 
shall  become  an  Honorary  Manager  for  life,  and  the  contribution  of  three 
hundred  dollars  shall  constitute  the  donor  an  Honorary  Patron  for  life. 

ARTICLE   VII.— Relations  to  Other  Branches  of  Church  Work. 

Section  1.  This  Society  will  engage  exclusively  in  missionary  labor  in 
our  own  land,  and  it  will  work  in  harmony  with  the  connectional  societies 
of  the  Church. 

a.  The  appointment,  employment,  and  remuneration  of  its  mission- 
aries shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Mis- 
sionary Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

b.  The  fields  of  labor  and  the  general  plans  and  designs  of  work  of  this 
Society  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the 
Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

c.  All  the  missionaries  supported  by  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary 
Society  shall  labor  under  the  direction  of  the  authorities  of  the  Missionary 
Society,  and  if  in  a  mission,  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  rules  and  regula- 
tions that  govern  the  other  missionaries  in  that  particular  mission. 

Sec.  2.  The  funds  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  shall  not 
be  raised  by  collections,  nor  by  subscriptions  taken  during  any  regular 
Church  service,  nor  in  Sunday-schools,  but  shall  be  raised  by  securing 
members,  life  members,,  honorary  members,  managers,  and  patrons,  by  col- 
lections taken  in  audiences  convened  in  the  interests  of  the  Society,  and  by 
other  methods  (such  as  fairs,  festivals,  lectures,  etc.)  which  will  not  inter- 
fere with  the  collections  and  contributions  for  the  treasury  of  the  Mission- 
ary Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  ;  and  the  amounts  so  col- 
lected shall  be  reported  to  the  Annual  Conference  through  the  preachers  in 
charge,  in  order  that  they  may  be  entered  among  the  benevolent  collections 
and  published  in  the  Annual  'and  General  Minutes. 

Sec.  3.  The  Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  may 
act  as  the  Trustee  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  in  all  matters 
of  legacies,  and  in  holding  for  it  real  estate  or  other  trusts,  as  the  Woman's 
Home  Missionary  Society  may  desire. 

Sec.  4.  The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Woman's 
Home  Missionary  Society,  which  determines  its  work  for  the  year,  shall 
be  so  arranged  that  its  plans  may  be  submitted  to  the  authorities  of  the 
Missionary  Society  for  approval,  at  their  Annual  Meeting  in  November. 
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ARTICLE   VIII. 

This  Constitution  may  be  changed  by  the  General  Conference.  Amend- 
ments to  the  Constitution  may  be  proposed  at  any  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Managers  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present,  a  three- 
months'  notice  of  the  proposed  change  having  been  sent  to  each  Conference 
organization,  and  published  in  the  Church  papers. 
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i. 

ANNUAL     MEETING. 

1.  The  Chairman  and  the  Corresponding  and  Eecording  Secretaries  of 
the  General  Executive  Board  shall  fix  the  time  and  place  of  the  Annual 
Meeting,  unless  this  has  been  done  at  a  previous  Annual  Meeting. 

2.  A  committee  of  five,  appointed  by  the  Executive  Board,  shall  pre- 
pare a  program  of  exercises  and  an  order  of  business  for  the  Annual  Meet- 
ing. They  shall  see  that  the  time  and  place  of  meeting  are  announced  in 
ail  the  Church  papers. 

3.  The  Committee  on  Nomination  of  Officers  for  the  Society  shall  con- 
sist of  one  member  from  each  Conference  delegation,  to  be  appointed  by 
the  respective  delegations,  and  five  members  of  the  General  Executive 
Board.     The  officers  shall  be  elected  by  ballot. 

4.  The  Committee  on  Finance  and  Mission  Fields  shall  consist  of  the 
President  of  the  Society,  the  Chairman  of  the  General  Executive  Board, 
the  Corresponding  Secretary,  the  Eecording  Secretary,  the  Treasurer,  the 
Secretaries  of  Bureaus,  together  with  the  Conference  Secretaries  present  at 
any  Annual  Meeting,  and  five  other  persons  chosen  by  the  Annual  Meeting. 

II. 

BUREAUS. 

1.  Our  mission-fields  and  departments  of  work  shall  be  placed  in 
charge  of  Bureaus,  each  consisting  of  a  Secretary  and  Assistants. 

2.  Each  Bureau  shall  have  the  entire  responsihility,  in  its  own  field, 
of  executing  all  the  plans  and  applying  all  the  funds  as  ordered  by  the  Gen- 
eral Board  of  Managers,  and  supervised  by  the  General  Executive  Board. 

3.  Each  mission  shall  he  placed  under  the  special  supervision  of  a 
committee  of  ladies  nominated  by  the  Conference  Society  or  Societies  most 
immediately  interested*  in  the  mission,  and  elected  by  the  General 
Executive  Board.  These  committees  shall  report  quarterly  or  oftener  to 
the  Secretary  of  the  Bureau,  giving  a  detailed  statement  of  the  condition 
and  needs  of  the  work  in  their  charge. 

4.  Each  Bureau,  except  Supplies  and  Local  Missionary  Work,  shall  consist 
of  its  Secretary  and  the  Committees  in  charge  of  the  work  wdthiD  its  bouncK 

5.  The  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Bureau  shall  be  to  co-operate  with 
these  committees  in  the  management  of  the  work,  secure  conformity  to  the 
rules  approved  by  the  General  Board  of  Managers  for  mission  work,  and 
give  a  detailed  report  quarterly  or  oftener  to  the  General  Executive  Board. 

6.  The  Bureaus  shall  be  (1)  East  Southern  States ;  (2)  East  Central 
States ;  (3)  West  Central  States ;  (4)  West  Southern  States ;  (5)  Texas  ;  (6) 
New  Mexico  and  Arizona  (Spanish)  ;  (7)  New  Mexico  and  Arizona  (Indian) ; 
(8)  Mormons;  (9)  Indians;  (10)  Alaska;  (11)  Mission  Supplies;  (12)  Local 
Missionary  Work;  (13)"  Young  People's  Work;  (14)  Home  Missionary 
Reading  Circle  and  Lectures  ;  (15)  Immigrants;  (16)  Deaconess  Work. 

*The  Conference  or  Conferences  assuming  the  financial  responsibility. 
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7.  The  Bureau  for  the  East  Southern  States  shall  consist  of  its  Secre- 
tary, and  two  or  more  ladies  from  each  of  these  States,  Georgia  and  Florida. 

8.  The  Bureau  for  the  East  Central  States  shall  consist  of  its  Secretary 
and  two  or  more  ladies  for  each  of  the  following  States:  North  Carolina 
and  South  Carolina. 

!).  The  Bureau  for  the  West  Central  States  shall  consist  of  its  Secretary 
and  two  or  more  ladies  for  each  of  the  following  States:  Kentucky,  Ten- 
nessee and  Alabama. 

10.  The  Bureau  for  the  West  Southern  States  shall  consist'of  its  Secretary 
and  two  or  more  ladies  for  each  of  the  following  States  :  Mississippi,  Louis- 
iana, and  Arkansas. 

11.  The  Bureau  for  Texas,  New  Mexico  and  Arizona  (Spanish),  New 
Mexico  and  Arizona  (Indian),  the  Mormons,  the  Indians,  and  Alaska  shall 
each  consist  of  its  Secretary  and  three  or  more  ladies. 

12.  The  Bureau  for  Mission  Supplies  shall  consist  of  its  Secretary  and 
such  assistants  as  she  shall  from  time  to  time  deem  necessary,  and  the 
Conference  Corresponding  Secretaries. 

13.  The  Bureau  for  Immigrants  shall  consist  of  a  Secretary,  and  two  or 
more  ladies  from  each  city  in  which  our  Missions  are  established. 

14.  The  Bureau  for  the  Home  Missionary  Reading  Circle  and  Lectures 
shall  be  composed  of  a  Secretary  and  two  or  more  ladies,  and  a  Co-opera- 
tive Committee  consisting  of  the  Conference  Corresponding  Secretaries. 

15.  The  Bureau  for  Deaconess  Work  shall  consist  of  a  Secretary,  and 
ladies  from  each  locality   where  a  Deaconess  Home  may  be  established.* 

16.  The  Bureau  for  Local  Missionary  Work  shall  consist  of  a  Secretary 
and  such  assistants  as  she  shall  from  time  to  time  deem  necessary. 

17.  The  work  of  this  Bureau  shall  comprise  the  supervision  of  mission 
work  in  our  large  cities  and  towns,  as  inaugurated  or  carried  forward  by 
our  auxiliaries  in  harmony  with  the  local  Church  authorities,  pastors  and 
official  Boards  ;  the  support  of  Industrial  Schools,  for  instruction  in  relig- 
ion, morals,  temperance,  and  the  elementary  industries  ;  and  the  employ- 
ment of  Bible-readers  for  general  missionary  work  among  the  neglected 
women  and  children. 

IS.  Local  missionary  work  for  which  credit  for  money  expended  is  given, 
shall  be  entered  upon  only  with  the  approval  of  the  General  Executive 
Board,  after  a  formal  application  for  permission  to  undertake  such  work 
through  the  Secretary  of  the  Bureau  of  Local  Missionary  Work. 

19.  All  persons  employed  as  missionaries  in  these  fields  shall  be  subject 
to  all  the  rules  relating  to  testimonials  as  to  fitness,  and  to  furnishing 
reports  of  work,  that  are  applicable  to  missionaries  in  our  other  fields. 

20.  The  Funds  used  for  the  support  of  this  city  work  shall  be  raised  for 
that  special  purpose,  and  by  such  methods  as  shall  not  diminish  the  amouut 
that  would  otherwise  be  contributed  to  the  general  treasury. 

21.  Churches  and  individuals  furnishing  supplies  to  meet  the  needs  of 
organized  Local  Missionary  Work  may  be  credited  for  the  same  through 
the  authorized  channels  in  the  Bureau  of  Supplies. 

22.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bureau  of  Young  People's  Work  to 
awaken  and  sustain  interest  in  Young  Ladies'  and  in  Juvenile  Societies. 

23.  All  Secretaries  of  Bureaus  shall  be  nominated  by  the  General  Exec- 
utive Board,  and  confirmed  by  the  Board  of  Managers. 

24.  The  Secretaries  of  the  Bureaus  of  Supplies,  of  Local  Missionary 
Work,  of  Young  People's  Work,  of  Home  Missionary  Reading  Circle,  of 
Immigrants,  and  of  Deaconess  Work,  may  nominate  the  members  of  their 
Bureaus,  who  shall  be  elected  by  the  General  Executive  Board. 

III. 
FINANCE. 
1.  The  fiscal  year  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  shall  end 
the  loth  of  October.

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2.  Auxiliary  Societies. — The  Corresponding  Secretary  and  Treasurer 
shall  send  their  quarterly  reports,  as  specified  in  By-laws  for  Auxiliaries,  4 
and  5,  December  15th,  March  15th,  June  15th,  and  September  15th. 

3.  Conference  Societies. — The  Corresponding  Secretary  and  Treasurer 
shall  send  their  quarterly  reports  as  prescribed  in  the  Constitution,  Article 
IV,  Sections  3  and  4,  January  15th,  April  15th,  July  15th,  and  October  15th. 

4.  General  Executive  Board. — The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  fur- 
nish the  reports  specified  in  the  Constitution,  Article  III,  Section  8,  as 
soon  as  possible  after  the  15th  of  January,  April,  July,  and  October. 

5.  All  moneys  raised  for  the  Society  must  be  sent  by  the  auxiliaries  to 
the  Conference  Treasurer,  and  thence  forwarded  to  the  General  Treasurer. 
Moneys  to  be  expended  for  missionary  supplies  for  frontier  or  Southern 
work,  must,  in  all  cases,  be  raised  as  a  special  fund  for  such  work. 

6.  Moneys  shall  not  be  collected  by  the  employes  of  the  Society  for 
any  special  purpose,  unless  such  collection  is  authorized  by  the  Board,  and 
the  purpose  approved  ;  and  moneys  so  collected  shall  be  paid  into  the  Gen- 
eral Treasury,  and  be  regularly  appropriated  therefrom. 

7.  All  missionaries,  superintendents  of  Industrial  Schools,  and  teach- 
ers in  the  employ  of  the  Society  shall  present  to  the  Board  through  the 
Secretaries  of  their  respective  Bureaus  (not  later  than  September  10th  of 
each  year)  carefully  prepared  estimates  for  their  work  for  the  coming  year. 

8.  Each  Conference  Corresponding  Secretary  is  requested  to  come  to 
the  meeting  of  the  General  Board  of  Managers  prepared  to  say  what  work 
her  Conference  will  support  for  the  coming  year. 

9.  With  a  view  to  protect  this  Society  against  any  embarrassments  that 
might  possibly  grow  out  of  unauthorized  engagements  or  pledges  in  respect 
to  the  funds  or  the  operations  of  the  Society,  it  is  hereby  ordered : 

(1.)  That  no  officer  of  the  Society,  no  Auxiliary  or  Conference  Society 
shall  contract  for  the  purchase  of  property,  or  undertake  any  special  work 
(other  than  local  work  within  its  own  territory)  without  the  approval  of 
the  General  Executive  Board  of  this  Society,  expressed  in  writing  and  duly 
certified  by  the  signatures  of  the  Chairman  and  the  Recording  Secretary  of 
said  Board. 

(2.)  That  if  the  special  work  proposed  to  be  undertaken  shall  be  the 
erection  of  a  building  or  buildings,  whether  for  religious,  benevolent,  or 
educational  purposes,  the  erection  of  the  same  shall  not  be  begun  nor  con- 
tracted for  until  the  money  that  will  be  required  for  the  completion  thereof 
shall  have  been  paid  into  the  General  Treasury  of  this  Society  or  fully  pro- 
vided for,  nor  until  the  erection  of  the  said  building  or  buildings,  and  all 
the  plans  and  contracts  relating  to  the  same,  shall  have  been  approved  by 
the  General  Executive  Board  of  this  Society  in  the  manner  specified  in  the 
foregoing  paragraph. 

IV. 

BUILDINGS  AND  CARE  OF1   HOMES  AND  SCHOOLS. 

1.  The  erection  of  all  buildings  for  Home  and  school  work  shall  be 
under  the  care  of  a  special  committee  appointed  by  the  Bureau  having 
charge  of  the  work.  This  committee  shall  determine  the  site,  select  the 
plan,  let  the  contract,  supervise  the  erection,  and  accept  the  work,  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  General  Executive  Board  through  the  Secretary  of 
the  Bureau. 

2.  The  furnishing  of  Industrial  Homes  and  schools  shall  be  plain, 
simple,  and  economical,  and  as  carefully  adapted  to  circumstances  as  pos- 
sible. The  purchases  shall  be  made  under  the  direction  of  the  Bureau  in 
charge,  and  the  property  shall  belong  to  the  Society.  It  shall  be  carefully 
marked,  and  at  the  end  of  each  year  an  inventor}'  of  property,  and  a  state- 
ment of  its  condition,  shall  be  furnished  to  the  Board  by  the  Superintend- 
ent of  the  Home. 
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:;.  Each  Industrial  Home  shall  be  under  the  care  of  a  Superintendent, 
who,  together  with  the  teachers  of  the  school,  shall  be  elected,  employed, 
and  paid  by  the  General  Executive  Board. 

4.  All  the  employes  of  the  Board  shall  make,  directly,  or  through  (heir 
superintendents,  as  they  shall  be  instructed,  monthly  reports  of  their  work, 
as  per  blank  provided,  sending  one  copy  to  the.  Corresponding  Secretary 
and  another  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Bureau  in  charge  of  the  I 

5-  Since  the  conversion  and  spiritual  growth  of  those  lor  whom  wo 
labor  is  the  object  of  all  effort,  our  instructors  axe  required  to  work  dili- 
gently and  methodically  to  that  end,  through  family  worship,  school 
instruction,  personal  appeal,  and  social  means  of  grace,  endeavoring  at  all 
times  to  develop  sound  and  strong  character. 

6.  Pupils  of  all  ages  may  be  admitted  to  our  Industrial  Schools.  It  shall 
he  the  aim  in  these  schools  to  provide:  (1.)  Such  social  and  moral  training 
as  shall  tend  to  make  good  neighbors  and  good  citizens;  (2.)  When  neces- 
sary, the  rudiments  of  education — reading,  writing,  and  keeping  simple 
accounts  ;  (3.)  Such  domestic  instruction  as  shall  fit  girls  to  care  for  a  1 

and  prepare  plain  meals  properly  and  economically ;  (4.)  Instruction  in 
dress-making  and  cutting,  making  and  mending  the  plain  garments  of  ordi- 
nary wearing  apparel;  (5.)  Tuition  in  nursing — the  care  of  the  sick;  (6. ) 
Kindergarten  and  kitchen-garden  training;  (7.)  Instruction  in  the  cultiva- 
tion of  vegetables,  fruits,  and  flowers. 

7.  It  shall  be  our  aim  to  provide  a  library  for  each  Industrial  Home  and 
school,  to  which  pupils  may  have  daily  access. 


MISSIONARY    INTELLIGENCE. 

1.  There  shall  he  a  committee  of  three  appointed  by  the  General  Exec- 
utive Board  to  publish  letters  from  missionaries,  circulars  relating  to  the 
various  Bureaus,  and  kindred  matter  that  will  help  auxiliaries  sustain  their 
interest  in  our  work;  and  to  send  such  information  out  upon  application, 
for  use  in  Conference,  District,  and  Auxiliary  meetings. 

2.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  give  to  the  public,  through  the  Church 
papers,  a  condensed  report  of  such  proceedings  of  each  meeting  of  the  Gen- 
eral Executive  Board  as  will  be  of  interest  to  our  workers  or  to  the  general 
public. 

VI. 

MISSIONARY  CANDIDATES. 

I.  Persons  wdio  offer  themselves  for  employment  by  the  Society  must 
give  satisfactory  answers  to  the  following"  questions  : 

1.  Do  you  feel  that  you  are  moved  by  the  love  of  souls  and  the  provi- 
dence of  God  to  take  upon  3-011  the  work  of  a  Home  Missionarv  ? 

2.  Have  you  an  experimental  knowledge  of  salvation  through  the 
atonement  of  Jesus  Christ,  our  Lord? 

3.  Do  3-0U  believe  in  the  doctrines  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church 
as  set  forth  in  Part  I,  Chapter  I,  of  the  Discipline? 

4.  When  aud  where  were  you  born  ? 

5.  What  are  your  domestic  relations  and  obligations? 

6.  Have  you  a  thorough  English  education? 

7.  In  what  schools  have  you  taught  and  how  long? 

8.  Have  you  knowledge  of  music,  either  vocal  or  instrumental. 

9.  Can  you  cut  and  fit  dresses  and  teach  sewing  and  millinery? 

10.  Are  you  able  to  give  instructions  in  housekeeping,  including  cooking? 

11.  Have  you  had  experience  in  the  care  of  the  sick  ? 
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II.  The  candidates  must  furnish  satisfactory  testimonials  to  the  follow- 
ing facts  :  (1)  Membership  in  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church;  (2)  Chris- 
tian zeal  for  the  salvation  of  souls ;  (3)  Good  health  ;  (4)  Educational  fitness; 
(5)  Ability  to  give  instruction  in  the  common  domestic  industries;  (6)  Apt- 
ness to  teach. 

2.  Each  candidate  is  requested  to  write  a  letter  giving  a  brief  sketch 
of  her  life  and  her  call  to  the  work,  which,  with  her  photograph,  is  to  be  sent 
with  her  testimonials. 

3.  The  testimonials  of  a  missionary  candidate  shall  be  considered  and 
passed  by  her  Conference  Board  before  they  are  brought  to  the  Committee 
on  Missionary  Candidates. 

4.  When  a  candidate  has  been  accepted  by  the  General  Executive 
Board,  she  may  be  appointed  on  nomination  of  a  Bureau  to  a  mission  field. 

5.  New  missionaries  may  be  appointed  by  the  General  Executive  Board 
upon  the  recommendation  of  the  respective  Bureaus  at  any  time  during  the 
year. 

6.  The  General  Executive  Board  shall  set  apart  the  last  Saturday  in 
May  for  a  special  examination  into  the  work  of  the  missionaries  during  the 
year,  and  appointments  for  the  coming  year  shall  then  be  made. 

7.  A  missionary  shall  receive  her  traveling  expenses  from  her  home  to 
her  field  of  labor;  also,  her  return  expenses  when  she  is  recalled  by  the 
General  Executive  Board,  and  her  salary  from  the  time  of  arrival  in  her 
field.  This  salary  shall  be  paid  monthly,  not  to  exceed  $40  per  month. 
She  shall  also  be  allowed  an  amount  not  exceeding  five  dollars  for  postage. 

VII. 

YOUNG  PEOPLE'S  WORK. 

1.  Young  persons  over  sixteen  years  of  age  may  be  organized  into 
Mission  Circles  under  the  general  rales  governing  Ladies'  Auxiliaries,  with 
a  membership  fee  of  not  less  than  fifty  cents  per  annum.  They  may  be 
under  the  supervision  and  direction  of  some  adult  lady,  and  are  recom- 
mended to  choose  some  special  name. 

2.  Young  persons  under  sixteen  may  be  organized  into  Juvenile  Bands 
under  the  Constitution  already  provided. 

3.  Children  under  six  years  of  age  may  be  enrolled  as  Mother's  Jewels 
on  the  payment  of  ten  cents.

A1VI  EN  D IVIEIMTS. 

These  By-laws  may  be  amended  or  suspended  at  any  Annual  Meeting 
of  the  Society ;  due  notice  of  changes  proposed  must  be  given  during  the 
first  three  days  of  such  meeting. 


BY-LAWS  OF  THE  GENERAL  EXECUTIVE  BOARD. 


[Note.— Under  the  laws  of  incorporation  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  a  majority  of 
the  members  of  the  body  incorporated  constitutes  a  quorum.  Therefore  eleven  is 
the  legal  quorum  of  the  Executive  Board  of  the  Woman 's  Home  Missionary  Society.] 

1.  The  meetings  of  the  Executive  Board  shall  be  held  the  last  Friday 
of  each  month.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  President  and 
Recording  Secretary,  due  notice  being  given. 

2.  A  quarterly  meeting  shall  be  held  the  last  Saturday  in  January,  April, 
and  September,  at  such  places  as  the  Board  shall  designate.  Written  reports 
shall  be  presented  by  the  Corresponding  Secretary,  the  Treasurer,  the  Sec- 
retaries of  the  Bureaus,  and  the  Chairmen  of  the  Standing  Committees. 

3.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  notify  each  member  of  the  time  and 
place  of  all  meetings,  regular  and  special. 

4.  The  Executive  Board  shall  organize  by  the  election  of  a  Chairman 
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and  the  requisite  Standing  Committees  at  its  first  meeting  next  succeeding 
the  Annual  Meeting. 

5.   The  Executive  Board  shall  appoint  a  Business  Committee  ofseven,  to 
consist  of  the  President,  Corresponding  Sec'y,  Recording  Sec'y,  Treasurer, 
dud  three  other  members  of  the  Board,  with  power  to  transact  busim 
the  Board  in  the  intervals  of  the  monthly  meetings.     This  committee  shall 
report  all  its  action  at  the  regular  meeting  next  succeeding  such  action. 

(3.  CorrespondingSecretaries  of  Conference  Societies,  in  attendance  upon 
any  meeting  of  the  Executive  Board,  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  and  a  vote. 

7.  The  Order  of  Business  and  Rules  of  Debate  shall  be  as  follows:  (1.) 
Singing,  reading  of  Scriptures,  prayer;  (2.)  Reading  of  minutes  of  last  meet 
ing;  (3.)  Reports  of  Correspdnding  Secretary,  Treasurer,  Secretaries  of  the 
Bureaus,  Standing  Committees;  (4.)  Reports  of  Special  Committees;  (5.) 
Unfinished  business;  (G.)  Resolutions  for  discussion  shall  be  presented  in 
writing;  (7.)  Ladies  Bpeaking  shall  rise  and  address  the  chair. 

8.  There  shall  be  the  following  Standing  Committees:  (1)  Business; 
(2)  Beneficiaries;  (3)  Missionary  Candidates ;  (4)  Annual  Meeting;  (5)  Pub- 
lication; (ii)  Leaflets  ;  (7)  "Woman's  Home  Missions  "  ;  (S)  Transportation; 
(9)  Mite  Boxes. 

9.  These  By-laws  may  be  amended  by  a  majority  vote  at  any  regular 
meeting  of  the  General  Executive  Board,  notice  of  the  desired  change  hav- 
ing been  given  at  the  preceding  meeting.  They  may  be  suspended  at  any 
regular  meeting  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present. 
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1.  The  President  and  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Conference  Soci- 
eties shall  call  meetings  of  the  Executive  Board  when  the  exigencies  of  the 
work  demand  it,  and  shall  also  determine  the  date  and  place  of  the  Annual 
Meeting,  and  arrange  for  anniversary  exercises,  unless  these  items  have  been 
provided  for  by  previous  action  at  the  Annual  Meeting. 

2.  The  program  for  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Conference  Society  shall 
include  reports  from  the  Recording  and  the  Corresponding  Secretaries,  the 
Treasurer,  and  the  District  Secretaries ;  the  election  of  officers,  of  standing 
committees,  and  of  a  delegate  and  alternate  to  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Managers. 

3.  Order  of  Business:  (1.)  Devotional  exercises;  (2.)  Introduction  of 
delegates;  (3.)  Appointment  of  committees;  (4.)  Reading  of  minutes  of 
last  meeting;  (5.)  Report  of  Treasurer;  (6.)  Report  of  Corresponding  Sec- 
retary; (7.)  Report  of  District  officers;  (8.)  Reports  of  committees;  (9.) 
Unfinished  and  miscellaneous  business;  (10.)  Election  of  officers. 

4.  Each  District  Secretary  shall  present  a  list  of  the  full  names  of  her 
delegation  to  the  Recording  Secretary. 

5.  The  Standing  Committees  shall  be  appointed  as  follows:  (1.)  Annual 
Meeting;  (2.)  By-laws;  (3.)  Woman's  Home  Missions. 

6.  The  Committee  on  Anniversary  shall  consist  of  the  President,  the 
Corresponding  Secretary,  and  the  Secretary  of  the  District  in  which  the 
meeting  is  to  be  held. 

7.  The  Committee  on  Nominations  shall  consist  of  one  lady  from  each 
District,  chosen  by  the  delegates  from  her  District.  Vacancies  occurring  in 
the  Conference  Board  ad  interim  may  be  filled  by  the  Executive  Board  of 
the  Conference. 

8.  Every  Auxiliary  Society  in  the  Conference  shall  be  entitled  to  a 
delegate;  these  delegates,  with  the  Executive  Board,  shall  constitute  !;he 
Annual  Meeting. 

9.  The  duty  of  each  District  President  shall  be  to  have  general  super- 
vision of  the  work  in  her  District.  She  shall  confer  and  co-operate  with 
the  Secretary  in  organizing  and  visiting  the  work ;  preside  at  the  District 
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meetings,  and  endeavor  to  secure  the  favor  and  aid  of  the  presiding  elder 
and  pastors.     She  shall  report  her  work  to  the  Secretary  of  the  District. 

10.  The  duty  of  the  District  Secretary  shall  he  to  confer  and  co-operate 
•with  the  President  in  the  organization  of  Auxiliaries,  Young  Ladies'  Circles, 
and  Juvenile  Bands;  to  correspond  with  and  visit  them,  to  arrange  for 
public  meetings,  to  send  out  blank  reports,  receive  them  when  filled,  and 
forward  a  report  by  the  1st  of  January,  April,  July,  and  October  to  the  Cor- 
responding Secretary  of  the  Conference  Society. 

11.  There  shall  be  a  Mite-box  Secretary,  a  Secretary  of  Local  Mission- 
ary Work,  and  a  Secretary  (or  a  Committee)  of  Young  People's  Work,  each 
to  report  as  directed  by  the  Conference  Executive  Board. 

12.  The  Executive  Board  shall  meet  in on  the of  each 

month,  if  practicable. 

13.  No  membership  dues  or  moneys  obtained  for  missionary  purposes 
may  be  used  for  local  needs. 

14.  Auxiliaries  shall  have  credit  in  the  General  Reports  only  for  moneys 
sent  to  the  General  Treasurer. 

15.  There  shall  be  a  contingent  fund  for  local  expenses,  to  which  each 
Auxiliary  shall  contribute  to  the  amount  of  at  least  ten  cents  a  member  for 
each  year,  one-half)  to  be  used  in  Conference  expenses  and  the  other  half 
in  those  of  the  District  and  Auxiliary. 

16.  As  soon  as  practicable  each  District  shall  be  organized  into  an  As- 
sociation under  the  Constitution  adopted  by  the  General  Executive  Board. 

17.  The  District  Association  or  the  President  and  Secretary  of  each  Dis- 
trict shall  be  a  Committee  to  arrange  for  a  presentation  of  our  work  at 
camp-meetings  held  on  the  District.  In  case  of  their  failure  to  do  so,  that 
duty  shall  devolve  upon  the  Conference  Executive  Board. 

18.  Any  Conference  that  has  held  one  or  more  Annual  Meetings,  and 
has  its  duly  elected  Conference  and  District  officers,  may  determine  its  own 
methods  of  organizing  auxiliaries,  and  the  amount  of  remuneration  of  its 
organizers,  provided  that  all  its  plans  shall  be  in  harmony  with  the  Consti- 
tution. 

19.  Organizers  may  draw  upon  the  General  Treasury  for  their  traveling 
expenses,  and  one  dollar  for  each  day  of  actual  service,  when  the  Confer- 
ence Contingent  Fund  is  insufficient  to  meet  the  expense. 

20.  Their  accounts  shall  be  audited  each  month  by  the  General  Execu- 
tive Board,  except  when  the  Conference  Contingent  Fund  pays  the  expense. 
In  that  case  the  Conference  Society  shall  audit  those  bills- 

21.  Organizers  shall  be  recommended  by  their  Conference  Boards  to 
the  General  Executive  Board  for  appointment. 

22.  The  Conference  Societies  shall  be  held  responsible  for  the  direction 
and  control  of  their  respective  organizers. 

23.  The  Conference  Treasurer  shall  close  her  account  with  the  auxil- 
iaries the of ,  after  which  all  the  moneys  received  shall  be  placed 

in  the  next  year's  account. 

24.  These  By-laws  may  be  suspended  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Confer- 
ence Executive  Board  at  any  regular  meeting,  and  amended  by  a  two- 
thirds  vote  of  an  Annual  Meeting,  notice  of  the  desired  amendment  having 
been  given  a  month  previous,  and  the  change  being  in  harmony  with  the 
Constitution  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society. 


CONSTITUTION  FOR  DISTRICT  ASSOCIATIONS. 


Article  1.  This  Association  shall  be  known  as  the District  As- 
sociation of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society. 

Art.  2.  It  shall  be  the  object  of  this  Association  to  secure  an  Auxiliary 
in  each  charge  on  the  District  if  possible,  and  to  sustain  interest  in  those 
already  organized. 
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Art.  3.  Every  person  whois  a  member  of  the  Woman  s  Home  Mission- 
ary Society  on  the District  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Association. 

Art.  4.  The  officers  of  this  Association  shall  be  a  President  (the  Dis- 
trict Vice-President  chosen  by  the  Conference  Society,  when  the  District 
Association  is  not  organized);  a  Vice-President  from  every  Auxiliary  on 
the  District,  who  shall  be  the  President  of  the  Auxiliary,  a  Recording  Sec- 
retary, a  Corresponding  Secretary  (the  District  Manager  chosen  by  the 
Conference  Society),  and  a  Treasurer.  They  shall  be  elected  by  ballot 
upon  nomination  by  a  Committee. 

Art.  5.  The  duties  shall  be  such  as  usually  devolve  upon  such  officers, 
with   the  addition    to  those  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary,  tliat  Bhe 
secure  a  report  from  each  Auxiliary  Corresponding  Secretary  on  tie 
of  December,  of  March,  of  June,  and  of  September,  and  Bend  a  report  to 
the  Conference  Corresponding  Secretary  by  the  1st  of  January,  April,  July, 
and  October.     The  Treasurer  shall   hold  only  the   contingent  fund   of  the 
District,  which  she  shall  disburse   upon  the  order  of  the  Presidenl 
Corresponding  Secretary. 

Art.  6.  There  shall   be  an  annual  meeting  for  the  election  of  off 
and   the   transaction   of  such   other  business  as  may  be  of  interest  to  the 
Association,  and  such  other  meetings  as  may  be  found  practicable. 

Art.  7.  The  Standing  Committees  shall  be  upon  Mite-boxes,    Woman's 
Missions,  and  Program. 

Art.  8.  This  Constitution  may  be  amended  only  by  the  General  E 
utive  Board  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society. 


CONSTITUTION  FOR  AUXILIARIES. 


Article  1.  This  Association  shall  be  called  the  Woman's  Home  Mis- 
sionary Society  of  ,  Auxiliary  to  the   Conference  Society   of 

the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

Art.  2.  The  object  of  this  Society  shall  be  to  aid  in  interesting  C 
tian  women   in    the   elevation   and   evangelization  of  needy  and    det 
women  and  children  in  our  own  land,  and  in  raising  funds  for  this  work. 

Art.  3.  -Any  person  paying  a   regular  subscription  of    two  cents  per 
week,  or  one  dollar  per  year,  may  become  a  member  of  this  Society,  and 
any  person   contributing  five  dollars   per  quarter  for  one  year,  or  t\ 
dollars  at  one  time,  shall  be  constituted  a  life  member. 

Art.  4.     The  officers  of  this  Society  shall  be  a  President,  three  or  mere 
Vice-presidents,  a  Recording  Secretary,  Corresponding  Secretary,  1 
urer,  and  Librarian,  who  together  shall  constitute  an  Executive  Committee 
to  administer  the  affairs  of  the  Societj-. 

Art.  0.  Meetings  of    the  Society  for  business  and   communication   of 

intelligence  shall  be  held of  each  month.     The  Anniversary  M< 

shall  be  on  the  day  of ,  when  the  Annual  Reports 

retary  and  Treasurer  shall  be  read,  and  the  officers  for  the  ensuing  year 
elected. 

Art.  6.  This  Constitution    and    the    accompanying    By-laws 
changed  or  amended  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  Society,  by  a  two-thirds 
vote  of  the  members  present — notice  of  such  intention  having  been  given 
at  a  previous  meeting. 


BY-LAWS  FOR  AUXILIARIES. 


1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  preside  at  all  meetings  oi 
the  Society,  and  to  supervise  its  general  interests. 
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2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vice-President  to  perform  the  duty  of  the 
President  jn  the  absence  of  that  officer,  and  to  aid  in  devising  means  for 
the  efficiency  of  the  Society. 

3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Recording  Secretary  to  keep  a  record  of 
the  proceedings  of  the  Society,  and  provide  the  pastor  with  notices  of 
meetings. 

4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary  to  conduct  the 
correspondence  of  the  Society,  to  send  reports  quarterly  of  the  condition 
and  work  of  the  Auxiliary  to  the  District  Secretary  when  the  District 
Association  is  organized;  otherwise  to  the  Conference  Secretary,  and  in  the 
absence  of  such  au  officer  to  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  General 
Society  in  Cincinnati. 

5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  collect  the  dues  of  members, 
hold  in  trust  the  funds  of  the  Society,  keeping  a  book  account,  and  to  send 
the  same  quarterly  to  the  Conference  Treasurer,  and  in  the  absence  of 
such  an  officer,  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  General  Society  in  Cincinnati. 

6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Librarian  to  provide  and  care  for  one  or 
more  sets  of  bqoks  in  the  Home  Missionary  Reading  Circle.  Five  cents 
shall  be  charged  for  the  use  of  any  book  returned  within  a  month,  five  cents 
a  week  for  all  time  additional,  and  the  full  price  shall  be  paid  for  all  books 
out  over  three  months.  These  rentals  shall  constitute  a  permanent  library 
fund.  The  Librarian  shall  keep  a  file  of  Woman's  Home  Missions  and  An- 
nual Reports  for  reference,  take  and  forward  orders  for  the  same,  drawing 
upon  the  library  fund  for  necessary  postage,  and  for  the  purchase  of  new 
books.    She  shall  keep  a  careful  record,  and  report  regularly  to  the  auxiliary.

8.  Once  each  quarter,  if  practicable,  a  public  meeting  shall  be  held,  in 
which  reports  shall  be  read,  addresses  given,  and  every  effort  made  to 
increase  the  general  missionary  intelligence  and  zeal  in  the  special  work  of 
this  Society. 

9.  There  shall  be  a  Standing  Committee  of  three  to  provide  literary  ex- 
ercises of  a  missionary  character  for  the  monthly  and  quarterly  meetings. 

10.  Each  lady  connected  with  this  Society  shall  try  to  induce  others  to 
become  members,  and  shall  do  what  she  can  to  add  to  the  general  interest, 
remembering  in  prayer  each  day  the  Society,  its  workers,  schools,  orphans, 
and  missionaries. 


CONSTITUTION  FOR  MISSION  CIRCLES. 


Article  1.  This  Society  shall  be  called  the  Home  Mission  Circle  of 

Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

Art.  2.  The  object  of  this  Society  shall  be  to  interest  the  young  people 
of  the  Church  in  Missionary  work  among  the  ignorant  and  degraded  in  our  own 
country. 

Art.  3.  Any  young  person  over  sixteen  years  of  age,  paying  one  cent  a 
week,  or  fifty  cents  a  year,  may  become  a  member  of  this  Circle,  and  any  per- 
son paying  two  cents  a  week,  or  one  dollar  a  year,  may  become  an  Honorary 
member  of  the  Circle. 

ART.  4.  The  officers  of  this  Society  shall  be  a  President,  three  or  more 
Vice-presidents,  a  Recording  Secretary,  a  Corresponding  Secretary,  and  a  Treas- 
urer, who,  together  with  an  adult  Lady  Manager  chosen  by  the  Circle,  shall 
constitute  an  Executive  Committee  to  plan  the  work  of  the  Society.

ART.  5.     Meetings  of  the  Circle   shall   be   held of  each  month. 

The  Annual  Meeting  shall  be  on  day  ot  ,  when  Annual  reports 

shall  be  read  and  officers  elected  for  the  coining  year. 

Art.  6.  This  Constitution  and  the  By-laws  accompanying,  can  only  be 
changed  or  amended  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Society  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of 
the  members  present,  one  month's  notice  of  such  intention  having  been  given. 


BY-LAWS  FOR  CIRCLES. 


1.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Circle,  and  in  every 
way  seek  to  promote  its  interests. 

2.  The  Vice-president  shall  take  the  place  of  the  President  in  her  absence, 
and  seek  to  assist  her  in  every  way. 

3.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  a  true  record  of  the  proceedings 
of  the  Circle,  and  provide  the  pastor  with  notices  of  meetings. 

4.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  carry  on  the  correspondence  of  the 
Circle,  solicit  subscriptions  to  our  paper,  and  send  reports  once  a  quarter  to  the 
Conference  Secretary  of  the  work  of  the  Circle. 

5.  The  Treasurer  shall  collect  membership  dues,  keep  a  book  account, 
and  send  funds  once  a  quarter  to  the  Conference  Treasurer. 

6.  The  Circle  may  choose  the  specific  Missionary  work  to  which  its  funds 
shall  be  applied,  under  the  advice  and  direction  of  the  Executive  Board  of  the 
Conference  Society. 

7.  There  shall  be  two  standing  Committees,  Literary  and  Musical  ;  one  to 
furnish  a  Missionary  program,  and  the  other  to  provide  music  for  the  meetings. 

8.  Mission  Circles  may  give  literary  and  musical  entertainments  in  public, 
at  which  full  reports  of  the  work  of  the  Circle  may  be  made,  that  the  sympathy 
and  interest  of  the  Church  may  be  awakened  and  kept  alive. 

9.  Each  member  of  the  Circle  shall  try  to  induce  others  to  join,  and  shall  do 
all  in  her  power  to  make  the  meetings  contribute  to  mental  and  spiritual  growth.

CONSTITUTION  FOR  JUVENILE  SOCIETIES. 


Article  1.  This   Society   shall   be   called    the   Mission    Band 

of Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

Art.  2.  The  object  of  this  Society  is  to  interest  the  children  and  youth 
of  the  Church  in  missionary  work  in  our  own  land,  and  to  secure  their  help 
in  carrying  it  forward. 

Art.  3.  This  Society,  by  virtue  of  its  voluntary  obligations  to  render 
material  help  in  various  departments  of  the  work,  shall  be  recognized  as  a 
lawful  adjunct  to  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  and  shall  make  reports  thereto. 

Art.  4.  The  officers  of  this  Society  shall  be  an  adult  lady  Director, 
whose  duty  shall  be  to  take  charge  of  and  direct  the  Society,  a  President, 
four  or  more  Vice-presidents,  a  Recording  and  a  Corresponding  Secretin', 
and  Treasurer,  whose  duties  shall  be  those  usual  to  such  offices. 

Art.  5. — Sec.  1.  Any  child  or  young  person,  with  consent  of  parents  or 
guardian,  may  become  a  member  of  this  Society  by  paying  yearly  twenty- 
five  cents  as  membership  fee. 

Sec.  2.  This  Society  may  hold  entertainments  or  use  any  methods  for 
securing  funds  that  are"  in  harmony  with  Christian  usages  and  the  rules  of 
our  Church. 
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SEC.  3.  This  Society  may  choose  either  to  support  a  beneficiary,  furnish. 
Sunday-School  supplies,  or  to  assist  in  any  department  it  may  desire;  but 
the  location  of  the  work  chosen  must  be  decided  by  the  Executive  Board  of 
the  Conference  Society  or  of  the  General  Society. 

Sec.  4.  This  Society  can  only  have  connection  with  the  Woman's  Home 
Missionary  Society  by  contributing  directly  to  its  work  in  the  field,  and  may 
only  have  credit  in  the  reports  of  the  General  Society  for  money  paid  into 
the  General  Treasury. 

Sec.  5.  The  Annual  Meeting  of  this  Society  for  the  election  of  officers 
shall  be  held  on . 

Sec.  6.  This  Constitution  can  only  be  altered  or  amended  by  the  Exec- 
utive Board  of  the  General  Society  which  framed  it.  Petitions  for  change 
may  be  made  in  writing,  stating  reasons  for  such  request,  and  bearing  the 
signature  of  all  the  officers  of  the  Society.

2.  A  Committee  on  Music,  consisting  of  three  or  five  members  (at  least 
one  adult),  shall  be  appointed  for  one  month  or  more,  whose  duty  it  shall 
be  to  provide  suitable  music  for  the  meetings. 

3.  The  Society  shall  be  divided  into  bands  of  ten  (more  or  less,  as  seems 
advisable),  according  to  ages,  each  of  which  shall  be  supervised  by  one  of 
the  Vice-presidents,  who  shall  keep  a  record  of  names,  ages,  conduct,  money 
paid,  and  report  the  same  at  each  meeting. 

4.  The  Vice-presidents  shall  each  in  turn  be  responsible  for  the  enter- 
tainment of  the  meeting,  by  securing  speeches,  dialogues,  quartets,  etc., 
from  their  bands,  and  by  obtaining  the  aid  of  adults  as  needed.  And,  to- 
gether with  the  Director  and  the  Committee  on  Music,  they  shall  prepare  a 
program  before  each  meeting  for  the  use  of  the  President.

BRIEF    REVIEW    OF    THE    FIRST    DECENNIAL. 


Brief  Eeview  of  the  First  Decennial. 


The  first  public  meeting  in  the  interests  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary 
Society  was  called  in  Cincinnati,  O.,  June  8th,  1880,  and  one  month  later,  on 
the  10th  of  July,  the  Society  was  formally  organized  by  the  adoption  of  the  con- 
stitution and  the  election  of  officers.  The  first  auxiliary  was  organized  at  St. 
Paul  Church,  Delaware,  O.,  July  27th,  1880,  and  the  second,  at  Reno,  Pa., 
August  1st,  1880.  The  first  Conference  Society — the  Erie — was  organized  at 
Corry,  Pa.,  September  25th,  1880.  The  first  juvenile  Band  was  formed  at 
Fairmount,  Cincinnati,  September  17th,  1881. 

The  first  missionary  was  sent  in  the  fall  of  1880,  to  Atlanta,  and  later  on, 
three  others  were  employed  in  the  South,  and  two  in  Utah.  The  work  for  the 
first  year  was  mainly  the  support  of  missionaries,  and  of  beneficiaries  in  the 
Church  schools;  but  in  the  fall  of  1881,  urged  by  Bishop  .Wiley,  the  Society 
undertook  to  raise  $5,000  to  build  a  home  and  boarding  department  in  connec- 
tion with  Salt  Lake  Seminary.  An  appeal  was  made  through  the  Church  papers 
to  friends  of  the  cause  for  aid ;  and  by  their  help  the  house  was  completed  and 
furnished  in  December,  1883.  Later  in  the  same  fall,  1881,  a  mission  was 
opened  at  Savannah,  Ga.,  and  a  day  and  industrial  school  was  conducted  in  the 
small  church  of  the  colored  people,  though  unfurnished  with  desks  or  school 
appliances.  As  the  two  missionaries  there  could  not  find  a  comfortable  home, 
the  Society  rented  the  little  parsonage,  and  the  Methodist  ladies  of  Cincinnati 
united  in  furnishing  it,  thus  making  the  first  ho?ne  for  missionaries.  From  this 
small  beginning  Haven  Home,  now  so  valuable,  has  been  developed. 

As  the  Society  was  without  official  recognition,  a  communication  was  sent 
to  the  Missionary  Society  setting  forth  the  object  and  plans  of  the  organization, 
and  asking  that  suggestions  be  made  that  would  identify  it  more  closely  with 
the  general  interests  of  the  Church,  while  it  still  pursued  its  own  distinctive 
work.  A  response  was  returned  recognizing  the  need  of  the  Society  as 
organized,  but  suggesting  some  amendments  to  the  Constitution  which  would 
insure  closer  co-operation,  the  most  important  of  which  was  the  provision  that 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Missionary  Society  should  be  the  Treasurer  of  the  Woman's 
Home  Missionary  Society. 

While  a  majority  favored  the  adoption  of  the  amendments  in  a  modified 
form,  a  strong  minority  was  opposed,  on  the  ground  that  the  Woman's  Society 
would  thereby  be  made  a  mere  auxiliary  to  the  Missionary  Society,  instead  of 
being  permitted  to  hold  and  disburse  its  money  through  its  own  Treasurer,  as  the 
other  Societies  were  allowed  to  do.  Pending  negotiations  relative  to  the  points 
in  question  the  Missionary  Society  referred  the  matter  to  its  legal  counsel,  who 
subsequently  rendered  his  opinion,  that  the  Missionary  Society  had  no  constitu- 
tional power  to  enter  into  alliance  with  another  society,  either  as  regards  fields 
of  work  or  missionary  contributions,  and  advised  a  reference  of  the  subject  to 
the  General  Conference.  The  proposed  amendments  were  therefore  without 
authority,  and  the  Constitution  as  originally  framed  was  presented  to  the  Gen- 
eral Conference,  and  approved  by  that  body ;  and  the  same  relation  was  given 
to  the  Society  as  was  given  to  the  Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  Society. 
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The  first  Annual  Meeting  was  held  at  Cincinnati,  October  30-31,  1882,  two 
years  after  the  organization  of  the  Society,  and  was  presided  over  by  Mrs. 
Hayes.  At  this  meeting  ten  Conference  Secretaries  were  present,  and  in  addi- 
tion nine  Secretaries  reported  by  letter.  Eleven  Conference  Societies  had  been 
organized,  and  Corresponding  Secretaries  had  been  appointed  in  fourteen  other 
Conferences;  and  auxiliaries  had  been  formed  in  various  parts  of  the  country. 
Fourteen  missionaries  had  been  employed  in  the  field.  The  Treasurer  reported 
that  the  entire  receipts  of  money  up  to  October  31st,  1882,  had  been  $7,023.57. 
This  sum  had  not  been  sufficient  to  meet  current  expenses,  and  two  friends  of 
the  cause  had  advanced  money  to  the  amount  of  $910.  The  Society  was  there- 
fore in  debt  to  that  extent.     The  supplies  amounted  in  value  to  $1,542.41. 

Industrial  training  early  became  a  feature  of  the  work.  The  lady  teachers 
of  Clark  University,  Atlanta,  Ga.,  formed  the  plan  of  raising  funds  from  friends 
to  build  a  cottage  home  where  the  girls  could  receive  instruction  in  practical 
housekeeping.  A  gift  of  $500  from  a  gentleman  in  Boston,  and  other  sums 
from  friends  were  supplemented  at  the  first  Annual  Meeting  by  a  contribution 
of  five  dollars  each  from  sixteen  ladies  present.  After  the  cottage  was  com- 
pleted, in  the  following  year,  these  teachers  proposed  to  give  it  to  the  Society 
if  it  would  furnish  and  sustain  the  home.  The  offer  was  accepted  and  this 
cottage  became  ihejirst  "  Model  Home,"  which  in  later  years  gave  place  to  the 
present  commodious  Thayer  Home.  Following  this,  individuals  and  Confer- 
ences have  undertaken  the  building  of  Industrial  Homes,  and  at  important 
points  in  the  South  ten  of  these  training  institutions  have  been  completed; 
nine  Mission  Homes  have  been  built  in  Utah;  and  similar  Homes,  adapted  to 
the  needs  of  the  localities,  are  in  process  of  erection,  or  have  been  projected,  in 
New  Mexico,  among  the  Indians,  and  in  Alaska.  A  list  of  these  Homes  is 
found  on  page  10  of  this  Report. 

At  the  second  Annual  Meeting,  held  in  Cincinnati,  Nov.  20-22,  1883,  the 
Treasurer  was  able  to  report  all  current  expenses  met,  the  accumulated  debt  paid, 
and  a  balance  in  the  treasury.  It  was  decided  at  this  meeting  to  establish  a  Train- 
ing School  for  Missionaries  at  Chicago.  A  Standing  Committee  was  appointed, 
and  an  appropriation  of  $1,000  was  made.  In  the  following  February  the  Evans- 
ton  Auxiliary  held  a  Fair  for  that  purpose  and  raised  $200  which  were  held  in 
trust  for  the  Training  School,  and  later  the  Committee  selected  the  site  for  the 
building.  The  School  was  opened  in  October,  1885,  nearly  two  years  after  it 
was  proposed  by  this  Society  and  the  first  money  had  been  raised  for  its  estab- 
lishment. Annual  appropriations  were  made  to  the  School  by  the  Society, 
aggregating  in  all  $4,500.  Of  this  sum  $2,500  were  paid  through  the  treasury. 
The  collections  at  public  meetings,  and  receipts  from  the  collection- books  which 
were  sent  out  generally  through  the  Society,  were  paid  directly  to  the  Superin- 
tendent of  the  School,  and  do  not  appear  in  the  records  of  the  Society.  Also 
at  this  second  meeting  it  was  decided  to  publish  a  small  monthly  paper  of  eight 
pages.  A  guaranty  of  money  and  of  600  subscribers  were  pledged,  and  the  first 
edition  of  6,000  copies  was  issued  in  January,  1884.  During  the  first  year  the 
paper  reached  a  circulation  of  4,500,  paid  all  expenses,  and  cleared  $101.  The 
following  year  it  was  enlarged  to  its  present  size  of  sixteen  pages,  and  it  has 
since  continued  to  increase  in  subscriptions  and  usefulness. 
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Among  the  important  developments  of  the  work,  as  it  has  progressed  from 
year  to  year,  has  been  the  systematic  arrangement  of  the  large  mission  sections, 
South  and  West,  under  appropriate  Bureaus,  for  the  purpose  of  securing  more 
complete  supervision  of  the  extensive  field.  In  addition,  Bureaus  have  been 
formed  providing  for  missionary  work  among  the  destitute  and  degraded  in 
the  large  cities  and  towns;  for  the  distribution  of  supplies  to  beneficiaries  in 
the  mission  fields,  and  to  needy  ministers  on  the  frontiers;  for  organizing  the 
young  people  and  children  of  the  Church  into  Circles,  Bands  and  Mothers'  Jewels  ; 
for  a  systematic  course  of  readings;  and  for  the  protection  and  help  of  immigrant 
women  and  children  in  the  Eastern  seaports.  At  the  meeting  in  Indianapolis, 
two  years  ago,  after  careful  consideration,  the  Society  expressed  "its  willingness 
to  assume  the  care  of  Deaconess  Homes  wherever  such  homes  shall  be  entrusted 
to  it,  subject  to  the  limitations  of  the  Discipline,  in  so  far  and  as  rapidly  as 
financial  considerations  will  permit."  Since  that  time  six  Deaconess  Homes 
have  been  allied  to  the  Society. 

Since  the  organization  of  the  Society  one  and  another  of  the  members  have 
passed  from  labor  to  reward.  Two  years  ago,  early  in  the  season,  death  bore 
away  two  members  of  the  Executive  Board,  Mrs.  Simpkinson  and  Mrs.  Thorne; 
and  in  the  summer  the  beloved  first  President,  Mrs.  Hayes,  was  suddenly  removed 
to  the  home  above.  The  Socieiy  has  decided  to  perpetuate  her  memory  by 
establishing  at  Washington  a  Deaconess  Home  and  Training  School  for  Mission- 
aries, which  shall  bear  the  honored  name  of  Lucy  Webb  Hayes.  Just  as  the 
decennial  year  was  drawing  to  its  close,  in  the  early  evening  of  Christmas  day, 
Dr.  John  Davis,  husband  of  the  President  of  the  Society,  was  suddenly  trans- 
lated to  the  life  beyond. 

The  Annual  Meetings  have  been  held  successively  in  Cincinnati,  Cleveland, 
Philadelphia,  Detroit,  Syracuse,  Boston,  Indianapolis,  Buffalo;  and  the  next 
one  is  to  be  held  at  Wnshington.  At  the  last  one,  in  Buffalo,  which  marked  the 
first  decade,  the  statistics  showed  71  Conference  organizations,  more  than  1,900 
adult  and  juvenile  societies,  and  over  55,000  members;  and  61  missionaries  in 
active  service.  The  amount  contributed  in  money  during  the  year  was 
$113,331.80;  for  Local  Work,  $4,563.52;  and  for  Supplies,  $53,952.87.  The 
paper,  Woniari's  Ho?ne  Missions,  has  reached  a  monthly  edition  of  15,500.  It 
has  paid  its  way  from  the  beginning,  and  has  a  balance  of  $500  in  fund.  During 
the  decennial  the  amount  raised  has  been:  Cash,  $387,534.07;  Local  Work, 
$13,110.19;  Supplies,  $235,425.89. 

In  this  brief  review  only  a  glance  has  been  given  at  the  work  of  the  decen- 
nial. Much  has  been  preparatory  and  cannot  be  made  to  appear;  and  it  is  yet 
too  early  to  formulate  results.  The  good  accomplished  in  the  moral  and  spir- 
itual education  of  large  numbers  of  people  and  in  the  upbuilding  of  character 
cannot  be  enumerated,  but  will  be  increasingly  apparent  in  the  decades  that  are 
to  follow.
